Mr.  Geiger  advised  the  Commission  that  the  Reduced-Risk  Pesticide  List  is  a  product  of 
the  Integrated  Pest  Management  Technical  Advisory  Committee  that  meets  monthly  to 
discuss  product  revisions.  After  the  list  is  produced,  a  public  meeting  is  held  to  discuss 
the  proposals  for  the  year  and  brought  to  the  Commission  yearly  for  their  consideration 
and  vote.  The  Commission  was  updated  on  the  products  added  and  removed.  Mr. 
Geiger  stated  that  public  meetings  are  productive,  but  suggested  that  more  public 
participation  is  desired. 

Commissioner  Desser  suggested  placing  a  Chronicle  op-ed  several  weeks  before  the 
public  meeting  and  to  engage  the  public  with  examples  of  how  products  and  public 
participation  can  affect  their  lives.  Mr.  Geiger  advised  that  an  effort  is  being  made 
through  the  Department's  Outreach  group  to  generate  more  public  participation. 

Mr.  Geiger  discussed  similar  programs  in  eight  major  municipalities  in  New  York  State 
and  that  the  ordinance  is  not  working  in  these  municipalities  because  of  the  lack  of 
resources  and  an  end-user  group. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  (1)  for  a  comparison  between  San  Francisco  and  other 
cities  that  have  adopted  the  same  type  of  Ordinance,  (2)  what  the  Department  needs  to 
advance  this  effort,  and  (3)  about  the  cooperation  level  of  other  City  departments.  Mr. 
Geiger  responded  that  (1)  the  most  comparable  program  is  Santa  Clara  County's  and 
that  Suffolk  County  is  the  most  successful  in  New  York  State  because  they  have  hired 
experienced  county  extension  agents  and  devoted  funds  to  run  the  program;  (2)  the 
Department  would  improve  results  with  more  input  from  City  departments,  by  doing 
outreach  to  smaller  departments,  outlying  sites,  and  hiring  more  staff;  and  (3)  that 
departments  for  the  most  part  are  cooperative. 
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Deanna  Simon,  City  Toxic  Reduction  Specialist  Assistant  stated  that  products  are 
measured  by  the  quantity  used  and  the  percentage  of  active  ingredient.  Ms  Simon 
recommended  acquiring  funding  for  pilot  projects. 

Deputy  Director  Assmann  inquired  whether  products  identify  inert  and  inactive 
ingredients.  Mr.  Geiger  stated  that  products  do  not  identify  these  ingredients,  but  that 
the  Toxics  Group  is  working  on  acquiring  this  information.  It  was  stated  that  chemical 
companies  are  not  required  to  list  inactive  or  inert  ingredients.

implement  the  actions. 
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Public  Comment:  Mr.  Peter  Brastow,  Founding  Director,  Nature  in  the  City,  speaking  in 
support  of  Urban  Accord  Action  12  that  references  habitat  and  would  elevate  the 
stewardship  and  conservation  of  nature  in  San  Francisco.  Recommended  forming  a 
subcommittee  between  Nature  in  the  City,  the  Department,  and  Commission  or  Policy 
Committee  to  develop  implementation  strategies.

Deputy  Director  Assmann  distributed  updates  to  the  Department  of  Environment's  Fiscal 
Year  2006-2007  Draft  budget  proposal.  A  presentation  was  given  on  revenues  and 
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expenditures  for  (1)  program  grants;  (2)  the  general  fund  budget,  and  (3)  the  Impound 
Account.  Mr.  Assmann  advised  the  Commission  that  the  budget  would  be  updated  further 
to  reflect  future  adjustments  to  salaries  and  benefits.  It  was  stated  that  the  budget  had  been 
reduced  in  the  environmental  justice  and  green  building  and  increased  in  the  recycling  and 
toxics  program  areas  in  order  to  stay  within  the  Department's  2003  guidelines  and  to  match 
the  five-year  plan.  A  discussion  was  held  on  the  process  for  developing  the  guidelines. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  inquired  as  to  how  to  increase  the  amount  of  funding  for 
environmental  justice  work  to  the  earlier  projection.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  stated 
that  from  the  original  grant  money,  there  would  be  a  sufficient  amount  to  continue 
substantial  support  for  another  three  fiscal  years. 

Commissioner  King  inquired  as  to  whether  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  would  be  contributing  more  to  the  environmental  justice  program  as  they 
plan  for  their  expansion  of  the  sewage  facility  and  recommended  that  more  education 
and  outreach  be  provided  to  the  citizens  of  Bayview  Hunters  Point  on  recycling 
programs.  He  inquired  as  to  the  source  of  funding  for  the  recycling  program. . 

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  (1)  Public  Utilities  Commission  upcoming  projects  and 
community  mitigation  funds  and  advised  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  has 
assigned  approximately  $1  million  for  the  Environmental  Justice  Program  Manager  to 
manage  and  $500,000  for  tree  planting;  (2)  advised  that  he  would  provide  Commissioner 
King  with  contacts  in  the  Mayor's  Office  regarding  refuse  left  on  private  properties  and 
public  right  of  ways;  and  (3)  that  outreach  for  the  recycling  program  is  reflected  in  the 
Impound  Account  Summary  and  in  Norcal's  outreach  budgets  contained  in  the  rate 
hearing  process.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  advised  that  two  volunteer  coordinators 
would  be  building  an  outreach  volunteer  program  in  various  City  neighborhoods,  and 
people  from  neighborhoods  would  be  incorporated  to  do  outreach  to  increase 
participation  in  recycling  and  other  programs. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  recommended  (1)  inviting  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to 
present  to  the  Policy  Committee  and  the  full  Commission  on  the  status  of  the  mitigation 
for  this  expansion  and  how  they  would  handle  community  issues,  and  (2)  for  the  Policy 
Committee  to  prepare  a  Resolution  on  this  topic. 

Commissioner  Desser  recommended  creating  high  school  environmental  programs. 
Deputy  Director  Assmann  stated  that  he  would  discuss  developing  high  school  programs 
with  the  Department's  School  Education  Group.

•  Department  goal  is  to  raise  $1  million,  $500,000  in  kind,  $200,000  from  the 
City,  and  $300,000  from  private  sources  to  make  this  project  a  reality. 

•  The  Department  is  working  on  involving  community  groups  in  the  building  and 
including  reclaimed  and  reused  materials.

Francisco  Oil  Awareness,  the  Post  Carbon  Institute,  and  other  organizations  that  study 
the  issue  of  oil  depletion/peak  oil  and  distributed  posters  with  a  statement  of  their 
concerns  to  the  Commissioners.  Mr.  Brumm  proposed  that  the  Commission  consider 
this  issue  and  offered  the  service  of  local  groups. 

Director  Blumenfeld  asked  Mr.  Brumm  to  propose  ten  steps  that  the  Department  and 
Commission  can  do  or  do  better. 

Ms.  Allyse  Heartwell,  San  Francisco  Oil  Awareness  stated  that  there  are  organizations 
that  are  undertaking  a  study  about  Bay  Area  relocalization  that  includes  action  steps  and 
would  provide  the  Department  and  Commission  with  a  contact  person. 

Ms.  Ruth  Gravanis  stated  that  supporting  the  west  span  pedestrian  bike/maintenance 
lane  and  the  redevelopment  of  Treasure  Island  should  be  considered  as  part  of  the 
larger  issue  of  meeting  the  goal  of  reducing  dependence  on  oil.

Mr.  Geiger  advised  the  Commission  that  the  Reduced-Risk  Pesticide  List  is  a  product  of 
the  Integrated  Pest  Management  Technical  Advisory  Committee  that  meets  monthly  to 
discuss  product  revisions.  After  the  list  is  produced,  a  public  meeting  is  held  to  discuss 
the  proposals  for  the  year  and  brought  to  the  Commission  yearly  for  their  consideration 
and  vote.  The  Commission  was  updated  on  the  products  added  and  removed.  Mr. 
Geiger  stated  that  public  meetings  are  productive,  but  suggested  that  more  public 
participation  is  desired. 

Commissioner  Desser  suggested  placing  a  Chronicle  op-ed  several  weeks  before  the 
public  meeting  and  to  engage  the  public  with  examples  of  how  products  and  public 
participation  can  affect  their  lives.  Mr.  Geiger  advised  that  an  effort  is  being  made 
through  the  Department's  Outreach  group  to  generate  more  public  participation. 

Mr.  Geiger  discussed  similar  programs  in  eight  major  municipalities  in  New  York  State 
and  that  the  ordinance  is  not  working  in  these  municipalities  because  of  the  lack  of 
resources  and  an  end-user  group. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  asked  (1)  for  a  comparison  between  San  Francisco  and  other 
cities  that  have  adopted  the  same  type  of  Ordinance,  (2)  what  the  Department  needs  to 
advance  this  effort,  and  (3)  about  the  cooperation  level  of  other  City  departments.  Mr. 
Geiger  responded  that  (1)  the  most  comparable  program  is  Santa  Clara  County's  and 
that  Suffolk  County  is  the  most  successful  in  New  York  State  because  they  have  hired 
experienced  county  extension  agents  and  devoted  funds  to  run  the  program;  (2)  the 
Department  would  improve  results  with  more  input  from  City  departments,  by  doing 
outreach  to  smaller  departments,  outlying  sites,  and  hiring  more  staff;  and  (3)  that 
departments  for  the  most  part  are  cooperative. 
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Deanna  Simon,  City  Toxic  Reduction  Specialist  Assistant  stated  that  products  are 
measured  by  the  quantity  used  and  the  percentage  of  active  ingredient.  Ms  Simon 
recommended  acquiring  funding  for  pilot  projects. 

Deputy  Director  Assmann  inquired  whether  products  identify  inert  and  inactive 
ingredients.  Mr.  Geiger  stated  that  products  do  not  identify  these  ingredients,  but  that 
the  Toxics  Group  is  working  on  acquiring  this  information.  It  was  stated  that  chemical 
companies  are  not  required  to  list  inactive  or  inert  ingredients.

Deputy  Director  Assmann  distributed  updates  to  the  Department  of  Environment's  Fiscal 
Year  2006-2007  Draft  budget  proposal.  A  presentation  was  given  on  revenues  and 
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expenditures  for  (1)  program  grants;  (2)  the  general  fund  budget,  and  (3)  the  Impound 
Account.  Mr.  Assmann  advised  the  Commission  that  the  budget  would  be  updated  further 
to  reflect  future  adjustments  to  salaries  and  benefits.  It  was  stated  that  the  budget  had  been 
reduced  in  the  environmental  justice  and  green  building  and  increased  in  the  recycling  and 
toxics  program  areas  in  order  to  stay  within  the  Department's  2003  guidelines  and  to  match 
the  five-year  plan.  A  discussion  was  held  on  the  process  for  developing  the  guidelines. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  inquired  as  to  how  to  increase  the  amount  of  funding  for 
environmental  justice  work  to  the  earlier  projection.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  stated 
that  from  the  original  grant  money,  there  would  be  a  sufficient  amount  to  continue 
substantial  support  for  another  three  fiscal  years. 

Commissioner  King  inquired  as  to  whether  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  would  be  contributing  more  to  the  environmental  justice  program  as  they 
plan  for  their  expansion  of  the  sewage  facility  and  recommended  that  more  education 
and  outreach  be  provided  to  the  citizens  of  Bayview  Hunters  Point  on  recycling 
programs.  He  inquired  as  to  the  source  of  funding  for  the  recycling  program. 

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  (1)  Public  Utilities  Commission  upcoming  projects  and 
community  mitigation  funds  and  advised  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  has 
assigned  approximately  $1  million  for  the  Environmental  Justice  Program  Manager  to 
manage  and  $500,000  for  tree  planting;  (2)  advised  that  he  would  provide  Commissioner 
King  with  contacts  in  the  Mayor's  Office  regarding  refuse  left  on  private  properties  and 
public  right  of  ways;  and  (3)  that  outreach  for  the  recycling  program  is  reflected  in  the 
Impound  Account  Summary  and  in  Norcal's  outreach  budgets  contained  in  the  rate 
hearing  process.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  advised  that  two  volunteer  coordinators 
would  be  building  an  outreach  volunteer  program  in  various  City  neighborhoods,  and 
people  from  neighborhoods  would  be  incorporated  to  do  outreach  to  increase 
participation  in  recycling  and  other  programs. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  recommended  (1)  inviting  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to 
present  to  the  Policy  Committee  and  the  full  Commission  on  the  status  of  the  mitigation 
for  this  expansion  and  how  they  would  handle  community  issues,  and  (2)  for  the  Policy 
Committee  to  prepare  a  Resolution  on  this  topic. 

Commissioner  Desser  recommended  creating  high  school  environmental  programs. 
Deputy  Director  Assmann  stated  that  he  would  discuss  developing  high  school  programs 
with  the  Department's  School  Education  Group. 

Commissioner  King  recommended  presenting  awards  to  community  members  doing 
good  jobs  in  energy  and  recycling.

•  25  Van  Ness  is  the  first  historic  building  in  San  Francisco  to  be  retrofitted  to 
green  and  as  a  result  is  creating  an  interest  in  converting  historic  preservation 
buildings  into  green  buildings; 

•  Department  goal  is  to  raise  $1  million,  $500,000  in  kind,  $200,000  from  the 
City,  and  $300,000  from  private  sources  to  make  this  project  a  reality. 

•  The  Department  is  working  on  involving  community  groups  in  the  building  and 
including  reclaimed  and  reused  materials.

■  A  report  on  the  Hydrogen  and  Renewable  Energy  Committee  December  14  meeting 
and  next  scheduled  meeting  was  not  given  at  this  time..  Director  Blumenfeld 
reported  that  (a)  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  (CPUC)  approved  $3 
billion  in  solar  incentives  over  the  next  ten  years,  and  recommended  that  the 
Commission  work  on  how  municipalities  can  access  the  money  and  on  writing  the 
rules  for  municipal  governments;  and  (b)  the  Department  is  working  with 
Assemblyman  Leno  to  introduce  the  idea  of  putting  an  ocean  power  hub  off  the 
California  Coast  and  obtaining  funding  for  the  project  from  the  infrastructure  bond 
that  the  Governor  is  proposing.

The  Accords  state  that  between  2005  and  2012,  cities  should  attempt  to  implement  as  many  Accords  as 
possible.

Unfortunately,    I  cannot  make  it  to  the  Commission  on  the  Environment 
meeting  today.   I  just  found  out  about  it. 

I've  just  spoken  with  Johanna,   and  she  instructed  me  to  email  you  our 
thoughts  about  the  Urban  Nature  portion  of  the  Urban  Environmental 
Accords . 

I  am  contributing  these  ideas  on  behalf  of  our  new  organization,  Nature 
in  the  City,   which  is  a  collaborative  undertaking,  including 
participation  from  individuals  representing  organizations  including  the 
following:     California  Native  Plant  Society,   Kids  in  Parks,  Alliance 
for  a  Clean  Waterfront,   Treasure  Island  Wetlands  Project,  Treefrog 
Treks,   Urban  Watershed  Project,   Sierra  Club,   others,   and  many  local 
stewards  and  ecological  activists. 

Regarding  "Action  10:     Ensure  that  there  is  an  accessible  public  park 
or  recreational  open  space  within  half-a-kilometer  of  every  city 
resident  by  2015, "  we  urge  the  implementation  of  this  Accord  to 
emphasize  open  space,   parks,   and  natural  areas.   That  is  to  say,  the 
point  here  is  for  people  to  have  a  place  to  seek  refuge  from  the 
stresses  of  urban  life  in  some  form  of  connecting  to  nature  in  whatever 
way  they  like.   It  doesn't  mean  a  place  to  play  tennis,   chess,   or  do 
yoga   (though  these  things  are  obviously  important).   The  emphasis  must 
be  on  providing  access  to  urban  nature,   the  title  of  this  section. 

Regarding  "Action  11:     Conduct  an  inventory  of  existing  canopy  coverage 
in  your  city;  and,   then  establish  a  goal  based  on  ecological  and 
community  considerations  to  plant  and  maintain  canopy  coverage  in  not 
less  than  fifty  percent  of  all  available  sidewalk  planting  sites, "  the 
emphasis  should  be  on  "ecological  and  community  considerations"  in  that 
planning,   design,   and  project  implementation  should  incorporate  the 
best  knowledge  about  wildlife  and  other  habitat  potential  for  each 
location.   Planting  San  Francisco  native  trees   (there  are  approximately 
10  species)   should  be  an  explicitly  stated  sub-goal.   Many  species  of 
non-native  trees  have  proven  to  have  great  wildlife  habitat  value  as 
well.   The  point  is  to  incorporate  the  lense  of  enhancing  and  restoring 
habitat  for  locally  evolved  biodiversity. 

Regarding  "Action  12:     Pass  legislation  that  protects  critical  habitat 
corridors  and  other  key  habitat  characteristics    (e.g.   water  features, 
food-bearing  plants,   shelter  for  wildlife,   use  of  native  species,  etc.) 
from  unsustainable  development,   we  want  to  work  with  the  City  on  this 
Accord  to  come  up  with  seme  inclusive  language  that  acknowledges  that 
the  entire  City  is  potential  habitat,    that  it  was  developed  in  a 
natural  environment  much  of  which  wildness  still  exists,   and  that  local 
urban  nature  conservation  and  stewardship  IS  ecological  sustainabiiity . 
The  relevant  question  here  is  how  do  we  achieve  global  environmental  or 
even  local  urban  environmental  sustainabiiity  without  intentionally

What  ia  biodiversity? 

Biodiversity  is  the  variety  of  life  on  Earth  -  the  myriad  plants  and 
animals  and  the  places  where  they  live.   It  includes  elephants,  sparrows 
and  daisies,   and  woods,   hedges,   rivers  and  gardens. 

Why  does  biodiversity  matter  to  London? 

We  should  protect  and  conserve  wildlife  -  our  natural  heritage  -  for  its 
own  sake,  and  for  future  generations  of  people.  Our  children's  world 
should  contain  as  rich  a  variety  of  living  things  as  ours.  They  too 
should  be  able  to  enjoy  wild  places,  just  as  we  can  today. 
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Contact  with  the  natural  world  is  inspiring,  and  promotes  good  physical 
and  mental  health.  Watching  the  birds  or  squirrels,  or  seeing  the 
seasons  change,   is  relaxing  and  a  welcome  contrast  to  the  hustle  and 
bustle  of  city  life.  Our  green  open  spaces  and  tree-lined  streets 
attract  people  to  work,  visit  and  invest  in  London.  They  are  great 
places  for  learning  about  nature  too.  We  want  to  make  sure  everyone  has 
easy  access  to  nearby  green  open  spaces. 

Our  natural  heritage 

We  think  of  London  as  a  city  full  of  buildings  and  roads,  but  well  over 
half  of  it  is  green  spaces  or  water.  The  Thames  and  other  rivers,  the 
gardens,  parks,   golf  courses,   farmland  and  woods  together  are  more 
extensive  than  all  the  area  of  hard  surfaces.  The  green  spaces  support  a 
tremendous  variety  of  plants  and  animals;  over  1,500  species  of 
flowering  plants  and  300  types  of  birds  have  been  seen  here  in  recent 
years . 

Wildlife  habitat  extends  from  the  fringes  of  the  urban  area  right  to  the 
heart  of  the  city,  and  includes  woodlands,  meadows,  wetlands,  rivers, 
parks,  and  the   *urban'  habitats  found,   for  example,  on  disused  railway 
land  or  areas  where  buildings  have  been  demolished  and  nature  has  taken 
over . 

Can' t  biodiversity  look  after  itself? 

There  is  never  enough  space  for  everything  in  a  city  like  London. 
Important  places  for  biodiversity  may  be  threatened  by  proposals  to 
build  houses,   for  example.  We  need  to  know  where  these  places  are,  so 
that  we  can  use  the  planning  system  to  make  sure  they  aren't  damaged. 
They  must  also  be  looked  after  in  the  right  way.   For  example,   a  meadow 
will  gradually  fill  up  with  bushes  if  the  grass  is  never  cut,  and  many 
wild  flowers  will  die  out. 

We  also  need  to  keep  an  eye  on  changes  in  London's  wildlife,  so  we 
notice  when  there  are  problems.  For  example,  sparrows  have  recently 
become  very  rare  in  London.  Now  we  are  trying  to  find  out  why. 

Finding  out  more 

London  has  a  wealth  of  places  for  wildlife,  and  many  organisations, 
nature  parks  and  environmental  centres  run  activities  for  the  public.

What  la  the  Mayor  doing? 


The  Mayor's  Biodiversity  Strategy  sets  out  how  London's  biodiversity  can 
be  protected  and  looked  after.   It  also  aims  to  make  sure  everyone  can 
enjoy  and  learn  about  the  natural  world.   But  the  Mayor  can't  do  this 
alone.  The  success  of  the  Strategy  depends  on  a  partnership  between  many 
organisations  to  help  carry  out  the  proposals,   such  as  borough  councils, 
community  groups,   businesses  and  conservation  organisations,   as  well  as 
the  support  of  individual  Londoners.  Working  together,  people  will  shape 
the  future  of  green  London,  having  a  far  greater  effect  than  any  single 
organisation  acting  alone. 

The  Biodiversity  Strategy  sets  out  14  policies,  and  72  proposals  to 
implement  these  policies,   listing  the  main  partners  who  are  asked  to 
take  each  proposal  forward.   It  also  provides  an  overview  of  London's 
wildlife  and  the  places  where  it  is  to  be  found.  The  Mayor  and  his 
associated  bodies,   such  as  Transport  for  London,  have  a  crucial  part  to 
play;  the  Greater  London  Authority  is  well  placed  to  provide  strategic 
advice  and  act  as  a  catalyst  on  issues  relating  to  biodiversity  in 
London.   The  other  major  partners  in  the  implementation  of  the  Strategy 
are  the  London  borough  councils,   English  Nature,   the  Environment  Agency, 
and  the  London  Wildlife  Trust. 

Another  vital  player  is  the  London  Biodiversity  Partnership,  a 
consortium  of  all  the  most  important  organisations  working  in 
biodiversity  in  London.  The  Partnership'  is  drawing  up  a  Biodiversity 
Action  Plan  for  London  which,   when  complete,   will  cover  all  important 
wildlife  habitats  and  a  number  of  priority  species.  The  Mayor  currently 
chairs  the  Partnership,   and  is  leading  on  several  habitats  and  species. 

The  Mayor  must  produce  seven  other  Strategies,  besides  that  for 
biodiversity.  All  have  some  links  to  biodiversity,  but  the  strongest 
links  are  with  the  London  Plan,  or  Spatial  Development  Strategy.  This 
will  set  out  an  integrated  social,  economic  and  environmental  framework 
for  the  future  development  of  London.  The  draft  London  Plan  contains 
policies  to  protect,  manage  and  enhance  biodiversity. 

Highlights  of  the  policies  and  proposals  in  the  Biodiversity  Strategy 

policy     1:   The  Mayor  will  work  with  partners  to  protect,  manage  and 
enhance  London's  biodiversity. 

•  the  GLA  will  carry  out  regular  surveys  of  places  for  wildlife,   so  that 
we  know  where  the  important  places  are  and  can  find  out  about  changes 


going  on  in  London.  The  Mayor  will  promote  the  establishment  of  a 
Biological  Records  Centre  for  London 

•  the  important  places  for  wildlife  should  not  be  damaged.  The  Mayor 
will  and  borough  councils  should  protect  land  and  species  of  nature 
conservation  importance  through  their  planning  powers.  Where  damage 
is  unavoidable/  new  places  for  wildlife  should  be  provided  as 
compensation 

•  gardens  make  up  a  fifth  of  London  and  so  provide  places  for  wildlife 
to  live.  Where  gardens  are  to  be  redeveloped  the  effect  on  nature 
should  be  considered 

•  the  Mayor  will  press  the  Government  to  give  him  greater  powers  to 
prevent  development  from  damaging  the  most  important  places  for 
wildlife 

•  new  development  should  take  opportunities  to  create,  manage  and 
enhance  wildlife  habitat 

•  the  Mayor  will  encourage  borough  councils  to  retain  ecological 
advisors 

•  the  Mayor  will  work  to  ensure  the  law  relating  to  wildlife  is 
enforced,  and  will  support  legislation  to  ban  hunting  with  dogs. 

policy  2:   The  Mayor  has  set  up  a  Blue  Ribbon  Network  for  the  river 
Thames  and  London's  other  waterways.   This  will  establish  principles  for 
the  use  and  management  of  the  water  and  land  beside  it. 

•  the  biodiversity  of  the  Blue  Ribbon  Network  should  be  protected, 
enhanced  and  enjoyed,   for  example  by  controlling  development,  opening 
out  culverts,   improving  water  quality  and  wildlife  habitat,  and 
improving  access 

•  the  Mayor  will  work  with  others  to  restore  London's  rivers  to  a  more 
natural  state. 

policy  3:   The  Mayor  will  encourage  the  management,   enhancement  and 
creation  of  green  space  for  biodiversity,   and  promote  public  access  and 
appreciation  of  nature.   He  will: 

•  encourage  and  provide  advice  on  management  of  land  for  biodiversity, 
with  safe  access  and  involvement  of  the  local  people.  He  will 
encourage  the  sympathetic  management  of  cemeteries 

•  encourage  greater  use  of  allotments  and  promote  the  important  role  of 
private  gardens  for  wildlife 

•  help  boroughs  produce  open  space  strategies 

•  prepare  a  framework  for  London's  trees  and  woodlands. 


policy  4 :   The  Mayor  will  promote  the  conservation  and  enhancement  of 
farmland  biodiversity.    He  will: 

•  encourage  schemes  that  enhance  London's  farmland  biodiversity 

•  oppose  release  of  Genetically  Modified  Organisms   (GMOs)   into  the 
environment . 

policy  5 :  The  Mayor  will  encourage  greening  of  the  built  environment  and 
the  use  of  open  spaces  in  ecologically  sensitive  ways.   He  will: 

•  encourage  greening  of  new  developments  and  maintenance  of  wildlife 
habitat  along  transport  routes 

•  promote  the  health  benefits  of  open  space. 

policies  6  and  7:   The  Mayor  will  encourage  experience  of  the  natural 
world  and  will  promote  environmental  education.   He  will: 

•  encourage  children  to  take  an  active  interest  in  the  biodiversity  of 
their  school  grounds  and  local  green  spaces,  and  will  help  to  retain 
and  to  provide  more  environmental  education  centres,  city  farms  and 
other  local  places  for  environmental  education 

•  continue  his  scheme  for  a  free  visit  to  London  Zoo  for  all  children  in 
London  schools. 

policy  8:   London's  many  species,   and  the  landscapes  where  they  are 
found,   should  be  celebrated  and  promoted.   The  Mayor  will: 

•  promote  good  practice  for  ensuring  safe,  enjoyable  access  to  nature 
for  all,  and  produce  a  popular  guide  to  exploring  London's  wildlife. 

policy  9:   The  Mayor  supports  partnerships  at  Londonwide  and  local  levels 
to  produce  and  implement  Biodiversity  Action  Plans.   He  will: 

•  continue  to  be  an  active  member  of  the  London  Biodiversity 
Partnership,  and  help  support  its  functions 

•  encourage  and  support  local  biodiversity  partnerships  and  the 
production  and  implementation  of  borough  Biodiversity  Action  Plans 

•  press  for  a  statutory  duty  to  be  placed  on  local  authorities  to 
produce  and  implement  local  Biodiversity  Action  Plans. 

policy  10:   The  Mayor  will  promote  London  as  a  world  centre  for 
biodiversity  conservation,   working  with  London's  world-class 
organisations  for  greater  influence  globally  and  to  learn  from 
experience  at  home  and  abroad.   He  will: 

•  foster  links  with  international  bodies  and  organisations  in  other 
major  cities,   and  help  harness  the  skills  and  expertise  of  London's 
centres  of  excellence  for  global  biodiversity. 


policy  11:   The  Mayor  will  encourage  the  business  community  to  play  a 
major  role  in  implementing  the  programme  for  conserving  London's 
biodiversity.   He  will  work  to: 

•  strengthen  the  role  which  businesses  can  play,   including  the 
development  of  company  Biodiversity  Action  Plans 

•  raise  the  profile  of  London's  major  natural  attractions 

•  ensure  employment  in  the  environment  sector  is  supported  and 
developed,   and  encourage  greater  representation  of  minorities  in  it 

•  consider  biodiversity  when  appraising  the  impacts  of  climate  change  in 
London . 

policy  12:  The  Mayor  will  encourage  practices,  and  support  existing 
initiatives,    that  reduce  London's  impact  on  biodiversity  elsewhere. 

•  he  will  consider  developing  a  strategy  for  ethical  trade,  to 
discourage  trade  that  damages  biodiversity  outside  London 

•  the  procurement  policies  of  the  Greater  London  Authority  and 
associated  bodies  should  pay  due  regard  to  biodiversity  conservation 

•  the  Mayor  will  encourage  use  of  sustainable  materials  in  construction 
and  development 

•  the  Mayor  will  work  to  prevent  illegal  trade  within  London  in 
endangered  species. 

policy  13:   The  Mayor  is  committed  to  increasing  the  funding  for 
biodiversity  projects  in  London,   and  wishes  to  ensure  that  major  new 
development  projects  include  provision  for  biodiversity.   He  will: 

•  work  to  establish  a  programme  for  funding  acquisition  and  management 
of  places  for  wildlife 

•  support  funding  bids  to  maintain  and  extend  the  provision  of 
environmental  education  and  similar  facilities  in  London,  especially 
in  areas  of  greatest  need 

•  explore  the  possibilities  of  making  grant  schemes  more  attractive  to 
applicants,  more  appropriate  to  London,  and  covering  a  wider  range  of 
work 

•  work  to  develop  a  funding  strategy  for  the  London  Biodiversity  Action 
Plan. 

policy  14:   Progress  in  conserving  London's  biodiversity  should  be 
measured.   The  Mayor  will: 

•  measure  the  success  of  the  Biodiversity  Strategy  by  assessing  losses 
and  gains  of  wildlife  sites  in  London  and  how  accessible  they  are  to 
Londoners 

•  compile  indicators  of  London's  biodiversity,  including  data  on  bird 
populations,  quantity  of  wildlife  habitat,  and  access  to  natural 
green  space.

RE:  Urban  Environmental  Accords 

During  WED2005,  the  Nature  in  the  City  Committee  produced  the  Nature  in  the  City 
Symposium,  in  which  we  asked  the  fundamental  question  -  how  do  we  achieve  global 
environmental  or  even  local  urban  environmental  sustainability  without  intentionally 
conserving,  restoring  and  stewarding  are  locally  evolved  natural  environment?  The 
answer  is  that  local  urban  nature  conservation  and  stewardship  IS  ecological 
sustainability  -  that  goals  achieved  in  the  realm  of  local  nature  conservation  should  be 
integral  to  the  evaluation  of  whether  our  City  is  "sustainable".  These  goals  would 
include  measurements  of  the  level  of  healthy  interaction  between  local  people  and  their 
local  nature. 

Nature  in  the  City  has  been  founded  to  connect  urban  people  with  their  local  nature  and 
to  catalyze  urban  nature  conservation,  restoration  and  stewardship  in  San  Francisco. 
The  Nature  in  the  City  Steering  Committee  includes  members  who  are  leaders  of  or  very 
active  in  the  following  organizations.

For  the  purposes  of  today's  hearing,  ours  being  to  highlight  the  natural  ecology  of  the 
City,  we  endorse  and  support  the  following  Accords  -  which  apply  particularly  to  the 
City's  natural  environment  -  as  written  essentially  without  further  clarification: 

Urban  Design  Action  8:  Adopt  urban  planning  principles  and  practices  that  advance 
higher  density,  mixed  use,  walkable,  bikeable,  and  disabled-accessible 
neighborhoods  which  coordinate  land  use  and  transportation  with  open  space 
systems  for  recreation  and  ecological  restoration. 

Urban  Nature  Action  10:  Ensure  that  there  is  an  accessible  public  park  or  recreational 
open  space  within  half-a-kilometer  of  every  city  resident  by  2015. 

Water  Action  20:  Protect  the  ecological  integrity  of  the  city's  primary  drinking  water 
sources  (i.e.,  aquifers,  rivers,  lakes,  wetlands  and  associated  ecosystems). 

We  had  suggested  several  changes  to  the  Accords.  None  were  implemented.  We  offer 
the  following  suggestions  for  how  to  interpret  the  language  of  Urban  Nature  Actions  11 
and  12  more  broadly  and  as  it  is  appropriate  to  the  rich  and  biodiverse  natural 
environment  of  San  Francisco. 

Action  11:  Conduct  an  inventory  of  existing  canopy  coverage  in  your  city;  and,  then 
establish  a  goal  based  on  ecological  and  community  considerations  to  plant  and 
maintain  canopy  coverage  in  not  less  than  fifty  percent  of  all  available  sidewalk 
planting  sites. 

We  urge  that  the  term  "canopy"  be  broadly  defined  as  our  City's  natural  ecosystems, 
including  the  street  and  other  planted  trees  since  these  do  provide  habitat  for  wildlife 
and  serve  other  environmental  functions. 

We  urge  that  the  goal  stated  include  "development  of  an  implementable  place-based 
plan  to  protect  and  restore  our  city's  natural  ecological  community." 

Action  12:  Pass  legislation  that  protects  critical  habitat  corridors  and  other  key 
habitat  characteristics  (e.g.  water  features,  food-bearing  plants,  shelter  for  wildlife, 
use  of  native  species,  etc.)  from  unsustainable  development 

We  urge  that  legislation  do  more  than  protect  from  unsustainable  development,  but 
that  such  proposed  law  mandates  conserving  and  restoring  habitats  through  adoption 
by  all  City  entities  of  principles  of  natural  ecological  design  or  "Natur escaping"  for  all 
planning  and  construction  activities  within  the  city  limits.  Natural  ecological  design 
emphasizes  optimizing  compatibility  with  our  indigenous  locally  evolved  ecosystem, 
recognizing  that  the  City  was  developed  in  a  natural  environment  much  of  which 
wildness  still  exists.  The  entire  geography  of  the  City,  e.g.,  natural  areas,  urban  forests, 
streetscapes,  backyards,  etc.,  is  potential  wildlife  habitat.  Thus,  methods  would  include, 
e.g.,  using  native  plants  in  re  vegetation  where  possible,  and  identifying  all  potential 
natural  ecological  linkage  opportunities  including  backyards,  streetscapes,  roofs,  and 
especially  daylighting  creeks  and  other  riparian  corridors.

Hi  Monica, 

Unfortunately,  I  cannot  make  it  to  the  Commission  on  the  Environment 
meeting  today.  I  just  found  out  about  it. 

I've  just  spoken  with  Johanna,  and  she  instructed  me  to  email  you  our 
thoughts  about  the  Urban  Nature  portion  of  the  Urban  Environmental 
Accords. 

I  am  contributing  these  ideas  on  behalf  of  our  new  organization,  Nature  in 
the  City,  which  is  a  collaborative  undertaking,  including  participation  from 
individuals  representing  organizations  including  the  following:  California 
Native  Plant  Society,  Kids  in  Parks,  Alliance  for  a  Clean  Waterfront, 
Treasure  Island  Wetlands  Project,  Treefrog  Treks,  Urban  Watershed 
Project,  Sierra  Club,  others,  and  many  local  stewards  and  ecological 
activists. 

Regarding  "Action  10:  Ensure  that  there  is  an  accessible  public  park 
or  recreational  open  space  within  half-a-kilometer  of  every  city 
resident  by  2015,"  we  urge  the  implementation  of  this  Accord  to 
emphasize  open  space,  parks,  and  natural  areas.  That  is  to  say,  the  point 
here  is  for  people  to  have  a  place  to  seek  refuge  from  the  stresses  of 
urban  life  in  some  form  of  connecting  to  nature  in  whatever  way  they  like. 
It  doesn't  mean  a  place  to  play  tennis,  chess,  or  do  yoga  (though  these 
things  are  obviously  important).  The  emphasis  must  be  on  providing 
access  to  urban  nature,  the  title  of  this  section. 

Regarding  "Action  11:  Conduct  an  inventory  of  existing  canopy 
coverage  in  your  city;  and,  then  establish  a  goal  based  on  ecological 
and  community  considerations  to  plant  and  maintain  canopy 
coverage  in  not  less  than  fifty  percent  of  all  available  sidewalk 
planting  sites,"  the  emphasis  should  be  on  "ecological  and  community 
considerations"  in  that  planning,  design,  and  project  implementation 
should  incorporate  the  best  knowledge  about  wildlife  and  other  habitat 
potential  for  each  location.  Planting  San  Francisco  native  trees  (there  are 
approximately  10  species)  should  be  an  explicitly  stated  sub-goal.  Many 
species  of  non-native  trees  have  proven  to  have  great  wildlife  habitat 
value  as  well.  The  point  is  to  incorporate  the  lense  of  enhancing  and 
restoring  habitat  for  locally  evolved  biodiversity. 


Regarding  "Action  12:  Pass  legislation  that  protects  critical  habitat 
corridors  and  other  key  habitat  characteristics  (e.g.  water  features, 
food-bearing  plants,  shelter  for  wildlife,  use  of  native  species,  etc.) 
from  unsustainable  development,  we  want  to  work  with  the  City  on  this 
Accord  to  come  up  with  some  inclusive  language  that  acknowledges  that 
the  entire  City  is  potential  habitat,  that  it  was  developed  in  a  natural 
environment  much  of  which  wildness  still  exists,  and  that  local  urban 
nature  conservation  and  stewardship  IS  ecological  sustainability.  The 
relevant  question  here  is  how  do  we  achieve  global  environmental  or  even 
local  urban  environmental  sustainability  without  intentionally  conserving, 
restoring  and  stewarding  are  locally  evolved  natural  environment?

Please  consider  strongly  the  following  suggestions  for  the  Urban  Nature 
section  of  the  Urban  Environmental  Accords  including  changing  the  order: 

Action  10  (nature) 

Change  existing  Action  11  to: 

"Conduct  inventory  of  indigenous  natural  ecosystem  in  your  city;  establish 
goal  based  on  ecological  and  cultural  considerations  to  develop  an 
implementable  place-based  plan  to  protect  and  restore  your  city's 
indigenous  ecological  community." 

Action  11  (human  physical/emotional  access  to  and  reconnection  with 
nature) 

Existing  Action  10  -  change  "park  or  recreational  open  space"  to  "park, 
open  space,  or  natural  area". 

Action  12  ( institutional  integration  of  nature  and  culture) 

-incorporates  existing  Action  11- 

Institute  and  promote  urban  ecological  design  and  "naturescaping"  policy 
for  all  government  agencies  and  city  at  large:  use  native  plants  in 
revegetation  where  possible  and  identify  all  potential  natural  ecological 
linkages  including  backyards,  streetscapes,  roofs,  and  especially 
daylighting  creeks  and  other  riparian  corridors  for  both  wildlife  and 
people.

It  is  with  great  excitement  that  I  inform  you  that  I  will  be  relocating  to  San  Francisco  in  May  to 
establish  the  United  Nations  Global  Compact's  San  Francisco  Office.  The  UN  Global  Compact,  a 
direct  initiative  of  the  Secretary- General,  has  grown  dramatically  since  launch  in  July  2000.  It  is  today 
the  largest  corporate  citizenship  initiative  in  the  world,  with  nearly  3000  corporate  participants  and 
stakeholders  from  90  countries.  In  addition,  and  following  the  lead  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  an 
increasing  number  of  cities  are  joining  the  program,  committed  to  the  tenets  of  sustainable  development 
and  the  Global  Compact's  ten  principles  in  the  areas  of  human  rights,  working  conditions,  environmental 
stewardship  and  anti- corruption.

Jared,  I  wish  to  also  make  clear  -  as  quid  pro  quo  for  the  initial  pro-bono  space  -  that  I  would 
be  delighted  to  contribute  some  of  my  time  to  support  the  efforts  and  programs  of  your  department,  as 
well  as  assisting  the  City  with  implementation  related  to  its  commitment  to  the  Global  Compact. 

In  terms  of  specifics,  I  would  not  need  much.  A  simple  office,  a  computer  with  internet  access, 


a  telephone,  and  access  to  a  printer  and  copier  would  be  about  it.  (I  will  bring  the  UN  flag!) 

I  wish  to  thank  you  again  for  your  consideration.  It  would  be  wonderful  -  and  indeed 
appropriate  -  to  be  associated  with  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  also  to  work  with  you  and  your 
team.

NOTICE  OF  PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  BYLAWS  OF 


THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  COMMISSION  ON  THE  ENVIRONMENT 


TO  BE  ACTED  UPON  AT  THE  MEETING  OF  MARCH  28, 2006 


This  notice  is  issued  pursuant  to  Article  XI  -  Amendment  of  Bylaws  of  the  Bylaws  of  the  San  Francisco 
Commission  on  the  Environment  requiring  circulation  of  proposed  amendments  in  writing  to  all 
Commissioners  and  noticed  to  the  public  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  such  meeting.  The  following 
provision  in  Article  VII  -  Committees,  Sections  6,  9,  and  10  are  proposed  for  amendment  as  follows: 

Section  6:  Standing  Committees 

The  Commission  shall  have  three  two  standing  committees:  (1)  Operations^  and  (2)  Policy,,  and 
(3)  Hydrogen  and  Renewable  Energy.  Each  committee  shall  have  three  members. 

Section  9:  Hydrogen  and  Renewable  Energy  Committee 

 The  Hydrogen  and  Renewable  Energy  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  of 

February,  April,  June,  August,  and  October  at  5:00  p.m.  and  the  second  Wednesday  in  December  at  5:00 
p.m.  in  Room  421,  City  Hall,  One  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Jr.  Place  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco.  The  Committee  will  work  toward  a  plan  for  100%  renewable  energy  for  the  city's  electricity 
and  transportation  fuels  in  less  than  25  years.  The  Committee  will  focus  on  the  potential  role  of  hydrogen 
(from  water  &  renewable  energy),  tidal  power  and  other  innovative  ideas.  This  information  shall  be 
posted  on  the  Department  of  the  Environment's  website. 

Section  4-0  £:  Other  Committees 

The  Commission  and/or  the  President,  at  his  or  her  discretion,  may  establish  other  committees  or 
task  forces  on  an  ad-hoc  basis  to  perform  tasks  or  functions  as  necessary,  or  to  address  issues  outside  the 
purview  of  the  standing  committees. 

The  above  notice  has  been  issued  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  the  Hydrogen  and  Renewable  Energy 
Committee  at  this  time.

Director  Blumenfeld  reported  that  Chapter  1  of  the  Environment  Code,  the  San 
Francisco  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance  requires  the  Department  to  report  to  the 
Commission  with  a  specific  list  of  priority  purchasing  category  areas.  Mr.  Chris  Geiger, 
City  Toxics  Reduction  Coordinator  presented  a  summary  of  the  public  process  and 
meetings  that  were  held  to  discuss  the  key  environmental  and  health  issues  in  order  to 
produce  the  Targeted  Product  Categories  for  Environmentally  Preferable  Purchasing  for 
2006-2008  list  for  City  government  purchasing.  Discussions  included: 

•  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance  process  and  timelines  for  reporting  to  the 
Commission; 

•  The  ten  key  products/product  categories  identified  as  highest  priority  during 
review  and  justification  and  key  environmental  and  health  issues; 

•  The  eleven  Environmental  &  Health  Criteria  for  Scoring  Targeted  Product 
Categories  of  commodities; 

•  Opportunities  for  applying  product  category  specifications  to  service  agreements 
and  requesting  the  City  Attorney  to  draft  ianguage  into  Request  for  Proposals  to 
be  consistent  with  the  Precautionary  Purchasing  Principle; 

•  Influencing  non-City  departments  and  agencies  to  participate  in  environmentally 
preferable  purchasing  and  educating  local  suppliers  on  environmentally 
preferable  purchasing.  Commissioner  Wald  requested  a  list  of  departments  and 
agencies  that  are  not  covered  by  the  Ordinance.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Sandler 
reported  that  she  would  work  with  staff  to  provide  a  list. 

Ms.  Culver  reported  that  she  would  provide  the  Commission  with  lists  of  (1)  product 
categories  that  were  not  included  because  everything  in  that  category  was  on  a  service 
agreement  and  (2)  products  purchased  by  hospitals  that  are  purchased  with  a  General 
Purchasing  Organization  that  is  not  subject  to  the  Ordinance. 

Mr.  Geiger  reported  that  next  steps  would  be  for  the  Department  to  examine  the  targeted 
product  categories  in  its  development  of  environmentally  preferable  purchasing 
specifications  and  produce  an  approved  product  list  for  the  Commission  to  approve.  City 
departments  will  be  required  to  purchase  only  from  the  approved  product  list. 
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Public  Comment:  Mr.  Neil  Gendel,  Director,  Healthy  Children  Organizing  Project  and 
Member  Bay  Area  Working  Group  on  the  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance, 
speaking  in  support  of  Commissioner  Wald's  recommendation  to  influence  the  public  to 
purchase  healthy  products  in  their  homes  and  commending  the  Department,  the 
Commission  and  Legal  Counsel  for  their  efforts.  Concern  was  expressed  with 
environmental  and  social  justice  issues  for  low-income  staffers  working  with  janitorial 
and  other  toxic  products  and  with  small  children  using  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
sites  that  may  contain  toxic  products.  Mr.  Gendel  urged  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  to  purchase  environmentally  preferable  purchasing  products  from  the 
targeted  product  list. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Joan  Reinhardt-Reiss,  Breast  Cancer  Fund,  Bay  Area  Working 
Group  on  the  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance  thanked  the  Commission, 
Department  staff,  and  Legal  Counsel  for  supporting  this  Resolution  and  discussed  their 
goal  of  removing  chemicals  from  the  world  by  legislation.  Spoke  in  support  of  adding 
draft  language  into  Request  for  Proposals  to  be  consistent  with  the  Precautionary 
Purchasing  Principle.  Ms.  Reinhardt-Reiss  reported  on  the  work  of  the  Bay  Area 
Working  Group  making  efforts  known  to  other  cities/groups  and  on  the  first  national 
Precautionary  Purchasing  Conference  in  Baltimore,  Maryland  on  June  9-1 1 . 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Michael  Sweet,  Attorney-at-Law,  on  behalf  of  his  client  Resilient 
Floor  Covering  Institute  (RFCI)  expressed  concern  with  RFCI's  products  inclusion  on  the 
Draft  List  of  Targeted  Product  Categories.  Mr.  Sweet  requested  the  Commission  to 
consider  not  including  flooring  on  the  targeted  list  until  a  nationally  recognized 
environmentally  preferable  product  standard  for  resilient  flooring  that  is  currently  under 
development  is  issued.  A  March  14,  2006  letter  to  Mr.  Chris  Geiger  regarding  comments 
on  the  Draft  List  of  Targeted  Product  Categories

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the 
national  standard  would  be  considered  once  it  is  developed. 

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Guy  De  Lacrose,  CEO,  Orbeco  Inc.,  San  Francisco  Bay's 
Manufacturer  of  Green  Cleaning  Products  spoke  on  the  impediment  of  three  year- 
contracts  and  requested  that  legal  language  be  added  to  RFP's  to  override  this 
requirement  to  allow  greener  up-to-date  products  when  they  become  available. 

Upon  Motion  by  Commissioner  Desser  and  second  by  Commissioner  Mok,  Resolution 
File  No.  2006-07-COE  adopting  the  List  of  Targeted  Product  Categories  was  adopted 
with  no  objection  (Absent:  Commissioners  Pelosi  Jr.  and  Rodriguez).

PRESENTER:  Ms.  Deanna  Simon,  City  Toxic  Reduction  Specialist  Assistant 
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Ms.  Deanna  Simon,  City  Toxic  Reduction  Specialist  Assistant  reported  that  at  the 
January  24,  2006  Commission  meeting,  the  Commission  reviewed  the  changes  to  the 
Reduced  Risk  Pesticide  List  and  discussed  the  contribution  of  the  PGA  Golf  Tournament 
at  Harding  Park  to  pesticide  use  in  the  City.  The  CCSF  Integrated  Pest  Management 
Program  (IPM)  2004-2005  Annual  Report  that  highlights  the  successes  and  challenges 
of  the  IPM  Program  was  distributed  at  the  Commission  meeting.  Topics  discussed 
included: 

•  San  Francisco's  well  developed  pesticide  reporting  system  and  as  a  leader  in 
using  less  toxic  pesticides  than  other  cities; 

•  Decreased  long-term  trends  in  pesticide  use  since  the  beginning  of  the  IPM 
program  in  1996-herbicides  down  88%  and  fungicides  down  92%; 

•  Increased  Tier  1  products  pesticide  use  in  2005  because  of  high-profile  golf 
tournaments  on  City  property  and  increase  of  insecticide  use  for  control  of 
mosquitoes  due  to  the  West  Nile  virus; 

•  Decrease  of  Roundup  use  and  why  use  cannot  be  eliminated  because  of  the 
diverse  amount  and  type  of  property  the  City  owns. 

•  An  online  database  that  is  available  for  City  staff  to  report  more  detailed  pesticide 
use  and  non-pesticide  pest-control  measures  so  success  can  be  measured  in 
more  ways  than  just  pesticide  reduction. 

Ms.  Simon  reported  that  the  Department  of  the  Environment  will  be  receiving  a  national 
award  for  its  Integrated  Pest  Management  Program  next  week  on  behalf  of  the  entire 
City.

Mr.  Gordon  Mar,  Executive  Director,  Chinese  Progressive  Association,  described  the 
work  and  objectives  of  Immigrant  Power  for  Environmental  Health  and  Justice,  a 
collaboration  between  Chinese  Progressive  Association  (CPA),  People  Organized  to 
Demand  Environmental  and  Economic  Rights  (PODER),  and  the  Environmental  Law 
and  Justice  Clinic  at  Golden  Gate  University  School  of  Law.  Mr.  Mar  advised  the 
Commission  that  Immigrant  Power  was  supported  by  a  grant  from  the  Department's 
Environmental  Justice  Program  during  their  initial  18-month  community  assessment 
phase  completed  at  the  end  of  last  year,  and  that  program  staff  recommended  that  they 
update  the  Commission  about  their  project.  The  Environmental  Justice  Program  staff 
was  acknowledged  for  their  support  during  the  18-month  assessment  process. 

Mr.  Mar  explained  that  Immigrant  Power  seeks  to  empower  the  burgeoning  working 
class  immigrant  Asian  and  Latino  communities  in  San  Francisco's  southeast  sector  to 
address  the  environmental  health  disparities  that  exist  in  the  area.  The  overarching  goal 
is  to  build  the  capacity  of  the  communities  to  collectively  advocate  for  environmental 
health  and  justice.  Efforts  included  (1)  developing  environmental  justice  and  leadership 
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training  for  immigrant  Asian  and  Latino  youth,  (2)  a  trilingual  community  survey  in 
southeast  San  Francisco  to  research  the  community's  concerns,  (3)  developing 
awareness  of  environmental  health  issues  in  the  community  and  creating  interest  in  a 
campaign  to  address  problems;  and  (4)  working  with  youth  advocates  to  develop 
community  education  activities  for  community  residents. 

Mr.  Antonio  Diaz,  Director,  PODER,  described  Immigrant  Power  for  Environmental 
Health  and  Justice's  Southeast  San  Francisco  Environmental  Health  and  Justice 
Organizing  Initiative  to  empower  low-income  Asian  and  Latino  communities  in  the 
southeast  sector  to  address  environmental  health  risks  and  improve  their  access  to  and 
participation  in  health  and  environmental  programs  and  policy-making.  Mr.  Diaz 
described  their  work  organizing  environmental  health  and  justice  campaigns,  leadership 
development  programs,  and  community  outreach  efforts.  Future  work  includes 
community  education  and  awareness,  community  capacity  building,  leadership  building, 
developing  policy  advocacy,  and  attaining  broader  impact  on  regional  agencies. 
Additional  topics  discussed  included: 

■  Southeast  sector  area  demographics; 

■  Environmental  health  and  justice  issues  affecting  the  community,  e.g. 
generations  of  toxic  development  in  the  community; 

■  The  community's  health  problems  and  low  access  to  health  insurance. 

Commissioner  King  recommended  that  Immigrant  Power  for  Environmental  Health 
should  include  the  political  processes  in  the  Bayview  District  dominated  by  African- 
Americans,  but  that  need  the  voice  of  Latino  and  Asian  communities.

Director  Blumenfeld  advised  the  Commission  that  the  Resolution  was  amended  to 
include  additional  background  information.  Upon  Motion  by  Commissioner  Desser  and 
second  by  Commissioner  King,  Resolution  File.  No.  R-2006-02-COE  to  prioritize  three 
key  actions  for  calendar  year  2006  was  adopted  with  no  objection  (Absent:

Director  Assmann  advised  that  there  was  an  Infrastructure  Committee  and  an  Advisory 
Group  for  the  Sustainability  Plan  that  the  Department  has  been  asked  to  participate  in, 
and  there  would  be  a  series  of  public  meetings  that  the  Commissioners  could  participate 
in. 

Commissioner  Wald  recommended  that  this  Resolution  be  brought  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  their  consideration.

Deputy  Director  Assmann  advised  the  Commission  that  the  Controller's  Office  has 
issued  an  Interim  Audit  Report  (Memo  of  March  24,  2006)  designed  to  review  the 
Department's  Impound  Account  expenditures  and  refuse  collection  and  disposal  rates. 
A  Final  Audit  Report  that  will  review  other  areas  of  the  Department  is  due  in  June. 

A  discussion  was  held  on  Page  4  of  the  Interim  Audit  Report  that  indicated  that  "some 
grants  were  determined  to  be  inappropriately  funded  from  the  impound  Account  such  as 
grants  to  various  organizations  to  support  the  United  Nations  World  Environment  Day 
events  in  San  Francisco,  some  parts  of  which  did  not  appear  to  have  a  waste  diversion 
process."  Deputy  Director  Assmann  referred  to  the  footnote  that  explained  that  since 
some  of  the  grants  are  still  open,  future  amounts  due  to  be  funded  from  the  Impound 
Account  have  not  been  expended.  It  was  explained  that  the  Department  is  in  the 
process  of  showing  the  Controller's  Office  the  connection  between  World  Environment 
Day  activities  and  the  Impound  Account  as  they  finalize  the  audit,  e.g.  recycling 
advertising  as  reflected  in  the  UN  World  Environment  Day  Banner  and  Ad  and  other 
recycling-related  activities. 

Director  Blumenfed  reported  that  the  Department  agrees  with  and  would  implement  the 
Controller's  recommendations  listed  on  Pages  5-6  immediately.  Deputy  Director 
Assmann  stated  that  the  Controller's  Office  agrees  with  the  Department's  Five- Year  Pian 
that  was  approved  by  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Desser  expressed  concern  with  the  audit  procedures  and  offered  the 
Commission's  assistance.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  advised  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  Audit  and  Government  Efficiency  Committee  would  be  holding  a  hearing  on 
the  Audit  Report,  and  that  it  would  be  useful  for  Commissioners  to  participate. 
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The  March  28,  2006  San  Francisco  Chronicle  article  headlining  "Recycling  funds  may 
have  been  misspent"  was  discussed.  Commissioners  Desser  and  Wald  suggested 
writing  a  Letter  to  the  Editor,  an  Op-Ed,  or  scheduling  a  visit  to  the  Editor  to  discuss  the 
Audit  and  World  Environment  Day  events.  Director  Blumenfeld  indicated  that  the 
Controller's  Office  felt  that  the  Chronicle  article  did  not  reflect  their  memo  accurately.  It 
was  suggested  that  more  clarity  about  the  Impound  Account  should  be  communicated  in 
the  future.

Deputy  Director  Assmann  updated  the  Commission  on  the  Refuse  Rate  Application 
Process  managed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  with  support  from  the  Department 
and  its  Recycling  staff.

■  The  original  application  has  been  submitted  and  there  has  been  a  set  of  public 
hearings; 

■  The  Department  of  Public  Works  with  Department  of  the  Environment  input  has 
issued  a  staff  report  and  hearings  have  been  held  in  response  to  the  staff  report; 

■  The  original  Norcal  application  requested  a  38.2%  increase  over  five  years.  A 
staff  report  recommended  decreasing  the  amount.  Norcal  submitted  clarifying 
information  and  the  Director's  Report  that  will  be  issued  on  April  7  would  issue  a 
rate  ruling; 

■  Appeals:  The  Director's  rate  ruling  is  open  for  two  weeks  for  an  appeal  process. 
If  there  are  no  appeals,  the  ruling  will  stand.  If  appeals  are  made,  another  set  of 
hearings  would  be  held  by  the  Rate  Board  for  another  six  weeks  and  will  be 
concluded  in  May  with  implementation  in  June.  The  Rate  Board  has  the  final  say 
on  any  appeals  item  filed  objecting  the  Director's  rate  ruling.

Director  Blumenfeld  reported  that  Chapter  1  of  the  Environment  Code,  the  San 
Francisco  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance  requires  the  Department  to  report  to  the 
Commission  with  a  specific  list  of  priority  purchasing  category  areas.  Mr.  Chris  Geiger, 
City  Toxics  Reduction  Coordinator  presented  a  summary  of  the  public  process  and 
meetings  that  were  held  to  discuss  the  key  environmental  and  health  issues  in  order  to 
produce  the  Targeted  Product  Categories  for  Environmentally  Preferable  Purchasing  for 
2006-2008  list  for  City  government  purchasing.  Discussions  included: 

•  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance  process  and  timelines  for  reporting  to  the 
Commission; 

•  The  ten  key  products/product  categories  identified  as  highest  priority  during 
review  and  justification  and  key  environmental  and  health  issues; 

•  The  eleven  Environmental  &  Health  Criteria  for  Scoring  Targeted  Product 
Categories  of  commodities; 

•  Opportunities  for  applying  product  category  specifications  to  service  agreements 
and  requesting  the  City  Attorney  to  draft  language  into  Request  for  Proposals  to 
be  consistent  with  the  Precautionary  Purchasing  Principle; 

•  Influencing  non-City  departments  and  agencies  to  participate  in  environmentally 
preferable  purchasing  and  educating  local  suppliers  on  environmentally 
preferable  purchasing.  Commissioner  Wald  requested  a  list  of  departments  and 
agencies  that  are  not  covered  by  the  Ordinance.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Sandler 
reported  that  she  would  work  with  staff  to  provide  a  list. 

Ms.  Culver  reported  that  she  would  provide  the  Commission  with  lists  of  (1)  product 
categories  that  were  not  included  because  everything  in  that  category  was  on  a  service 
agreement  and  (2)  products  purchased  by  hospitals  that  are  purchased  with  a  General 
Purchasing  Organization  that  is  not  subject  to  the  Ordinance. 

Mr.  Geiger  reported  that  next  steps  would  be  for  the  Department  to  examine  the  targeted 
product  categories  in  its  development  of  environmentally  preferable  purchasing 
specifications  and  produce  an  approved  product  list  for  the  Commission  to  approve.  City 
departments  will  be  required  to  purchase  only  from  the  approved  product  list.

Public  Comment:  Mr.  Neil  Gendel,  Director,  Healthy  Children  Organizing  Project  and 
Member  Bay  Area  Working  Group  on  the  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance, 
speaking  in  support  of  Commissioner  Wald's  recommendation  to  influence  the  public  to 
purchase  healthy  products  in  their  homes  and  commending  the  Department,  the 
Commission  and  Legal  Counsel  for  their  efforts.  Concern  was  expressed  with 
environmental  and  social  justice  issues  for  low-income  staffers  working  with  janitorial 
and  other  toxic  products  and  with  small  children  using  Recreation  and  Park  Department 
sites  that  may  contain  toxic  products.

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Ms.  Deanna  Simon,  City  Toxic  Reduction  Specialist  Assistant  reported  that  at  the 
January  24,  2006  Commission  meeting,  the  Commission  reviewed  the  changes  to  the 
Reduced  Risk  Pesticide  List  and  discussed  the  contribution  of  the  PGA  Golf  Tournament 
at  Harding  Park  to  pesticide  use  in  the  City.  The  CCSF  Integrated  Pest  Management 
Program  (IPM)  2004-2005  Annual  Report  that  highlights  the  successes  and  challenges 
of  the  IPM  Program  was  distributed  at  the  Commission  meeting.  Topics  discussed 
included: 

•  San  Francisco's  well  developed  pesticide  reporting  system  and  as  a  leader  in 
using  less  toxic  pesticides  than  other  cities; 

•  Decreased  long-term  trends  in  pesticide  use  since  the  beginning  of  the  IPM 
program  in  1996-herbicides  down  88%  and  fungicides  down  92%; 

•  Increased  Tier  1  products  pesticide  use  in  2005  because  of  high-profile  golf 
tournaments  on  City  property  and  increase  of  insecticide  use  for  control  of 
mosquitoes  due  to  the  West  Nile  virus; 

•  Decrease  of  Roundup  use  and  why  use  cannot  be  eliminated  because  of  the 
diverse  amount  and  type  of  property  the  City  owns. 

•  An  online  database  that  is  available  for  City  staff  to  report  more  detailed  pesticide 
use  and  non-pesticide  pest-control  measures  so  success  can  be  measured  in 
more  ways  than  just  pesticide  reduction. 

Ms.  Simon  reported  that  the  Department  of  the  Environment  will  be  receiving  a  national 
award  for  its  Integrated  Pest  Management  Program  next  week  on  behalf  of  the  entire 
City.

Mr.  Gordon  Mar,  Executive  Director,  Chinese  Progressive  Association,  described  the 
work  and  objectives  of  Immigrant  Power  for  Environmental  Health  and  Justice,  a 
collaboration  between  Chinese  Progressive  Association  (CPA),  People  Organized  to 
Demand  Environmental  and  Economic  Rights  (PODER),  and  the  Environmental  Law 
and  Justice  Clinic  at  Golden  Gate  University  School  of  Law.  Mr.  Mar  advised  the 
Commission  that  Immigrant  Power  was  supported  by  a  grant  from  the  Department's 
Environmental  Justice  Program  during  their  initial  18-month  community  assessment 
phase  completed  at  the  end  of  last  year,  and  that  program  staff  recommended  that  they 
update  the  Commission  about  their  project.  The  Environmental  Justice  Program  staff 
was  acknowledged  for  their  support  during  the  18-month  assessment  process. 

Mr.  Mar  explained  that  Immigrant  Power  seeks  to  empower  the  burgeoning  working 
class  immigrant  Asian  and  Latino  communities  in  San  Francisco's  southeast  sector  to 
address  the  environmental  health  disparities  that  exist  in  the  area.  The  overarching  goal 
is  to  build  the  capacity  of  the  communities  to  collectively  advocate  for  environmental 
health  and  justice.  Efforts  included  (1)  developing  environmental  justice  and  leadership 
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training  for  immigrant  Asian  and  Latino  youth,  (2)  a  trilingual  community  survey  in 
southeast  San  Francisco  to  research  the  community's  concerns,  (3)  developing 
awareness  of  environmental  health  issues  in  the  community  and  creating  interest  in  a 
campaign  to  address  problems;  and  (4)  working  with  youth  advocates  to  develop 
community  education  activities  for  community  residents. 

Mr.  Antonio  Diaz,  Director,  PODER,  described  Immigrant  Power  for  Environmental 
Health  and  Justice's  Southeast  San  Francisco  Environmental  Health  and  Justice 
Organizing  Initiative  to  empower  low-income  Asian  and  Latino  communities  in  the 
southeast  sector  to  address  environmental  health  risks  and  improve  their  access  to  and 
participation  in  health  and  environmental  programs  and  policy-making.  Mr.  Diaz 
described  their  work  organizing  environmental  health  and  justice  campaigns,  leadership 
development  programs,  and  community  outreach  efforts.  Future  work  includes 
community  education  and  awareness,  community  capacity  building,  leadership  building, 
developing  policy  advocacy,  and  attaining  broader  impact  on  regional  agencies. 
Additional  topics  discussed  included: 

■  Southeast  sector  area  demographics; 

■  Environmental  health  and  justice  issues  affecting  the  community,  e.g. 
generations  of  toxic  development  in  the  community; 

■  The  community's  health  problems  and  low  access  to  health  insurance. 

Commissioner  King  recommended  that  Immigrant  Power  for  Environmental  Health 
should  include  the  political  processes  in  the  Bayview  District  dominated  by  African- 
Americans,  but  that  need  the  voice  of  Latino  and  Asian  communities.

Deputy  Director  Assmann  advised  the  Commission  that  the  Controller's  Office  has 
issued  an  Interim  Audit  Report  (Memo  of  March  24,  2006)  designed  to  review  the 
Department's  Impound  Account  expenditures  and  refuse  collection  and  disposal  rates. 
A  Final  Audit  Report  that  will  review  other  areas  of  the  Department  is  due  in  June. 

A  discussion  was  held  on  Page  4  of  the  Interim  Audit  Report  that  indicated  that  "some 
grants  were  determined  to  be  inappropriately  funded  from  the  impound  Account  such  as 
grants  to  various  organizations  to  support  the  United  Nations  World  Environment  Day 
events  in  San  Francisco,  some  parts  of  which  did  not  appear  to  have  a  waste  diversion 
process."  Deputy  Director  Assmann  referred  to  the  footnote  that  explained  that  since 
some  of  the  grants  are  still  open,  future  amounts  due  to  be  funded  from  the  Impound 
Account  have  not  been  expended.  It  was  explained  that  the  Department  is  in  the 
process  of  showing  the  Controller's  Office  the  connection  between  World  Environment 
Day  activities  and  the  Impound  Account  as  they  finalize  the  audit,  e.g.  recycling 
advertising  as  reflected  in  the  UN  World  Environment  Day  Banner  and  Ad  and  other 
recycling-related  activities. 

Director  Blumenfed  reported  that  the  Department  agrees  with  and  would  implement  the 
Controller's  recommendations  listed  on  Pages  5-6  immediately.  Deputy  Director 
Assmann  stated  that  the  Controller's  Office  agrees  with  the  Department's  Five- Year  Plan 
that  was  approved  by  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Desser  expressed  concern  with  the  audit  procedures  and  offered  the 
Commission's  assistance.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  advised  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  Audit  and  Government  Efficiency  Committee  would  be  holding  a  hearing  on 
the  Audit  Report,  and  that  it  would  be  useful  for  Commissioners  to  participate. 
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The  March  28,  2006  San  Francisco  Chronicle  article  headlining  "Recycling  funds  may 
have  been  misspent"  was  discussed.  Commissioners  Desser  and  Wald  suggested 
writing  a  Letter  to  the  Editor,  an  Op-Ed,  or  scheduling  a  visit  to  the  Editor  to  discuss  the 
Audit  and  World  Environment  Day  events.  Director  Blumenfeld  indicated  that  the 
Controller's  Office  felt  that  the  Chronicle  article  did  not  reflect  their  memo  accurately.  It 
was  suggested  that  more  clarity  about  the  Impound  Account  should  be  communicated  in 
the  future.

Deputy  Director  Assmann  updated  the  Commission  on  the  Refuse  Rate  Application 
Process  managed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  with  support  from  the  Department 
and  its  Recycling  staff.

■  The  original  application  has  been  submitted  and  there  has  been  a  set  of  public 
hearings; 

■  The  Department  of  Public  Works  with  Department  of  the  Environment  input  has 
issued  a  staff  report  and  hearings  have  been  held  in  response  to  the  staff  report; 

■  The  original  Norcal  application  requested  a  38.2%  increase  over  five  years.  A 
staff  report  recommended  decreasing  the  amount.  Norcal  submitted  clarifying 
information  and  the  Director's  Report  that  will  be  issued  on  April  7  would  issue  a 
rate  ruling; 

■  Appeals:  The  Director's  rate  ruling  is  open  for  two  weeks  for  an  appeal  process. 
If  there  are  no  appeals,  the  ruling  will  stand.  If  appeals  are  made,  another  set  of 
hearings  would  be  held  by  the  Rate  Board  for  another  six  weeks  and  will  be 
concluded  in  May  with  implementation  in  June.  The  Rate  Board  has  the  final  say 
on  any  appeals  item  filed  objecting  the  Director's  rate  ruling.

COMMISSION  ON  THE  ENVIRONMENT 
BYLAWS 


Article  I  -  Identification 

Section  1:  Name 

The  Commission  on  the  Environment. 
Section  2:  Office 

The  Commission  on  the  Environment  shall  be  located  at  1 1  Grove  Street, 
San  Francisco,  California,  94102,  or  such  other  address  where  the  Commission  may  be  located 
from  time  to  time.  The  telephone  number  for  the  Commission  is  (415)  355-3709. 

Section  3:  Compliance  with  Applicable  Laws 

The  Commission  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  laws,  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  (Cal.  Government  Code  Section  54950  et  seq.),  the  Political 
Reform  Act  of  1974  (Cal.  Government  Code  Section  81000  et  seq.),  the  San  Francisco 
Charter,  the  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance  (San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Section  67.1  et  seq.),  the  Compensated  Advocacy  and  Officeholder  Accounts  initiative 
(San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  App.  11);  and  the  Improper  Government  Activities 
Ordinance,  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  16.400  et  seq. 

Article  II  -  Mission  Statement 

Section  1 :  The  Commission  on  the  Environment 

The  mission  of  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  is  to  improve,  enhance,  and  preserve 
the  environment;  and  to  promote  San  Francisco's  long-term  environmental  sustainability  as  laid 
out  in  Section  4. 1 1 8  of  the  City  Charter. 

Article  III  -  Commission  on  the  Environment 

Section  1 :  Number 

The  Commission  on  the  Environment  shall  consist  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  pursuant  to  Section  4. 1 1 8  of  the  City  Charter. 

Section  2:  Term  of  Appointment 

The  term  of  each  commissioner  shall  be  four  years,  unless  removed  by  the  Mayor,  at  his 
or  her  discretion.

Section  3:  Compensation 


Commissioners  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

Section  4:  Oath  of  Public  Office 

Acceptance  of  the  Oath  of  Public  Office  constitutes  the  Commission's  sworn 
responsibility  to  the  public  trust.  Members  are  required  to  serve  well  and  to  faithfully  discharge 
their  duties  and  responsibilities  diligently  and  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  laws  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  all  applicable  state  and  federal  laws. 

Section  5:  Function 

The  Commission  on  the  Environment  shall  be  responsible  for  the  development  and 
success  of  an  overall  sustainability  strategy  for  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  It  shall  have 
responsibility  for  the  development  of  environmental  policies,  strategies,  practices  and  programs 
for  the  Department  of  the  Environment  in  San  Francisco.  Consistent  with  Section  4.1 18  of  the 
City  Charter,  the  Commission  shall  advise  other  city  agencies  and  work  with  them  to  reduce 
negative  impacts  on  the  environment  in  areas  of  their  jurisdiction  and  activities  and  augment 
their  efforts  to  communicate  environmental  issues  to  the  general  public. 

Section  6:  Duties  and  Responsibilities 

A.       The  Commission  on  the  Environment  shall: 

(1)  Establish  policies  and  directives  for  the  Department  of  the  Environment; 

(2)  Nominate  qualified  candidates  for  the  position  of  Director  of  the  Department  of 
the  Environment  for  appointment  by  the  Mayor  and  evaluate  the  performance  of  the  Director  at 
least  once  a  year; 

(3)  Conduct  public  education  and  outreach  to  the  community  on  environmental 

issues; 

(4)  Have  the  authority  to  review  and  make  recommendations  on  any  policy  proposed 
for  adoption  by  any  City  agency  regarding  conformity  with  the  long-term  plans  for 
environmental  sustainability,  except  for  those  regarding  building  and  land  use; 

(5)  Have  the  authority  to  investigate  and  make  recommendations  to  all  City  agencies 
related  to  operations  and  functions,  such  as  solid  waste  management,  recycling,  energy 
conservation,  natural  resource  conservation,  environmental  inspections,  toxics,  urban  forestry 
and  natural  resources,  habitat  restoration  and  hazardous  materials;  and 

(6)  Review  and  approve  the  Department  of  the  Environment's  budget,  budget 
modifications  or  fund  transfers. 
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B.       The  Department  of  the  Environment  shall: 

(1)  Produce  and  regularly  update  an  assessment  of  San  Francisco's  environmental 
condition; 

(2)  Produce  and  regularly  update  plans  for  the  long-term  environmental  sustainability 
of  San  Francisco;  and 

(3)  Manage  the  environmental  programs,  duties  and  functions  assigned  to  it  pursuant 
to  Section  4.132  of  the  City  Charter,  or  by  ordinance. 

Section  7:  Excused  Absences 

If  a  Commissioner  provides  prior  notification  of  absence  from  Commission  and 
Committee  meetings  to  the  President  of  the  Commission,  then  such  absence  is  considered  an 
excused  absence.  If  no  prior  notice  is  received  by  the  President  or  Secretary  of  the  Commission, 
then  the  minutes  shall  note  that  the  absence  is  unexcused. 

Section  8:  Absence  from  the  State 

Any  member  of  the  Commission  who  plans  to  be  absent  from  the  State  of  California  for 
an  extended  period  shall  notify  the  President  of  the  Commission. 

Article  IV  -  Officers 

Section  1:  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Commission  are  a  President  and  Vice-President.  The  President  and 
Vice-President  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Commission. 

Section  2:  Term  of  Office 

The  term  of  each  office  shall  be  one  year. 

Section  3:  Nomination  and  Election  of  Officers 

A.  Elections  for  officers  shall  be  conducted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Commission  in 
October  of  each  year.  At  the  regular  Commission  meeting  held  in  September  of  each  year,  any 
Commissioner  interested  in  running  for  office  shall  state  publicly  his  or  her  interest  and 
willingness  to  run  for  a  specific  office.  Such  Commissioners,  and  any  other  Commissioners 
nominated  at  the  October  meeting,  shall  be  candidates  for  office. 

B.  If  the  office  of  the  President  is  vacated  before  the  expiration  of  a  term,  the  Vice  President 
shall  serve  as  President  until  the  next  regular  meeting.  The  Commission  shall  conduct  an 
election  for  President  at  the  next  regular  meeting  to  fill  the  vacancy.  If  the  Vice  President  is 
elected  as  President,  there  shall  be  an  election  for  a  new  Vice  President  at  that  meeting.  If  the 
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office  of  Vice  President  is  vacated  before  the  expiration  of  a  term,  it  shall  remain  vacant  until  the 
next  regular  meeting,  at  which  time  an  election  shall  be  held.  Any  Commissioners  nominated  at 
a  meeting  at  which  a  special  election  is  held  shall  be  candidates  for  office. 

Section  4:  General  Duties  and  Responsibilities  of  the  President 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Commission.  The  President,  working 
with  the  Commission  Secretary  and  Director  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  shall 
oversee  the  preparation  and  distribution  of  the  agenda  for  all  regular  Commission  meetings.  The 
President  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Commission  as  a  whole  in  setting  policy  and  shall  also 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  Commission.  The  President  (and/or  his/her 
designee)  shall  serve  as  the  liaison  to  the  media  and  the  other  departments,  agencies  and 
commissions  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  necessary. 

Section  5:  General  Duties  and  Responsibilities  of  the  Vice-President 

The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  and  responsibilities  that  may  be  delegated  by 
the  President.  In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall  perform  the 
duties  as  described  above,  in  Section  4  of  this  article. 

Article  V  -  Commission  Staff 

Section  1:  Director 

The  Director  is  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  from  a  list  of  candidates  proposed  for  his  or  her 
consideration  by  the  Commission.  The  Director  serves  as  the  chief  executive  and  administrator 
of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  shall  have  the  duties  and  powers  which  are  set  forth  in 
the  Charter  and  ordinances  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  including  those  duties  set 
forth  above,  in  Section  6(B)  of  Article  III.  The  Director  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the 
Commission.  The  Director  shall  report  on  all  matters  regarding  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  which  are  of  concern  to  the  Commission. 

Section  2:  Commission  Secretary 

The  staff  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  shall  include  a  Commission  Secretary, 
who  is  hired  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  Secretary  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the 
Commission.  Under  the  supervision  of  the  President,  which  supervision  may  be  delegated  to  the 
Director,  the  Commission  Secretary  is  responsible  for  the  proper  recording  and  distribution  of  all 
Commission  actions,  correspondence,  and  agendas,  and  ensuring  that  the  Commission  meetings 
are  properly  publicly  noticed  and  held  at  locations  which  are  accessible  to  persons  with 
disabilities.  The  Commission  Secretary  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned 
by  the  Commission  and  Director,  including  but  not  limited  to:  conducting  research,  assisting 
committee  chairs  and  officers,  making  recommendations  on  assigned  projects,  answering 
questions  from  the  public  about  Commission  activities  and  procedures,  helping  Department  staff 
prepare  for  presentations  before  the  Commission,  and  representing  the  Commission  and 
Department  at  public  gatherings,  as  appropriate. 
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Section  3:  Legal  Advisor 


The  City  Attorney,  or  his  or  her  designee,  shall  be  the  legal  advisor  to  the  Commission. 
If  the  City  Attorney  determines  in  writing  that  he  or  she  cannot,  consistent  with  the  Rules  of 
Professional  Conduct,  provide  advice  sought  by  the  Commission,  the  City  Attorney  may 
recommend  that  the  Commission  retain  outside  counsel. 

Article  VI  -  Meetings  of  the  Commission 

Section  1:  Quorum 

At  all  meetings  of  the  full  Commission,  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  all  purposes.  The  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  shall  be 
required  for  the  approval  of  any  matter,  regardless  of  the  number  of  vacancies  on  the 
Commission  or  number  of  members  present  at  the  meeting.  Based  on  a  membership  of  seven, 
four  members  constitute  a  quorum.  Likewise,  four  affirmative  votes  are  required  for  the 
approval  of  any  matter. 

Section  2:  Voting  and  Abstention 

Each  member  present  at  a  Commission  meeting  shall  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  when  a  question  is  put 
unless  excused  from  voting  by  a  motion  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  or  unless  the 
member  has  a  conflict  of  interest  which  legally  precludes  participation  in  the  vote.  Whether  a 
Commissioner  has  a  conflict  of  interest  which  precludes  participation  in  a  vote  is  determined  on  a  case 
by  case  basis  and,  to  the  extent  possible,  in  consultation  with  a  legal  advisor  from  the  City  Attorney's 
office. 

Section  3:  Public  Participation 

The  Commission  shall  hold  meetings  open  to  the  public  and  encourage  the  participation  of 
interested  persons.  Each  person  wishing  to  speak  on  an  item  before  the  Commission  shall  be  permittee 
to  be  heard  once  for  up  to  three  minutes.  Time  limits  shall  be  applied  uniformly  to  members  of  the 
public  wishing  to  testify.  The  total  time  for  public  comments  may  be  limited  by  the  President  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance.  Each  agenda  for  regular  meetings  shal 
provide  an  opportunity  for  members  of  the  public  to  directly  address  the  Commission  on  items  of 
interest  to  the  public  that  are  within  the  Commission's  jurisdiction.  The  Public  Comment  opportunity 
shall  appear  on  the  agenda  after  "New  Business";  except  that,  at  the  President's  discretion,  the  Public 
Comment  can  be  heard  earlier  in  the  agenda. 

Speakers  at  Commission  meetings  are  requested,  but  not  required,  to  identify  themselves  and 
fill  out  cards  placed  near  the  public  microphone.  The  information  is  used  to  help  prepare  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting. 

Speakers  must  address  the  Commission  from  the  podium.  The  Commission  will  not  tolerate 
disruptive  or  inappropriate  conduct.  The  President  or  presiding  officer  shall  order  removed  from  the 
meeting  room  any  person  who  engages  in  such  conduct  or  interrupts  the  orderly  course  of  the  meeting. 
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Section  4:  Audio  Recordation 


Each  meeting  of  the  Commission,  including  any  closed  session,  shall  be  audio  recorded. 

Section  5:  Meeting  Minutes 

Minutes  shall  be  taken  at  every  regular  and  special  Commission,  shall  be  available  to  the 
public  as  required  by  law,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  majority  vote  of  the  Commission. 

If  provided  by  the  public  commenter,  written  summaries  of  public  comments  that  are  1 50 
words  or  less  will  be  appended  to  the  minutes.  The  minutes  will  clearly  state  that  such 
comments  are  public  comments  and  do  not  represent  the  comments  of  the  Commission,  the 
Department,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  or  any  employee  or  agency  thereof. 

Section  6:  Regular  Meetings 

Beginning  November  2004  the  regular  Commission  meetings  shall  be  held  bi-monthly  on 
the  fourth  Tuesday  of  January,  March,  May,  July,  September  and  November  at  5:00  p.m.,  except 
in  the  case  of  a  City-recognized  holiday,  when  the  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  following 
Tuesday.  Meetings  shall  be  held  at  City  Hall,  1  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett,  Jr.  Place,  Room  416,  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  This  information  shall  be  posted  on  the  Commission's 
website. 

Section  7:  Special  Meetings 

The  President  of  the  Commission  may  call  special  meetings  to  address  specific  matters. 

Section  8:  Closed  Sessions 

The  Commission  is  authorized  to  hold  closed  (non-public)  sessions  at  regular  and  special 
meetings  for  purposes  of  confidential  discussions,  such  as  the  discussion  of  job  performance,  or 
dismissal  of  employees,  or  pending  litigation.  Upon  consultation  with  a  legal  advisor  from  the 
City  Attorney's  office,  and  the  determination  that  a  closed  session  is  both  authorized  and 
appropriate  under  the  circumstances,  the  President  of  the  Commission  may  call  for  a  closed 
session.  Appropriate  notice  shall  be  given  of  all  closed  sessions. 

Section  9:  Agenda  Preparation 

The  agenda  for  meetings  is  prepared  through  the  joint  effort  of  the  President,  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  and  the  Commission  Secretary.  The  Commission 
Secretary  shall  work  with  the  President,  committee  Chairs,  Director  and  the  Commission's  legal 
advisor  to  develop  the  agenda.  The  agenda  shall  consist  of  items  requested  by  the  President,  the 
Director  or  the  Commission.  The  agenda  shall  contain  form  language  required  by  law. 

The  agenda  shall  refer  to  explanatory  public  documents  that  have  been  provided  to  the 
Commissioners  prior  to  the  preparation  of  the  agenda,  and  shall  state  that  the  documents  are 
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available  for  public  inspection  at  the  Department's  office  during  normal  office  hours. 
Explanatory  documents  of  one  page  or  less  shall  be  posted  with  the  agenda. 

Section  10:  Mailing  and  Posting  of  Agendas  for  Regular  and  Special  Meetings  of  the 
Commission 

Notices  and  agendas  of  all  regular  and  special  Commission  meetings  shall  be  posted  at 
the  San  Francisco  Main  Library  Government  Information  Center,  the  meeting  site,  the 
Commission's  website,  the  Department's  office  and  mailed  to  each  Commissioner  and  any 
person  who  files  a  written  request  for  such  notice  with  the  Commission.  Agendas  for  regular 
meetings  shall  be  mailed  and  posted  at  least  72  hours  before  the  meeting. 

Section  1 1 :  Special  Meeting  at  Alternative  Location 

In  the  case  of  a  special  meeting  held  at  a  location  other  than  the  regular  Commission 
meeting  place,  notice  (but  not  the  agenda)  shall  be  given  in  the  manner  stated  in  section  10 
above,  1 5  days  before  the  meeting.  Agendas  for  a  special  meeting  at  an  alternative  location  shall 
be  given  in  the  manner  stated  in  section  10  above. 

Section  12:  Cancellation,  Continuing  or  Rescheduling  Meetings 

Notice  of  a  cancellation,  continuance  or  rescheduling  will  be  provided  to  the  public  as 
soon  as  reasonably  possible.  The  notice  shall  be  posted  at  the  San  Francisco  Main  Library 
Government  information  Center,  at  the  meeting  site  and  on  the  Commission's  website.  If  time 
permits,  notice  of  the  meeting  change  shall  be  provided  to  any  person  who  files  a  written  request 
for  such  notice  with  the  Commission. 

Article  VII  -  Committees 

Section  1 :  Membership  of  Committees 

Committee  members  snail  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Commission  for  one-year 
terms.  Each  committee  shall  have  no  more  than  three  members. 

Section  2:  Committee  Chairs 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  to  appoint  individual 
Commissioners  to  perform  specific  tasks  or  functions  related  to  matters  which  are  brought  before 
the  Commission  for  action.  The  President  may  appoint  individual  Commissioners  to  serve  as 
Committee  Chair  for  a  specified  period  of  time. 

Section  3:  Committee  Meetings 

Committees  shall  meet  at  regularly  scheduled  times  and  places,  as  established  by 
resolution  or  motion  of  the  Commission.  Meeting  times  shall  be  posted  on  the  Commission's 
website.  Agendas  of  committee  meetings  shall  be  noticed  in  accordance  with  Article  VI  sections 
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(9)  and  (10).  Committee  meetings  will  be  generally  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  regular 
Commission  meetings  pursuant  to  Article  VI  sections  (2)  (3),  (7),  (8)  ,  (1 1),  and  (12). 

Section  4:  Committee  Quorum 

A  majority  of  the  members  of  a  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  affirmative 
vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  shall  be  required  for  the  approval  of  any  matter,  regardless 
of  the  number  of  vacancies  on  the  committee  or  number  of  members  present  at  the  meeting. 

Section  5:  Minutes 

Minutes  for  committee  meetings  will  reflect  the  time  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  and 
adjourned,  the  names  of  members  attending  the  meeting,  the  roll  call  vote  on  each  action  item 
considered  at  the  meeting,  and  any  other  items  necessary  for  preserving  a  record  of  the  meeting. 
Minutes  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  committee. 

Section  6:  Standing  Committees 

The  Commission  shall  have  two  standing  committees:  (1)  Operations,  and  (2)  Policy. 
Each  committee  shall  have  three  members. 

Section  7:  Operations  Committee 

The  Operations  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October  at  4:00  p.m.  at  1 1  Grove  Street  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The 
Operations  Committee  shall  have  general  responsibility  for  the  budget,  financial  planning  and 
operations  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment.  This  Committee  shall  work  with  the  Director 
and  make  recommendations  to  the  Commission  for  the  financial  well-being  and  effective 
administration  of  the  Department's  programs  and  activities,  including  the  management  of 
environmental  programs,  duties,  and  functions  which  have  been  assigned  to  the  Department 
pursuant  to  Section  4.1 18  of  the  City  Charter  or  by  ordinance.  This  Committee  shall  also 
oversee  the  public  education  and  outreach  to  the  community  on  environmental  issues  and  address 
issues  regarding  the  environmental  well-being  of  the  City. 

Section  8:  Policy  Committee 

The  Policy  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  at  5:00  p.m.  with 
the  exception  of  October  when  the  Policy  Committee  will  meet  on  the  fourth  Monday  at  5:00 
p.m.  Meetings  will  be  held  in  Room  421,  City  Hall,  One  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Jr.  Place  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  This  information  shall  be  posted  on  the  Department  of  the 
Environment's  website.  The  Policy  Committee  shall  have  general  responsibility  for  and  oversee 
the  long-term  planning  and  policy  development  activities  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment, 
including  the  Department's  assessment  of  San  Francisco's  environmental  conditions,  the 
development  and  update  of  plans  for  the  long-term  environmental  sustainability  of  San 
Francisco,  and  the  review  and  development  of  recommendations  on  any  policy  proposed  for 
adoption  by  any  City  agency  regarding  conformity  with  the  long-term  plans  for  environmental 
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sustainability.  Specifically,  the  Policy  Committee  will  focus  on  developing  a  plan  for  San 
Francisco  to  achieve  the  goal  of  zero  waste  to  landfill  by  year  2020,  and  will  explore  resource 
conservation  opportunities  in  the  areas  of  water  and  toxins  reduction.  Furthermore,  the  Policy 
Committee  shall  work  with  the  Operations  Committee  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  the 
Environment,  to  develop  recommendations  regarding  restructuring  of  environmental  programs 
and  activities  among  the  City  agencies  and  departments. 

Section  9:  Other  Committees 

The  Commission  and/or  the  President,  at  his  or  her  discretion,  may  establish  other 
committees  or  task  forces  on  an  ad-hoc  basis  to  perform  tasks  or  functions  as  necessary,  or  to 
address  issues  outside  the  purview  of  the  standing  committees. 

Article  VIII  -  Requests  for  Notice  and  Agendas 

A  request  from  a  member  of  the  media  or  public  to  receive  notices,  agendas,  or  agenda 
packets  for  Commission  or  committee  meetings  must  be  in  writing  and  specify  what  the  person 
would  like  to  receive  and  whether  notice  by  email  is  preferred.  Such  requests  will  be  valid  until 
the  following  January.  In  January  of  each  year,  the  Commission  will  ask  each  person  on  the  list 
to  re-affirm  their  desire  to  stay  on  the  list  for  another  year  through  a  notice  on  the  Commission's 
January  agenda. 

Article  IX  -  Parliamentary  Procedures 

At  the  discretion  of  the  President  of  the  Commission  or  the  committee  Chair,  and  except  wheri 
the  Charter  or  other  rules  provide  to  the  contrary,  meetings  shall  be  governed  by  Robert's  Rules  of 
Order. 

Article  X  -  Codes  of  Ethics 

In  accepting  the  Oath  of  Office,  Commissioners  shall  maintain  the  highest  standards  of 
professional  and  personal  conduct.  They  shall  support  the  mission,  goals  and  objectives  of  the  San 
Francisco's  Commission  on  the  Environment;  instill  in  the  public  a  sense  of  confidence  about  the 
Commissions'  conduct  and  intentions;  uphold  all  laws  and  regulations;  refrain  from  using  their  offick 
positions  to  secure  special  advantage  or  benefit  for  themselves  or  others. 

In  order  to  set  the  highest  standards  of  conduct,  and  in  order  to  assure  public  confidence 
in  the  Commission's  operations,  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  commits  itself  to: 

*  Encouraging  and  promoting  integrity  in  government  by  education  and  example; 

*  Being  accountable  for  its  rules  of  procedure  and  decisions,  and  promoting  accountability 
of  all  members  of  the  Commission  and  Department  staff; 

*  Treating  all  Department  staff,  members  of  the  public,  and  colleagues  with  courtesy, 
respect,  objectivity,  and  fairness; 


*  Conducting  all  Commission  business  in  a  timely  manner  and  in  public  meetings,  with  full 
disclosure  of  policies,  procedures,  and  decision-making  processes,  except  for  those  matters 
authorized  under  the  Brown  Act  and  the  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance  to  be  considered  in 
closed  session;  and  - 

*  Reviewing  its  actions,  recommendations,  and  procedures  periodically  to  determine 
whether  the  Commission  has  adhered  to  its  Code  of  Ethics  and  mission  in  all  respects. 

Article  XI  -  Amendment  of  Bylaws 

These  bylaws  shall  be  reviewed  as  necessary  and  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Commission  by  a  majority  vote,  provided  such  proposed  amendments  are  circulated  in  writing  to 
all  Commissioners  and  the  intent  to  revise  the  bylaws  is  noticed  to  the  public  at  least  ten  (10) 
days  prior  to  such  meeting.

ENVIRONMENTAL  JUSTICE  PROGRAM 
FUNDING  RECOMMENDATIONS  FOR  GRANT  AWARDS  -  2006 


The  Environmental  Justice  (EJ)  program  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  issued  a  Request  for 
Proposals  (RFP)  on  October  24,  2005,  and  received  five  grant  proposals  on  January  19,  2006.  The  EJ 
program  coordinated  the  schedule  of  these  dates  with  the  Department's  Recycling  grant  program.  Based 
on  staff's  review  of  the  written  grant  proposals  and  interviews  conducted  with  the  applicants,  we 
recommend  that  the  Commission  approve  the  following  EJ  grant  awards,  totaling  $212,319. 

City  College  of  San  Francisco  (CCSF)  proposes  to  develop  a  biodiesel-alternative  fuel  training 
program  for  Potrero  and  Bayview  Hunters  Point  residents  and  businesses  and  provide  hands-on 
internship  training  to  local  residents.  CCSF  is  currently  operating  an  Advanced  Transportation 
Technology  (ATT)  Center  and  conducted  biodiesel-alternative  fuel  workshops  last  year  for  fleet 
personnel  and  individuals.  CCSF  will  build  on  these  earlier  workshops  and  develop  a  40-hour  course  on 
biodiesel  and  alternative  fuels. 
Recommended  award:  $  35,913 

Green  Depot  (with  Social  and  Environmental  Entrepreneurs  as  fiscal  sponsor)  proposes  to  develop  a 
biodiesel  fuel  supply  and  distribution  project  with  the  goal  of  displacing  250,000  gallons  of  petro-diesel 
fuel  with  less  polluting  biodiesel  fuel.  Green  Depot  will  target  the  filling  stations  in  the  Bayview 
neighborhood  to  carry  biodiesel  fuel,  and  help  educate  fleet  owners  and  truck  owners  and  operators  in 
the  Potrero  and  Bayview  Hunters  Point  communities. 
Recommended  award:  $72,640. 

Goodwill  Industries  proposes  to  reduce  diesel  emissions  in  the  Bayview  area  by  installing  a  pollution 
reduction  retrofit  on  diesel  vehicles  that  will  be  dedicated  to  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Goodwill  store, 
and  purchasing  biodiesel  fuel  for  a  truck  used  by  Goodwill's  truck  driving  school,  which  is  called  the 
Bayview  Hope  Trucking  Academy.  Goodwill  also  plans  to  use  some  of  the  funding  to  lease  a  truck 
training  simulator,  to  local  residents  develop  better  truck  driving  skills  and  reduce  the  amount  of  diesel 
emissions  generated  by  the  BHTA  training  vehicle.  Recommended  award:  $35,000 

Hunters  Point  Family/Girls  2000  proposes  to  transport  and  distribute  fresh  produce  to  Bayview 
Hunters  Point  community  residents  and  local  organizations,  such  as  senior  centers  and  day  care  centers, 
and  to  use  a  cargo  vehicle  fueled  with  biodiesel  (B-100).  This  project  is  part  of  the  Girls  2000  Healthy 
Lifestyles  Program  and  will  complement  Girls  2000  activities  in  support  of  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point 
farmers  market  and  nutritional  classes. 
Recommended  award:  $46,967 

San  Francisco  Food  Bank  (SFFB)  proposes  to  install  several  energy  efficiency  measures  (replacing 
lighting,  ballasts,  wall  switches)  at  its  building  located  at  900  Pennsylvania  Avenue.  SFFB  currently 
spends  approximately  $8,000  on  monthly  utility  bills  for  its  large  warehouse  and  offices. 
Recommended  award:  $21,799 
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CHAPTER  I.  INTRODUCTION 


Non-profit  organizations  receiving  grant  awards  from  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  the  Environment  (SFE) 
are  required  to  establish  and  maintain  internal  control  designed  to  reasonably  ensure  compliance  with  federal, 
state  and  local  laws,  regulations  and  program  requirements.  To  effectively  operate  and  manage  program 
activities,  this  manual  provides  general  information  on  procedures  as  well  as  the  minimum  requirements  for 
establishing  internal  financial  and  program  controls.  This  manual  is  intended  as  a  general  guide  and  does  not 
replace  or  amend  any  of  the  provisions  of  your  grant  agreement.  If  you  have  any  questions  or  concerns  about 
anything  related  to  your  grant,  please  review  your  grant  agreement  and  consult  with  the  SFE  grants  officer.  If 
you  have  any  question  of  a  legal  nature,  please  consult  your  attorney. 

You  are  required  to  comply  with  a  variety  of  regulations  and  policies  detailed  in  a  Grant  Agreement  between 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  your  non-profit  corporation.  Chapter  12B  of  the  SF  Administrative 
Code  requires  agencies  doing  business  with  the  City  and  County  to  agree  not  to  discriminate  against  specified 
groups  for  specified  reasons.  If  you  cannot  fulfill  all  the  requirements  of  Chapter  12B,  the  City  cannot  enter 
into  a  grant  agreement  with  you,  except  under  very  limited  circumstances.

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CHAPTER  II.  PROGRAM  MANAGEMENT 

SFE's  grants  are  for  the  specific  purposes  of  promoting  certain  goals  and  objectives,  and  supporting  certain 
types  of  projects  and  activities  for  each  funding  cycle,  as  identified  in  the  current  Grant  Guidelines  by  SFE's 
Recycling,  Toxics  Reduction,  Environmental  Justice  and  other  Programs.  Upon  recommendation  for  funding, 
your  agency  and  SFE  will  negotiate  a  final  approved  work  plan  and  budget  for  the  program  year.  Once  SFE 
approves  a  final  work  plan  and  budget,  your  agency  will  enter  into  a  grant  agreement  to  deliver  the  program  to 
and/or  for  the  benefit  of  eligible  City  residents. 

A.  Work  Plan 

1.  Work  Plan  Definition 

The  work  plan  is  an  outline  of  the  major  components  of  a  program  to  support  successful  delivery  of  services  to 
individuals.  It  details  program  outcomes  and  projected  major  activities  to  achieve  outcomes;  provides  an 
implementation  schedule;  and,  allocation  of  personnel  and  other  resources  for  achieving  the  program  outcomes. 

2.  Program  Outcomes 

You  will  need  to  identify  program  outcomes  in  your  negotiated  work  plan.  These  outcomes  must  reflect  and 
measure  real  and  desirable  change  as  opposed  to  counting  heads.  Outcomes  are  desired  goals  to  be  achieved. 
They  are  the  end  benefits  rather  than  an  activity  that  may  lead  to  a  benefit. 

Example  of  satisfactory  outcomes:  20  youth  will  increase  their  grade  point  averages  by  half  a  point. 

20  people  will  become  employed  and  retain  their  jobs  for  at  least  6  months. 

Example  of  just  counting  heads:  20  youth  will  receive  after-school  tutorials. 

20  people  will  receive  job  training. 

3.  Program  Activities 

Program  activities  are  those  services  engaged  in  and  provided  to  achieve  outcomes.  The  activities,  alone,  are 
not  the  goal  of  this  grant.  The  results  of  the  activities,  or  achieved  outcomes,  are  the  goal.  You  need  to  plan 
specifically  when  these  program  activities  are  to  be  scheduled  by  the  time  of  the  day  and  days  of  the  week  (i.e. 
Mon.-Fri.,  3-5  p.m.). 

4.  Program  Implementation  Schedule 

The  program  implementation  schedule  is  negotiated  at  the  beginning  of  the  program  year  and  details  the 
frequency  and  duration  of  services  to  be  provided  by  months.  Your  grant  officer  must  approve  any  deviation  in 
the  negotiated  implementation  schedule 

5.  Program  and  Organization  Staffing 

Program  staffing  is  negotiated  at  the  beginning  of  the  program  year  and  is  designed  to  ensure  adequate  and 
competent  staffing  for  provision  of  services  and/or  successful  completion  of  program  activities  and  achievement 
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of  program  outcomes.  If  any  staff  of  your  agency  is  receiving  SFE  grant  funds  and  performs  both  administrative 
and  direct  client  services  work,  you  should  identify  the  percentage  of  staff  time  (ex.  0.20  FTE)  that  is  allocated 
to  each  category  of  work.  You  must  notify  your  grant  officer  as  soon  as  possible  and  no  later  than  1 5  days 
regarding  any  staffing  changes.  In  addition,  your  Board  Chair  or  Secretary  must  notify  SFE  in  writing  within 
1 5  days  should  there  be  a  change  in  the  status  of  your  executive  director  or  equivalent  staff  person. 

6.  Deviation  from  Work  Plan  and  Program  Progress 

Your  grant  is  approved  for  a  specific  program  and  purpose  by  SFE.  In  most  cases,  that  program  and  purpose 
cannot  be  renegotiated  and  your  grant  must  be  implemented  or  the  funding  be  returned.  On  occasion,  and  as  a 
result  of  following  the  negotiated  work  plan,  it  becomes  apparent  that  different/more  effective/efficient 
activities  can  be  engaged  in  to  achieve  the  negotiated  outcomes.  Your  work  plan  can  only  be  amended  with  the 
consent  and  written  approval  of  SFE.  Any  deviation  from  your  work  plan  can  result  in  non-reimbursement  for 
unapproved  activities  and/or  cancellation  of  the  grant  agreement.  Contact  your  grant  officer  if  you  have  any 
questions. 

Program  progress  according  to  the  work  plan  is  reviewed  by  your  grant  officer  on  a  regular  basis  depending  on 
the  review  schedule  established  at  the  beginning  of  the  grant.  Insufficient  progress/delays  in  your  program  may 
jeopardize  your  grant  and/or  reimbursements.  (See  also  Chapter  II  B  (2)  re:  Reimbursement  of  Expenses  and 
Chapter  V  re:  Monitoring). 

B.  Program  Budget 

1.  Definition 

The  Program  budget  is  a  projected  expenditure  schedule  for  a  given  grant  agreement  term.  The  annual  project 
budget  and  requests  for  budget  revisions  should  be  submitted  using  the  standardized  forms.  These  forms  are 
designed  to  provide  line  item  detail  for  SFE  funded  projects  by  cost  categories.  Program  funding  from  non-SFE 
sources  must  be  reported  if  program  personnel  costs  are  shared  for  SFE  funded  staff.  Grant  agreements  cannot 
be  effectuated  or  implemented  without  an  approved  budget. 

2.  Reimbursement  of  Expenses 

SFE  grants  are  awarded  based  on  a  cost  reimbursement  system.  This  means  we  reimburse  you  for  your 
budgeted  program  expenses.  There  is  a  three-step  process  for  reimbursement:  Your  Agency  Director  must 
authorize  and  submit  an  accurate  and  completed  funding  request  to  SFE  on  a  monthly  or  a  quarterly  basis.  The 
funding  requests  must  include  supporting  documents  (hard  copy),  such  as  receipts,  payroll  records,  and  copies 
of  cancelled  checks.  The  staff  at  SFE  will  review  these  documents  for  eligibility,  appropriateness  and 
compliance;  and  then,  the  City  will  process  and  issue  a  check  for  the  eligible,  reimbursable  expenses. 

Cost  reimbursement  requests  should  be  submitted  on  SFE  standardized  formats.  Hard  copies  of  supporting 
documents  (including  invoices,  copies  of  credit  card  statements,  and  photocopies  of  cancelled  checks  used  for 
payment)  must  be  attached.  Payroll  support  documents  must  identify  SFE  funded  employees.  On  occasion,  we 
will  question  reimbursement  of  specific  items  or  seek  additional  information  because  of  concerns  of  validity  or 
compliance.  These  questioned  costs  will  be  held  pending  resolution,  and  must  be  resolved  within  ninety  days. 
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If,  after  90  days,  these  questioned  costs  are  not  resolved,  SFE  may  disallow  these  costs  or  terminate  the 
Agreement.  When  requesting  a  cost  reimbursement,  follow  these  guidelines  for  expenses: 

■  For  expenses  under  $50:  submit  an  itemized  listing  with  purpose  and/or  explanation 

■  For  expenses  $50  &  over:  submit  an  itemized  listings  with  purpose  of  expenditure,  original  receipt 
and  a  copy  of  cancelled  checks 

3.  Cash  Advance 

After  your  grant  agreement  has  been  signed,  we  may  issue  a  cash  advance,  which  will  usually  not  exceed  1 0% 
of  the  total  program  budget.  Generally,  SFE  offers  two  methods  to  pay  back  cash  advances,  one  is  negotiated 
between  the  grantee  and  SFE  and  the  other  is  a  rolling  advance.  The  negotiated  pay  back,  usually  involves  a 
schedule,  where  the  cash  advance  is  reduced  or  paid  back  by  deducting  specified  dollar  amounts  from  invoices 
submitted  for  reimbursement.  Grantees  are  responsible  for  making  these  deductions  for  the  repayment  of  this 
cash  advance.  Under  the  rolling  advance,  the  cash  advance  is  reduced  when  eligible  documents  for  approved 
expenditures  have  been  submitted.  Once  approved,  the  reduced  dollar  amount  is  then  reinstated  to  the  grantee's 
initial  advance,  reestablishing  the  cash  advance  balance.  This  practice  can  occur  on  an  ongoing  basis 
throughout  the  grant  but  cash  advances  are  not  allowed  in  the  final  month  of  the  Grant  Plan.  Reimbursement 
for  future/other  contracts  may  be  delayed  or  denied  if  you  fail  to  repay  or  resolve  a  cash  advance. 

4.  Subcontracts 

You  must  obtain  written  approval  from  SFE  for  contractual  services  involving  consultants,  independents 
contractors,  sub-contracts  or  3  rd  party  contracts.  Expenditures  made  prior  to  obtaining  written  approval  from 
SFE  are  ineligible  for  reimbursement. 

5.  Insurance 

Current  insurance  coverage  is  required  prior  to  reimbursement  for  any  expenditure.  The  minimum  requirement 
for  insurance  coverage,  as  of  May  2006,  during  the  contract  term  is: 

Workers'  Compensation  insurance  of  statutory  limits,  including  Employers'  Liability  coverage  with  limits 
not  less  than  $  1 ,000,000  each  accident;  and 

Comprehensive  General  Liability  insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  $1,000,000  each  occurrence  combined 
single  limit  for  Bodily  Injury  and  Property  Damage,  including  coverage  for  Contractual  Liability, 
Independent  Contractors,  Broad  form  Property  Damage,  Products  and  Completed  Operations;  and 

Comprehensive  Automobile  Liability  insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  $1,000,000  each  occurrence 
combined  single  limit  for  Bodily  Injury  and  Property  Damage,  including  coverage  for  owned,  non-owned 
and  hired  vehicles. 

Additional  insurance  coverage  may  be  required,  depending  on  the  type  of  project  that  is  funded  by  SFE. 
7.  Contract  Close-Out 
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Your  agency  has  a  maximum  of  30  calendar  days  from  the  termination  date  of  the  grant  agreement  to  submit 
final  cost  and  program  reports  for  reimbursement.  Only  those  costs  incurred  during  the  term  of  the  grant 
agreement  and  allocated  in  the  program  budget  or  approved  budget  revisions  are  eligible  for  reimbursement. 
After  the  ending  date  of  your  grant,  the  grant  will  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  the  unexpended  funds.  The  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  does  not  need  your  approval  to  modify  the  contract  to  close  out  unexpended 
balances. 

8.  Audits 

If  your  agency  expends  $500,000  or  more  in  one  year  from  all  sources  (including  grants,  loans,  program 
income,  etc.),  you  must  submit  a  copy  of  an  independent  audit  completed  within  nine  months  following  the  end 
of  your  fiscal  year.  If  your  agency  expends  less  than  $500,000  in  a  year,  you  must  submit  a  copy  of  your  990- 
tax  form  and  provide  a  letter  stating  that  your  agency  spent  less  than  $500,000  during  the  program  year.  Under 
specific  circumstances,  we  can  require  audits  from  agencies  expending  less  than  $500,000  in  a  fiscal  year. 
Budgets  between  $500,000  and  $1,000,000  must  submit  an  independent  auditor's  review;  and  budgets  over 
$1,000,000  must  submit  an  independent  auditor's  report. 

9.  Ineligible  Costs 

Ineligible  costs  include  but  are  not  limited  to  the  following: 

a.  Personal  or  business-related  costs  or  expenses  related  to  meals,  catering,  transportation,  lodging, 
political  fundraising  or  educational  activities; 

b.  Any  costs  or  expenses  which  are  prohibited  under  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any  federal  or  state 
grant  supplying  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Grant  Funds; 

c.  Penalties,  late  charges  or  interest  on  any  late  payments;  or 

d.  Taxes  or  other  amounts  withheld  from  wages  or  salaries  which  have  not  actually  been  paid  by 
Grantee  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement  or  which  relate  to  periods  before  or  after  the  term  of  this 
Agreement. 


CHAPTER  III.  INTERNAL  CONTROLS  FOR  ACCOUNTING  AND  RECORD  KEEPING 
A.  Client/Program  &  Financial  Records 

SFE  is  responsible  for  determining  the  adequacy  of  the  Agency's  performance,  internal  control  systems  and  for 
taking  appropriate  action  when  performance  and  compliance  problems  arise.  SFE  accomplishes  this  through 
periodic  program/fiscal  monitoring  and  evaluations. 

All  records  (hard  copy)  must  be  kept  for  five  years  from  the  close  out  date  of  the  contract.  All  records  include 
but  are  not  limited  to  the  following: 

a.  Project:  Grant  work  plan,  Contract,  Fiscal  records,  Reports,  Budget,  etc. 

b.  Outreach  &  verification:  Sign-in  sheets,  Flyers,  Meeting  agendas,  Photos,  etc. 
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c.  Program  Evaluation:  Surveys,  Pre/post  tests,  Journals,  Reports  with  results,  etc. 

d.  Participation:  Meeting  attendance,  Training  attendance,  People  recruited,  Participant  records,  etc. 

e.  Volume  Measurement:  Number  of  clients  served,  Wasted  diverted,  Energy  saved,  Product  distributed, 
etc. 

f.  Personnel  &  Consultants:  Task  /Job  description,  Staff,  Job  announcement,  Contract/agreements,  etc. 

B.  Client/Program  Records  Overview 

When  you  provide  services  you  are  also  required  to  maintain  verifiable  records  on  clients  and  client  services. 
Generally,  you  need  hard  copy  (on  demand)  to  support  good  internal  controls.  These  may  include: 

1 .  Written  instructions  for  making  and  documenting  eligibility  determination; 

2.  Evidence  of  training  of  eligibility  procedures  to  SFE  funded  employees; 

3.  Evidence  of  periodic  review  of  client/staff  signatures  and  accuracy  on  eligibility  documents; 

4.  Access  to  eligibility/sensitive  records  limited  to  appropriate  persons; 

5.  Conflict  of  interest  statements  on  file  for  individuals  who  determine  eligibility. 

6.  Evidence  of  participation  by  eligible  clients  (i.e.,  attendance  sheet,  sign-in  log) 

7.  Evidence  of  progress  or  success  of  participants  meeting  program  activities  or  outcomes. 

C.  Financial  Records  Overview 

SFE  funded  agencies  shall  maintain  internal  controls  on  financial  records,  cash  disbursements,  cash  receipts, 
payroll,  and  inventory  of  assets.  At  minimum  agencies  are  required  to  maintain  a  General  Ledger,  a  system  for 
maintaining  information  on  unpaid  bills  (Accounts  Payable),  a  Cash  Disbursement  Journal  and  authorized 
signatures  or  level  of  access.  When  requested,  agencies  are  required  to  provide  current  information  on  all 
accounting  transactions  in  a  standardized,  acceptable  format.  Transactions  must  be  properly  recorded  and 
accounted  for.  Generally: 

1 .  Accounting  records  must  be  accurate,  current,  and  provide  for  complete  disclosure  of  each  project  or 
program; 

2.  Monthly  financial  reports  must  be  prepared  on  a  timely  basis; 

3.  Financial  reports  must  be  made  available  to  the  Executive  Director  and  to  the  Board  of  Directors  on  a 
regular  basis; 

4.  Funds,  property  and  other  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition; 

5.  Agencies  demonstrate  compliance  with  all  appropriate  federal,  state  and  local  regulations  and 
compliance  supplements; 

6.  Appropriate  federal,  state  and  local  information  returns  including  taxes  and  audits  must  be  submitted  on 
time. 

D.  Cash  Disbursements 

A  Cash  Disbursement  Journal  must  provide  the  following  detail:  date  of  check,  check  number,  payee,  amount 
of  check,  columnar  description  of  the  expense  account  to  be  charged.  Agencies  internal  controls  on  Cash 
Reimbursements  must  include: 

1 .  Disbursements  should  be  made  by  pre-numbered  checks;

2.  Voided  checks  should  be  retained; 

3.  A  prohibition  on  checks  made  payable  to  "Cash;" 

4.  A  prohibition  on  pre-signed  checks; 

5.  Check  signing  authority  must  be  vested  in  persons  at  appropriately  high  levels  in  the  organization; 
Signatures  on  checking  accounts  must  include  the  agency  Director  or  Fiscal  Manager  AND  one  officer 
of  the  Board  of  Directors;  On  payments  less  than  five  thousand  dollars  ($5000.00),  the  Board  of 
Directors  may  designate  an  alternate  signatory  through  written  notification. 

6.  Bank  statements  and  canceled  checks  should  be  received  and  reconciled  by  someone  independent  of  the 
authorization  and  check- signing  function; 

7.  Paid  invoices  should  be  marked  "Pa/d"  with  the  date,  number  and  amount  of  check. 

E.  Accounts  Payable 

Agencies  internal  controls  on  Accounts  Payable  must  include: 

1 .  Payments  should  be  recorded  in  an  accounts  payable  register  to  avoid  duplicate  payments; 

2.  Unpaid  invoices  should  be  maintained  in  an  unpaid  invoice  file. 

F.  Petty  Cash 

Agencies  internal  controls  on  Petty  Cash  transactions  must  include: 

1 .  A  policy  on  limiting  the  amount  that  can  be  reimbursed  from  a  petty  cash  fund; 

2.  A  transaction  record  providing  a  description  of  the  expense,  name  of  employee  being  reimbursed,  and 
supporting  documentation  (receipts,  invoices,  etc.). 

G.  Cash  Receipts 

A  Cash  Receipts  Journal  must  provide  the  following  detail:  date  of  deposit,  name  of  payer,  amount  of  deposit, 
and  a  columnar  description  of  the  account  credited.  Internal  controls  must  include: 

1 .  Checks  should  be  endorsed  "For  Deposit  Only;" 

2.  Pre-numbered  deposit  slips  should  be  used  to  record  moneys  received. 

H.  Payroll 

Agencies  internal  controls  on  payments  to  employees  for  salary  &  wage  expenses  must  include: 

1 .  Employee  records  must  be  maintained  for  each  employee  that  detail  wage  rates,  benefits,  taxes  withheld 
and  changes,  and  eligibility  to  work  (SS#  copy  or  INS  work  permit); 

2.  Detailed  time  reports  documenting  employee  hours  and  signed  by  the  employee  and  supervisor  are 
required  (total  time  &  hours  worked  each  day); 

3.  Payroll  related  taxes  must  be  withheld  and  paid  to  federal  and  state  agencies  on  a  timely  basis; 

4.  Agencies  should  have  written  policies  and  procedures  for  accounting  for  vacations,  holidays,  sick  leave 
and  other  benefits; 
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5.  A  list  of  payroll  checks  and  withheld  taxes  must  be  maintained  either  through  the  Cash  Disbursement 
Journal  or  a  separate  Payroll  Register; 

6.  A  policy  prohibiting  salary  advances  from  SFE  funds; 

7.  SFE  funds  cannot  be  used  to  compensate  employees  for  claimed  activity  or  benefit  after  the  termination 
date  of  the  Grant  Agreement. 

8.  All  employees  funded  by  City  contracts  must  meet  the  Living  Wage  Ordinance  requirements  of  San 
Francisco. 

I.        Inventory  of  Fixed  Assets 

Agencies  internal  record  keeping  on  fixed  assets  must  include: 

1 .  Land,  buildings,  furniture,  and  equipment  must  be  recorded  in  a  Fixed  Asset  Ledger  (inventory  record) 
even  if  none  of  the  items  were  purchased  with  SFE  funds. 

2.  Inventory  records  must  list  inventory  item,  equipment  serial  number,  location,  date  of  acquisition  and 
cost. 
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CHAPTER  IV.  -  PROCUREMENT  &  CONTRACTUAL  SERVICES 
A.  Overview 

When  you  pay  a  vendor  for  an  equipment  purchase  or  a  non-employee  for  services  involved  in  completing 
terms  of  your  grant  agreement,  you  are  entering  into  a  procurement  or  subcontract  agreement.  Significant 
portions  of  these  agreements  involve  regulatory  compliance.  Purchases  over  $500  and  all  subcontracts  require 
prior  written  approval  from  SFE.  Before  making  an  equipment  purchase  for  over  $500  or  entering  into  a 
subcontract  agreement,  read  this  chapter  carefully  and  look  over  Form  G.2:  Procedures  for  Approval  of 
Subcontract  and  Equipment  Purchase.  No  equipment  purchase  over  $500  or  subcontract  expenditures  will  be 
reimbursed  by  SFE  unless  we  have  approved  Form  G.  1  Request  for  Approval  of  Subcontract  and  Equipment 
Purchase  with  the  required  documentation.  In  addition  to  these  specific  requirements,  you  shall  maintain 
internal  controls  on  the  procurement  of  goods  and  services.  At  minimum,  your  internal  procedures  must  include 
the  following: 

1 .  You  have  a  written  selection  procedure  for  procurement  transactions  and  these  procedures  ensure  that: 

a.  You  avoid  purchasing  unnecessary  or  duplicative  items; 

b.  You  use  whenever  possible  excess  and  surplus  property,  intergovernmental  agreements  for 
procurement,  or  common  goods  and  services,  to  foster  greater  economy  and  efficiency; 

c.  You  have  all  purchase  orders  and  contracts  signed  by  authorized  officers; 

d.  You  verify  that  items  delivered  and  paid  for  are  consistent  with  the  purchase  order  or  contract; 

e.  You  timely  pay  vendors  only  when  the  order  is  delivered,  inspected,  accepted,  and  payment 
authorized; 

f.  You  document  a  cost  or  price  analysis  for  every  procurement  action;  and 

g.  You  negotiate  profit  or  fee  separately  from  price. 

2.  You  maintain  standards  of  conduct  that  prohibit  doing  business  with  firms  where  any  of  your  officers, 
employees,  agents,  or  their  family  members  may  have  a  direct  or  indirect  financial  interest  or  they  are 
negotiating  employment; 

3.  Your  officers,  employees,  agents,  and  their  family  members  may  not  accept  gratuities  or  anything  of 
value  from  current  or  potential  vendors  or  contractors; 

4.  Your  solicitation  for  goods  and  services  is  conducted  in  the  manner  that,  to  the  extent  practical, 
promotes  open  and  free  competition; 

5.  You  use  positive  good  faith  efforts  to  contract  with  local  disadvantaged  small  and  minority  and/or 
women  owned  businesses,  including: 

a.  Use  Form  H  in  the  appendix  of  this  manual  to  provide  contract  information  to  the  City  Purchasing 
Department's  Bid  and  Contract  Opportunities  List  (call  554-6216  for  more  information);  and 

b.  Use  the  Disadvantaged  Business  Enterprise  Directory  to  find  eligible  businesses  (Call  the  Human 
Rights  Commission  at  252-2500  for  more  information). 

6.  Your  solicitations  are  based  on  an  accurate  description  of  technical  requirements  which  do  not  include 
features  which  unduly  restrict  competition; 

7.  You  use  responsible  contractors  that  are  properly  licensed  and  insured,  and  who  will  comply  with 
applicable  laws  and  regulations; 

8.  You  assure  that  the  contractor  fulfills  the  terms  of  the  contract  before  payments  are  made; 

9.  Your  records  for  purchases  of  $  1 0,000  or  more  must  include:  1 )  basis  of  contractor  selection  and 
justification  for  lack  of  competition  when  competitive  bids  are  not  obtained;  2)  copies  of  newspaper 
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advertisement;  3)  copies  of  three  lowest  bids;  and  4)  if  applicable,  explanation  of  rejection  or  withdrawal 
of  lowest  bid; 

10.  Your  records  for  purchases  under  $10,000  must  include:  1)  basis  of  contractor  selection;  2)  justification 
for  lack  of  competition,  where  appropriate;  3)  basis  for  award; 

1 1 .  You  avoid  awarding  any  contract  or  subcontract  with  a  suspended  or  debarred  party; 

12.  You  require  certificates  from  entities  receiving  sub-awards  (contracts  and  subcontracts)  over  $100,000 
certifying  that  the  organization  and  its  principals  are  not  suspended  or  debarred. 

13.  If  using  pre-qualified  lists  of  vendors  or  contractors,  you  use  lists  that  are  current,  developed  through 
open  solicitation,  include  adequate  numbers  of  qualified  sources,  and  allow  entry  of  other  firms  to 
qualify  at  any  time  during  the  solicitation  period; 

14.  You  exclude  contractors  that  develop  or  draft  specifications,  requirements,  statement  of  work, 
invitations  for  bids  and/or  requests  for  proposals  from  the  competition  in  order  to  eliminate  unfair 
competitive  advantage; 

15.  You  do  not  use  "cost  plus  a  percentage  of  cost"  pricing  instead  you  use,  "time  and  material"  type 
contracts; 

16.  You  have  protest  procedures  for  subcontractors  and  vendors  in  place  to  handle  and  resolve  disputes 
relating  to  their  procurement,  and  you  report  all  such  instances  to  SFE;  and 

17.  You  have  a  documented  system  of  contract  administration  for  determining  the  adequacy  of  contractor 
performance. 

18.  You  verify  that  the  contractor  and/or  subcontractor  complies  with,  and  agrees  to,  all  applicable  City 
requirements  as  forth  in  your  grant  agreement. 

B.       Required  Subcontracting  Provisions 

In  addition  to  the  above,  each  contractor  and  subcontractor  must  agree  to,  and  comply  with,  any  federal,  state 
and  local  laws  and  requirements.  The  applicable  requirements  are  set  forth  in  the  Required  Subcontracting 
Provisions.  Failure  of  any  of  your  contractors  or  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such  requirements  may  result  in 
penalties  and/or  the  suspension  or  termination  of  your  grant  agreement.  You  must  attach  the  Required 
Subcontracting  Provisions  to  all  contracts  with  subcontractors. 
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CHAPTER  V.  MONITORING 

SFE  will  monitor  your  agency's  performance  to  ensure  adequacy  and  compliance  with  all  applicable 
regulations.  We  accomplish  this  through  programmatic  evaluations  that  include  periodic  reports  and  site  visits. 
Your  agency  performance  is  a  key  factor  in  determining  the  continuation  and/or  renewal  of  the  grant  agreement. 

A.  Site  Visits 

During  each  program  year,  SFE  staff  will  visit  your  agency  to  monitor  the  program  and  your  compliance  with 
local  requirements.  Grantees  with  compliance  violations,  poor  fiscal  documentation  and  poor  program 
performance  may  be  put  on  probation  if  corrective  action  is  deemed  feasible  to  eradicate  the  violation(s).  In 
instances  of  serious  violation,  or  where  corrective  action  was  not  met  grantees  may  be  suspended  and  no 
financial  reimbursements  will  be  processed  during  the  suspension  period.  Grant  agreements  may  be  terminated 
when  corrective  actions  are  not  addressed  within  the  prescribed  period. 

B.  Reports 

SFE  requires  several  reports  from  you  in  assessing  your  performance. 

1 .  Quarterly  and  Annual  Program  Reports 

All  grantees  must  prepare  and  submit  quarterly  program  reports  to  SFE.  Progress  should  be  tracked  on  a 
monthly  basis,  even  if  submission  occurs  quarterly.  SFE  will  only  reimburse  expenses  upon  receipt  of  the 
monthly  or  quarterly  funding  requests  if  you  have  submitted  the  program  reports  in  a  timely  manner. 
Incomplete  or  late  reports  will  cause  delays  in  reimbursement.  Failure  to  comply  with  SFE  reporting 
requirements  is  a  violation  of  your  grant  agreement. 

2.  Program  Site  Visits  and  SFE  Evaluation  Reports 

SFE  staff  will  evaluate  your  agency's  progress  and  compliance  with  the  approved  work  plan.  This  will  affect 
the  continuation  of  the  grant  and  may  impact  future  decisions  if  you  are  interested  in  applying  for  additional 
grants. 
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CHAPTER  VI.  GENERAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  PROCEDURES 

Equal  employment  opportunity:  Do  not  discriminate  against  any  employee  or  applicant  for  employment 
on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  height,  weight  or 
disability  in  hiring,  promotions,  demotions,  transfers,  recruitment,  advertising;  layoff,  termination,  rate  of 
pay  or  other  forms  of  compensation,  and  selection  for  training,  including  apprenticeship.  Post  a  non- 
discrimination policy  in  a  conspicuous  place  accessible  to  all  employees  and  applicants  for  employment. 
Establish  equal  employment  opportunity  policies  and  procedures  that  are  fair  and  equitable  to  all 
classifications  of  employees.  Do  not  arbitrarily  administer  these  policies  to  deny  an  employee  benefits  or 
consideration  normally  available  to  other  employees.  Consider  all  applications  for  employment  and 
promotion  on  the  basis  of  qualification,  ability,  and  experience. 

Maintain  employment  policies  and  procedures  that  address  recruitment,  hiring,  promotion,  demotion, 
suspension,  termination,  and  grievances  and  include  written  job  descriptions  with  qualifications,  salary 
schedule,  and  benefits,  and  the  line  of  authority  of  staff  persons.  Maintain  adequate  employment  records 
for  every  staff  person  including  IRS  withholding  info  and  INS  authorized  work  permits. 

If  your  agency  provides  care  to  minor  children,  verify  every  employee's  suitability  to  have  contact  with 
children.  Your  verification  process  must  adhere  to  the  regulations  of  the  California  State  Department  of 
Social  Services,  Community  Care  Licensing  Manual,  Section  80019,  Criminal  Record  Clearance.

Membership  on  your  agency's  board  of  directors  should  have  adequate  representation  of  different 
neighborhoods  and  interest  groups  in  the  targeted  neighborhood/population,  particularly  low-  and 
moderate-income  persons  for  whom  services  are  being  provided.  The  board  of  directors  must  consist  of 
at  least  seven  active  members  and,  1)  Board  meetings  occur  no  less  than  quarterly  and  2)_the  majority  of 
regular  meetings  are  in  San  Francisco  during  the  grant  term.  Two  of  your  Board  meetings  must  be 
announced  and  opened  to  the  public  to  attend.

Re:     Questions  raised  at  Finance  and  Operations  Committee  and  in  a  subsequent  letter 
regarding  the  Five  Year  Impound  Account  budget 

In  response  to  a  letter  submitted  to  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  by  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel 
on  May  1,  2006  and  as  requested  by  Commissioner  Pelosi  at  the  Operations  Committee  meeting 
in  April,  I  have  completed  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  following  budget  line  item: 

Assist  Board  and  Commission  in  developing  and  implementing  policies,  legislation,  and 
incentives  to  provide  increased  consumer  responsibility  and  participation  in  waste  diversion 
programs  and  to  increase  producer  responsibility  to  reduce  waste  and  the  use  of  disposable 
products. 

This  budget  line  item  has  a  2006-2007  budget  of  $110,325  (assuming  4.3%  annual  increase,  total 
spending  over  the  five  year  rate  period  would  be  $601,148).  It  is  one  of  the  core  functions  of  the 
recycling  program  to  reduce  the  amount  of  waste  going  to  landfill,  and  the  Commission  on  the 
Environment  is  empowered  by  Section  4.102  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  to  "make 
recommendations  to  the  Mayor  or  the  Board  of  Supervisors."  Instituting  systemic  change  to 
achieve  and  maintain  a  high  level  of  waste  reduction  requires  legislation  and  policies  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  This  line  item  describes  a  category  of  activity  that  is  a  major  component  of 
meeting  Impound  Account  goals  (reducing  the  amount  of  waste  going  to  the  landfill). 

The  line  item  above  describes  two  distinct  functions  -  developing  policies,  legislation  and 
incentives  through  a  public  participation  process  utilizing  the  precautionary  principle  —  and, 
implementing  policies,  legislation  and  incentives.  Generally  implementing  policies,  legislation 
and  incentives  takes  significantly  more  staff  time  than  developing  those  policies,  legislation  and 
incentives. 


For  example,  staff  spent  just  a  few  weeks  providing  background  information  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  the  resolution  requiring  75%  diversion  in  San  Francisco  by  2010  and  zero  waste 
by  2020,  but  has,  and  will  continue  to  spend,  thousands  of  hours  implementing  programs  to  get 
to  zero  waste.  However,  some  ordinances  require  significantly  more  development  time.  The 
Construction  and  Demolition  Debris  Ordinance,  for  example,  was  in  the  development  stage  for 
almost  three  years.

The  second  issue  raised  in  the  letter  was  "Jack  of  connection  between  the  waste  characterization 
survey  and  programs  designed  specifically  to  deal  with  this  remaining  waste  dumped  in  the 
landfill."  On  the  contrary,  the  waste  diversion  study  is  the  basis  for  the  development  of  the 
priorities  for  the  Recycling  Program,  with  the  primary  emphasis  for  diversion  going  forward 
focusing  on  food  and  paper,  the  two  largest  remaining  components  of  the  waste  stream. 

The  final  point  raised  in  the  letter  has  to  do  with  the  transparency  of  administrative  costs  in  the 
five  year  plan.  Administrative  costs  are  broken  out  in  detail,  by  fund,  in  the  annual  budget  that 
is  submitted  to  the  Mayor's  Office.  This  is  a  public  document  that  is  attached.

Dear  Commissioners: 

At  the  last  Operations  Committee  meeting,  Commissioner  Pelosi  invited  me  to  forward  my 
analysis  of  the  5  year  Solid  Waste  Impound  Account  for  review. 

Attached  are  copies  of  the  project  narratives  and  costs  for  the  programs  funded  by  the 
Impound  Account  which  I  prepared  from  the  revised  January  budget  developed  by  SFE. 
Also  enclosed  are  summaries  of  the  5  years  budgets  organized  by  budget  category  of  cost 
(personnel,  grants,  etc.)  and  by  program  area  (Recycling,  Toxics,  etc.). 

The  original  budget  provided  financial  information  for  each  program  throughout  the  five 
years  of  funding.  The  revised  budget  provided  program  financial  detail  for  only  the  Fiscal 
Year  2006-07  which  is  highlighted  in  yellow  on  the  narrative  pages.  However,  summary 
aggregate  costs  for  both  budgetary  and  program  categories  was  provided. 

The  programs  are  divided  between  "residential"  and  "commercial,"  based  on  the  allocation 
of  resources  by  SFE  to  each  of  these  areas.  City  programs  are  combined  with  commercial 
work. 

Items  10  and  1 1  in  the  Recycling  Program  narrative  show  a  project  as  "assisting  the  BOS 
and  commission  with  legislation."  Using  the  revised  figures  and  the  4.3%  yearly  increase, 
lobbying  costs  could  equal  over  $600,000  for  the  5  year  budget.  This  is  the  activity  that  is 
considered  lobbying,  and  many  people  I  have  spoken  with  feel  it  is  an  inappropriate  use  of 
ratepayer's  funds.  Even  though  it  may  be  an  appropriate  activity  for  SFE,  the  use  of 
garbage  rates  is  not  appropriate.  If  the  Commission  agrees  that  money  from  the  garbage 
rates  should  not  be  used  this  way,  the  most  convincing  action  would  be  to  delete  this  item 
and  its  funding  from  the  5  year  budget.  Simply  deleting  the  item  without  returning  money  to 
the  ratepayers  would  be  viewed  as  merely  burying  the  cost  under  another  title. 

Another  area  of  concern  is  the  lack  of  connection  between  the  waste  characterization 
survey  and  programs  designed  specifically  to  deal  with  this  remaining  waste  dumped  in  the 
landfill.  A  review  of  the  program  narratives  shows  a  lack  of  prioritization  of  the  Impound 
Account  resources  to  target  reduction  in  these  categories  of  waste  proportionate  to  their 
volume  in  the  landfill.  The  Commission  should  wish  to  review  this  issue. 

Finally,  the  "overhead"  category  does  not  reflect  the  true  amount  of  charges  since  the 
Administrative  FTE  costs  are  included  within  each  program's  FTE  costs,  and  therefore  are 
not  known.  The  Outreach  Division  costs  are  also  not  identified  because  they  are  included 
in  the  program  FTE  costs.    There  should  be  better  transparency  of  all  costs  -  those  for 
each  program  as  well  as  the  true  amount  paid  for  overhead.

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CHAPTER  I.  INTRODUCTION 

Non-profit  organizations  receiving  grant  awards  from  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  the  Environment  (SFE) 
are  required  to  establish  and  maintain  internal  control  designed  to  reasonably  ensure  compliance  with  federal, 
state  and  local  laws,  regulations  and  program  requirements.  To  effectively  operate  and  manage  program 
activities,  this  manual  provides  general  information  on  procedures  as  well  as  the  minimum  requirements  for 
establishing  internal  financial  and  program  controls.  This  manual  is  intended  as  a  general  guide  and  does  not 
replace  or  amend  any  of  the  provisions  of  your  grant  agreement.  If  you  have  any  questions  or  concerns  about 
anything  related  to  your  grant,  please  review  your  grant  agreement  and  consult  with  the  SFE  grants  officer.  If 
you  have  any  question  of  a  legal  nature,  please  consult  your  attorney. 

You  are  required  to  comply  with  a  variety  of  regulations  and  policies  detailed  in  a  Grant  Agreement  between 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  your  non-profit  corporation.  Chapter  12B  of  the  SF  Administrative 
Code  requires  agencies  doing  business  with  the  City  and  County  to  agree  not  to  discriminate  against  specified 
groups  for  specified  reasons.  If  you  cannot  fulfill  all  the  requirements  of  Chapter  12B,  the  City  cannot  enter 
into  a  grant  agreement  with  you,  except  under  very  limited  circumstances.

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CHAPTER  II.  PROGRAM  MANAGEMENT 

SFE's  grants  are  for  the  specific  purposes  of  promoting  certain  goals  and  objectives,  and  supporting  certain 
types  of  projects  and  activities  for  each  funding  cycle,  as  identified  in  the  current  Grant  Guidelines  by  SFE's 
Recycling,  Toxics  Reduction,  Environmental  Justice  and  other  Programs.  Upon  recommendation  for  funding, 
your  agency  and  SFE  will  negotiate  a  final  approved  work  plan  and  budget  for  the  program  year.  Once  SFE 
approves  a  final  work  plan  and  budget,  your  agency  will  enter  into  a  grant  agreement  to  deliver  the  program  to 
and/or  for  the  benefit  of  eligible  City  residents. 

A.  Work  Plan 

1.  Work  Plan  Definition 

The  work  plan  is  an  outline  of  the  major  components  of  a  program  to  support  successful  delivery  of  services  to 
individuals.  It  details  program  outcomes  and  projected  major  activities  to  achieve  outcomes;  provides  an 
implementation  schedule;  and,  allocation  of  personnel  and  other  resources  for  achieving  the  program  outcomes. 

2.  Program  Outcomes 

You  will  need  to  identify  program  outcomes  in  your  negotiated  work  plan.  These  outcomes  must  reflect  and 
measure  real  and  desirable  change  as  opposed  to  counting  heads.  Outcomes  are  desired  goals  to  be  achieved. 
They  are  the  end  benefits  rather  than  an  activity  that  may  lead  to  a  benefit. 

Example  of  satisfactory  outcomes:  20  youth  will  increase  their  grade  point  averages  by  half  a  point. 

20  people  will  become  employed  and  retain  their  jobs  for  at  least  6  months. 

Example  of  just  counting  heads:  20  youth  will  receive  after-school  tutorials. 

20  people  will  receive  job  training. 

3.  Program  Activities 

Program  activities  are  those  services  engaged  in  and  provided  to  achieve  outcomes.  The  activities,  alone,  are 
not  the  goal  of  this  grant.  The  results  of  the  activities,  or  achieved  outcomes,  are  the  goal.  You  need  to  plan 
specifically  when  these  program  activities  are  to  be  scheduled  by  the  time  of  the  day  and  days  of  the  week  (i.e. 
Mon.-Fri.,  3-5  p.m.). 

4.  Program  Implementation  Schedule 

The  program  implementation  schedule  is  negotiated  at  the  beginning  of  the  program  year  and  details  the 
frequency  and  duration  of  services  to  be  provided  by  months.  Your  grant  officer  must  approve  any  deviation  in 
the  negotiated  implementation  schedule 

5.  Program  and  Organization  Staffing 

Program  staffing  is  negotiated  at  the  beginning  of  the  program  year  and  is  designed  to  ensure  adequate  and 
competent  staffing  for  provision  of  services  and/or  successful  completion  of  program  activities  and  achievement 
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of  program  outcomes.  If  any  staff  of  your  agency  is  receiving  SFE  grant  funds  and  performs  both  administrative 
and  direct  client  services  work,  you  should  identify  the  percentage  of  staff  time  (ex.  0.20  FTE)  that  is  allocated 
to  each  category  of  work.  You  must  notify  your  grant  officer  as  soon  as  possible  and  no  later  than  1 5  days 
regarding  any  staffing  changes.  In  addition,  your  Board  Chair  or  Secretary  must  notify  SFE  in  writing  within 
15  days  should  there  be  a  change  in  the  status  of  your  executive  director  or  equivalent  staff  person. 

6.  Deviation  from  Work  Plan  and  Program  Progress 

Your  grant  is  approved  for  a  specific  program  and  purpose  by  SFE.  In  most  cases,  that  program  and  purpose 
cannot  be  renegotiated  and  your  grant  must  be  implemented  or  the  funding  be  returned.  On  occasion,  and  as  a 
result  of  following  the  negotiated  work  plan,  it  becomes  apparent  that  different/more  effective/efficient 
activities  can  be  engaged  in  to  achieve  the  negotiated  outcomes.  Your  work  plan  can  only  be  amended  with  the 
consent  and  written  approval  of  SFE.  Any  deviation  from  your  work  plan  can  result  in  non-reimbursement  for 
unapproved  activities  and/or  cancellation  of  the  grant  agreement.  Contact  your  grant  officer  if  you  have  any 
questions. 

Program  progress  according  to  the  work  plan  is  reviewed  by  your  grant  officer  on  a  regular  basis  depending  on 
the  review  schedule  established  at  the  beginning  of  the  grant.  Insufficient  progress/delays  in  your  program  may 
jeopardize  your  grant  and/or  reimbursements.  (See  also  Chapter  II  B  (2)  re:  Reimbursement  of  Expenses  and 
Chapter  V  re:  Monitoring). 

B.  Program  Budget 

1.  Definition 

The  Program  budget  is  a  projected  expenditure  schedule  for  a  given  grant  agreement  term.  The  annual  project 
budget  and  requests  for  budget  revisions  should  be  submitted  using  the  standardized  forms.  These  forms  are 
designed  to  provide  line  item  detail  for  SFE  funded  projects  by  cost  categories.  Program  funding  from  non-SFE 
sources  must  be  reported  if  program  personnel  costs  are  shared  for  SFE  funded  staff.  Grant  agreements  cannot 
be  effectuated  or  implemented  without  an  approved  budget. 

2.  Reimbursement  of  Expenses 

SFE  grants  are  awarded  based  on  a  cost  reimbursement  system.  This  means  we  reimburse  you  for  your 
budgeted  program  expenses.  There  is  a  three-step  process  for  reimbursement:  Your  Agency  Director  must 
authorize  and  submit  an  accurate  and  completed  funding  request  to  SFE  on  a  monthly  or  a  quarterly  basis.  The 
funding  requests  must  include  supporting  documents  (hard  copy),  such  as  receipts,  payroll  records,  and  copies 
of  cancelled  checks.  The  staff  at  SFE  will  review  these  documents  for  eligibility,  appropriateness  and 
compliance;  and  then,  the  City  will  process  and  issue  a  check  for  the  eligible,  reimbursable  expenses. 

Cost  reimbursement  requests  should  be  submitted  on  SFE  standardized  formats.  Hard  copies  of  supporting 
documents  (including  invoices,  copies  of  credit  card  statements,  and  photocopies  of  cancelled  checks  used  for 
payment)  must  be  attached.  Payroll  support  documents  must  identify  SFE  funded  employees.  On  occasion,  we 
will  question  reimbursement  of  specific  items  or  seek  additional  information  because  of  concerns  of  validity  or 
compliance.  These  questioned  costs  will  be  held  pending  resolution,  and  must  be  resolved  within  ninety  days.

If,  after  90  days,  these  questioned  costs  are  not  resolved,  SFE  may  disallow  these  costs  or  terminate  the 
Agreement.  When  requesting  a  cost  reimbursement,  follow  these  guidelines  for  expenses: 

■  For  expenses  under  $50:  submit  an  itemized  listing  with  purpose  and/or  explanation 

■  For  expenses  $50  &  over:  submit  an  itemized  listings  with  purpose  of  expenditure,  original  receipt 
and  a  copy  of  cancelled  checks 

3.  Cash  Advance 

After  your  grant  agreement  has  been  signed,  we  may  issue  a  cash  advance,  which  will  usually  not  exceed  1 0% 
of  the  total  program  budget.  Generally,  SFE  offers  two  methods  to  pay  back  cash  advances,  one  is  negotiated 
between  the  grantee  and  SFE  and  the  other  is  a  rolling  advance.  The  negotiated  pay  back,  usually  involves  a 
schedule,  where  the  cash  advance  is  reduced  or  paid  back  by  deducting  specified  dollar  amounts  from  invoices 
submitted  for  reimbursement.  Grantees  are  responsible  for  making  these  deductions  for  the  repayment  of  this 
cash  advance.  Under  the  rolling  advance,  the  cash  advance  is  reduced  when  eligible  documents  for  approved 
expenditures  have  been  submitted.  Once  approved,  the  reduced  dollar  amount  is  then  reinstated  to  the  grantee's 
initial  advance,  reestablishing  the  cash  advance  balance.  This  practice  can  occur  on  an  ongoing  basis 
throughout  the  grant  but  cash  advances  are  not  allowed  in  the  final  month  of  the  Grant  Plan.  Reimbursement 
for  future/other  contracts  may  be  delayed  or  denied  if  you  fail  to  repay  or  resolve  a  cash  advance. 

4.  Subcontracts 

You  must  obtain  written  approval  from  SFE  for  contractual  services  involving  consultants,  independents 
contractors,  sub-contracts  or  3rd  party  contracts.  Expenditures  made  prior  to  obtaining  written  approval  from 
SFE  are  ineligible  for  reimbursement. 

5.  Insurance 

Current  insurance  coverage  is  required  prior  to  reimbursement  for  any  expenditure.  The  minimum  requirement 
for  insurance  coverage,  as  of  May  2006,  during  the  contract  term  is: 

Workers'  Compensation  insurance  of  statutory  limits,  including  Employers'  Liability  coverage  with  limits 
not  less  than  $1,000,000  each  accident;  and 

Comprehensive  General  Liability  insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  $  1 ,000,000  each  occurrence  combined 
single  limit  for  Bodily  Injury  and  Property  Damage,  including  coverage  for  Contractual  Liability, 
Independent  Contractors,  Broad  form  Property  Damage,  Products  and  Completed  Operations;  and 

Comprehensive  Automobile  Liability  insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  $  1 ,000,000  each  occurrence 
combined  single  limit  for  Bodily  Injury  and  Property  Damage,  including  coverage  for  owned,  non-owned 
and  hired  vehicles. 

Additional  insurance  coverage  may  be  required,  depending  on  the  type  of  project  that  is  funded  by  SFE. 
7.  Contract  Close-Out 
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Your  agency  has  a  maximum  of  30  calendar  days  from  the  termination  date  of  the  grant  agreement  to  submit 
final  cost  and  program  reports  for  reimbursement.  Only  those  costs  incurred  during  the  term  of  the  grant 
agreement  and  allocated  in  the  program  budget  or  approved  budget  revisions  are  eligible  for  reimbursement. 
After  the  ending  date  of  your  grant,  the  grant  will  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  the  unexpended  funds.  The  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  does  not  need  your  approval  to  modify  the  contract  to  close  out  unexpended 
balances. 

8.  Audits 

If  your  agency  expends  $500,000  or  more  in  one  year  from  all  sources  (including  grants,  loans,  program 
income,  etc.),  you  must  submit  a  copy  of  an  independent  audit  completed  within  nine  months  following  the  end 
of  your  fiscal  year.  If  your  agency  expends  less  than  $500,000  in  a  year,  you  must  submit  a  copy  of  your  990- 
tax  form  and  provide  a  letter  stating  that  your  agency  spent  less  than  $500,000  during  the  program  year.  Under 
specific  circumstances,  we  can  require  audits  from  agencies  expending  less  than  $500,000  in  a  fiscal  year. 
Budgets  between  $500,000  and  $1,000,000  must  submit  an  independent  auditor's  review;  and  budgets  over 
$1 ,000,000  must  submit  an  independent  auditor's  report. 

9.  Ineligible  Costs 

Ineligible  costs  include  but  are  not  limited  to  the  following: 

a.  Personal  or  business-related  costs  or  expenses  related  to  meals,  catering,  transportation,  lodging, 
political  fundraising  or  educational  activities; 

b.  Any  costs  or  expenses  which  are  prohibited  under  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any  federal  or  state 
grant  supplying  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Grant  Funds; 

c.  Penalties,  late  charges  or  interest  on  any  late  payments;  or 

d.  Taxes  or  other  amounts  withheld  from  wages  or  salaries  which  have  not  actually  been  paid  by 
Grantee  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement  or  which  relate  to  periods  before  or  after  the  term  of  this 
Agreement. 


CHAPTER  III.  INTERNAL  CONTROLS  FOR  ACCOUNTING  AND  RECORD  KEEPING 
A.  Client/Program  &  Financial  Records 

SFE  is  responsible  for  determining  the  adequacy  of  the  Agency's  performance,  internal  control  systems  and  for 
taking  appropriate  action  when  performance  and  compliance  problems  arise.  SFE  accomplishes  this  through 
periodic  program/fiscal  monitoring  and  evaluations. 

All  records  (hard  copy)  must  be  kept  for  five  years  from  the  close  out  date  of  the  contract.  All  records  include 
but  are  not  limited  to  the  following: 

a.  Project:  Grant  work  plan,  Contract,  Fiscal  records,  Reports,  Budget,  etc. 

b.  Outreach  &  verification:  Sign-in  sheets,  Flyers,  Meeting  agendas,  Photos,  etc.

c.  Program  Evaluation:  Surveys,  Pre/post  tests,  Journals,  Reports  with  results,  etc. 

d.  Participation:  Meeting  attendance,  Training  attendance,  People  recruited,  Participant  records,  etc. 

e.  Volume  Measurement:  Number  of  clients  served,  Wasted  diverted,  Energy  saved,  Product  distributed, 
etc. 

f.  Personnel  &  Consultants:  Task  /Job  description,  Staff,  Job  announcement,  Contract/agreements,  etc. 

B.  Client/Program  Records  Overview 

When  you  provide  services  you  are  also  required  to  maintain  verifiable  records  on  clients  and  client  services. 
Generally,  you  need  hard  copy  (on  demand)  to  support  good  internal  controls.  These  may  include: 

1 .  Written  instructions  for  making  and  documenting  eligibility  determination; 

2.  Evidence  of  training  of  eligibility  procedures  to  SFE  funded  employees; 

3.  Evidence  of  periodic  review  of  client/staff  signatures  and  accuracy  on  eligibility  documents; 

4.  Access  to  eligibility/sensitive  records  limited  to  appropriate  persons; 

5.  Conflict  of  interest  statements  on  file  for  individuals  who  determine  eligibility. 

6.  Evidence  of  participation  by  eligible  clients  (i.e.,  attendance  sheet,  sign-in  log) 

7.  Evidence  of  progress  or  success  of  participants  meeting  program  activities  or  outcomes. 

C.  Financial  Records  Overview 

SFE  funded  agencies  shall  maintain  internal  controls  on  financial  records,  cash  disbursements,  cash  receipts, 
payroll,  and  inventory  of  assets.  At  minimum  agencies  are  required  to  maintain  a  General  Ledger,  a  system  for 
maintaining  information  on  unpaid  bills  (Accounts  Payable),  a  Cash  Disbursement  Journal  and  authorized 
signatures  or  level  of  access.  When  requested,  agencies  are  required  to  provide  current  information  on  all 
accounting  transactions  in  a  standardized,  acceptable  format.  Transactions  must  be  properly  recorded  and 
accounted  for.  Generally: 

1 .  Accounting  records  must  be  accurate,  current,  and  provide  for  complete  disclosure  of  each  project  or 
program; 

2.  Monthly  financial  reports  must  be  prepared  on  a  timely  basis; 

3.  Financial  reports  must  be  made  available  to  the  Executive  Director  and  to  the  Board  of  Directors  on  a 
regular  basis; 

4.  Funds,  property  and  other  assets  are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition; 

5.  Agencies  demonstrate  compliance  with  all  appropriate  federal,  state  and  local  regulations  and 
compliance  supplements; 

6.  Appropriate  federal,  state  and  local  information  returns  including  taxes  and  audits  must  be  submitted  on 
time. 

D.  Cash  Disbursements 

A  Cash  Disbursement  Journal  must  provide  the  following  detail:  date  of  check,  check  number,  payee,  amount 
of  check,  columnar  description  of  the  expense  account  to  be  charged.  Agencies  internal  controls  on  Cash 
Reimbursements  must  include: 

1 .  Disbursements  should  be  made  by  pre-numbered  checks; 
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2.  Voided  checks  should  be  retained; 

3.  A  prohibition  on  checks  made  payable  to  "Cash;" 

4.  A  prohibition  on  pre-signed  checks; 

5.  Check  signing  authority  must  be  vested  in  persons  at  appropriately  high  levels  in  the  organization; 
Signatures  on  checking  accounts  must  include  the  agency  Director  or  Fiscal  Manager  AND  one  officer 
of  the  Board  of  Directors;  On  payments  less  than  five  thousand  dollars  ($5000.00),  the  Board  of 
Directors  may  designate  an  alternate  signatory  through  written  notification. 

6.  Bank  statements  and  canceled  checks  should  be  received  and  reconciled  by  someone  independent  of  the 
authorization  and  check-signing  function; 

7.  Paid  invoices  should  be  marked  ".PtfzVf'  with  the  date,  number  and  amount  of  check. 

E.  Accounts  Payable 

Agencies  internal  controls  on  Accounts  Payable  must  include: 

1 .  Payments  should  be  recorded  in  an  accounts  payable  register  to  avoid  duplicate  payments; 

2.  Unpaid  invoices  should  be  maintained  in  an  unpaid  invoice  file. 

F.  Petty  Cash 

Agencies  internal  controls  on  Petty  Cash  transactions  must  include: 

1 .  A  policy  on  limiting  the  amount  that  can  be  reimbursed  from  a  petty  cash  fund; 

2.  A  transaction  record  providing  a  description  of  the  expense,  name  of  employee  being  reimbursed,  and 
supporting  documentation  (receipts,  invoices,  etc.). 

G.  Cash  Receipts . 

A  Cash  Receipts  Journal  must  provide  the  following  detail:  date  of  deposit,  name  of  payer,  amount  of  deposit, 
and  a  columnar  description  of  the  account  credited.  Internal  controls  must  include: 

1 .  Checks  should  be  endorsed  "For  Deposit  Only;" 

2.  Pre-numbered  deposit  slips  should  be  used  to  record  moneys  received. 

H.  Payroll 

Agencies  internal  controls  on  payments  to  employees  for  salary  &  wage  expenses  must  include: 

1 .  Employee  records  must  be  maintained  for  each  employee  that  detail  wage  rates,  benefits,  taxes  withheld 
and  changes,  and  eligibility  to  work  (SS#  copy  or  INS  work  permit); 

2.  Detailed  time  reports  documenting  employee  hours  and  signed  by  the  employee  and  supervisor  are 
required  (total  time  &  hours  worked  each  day); 

3.  Payroll  related  taxes  must  be  withheld  and  paid  to  federal  and  state  agencies  on  a  timely  basis; 

4.  Agencies  should  have  written  policies  and  procedures  for  accounting  for  vacations,  holidays,  sick  leave 
and  other  benefits; 
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5.  A  list  of  payroll  checks  and  withheld  taxes  must  be  maintained  either  through  the  Cash  Disbursement 
Journal  or  a  separate  Payroll  Register; 

6.  A  policy  prohibiting  salary  advances  from  SFE  funds; 

7.  SFE  funds  cannot  be  used  to  compensate  employees  for  claimed  activity  or  benefit  after  the  termination 
date  of  the  Grant  Agreement. 

8.  All  employees  funded  by  City  contracts  must  meet  the  Living  Wage  Ordinance  requirements  of  Sari 
Francisco. 

I.        Inventory  of  Fixed  Assets 

Agencies  internal  record  keeping  on  fixed  assets  must  include: 

1 .  Land,  buildings,  furniture,  and  equipment  must  be  recorded  in  a  Fixed  Asset  Ledger  (inventory  record) 
even  if  none  of  the  items  were  purchased  with  SFE  funds. 

2.  Inventory  records  must  list  inventory  item,  equipment  serial  number,  location,  date  of  acquisition  and 
cost. 
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CHAPTER  IV.  -  PROCUREMENT  &  CONTRACTUAL  SERVICES 
A.  Overview 

When  you  pay  a  vendor  for  an  equipment  purchase  or  a  non-employee  for  services  involved  in  completing 
terms  of  your  grant  agreement,  you  are  entering  into  a  procurement  or  subcontract  agreement.  Significant 
portions  of  these  agreements  involve  regulatory  compliance.  Purchases  over  $500  and  all  subcontracts  require 
prior  written  approval  from  SFE.  Before  making  an  equipment  purchase  for  over  $500  or  entering  into  a 
subcontract  agreement,  read  this  chapter  carefully  and  look  over  Form  G.2:  Procedures  for  Approval  of 
Subcontract  and  Equipment  Purchase.  No  equipment  purchase  over  $500  or  subcontract  expenditures  will  be 
reimbursed  by  SFE  unless  we  have  approved  Form  G.  1  Request  for  Approval  of  Subcontract  and  Equipment 
Purchase  with  the  required  documentation.  In  addition  to  these  specific  requirements,  you  shall  maintain 
internal  controls  on  the  procurement  of  goods  and  services.  At  minimum,  your  internal  procedures  must  include 
the  following: 

1 .  You  have  a  written  selection  procedure  for  procurement  transactions  and  these  procedures  ensure  that: 

a.  You  avoid  purchasing  unnecessary  or  duplicative  items; 

b.  You  use  whenever  possible  excess  and  surplus  property,  intergovernmental  agreements  for 
procurement,  or  common  goods  and  services,  to  foster  greater  economy  and  efficiency; 

c.  You  have  all  purchase  orders  and  contracts  signed  by  authorized  officers; 

d.  You  verify  that  items  delivered  and  paid  for  are  consistent  with  the  purchase  order  or  contract; 

e.  You  timely  pay  vendors  only  when  the  order  is  delivered,  inspected,  accepted,  and  payment 
authorized; 

f.  You  document  a  cost  or  price  analysis  for  every  procurement  action;  and 

g.  You  negotiate  profit  or  fee  separately  from  price. 

2.  You  maintain  standards  of  conduct  that  prohibit  doing  business  with  firms  where  any  of  your  officers, 
employees,  agents,  or  their  family  members  may  have  a  direct  or  indirect  financial  interest  or  they  are 
negotiating  employment; 

3 .  Your  officers,  employees,  agents,  and  their  family  members  may  not  accept  gratuities  or  anything  of 
value  from  current  or  potential  vendors  or  contractors; 

4.  Your  solicitation  for  goods  and  services  is  conducted  in  the  manner  that,  to  the  extent  practical, 
promotes  open  and  free  competition; 

5.  You  use  positive  good  faith  efforts  to  contract  with  local  disadvantaged  small  and  minority  and/or 
women  owned  businesses,  including: 

a.  Use  Form  H  in  the  appendix  of  this  manual  to  provide  contract  information  to  the  City  Purchasing 
Department's  Bid  and  Contract  Opportunities  List  (call  554-6216  for  more  information);  and 

b.  Use  the  Disadvantaged  Business  Enterprise  Directory  to  find  eligible  businesses  (Call  the  Human 
Rights  Commission  at  252-2500  for  more  information). 

6.  Your  solicitations  are  based  on  an  accurate  description  of  technical  requirements  which  do  not  include 
features  which  unduly  restrict  competition; 

7.  You  use  responsible  contractors  that  are  properly  licensed  and  insured,  and  who  will  comply  with 
applicable  laws  and  regulations; 

8.  You  assure  that  the  contractor  fulfills  the  terms  of  the  contract  before  payments  are  made; 

9.  Your  records  for  purchases  of  $  1 0,000  or  more  must  include:  1)  basis  of  contractor  selection  and 
justification  for  lack  of  competition  when  competitive  bids  are  not  obtained;  2)  copies  of  newspaper 
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advertisement;  3)  copies  of  three  lowest  bids;  and  4)  if  applicable,  explanation  of  rejection  or  withdrawal 
of  lowest  bid; 

10.  Your  records  for  purchases  under  $10,000  must  include:  1)  basis  of  contractor  selection;  2)  justification 
for  lack  of  competition,  where  appropriate;  3)  basis  for  award; 

1 1 .  You  avoid  awarding  any  contract  or  subcontract  with  a  suspended  or  debarred  party; 

12.  You  require  certificates  from  entities  receiving  sub-awards  (contracts  and  subcontracts)  over  $100,000 
certifying  that  the  organization  and  its  principals  are  not  suspended  or  debarred. 

13.  If  using  pre-qualified  lists  of  vendors  or  contractors,  you  use  lists  that  are  current,  developed  through 
open  solicitation,  include  adequate  numbers  of  qualified  sources,  and  allow  entry  of  other  firms  to 
qualify  at  any  time  during  the  solicitation  period; 

14.  You  exclude  contractors  that  develop  or  draft  specifications,  requirements,  statement  of  work, 
invitations  for  bids  and/or  requests  for  proposals  from  the  competition  in  order  to  eliminate  unfair 
competitive  advantage; 

15.  You  do  not  use  "cost  plus  a  percentage  of  cost"  pricing  instead  you  use,  "time  and  material"  type 
contracts; 

16.  You  have  protest  procedures  for  subcontractors  and  vendors  in  place  to  handle  and  resolve  disputes 
relating  to  their  procurement,  and  you  report  all  such  instances  to  SFE;  and 

1 7.  You  have  a  documented  system  of  contract  administration  for  determining  the  adequacy  of  contractor 
performance. 

18.  You  verify  that  the  contractor  and/or  subcontractor  complies  with,  and  agrees  to,  all  applicable  City 
requirements  as  forth  in  your  grant  agreement. 

B.       Required  Subcontracting  Provisions 

In  addition  to  the  above,  each  contractor  and  subcontractor  must  agree  to,  and  comply  with,  any  federal,  state 
and  local  laws  and  requirements.  The  applicable  requirements  are  set  forth  in  the  Required  Subcontracting 
Provisions.  Failure  of  any  of  your  contractors  or  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such  requirements  may  result  in 
penalties  and/or  the  suspension  or  termination  of  your  grant  agreement.  You  must  attach  the  Required 
Subcontracting  Provisions  to  all  contracts  with  subcontractors. 
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CHAPTER  V.  MONITORING 

SFE  will  monitor  your  agency's  performance  to  ensure  adequacy  and  compliance  with  all  applicable 
regulations.  We  accomplish  this  through  programmatic  evaluations  that  include  periodic  reports  and  site  visits. 
Your  agency  performance  is  a  key  factor  in  determining  the  continuation  and/or  renewal  of  the  grant  agreement. 

A.  Site  Visits 

During  each  program  year,  SFE  staff  will  visit  your  agency  to  monitor  the  program  and  your  compliance  with 
local  requirements.  Grantees  with  compliance  violations,  poor  fiscal  documentation  and  poor  program 
performance  may  be  put  on  probation  if  corrective  action  is  deemed  feasible  to  eradicate  the  violation(s).  In 
instances  of  serious  violation,  or  where  corrective  action  was  not  met  grantees  may  be  suspended  and  no 
financial  reimbursements  will  be  processed  during  the  suspension  period.  Grant  agreements  may  be  terminated 
when  corrective  actions  are  not  addressed  within  the  prescribed  period. 

B.  Reports 

SFE  requires  several  reports  from  you  in  assessing  your  performance. 

1 .  Quarterly  and  Annual  Program  Reports 

All  grantees  must  prepare  and  submit  quarterly  program  reports  to  SFE.  Progress  should  be  tracked  on  a 
monthly  basis,  even  if  submission  occurs  quarterly.  SFE  will  only  reimburse  expenses  upon  receipt  of  the 
monthly  or  quarterly  funding  requests  if  you  have  submitted  the  program  reports  in  a  timely  manner. 
Incomplete  or  late  reports  will  cause  delays  in  reimbursement.  Failure  to  comply  with  SFE  reporting 
requirements  is  a  violation  of  your  grant  agreement. 

2.  Program  Site  Visits  and  SFE  Evaluation  Reports 

SFE  staff  will  evaluate  your  agency's  progress  and  compliance  with  the  approved  work  plan.  This  will  affect 
the  continuation  of  the  grant  and  may  impact  future  decisions  if  you  are  interested  in  applying  for  additional 
grants. 
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CHAPTER  VI.  GENERAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  PROCEDURES 

Equal  employment  opportunity:  Do  not  discriminate  against  any  employee  or  applicant  for  employment 
on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  creed,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  height,  weight  or 
disability  in  hiring,  promotions,  demotions,  transfers,  recruitment,  advertising;  layoff,  termination,  rate  of 
pay  or  other  forms  of  compensation,  and  selection  for  training,  including  apprenticeship.  Post  a  non- 
discrimination policy  in  a  conspicuous  place  accessible  to  all  employees  and  applicants  for  employment. 
Establish  equal  employment  opportunity  policies  and  procedures  that  are  fair  and  equitable  to  all 
classifications  of  employees.  Do  not  arbitrarily  administer  these  policies  to  deny  an  employee  benefits  or 
consideration  normally  available  to  other  employees.  Consider  all  applications  for  employment  and 
promotion  on  the  basis  of  qualification,  ability,  and  experience. 

Maintain  employment  policies  and  procedures  that  address  recruitment,  hiring,  promotion,  demotion, 
suspension,  termination,  and  grievances  and  include  written  job  descriptions  with  qualifications,  salary 
schedule,  and  benefits,  and  the  line  of  authority  of  staff  persons.  Maintain  adequate  employment  records 
for  every  staff  person  including  IRS  withholding  info  and  INS  authorized  work  permits. 

If  your  agency  provides  care  to  minor  children,  verify  every  employee's  suitability  to  have  contact  with 
children.  Your  verification  process  must  adhere  to  the  regulations  of  the  California  State  Department  of 
Social  Services,  Community  Care  Licensing  Manual,  Section  80019,  Criminal  Record  Clearance. 

Membership  on  your  agency's  board  of  directors  should  have  adequate  representation  of  different 
neighborhoods  and  interest  groups  in  the  targeted  neighborhood/population,  particularly  low-  and 
moderate-income  persons  for  whom  services  are  being  provided.  The  board  of  directors  must  consist  of 
at  least  seven  active  members  and,  1)  Board  meetings  occur  no  less  than  quarterly  and  2)_the  majority  of 
regular  meetings  are  in  San  Francisco  during  the  grant  term.  Two  of  your  Board  meetings  must  be 
announced  and  opened  to  the  public  to  attend.

Ms.  Melissa  Capria,  Climate  Action  Coordinator  presented  an  overview  of  the  Department's 
Climate  Action  Plan  initiatives  and  United  Nations  (UN)  Global  Compact  Cities  Program. 
Topics  discussed  included: 

■  Board  of  Supervisors  2002  Resolution  to  set  a  target  to  reduce  greenhouse  gas 
emissions  by  20%  below  1990  levels  by  2012. 

■  San  Francisco's  Climate  Action  Plan  adopted  in  2004  targeting  the  municipal, 
commercial  and  residential  community. 

■  Sectors  most  responsible  for  greenhouse  gas  emissions. 

■  San  Francisco  greenhouse  gas  emissions  forecast  and  target. 

■  UN  Global  Compact  Cities  program  and  purpose. 

Ms.  Michelle  Sargent  discussed  her  work  for  the  Department  since  May,  to  define  and 
implement  the  UN  Global  Compact  Cities  Program,  an  international  coalition  of  businesses 
and  cities  committed  to  corporate  social/environmental  responsibility.  San  Francisco,  the 
only  participating  city  in  the  United  States,  signed  onto  the  Program  during  World 
Environment  Day  2005.  Discussions  included: 

■  Program  objective  to  reduce  greenhouse  gas  emissions  in  the  commercial  and 
residential  sectors. 

■  Partnerships  with  the  Bay  Area  Council  and  the  UN  Global  Compact  to  address 
green  house  gas  emissions. 

■  Creating  the  Business  Council  on  Climate  Change  to  reach  out  to  businesses  and 
the  residential  sector. 

■  Principles  of  climate  change  leadership  and  action  steps. 

■  Next  steps:  Business  Council  on  Climate  Change  (BC3)/Global  Compact  Reception 
on  July  26  to  review  principles  and  recruit  businesses.  A  progress  report  will  be 
made  at  a  future  Commission  meeting. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  requested  a  report  on  the  legality  of  the  United 
Nations  office  setting  up  an  office  at  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  indicated  that 
this  item  was  not  adequately  reported  or  acted  upon  at  Commission  meetings.  Deputy 
Director  Assmann  reported  that  this  issue  was  discussed  with  the  Deputy  City  Attorney  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  part  of  the  Department's  budget  hearing,  and  the  Department 
was  advised  that  it  was  acceptable  and  not  a  legal  issue.  Ms.  Wuerfel  asked  if  it  would 
constitute  a  gift  of  City  space  to  an  outside  entity  and  requested  a  written  report.  Deputy 
Director  Assmann  stated  that  it  was  not  considered  a  gift  of  City  space  and  would  request  a 
written  report  from  the  Deputy  City  Attorney.  President  Pelosi  requested  that  this  item  be 
placed  on  the  October  18  Operations  Committee  agenda  and  that  a  written  report  be 
provided  at  that  time.

5.  INFORMATIONAL  REPORT:  Update  on  the  Department  of  the  Environment's  2006-07 
Budget. 

Staff:  David  Assmann,  Deputy  Director 

Deputy  Director  Assmann  reported  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the 
Department's  2006-07  budget  at  their  meeting  on  July  25  with  minimal  changes.  Two  major 
changes:  funding  for  the  move  was  reallocated,  a  portion  was  used  to  cover  a  reduction  in 
funding  from  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  other  portion  was  transferred  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  for  impound  related  projects.  In  addition,  the  Budget  Analyst 
made  additional  cuts  in  program  areas  that  amounted  to  a  small  percentage  of  the  budget  in 
professional  services,  material  and  supplies,  and  other  small  areas. 

6.  INFORMATIONAL  PRESENTATION:  Update  on  the  Department  of  Environment's  Move  to 
25  Van  Ness  Avenue. 

Staff:  David  Assmann,  Deputy  Director 

Deputy  Director  Assmann  reported  that  the  Department  is  not  moving  to  25  Van  Ness 
because  the  space  is  zoned  commercial,  not  office  use,  and  that  the  Real  Estate 
Department  did  not  make  an  effort  to  lease  the  space  as  commercial  before  offering  it  as 
office  space.  As  a  result,  the  lease  in  the  existing  facility  at  1 1  Grove  is  in  the  process  of 
being  renegotiated. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  inquired  as  to  whether  the  Department  would  be 
researching  alternative  office  locations  other  than  11  Grove  Street.  Deputy  Director 
Assmann  stated  that  if  a  successful  agreement  were  not  reached  with  the  current  landlord, 
alternative  space  would  be  researched.  Ms.  Wuerfel  asked  if  any  space  had  been  given  up 
at  1 1  Grove  and  asked  if  the  Eco  Center  would  remain  in  the  same  space.  Deputy  Director 
Assmann  stated  that  the  amount  of  space  at  1 1  Grove  has  not  changed  since  the  lease  was 
signed,  and  public  space  would  have  to  be  on  the  ground  floor  because  of  access  issues.  It 
was  reported  that  the  lease  has  been  on  a  month-to-month  basis  since  June  2004,  and 
there  is  no  required  time  line  for  a  final  lease  agreement.

Present:  Commission  President  Pelosi  Jr.,  Vice-President  Wald,  Gravanis,  King 
(11:00  a.m.),  and  Mok 

All  attendees  introduced  themselves. 

PUBLIC  COMMENTS:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Commission  on 
matters  that  are  within  the  Commission's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today's  agenda. 

Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  requested  that  the  Commission  discuss  a  rumor  that  she  stated 
has  been  circulating  that  the  garbage  rate  review  process  would  be  held  again  in  two 
years  instead  of  five.  Ms.  Wuerfel  also  asked  the  Commission  to  review  the  2004- 
2007  Strategic  Plan  and  that  the  Plan  should  include:  what  worked  and  did  not 
work;  the  greatest  achievement;  an  administrative  section  with  specific  plans  for 
fiscal  accountability  and  transparency  that  would  include  accounts  and  reports  that 
everyone  can  understand.  It  was  also  recommended  that  the  Plan  be  shortened 
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DISCUSSION:  How  to  use  the  climate  change  issue  to  unify  numerous  program 
areas  under  one  campaign. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  today's  focus  would  be  to  discuss  an  integrated 
effective  program  that  engages  people  and  results  in  a  behavior  change  that  would 
reduce  our  green  house  gas  emissions.  The  Department  of  the  Environment  has 
developed  a  local  Climate  Action  Plan  with  the  International  Council  of  Local 
Environmental  Initiatives  (ICLEI)  http://www.sfenvironment.com/aboutus/enerav/caD.Ddfand  elements 
of  the  Plan  were  discussed. 

Goals,  Reduction  Measures  &  Opportunities 

■  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  target  to  reduce  greenhouse  gas  emissions 
(2.5  million  tons)  20%  below  1990  levels  by  2012.  Ms.  Melissa  Capria, 
Climate  Action  Coordinator  is  in  the  process  of  registering  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  in  the  California  Climate  Action  Registry  in  order  to 
certify  an  inventory  of  municipal  emissions. 

■  AB32  deals  with  the  largest  emitters  in  the  state,  e.g.,  power  plants,  oil 
refineries  and  large  emissions  (does  not  deal  with  community  or  municipal 
sources).  San  Francisco's  target  is  more  aggressive  than  the  AB32  target, 
but  AB32  will  help  us  move  forward. 

■  Urban  Environmental  Accords  Actions  1-3  deals  with  energy  efficiency, 
renewable  energy,  and  a  green  house  gas  reduction  target. 

■  Peak  oil  provides  an  additional  motivation  for  moving  away  from  the  carbon 
economy. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  citywide  goal  is  to  reduce  2.5  million  tons  of 
greenhouse  gas  reductions  by  2012.  Climate  change  reduction  programs  are 
divided  into  three  areas  that  include  energy,  transportation,  and  solid  waste 
measures.  A  discussion  was  held  on  what  is  being  done  strategically  and  pending 
legislation. 

Energy  Measures 

■  Energy  Efficiency/Conservation:  Percentage  of  reductions  in  Climate  Action 
Plan  -  51%.  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  (1)  the  Department  conducted 
an  electricity  resource  planning  process  that  looked  aggressively  at  how  the 
Department  can  achieve  energy  efficiency  and  conservation  megawatt 
reduction  implemented  through  a  PG&E  partnership,  and  (2)  Energy 
Manager  Cal  Broomhead  and  Energy  Efficiency  Coordinator  Ann  Kelly  are 
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Cal  Broomhead,  Energy  Manager  discussed  the  success  of  the  Department's 
Powersavers  program  to  retrofit  the  lighting  systems  for  4,000  small 
businesses  in  San  Francisco  (6  megawatt  goal)  and  a  subsequent  program 
run  by  PG&E  in  partnership  with  the  Department  that  was  not  as  successful 
(16  megawatt  goal  of  which  12  megawatts  was  achieved).  Mr.  Broomhead 
advised  that  in  the  2006-08-program  year  (8  megawatt  goal),  the  Department 
would  again  be  running  the  program,  which  would  result  in  eliminating 
previous  administrative  difficulties  experienced  with  PG&E.  Obstacles  and 
strategies  in  meeting  current  program  goals  were  discussed. 

Vice-President  Commissioner  Wald  asked  if  the  Climate  Action  Plan 
percentage  of  target  reductions  should  be  revised  if  all  previous  efforts 
produced  only  a  4%  reduction  as  stated  by  Mr.  Broomhead.  Director 
Blumenfeld  advised  that  target  reductions  could  be  met  with  other  methods. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  recommended  that  a  property  tax 
credit  be  applied  for  reducing  megawatt  usage. 

Legislation:  Residential  Energy  Conservation  Ordinance  Amendments 
(RECO)  and  Commercial  Energy  Conservation  Ordinance  (CECO).  Director 
Blumenfeld  advised  that  RECO  is  the  priority  this  calendar  year.  Mr. 
Broomhead  gave  a  report  on  pending  legislation  noting  legislative  incentives 
and  requirements  and  discussed  the  need  for  energy  and  economic  impact 
evaluations. 

RECO:  The  Ordinance  requires  (1)  that  at  the  time  when  reroofing  a  house, 
R30  attic  insulation;  (2)  an  investment  (1/2%  or  1%  of  the  sale  price)  or  a 
home  energy  rating.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  this  would  create  a  huge 
demand  and  opportunities  for  job  training  and  would  tie  in  with  the 
Environmental  Justice  Program  area.  Alexis  Harte,  Urban  Forestry  Council 
Coordinator  advised  that  Berkeley  provides  incentives  for  people  to  retrofit 
housing  for  earthquake  safety  by  returning  a  small  percentage  of  transfer  tax. 

Mr.  Broomhead  advised  that  there  are  about  60,000  residential  units  that  are 
sold  or  transferred  every  year  in  San  Francisco  out  of  approximately  340,000 
and  is  the  most  effective  area  to  require  energy  investments.  Director 
Blumenfeld  discussed  the  CIP  Rent  Ordinance  regarding  how  to  pass- 
through  savings/costs  from  the  landlord  to  the  tenant  and  a  formula  went  to 
the  Commission  for  adoption  and  then  to  the  Rent  Board.  Director 
Blumenfeld  recommended  that  a  Rent  Board  representative  discuss  the 
status  of  the  Ordinance  at  a  future  Commission  meeting. 

Vice-President  Commissioner  Wald  asked  if  any  promising  technologies  or 
practices  have  been  identified  for  the  commercial  sector  that  can  be 
influenced  through  incentives  and  are  contained  in  the  legislation.  Mr. 
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Broomhead  stated  that  the  actual  programs,  not  the  legislation,  contain 
technical  assistance  and  incentives  and  will  be  discussed  at  the  Commission 
meeting  on  September  26.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  more  time  would 
be  spent  on  incentives  than  legislation  this  year. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Isabel  Wade,  Neighborhood  Parks  Council,  inquired 
as  to  whether  all  residential  requirements  are  related  to  energy.  Mr. 
Broomhead  advised  that  residential  requirements  pertain  to  energy  and 
toilets.  Ms.  Wade  stated  that  the  Council  wanted  to  require  that  a  property 
owner  plant  a  tree  when  changing  over  property. 

Renewable  Energy:  Ms.  Johanna  Partin,  Renewable  Energy  Coordinator 
discussed  the  integrated  approach  that  is  being  taken  between  renewable 
energy  and  energy  efficiency.  The  focus  is  on  three  technologies — solar, 
wind,  and  ocean  energy. 

o   Solar:  The  Climate  Action  Plan  and  Energy  Plan's  goal  is  50 

megawatts  of  renewable  energy  within  city  limits  by  the  year  2012  with 
31  megawatts  coming  from  solar.  The  need  to  possibly  revise  this 
goal  was  addressed.  Ms.  Partin  discussed  solar  outreach  that  is  being 
worked  on  with  the  commercial  and  residential  sectors  that  includes 
providing  technical  assistance  for  potential  solar  customers  and  the 
creation  of  a  solar  mapping  interactive  website  targeted  for  January 
2007. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  discussed  a  radio  broadcast  that 
concluded  it  would  be  better  for  residences  to  install  a  solar  thermal  water 
heater  instead  of  putting  solar  panels  on  their  roof  because  of  supply, 
demand,  and  pricing  issues  surrounding  solar  panels. 

President  Pelosi  Jr.  recommended  that  (1)  PG&E  issue  credits  for  solar 
energy  that  is  produced  and  (2)  a  marketing  campaign. 

o  Wind:  Ms.  Partin  explained  that  there  is  one  wind  installation  that 
generates  power  in  San  Francisco  located  at  the  Randall  Museum. 
The  Department  is  working  with  the  Planning  Department  and  the 
Department  of  Building  Inspection  on  a  wind  pilot  program  where 
individual  homeowners  and  businesses  could  put  wind  on  their 
building  and  measure  wind  speed.  Limitations  such  as  height,  noise, 
vibrations,  and  bird  safety  are  being  addressed  through  new 
technologies  called  vertical  access  wind  turbines.  A  vendor  forum  is 
being  organized  to  provide  information  to  the  public,  businesses,  and 
homeowners. 
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o  Ocean  Energy:  Ms.  Partin  advised  that  the  Department  would  like  to 
pursue  wave  and  tidal  projects  in  San  Francisco  and  discussed 
studies  that  have  been  done  on  tidal  under  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
and  wave  energy  off  the  coast  of  San  Francisco.  It  was  determined 
that  the  resource  was  the  best  in  the  lower  48  states.  Ms.  Partin 
advised  that  the  Department  is  participating  in  a  wave  study  being 
conducted  by  the  Electricity  Policy  Research  Institute  (EPRI),  with  the 
California  Energy  Commission,  PG&E,  and  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  to  review  different  sites  off  the  west 
coast  in  California  including  San  Francisco  to  determine  where  the 
best  resource  is  for  a  wave  energy  site,  what  the  potential  is,  and 
interconnection  issues. 

Tidal  status — Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Mayor  advised 
prioritizing  tidal  over  wave  because  of  permitting/marine  issues.  Ms. 
Partin  has  completed  a  draft  proposal  articulating  funding  requests  to 
the  California  Energy  Commission  to  help  move  this  effort  forward. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Isabel  Wade  recommended  that  the  City 
develop  a  program  that  will  capture  the  public's  imagination  about  their 
individual  capacity  to  be  more  involved  in  energy  efficiency  efforts. 

o   Community  Choice  Aggregation.  Director  Blumenfeld  explained  that 
community  choice  aggregation  would  allow  PG&E  to  retain  all  of  the 
transmission,  infrastructure  and  billing,  and  the  City  would  be  in 
charge  of  the  procurement.  That  would  afford  the  City  certain 
opportunities  to  move  more  aggressively  towards  renewable  energy, 
but  includes  risks.  Mr.  Broomhead  explained  that  the  SFPUC  is  the 
lead  on  community  choice  aggregation  and  is  formulating  a  Pian  that 
may  be  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor  in  the  next  few 
months. 

Transportation  Measures  -  Percentage  of  reductions  in  Climate  Action  Plan  - 
37%. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  transportation  measures  propose  a  challenge 
because  it  is  impossible  to  control  the  transportation  choices  of  individuals.  A 
discussion  was  held  on  methods  used  to  reduce  greenhouse  gas  emissions  by  (1) 
getting  people  to  use  public  transportation,  walk,  bike,  and  carpool;  and  (2)  using 
clean  vehicles  and  fuels. 

Transportation  Demand  Management:  Mr.  Faiz  Khan,  Transportation  Demand 
Coordinator  explained  that  60%  of  commuters  (people  commuting  into  San 
Francisco  that  do  not  live  in  San  Francisco)  use  alternative  transportation  and  40% 
of  people  drive  alone.  It  was  stated  that  by  2012,  that  the  drive  alone  figure  must  be 
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further  reduced  in  order  to  achieve  the  reductions  necessary  to  meet  the  San 
Francisco  target.  A  discussion  was  held  on  new  programs  being  worked  on  in 
collaboration  with  MUNI  and  the  Transportation  Authority  to  try  to  achieve  the  goal. 
Programs  discussed: 

■  Commuter  Benefit  Programs  providing  financial  incentives  to  employees  and 
tax  incentives  to  employers.  Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  possibility  of 
creating  a  law  that  requires  every  employer  with  more  than  so  many 
employees  to  provide  commuter  benefits  to  their  employees. 

■  Emergency  Ride  Home  Program:  City  pays  for  an  emergency  ride  home  (6% 
increase  in  transit  use  as  a  result  of  the  program). 

■  Telecommuting  Program  encouraging  City  departments  to  allow  employees  to 
work  from  home  by  providing  network  support; 

■  Vanpool  Program:  $400  or  $500  to  set  up  a  vanpool,  pretax  deduction  from 
the  commuter  benefits  program,  convenience  in  pickup  and  drop  off  locations, 
and  reduction  in  parking  rates. 

■  City  Bicycle  Fleet  Program:  Grant  to  provide  200  bicycles  to  different  City 
departments/employees  such  as  gardeners,  MUNI  planners,  any  City 
employee  who  is  making  significant  car  or  truck  trips  to  get  their  work  done. 

■  Bike  mapping  -  working  with  MPC,  various  City  Departments,  and  San 
Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition  to  develop  online  bike  mapping.  Goal  is  to 
achieve  a  6%  increase  from  the  commuter  drive  alone  figure. 

Mr.  Khan  stated  that  more  staff  support  is  required  to  expand  the  outreach  effort 
for  the  emergency  ride  home  and  commuter  benefit  programs.  The  Clean  Air 
Program  is  in  the  process  of  hiring  two  GIS  experts  to  work  on  outreach  efforts  to 
study  the  City  workforce  to  determine  what  type  of  carpool/transit/trip  plan 
options  are  available  to  them. 

Commissioner  King  recommended  that  the  Department  supply  a  freshen-up  kit  to 
commuters  that  bike  or  walk  to  work.  Mr.  Khan  advised  that  employers  could 
contact  the  City  to  have  a  free  bike  locker  or  rack  installed  at  their  location.  Ms. 
Partin  recommended  bike-only  partnerships  with  gyms  in  order  to  be  able  to  use 
their  showers.  Commissioner  Wald  encouraged  more  involvement  from  other 
City  departments  such  as  MUNI. 

Future  programs  to  reach  goals  include: 

■  Congestion  Pricing  Program:  working  with  the  Transportation  Authority  to 
charge  drive-alone  cars  during  commute  hours.  San  Francisco  would  be  the

first  City  in  the  country  to  do  this  kind  of  program — (10  to  15%  reduction  in 
drive  alone  car  rates).  Recommendations  may  not  be  available  until  next 
year.  Director  Blumenfeld  requested  that  the  consultants  present  a  report  to 
the  Commission  as  the  program  moves  forward. 

■    Transit  Pass  Program:  working  with  UCSF  and  San  Francisco  State  to  get 
faculty  and  students  onto  transit  by  offering  subsidized  transit  passes. 
Students  will  get  transit  passes  for  $5.00  and  if  students  return  their  parking 
pass,  they  will  receive  a  free  BART  or  transit  pass.  Grants  for  this  program 
would  come  from  the  Air  District  and  Transportation  Authority. 

Deputy  Director  David  Assmann  recommended  promoting  the  9-80 
Alternative  Work  Program  throughout  the  City.  Commissioner  Gravanis 
recommended  a  goal  of  reducing  per-capita  car  ownership  in  San  Francisco. 

Alternative  Fuels  and  Clean  Vehicles:  Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the 
Department's  clean  fuels  program  in  the  City  fleet,  biodiesel  work  being  done- 
CALTRANS  and  Federal  EPA  grants  allocated  to  groups  in  the  Bayview  and  City 
College  work  on  biodiesel.  It  was  announced  that  the  Rate  Board  decided  to 
require  Norcal  to  move  toward  B20  (20%  biodiesel  and  80%  diesel). 

Mr.  Bob  Hayden  introduced  Ms.  Vandana  Bali  who  will  be  working  on  current 
programs.  Discussions  included: 

■  Healthy  Air  Ordinance:  much  of  the  work  that  is  being  done  in  the  clean 
fuels  area  is  based  upon  the  Healthy  Air  Ordinance  enacted  in  1999/2000, 
which  has  done  a  good  job  to  move  the  City  fleet  toward  being  greener. 
The  Ordinance  is  outdated  and  is  being  worked  on  internally  to  develop 
concepts  to  incorporate  into  a  new  ordinance. 

■  Alternative  Fuel  Vehicles:  goal  is  that  the  City  fleet  continues  to  have  as  a 
first  priority,  alternative  fuel  vehicles. 

■  Green  Index  for  Medium  and  Heavy  Duty:  A  program  is  being  instituted 
that  will  require  department  fleet  purchasers  to  seek  out  the  lowest  tail 
pipe  emissions  and  highest  fuel  economy  for  vehicles  in  that  class. 

■  Access  to  City  Pumps:  San  Francisco  has  the  largest  number  of 
alternative  fuel  stations  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area-CNG,  biodiesel, 
and  hydrogen  are  being  worked  on. 

■  Biodiesel:  Active  work  underway  to  increase  retail  general  accessibility  to 
biodiesel  as  it  starts  to  become  available.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that 
if  you  went  to  B100,  green  house  gas  emission  reduction  would  be  90%; 
when  you  go  to  B20,  it  would  be  a  15%  reduction.  Mr.  Hayden  advised 
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that  the  City  is  operating  through  a  Mayor's  Office  City  directive  to  institute 
B20  biodiesel  beginning  this  year,  and  the  Department  is  working  with 
other  City  departments  to  get  it  implemented.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
Resolution  created  a  Biodiesel  Access  Task  Force  that  makes  biodiesel 
more  widely  available. 

■    Plug-in  Hybrids:  Mr.  Hayden  advised  that  funding  is  being  sought  to 
obtain  plug-in  hybrids  for  testing  to  (1)  work  on  heavy-duty  vehicles  in 
conjunction  with  the  Electric  Power  Research  Institute  program,  and  (2)  to 
convert  new  Prius's  that  are  being  purchased  to  be  plug-in  hybrids.  Mr. 
Hayden  advised  that  PG&E  is  interested  in  seeing  if  a  small  fleet  can  be 
tested  to  show  grid  interface  and  send  power  back  into  the  grid  system. 

Solid  Waste  Measures  -  Percentage  of  reductions  in  Climate  Action  Plan  -  12%; 
goal  of  75%  by  2010;  zero  waste  by  2020. 

Jack  Macy,  Commercial  Recycling  Coordinator  discussed  what  the  Department  is 
doing  and  how  goals  of  75%  diversion  by  2010  and  zero  waste  by  2020  could  be 
reached.  It  was  explained  that  numbers  were  based  on  300,000  tons  of  carbon 
dioxide  reduction,  looking  at  what  the  increase  of  tons  being  diverted  was  that  could 
be  projected,  to  get  to  the  75%  goal  by  2010. 

■  Composting:  doing  well  on  composting  and  exceeding  target 

■  Recycling:  doing  well  in  residential  and  doing  less  well  in  commercial 
(commercial  waste  is  55-60%  of  the  waste  stream) 

Mr.  Macy  reported  that  the  Recycling  program  is  working  with  businesses  providing 
assistance  with  programs,  outreach  to  the  residential  sector,  and  offering  residential 
incentives,  e.g.  paying  for  the  trash  container  only  (not  recycling  and  composting 
containers)  and  providing  savings  for  reducing  from  a  32  to  20  gallon  trash 
container.  It  was  explained  that  the  commercial  sector  has  more  opportunity  to  save 
because  of  incentives  that  include  discounts  on  the  volume  of  recycling  and 
composting  being  diverted. 

■  Upstream  waste  burg.  Upstream  impacts  of  waste  are  not  seen,  for  example 
for  every  one  ton  of  waste  produced  locally,  70  tons  are  being  produced 
upstream.  It  was  explained  that  the  biggest  impact  of  greenhouse  gas  on  the 
landfill  is  organics  that  generate  methane,  which  is  21  times  worse  than 
carbon  dioxide.  The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  estimates  that  the 
biggest  source  of  human  made  methane  in  the  United  States  is  from  landfills. 
A  discussion  was  held  on  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  law  banning  the 
landfill  of  organics  as  proposed  in  Europe  and  currently  in  effect  in  Germany. 
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■  Mandatory  Recycling:  Mr.  Macy  indicated  that  mandatory  recycling  is  a  policy 
option  in  the  future.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  garbage  rate  seems 
to  be  a  five-year  rate  but  anyone  can  come  back  during  that  period.  It  was 
stated  that  the  Controller  who  is  part  of  the  Rate  Board  confirmed  that  if 
mandatory  recycling  were  to  be  instituted,  the  garbage  system  would  have  to 
be  redone  to  create  penalties.  The  Department  indicated  that  they  wanted 
mandatory  recycling  online  in  the  next  two  years  which  may  impact  the  rate 
making  process. 

■  40%  sent  to  landfill  could  be  composted;  25%  of  what  goes  to  landfill  cannot 
be  recycled.  Mr.  Macy  stated  that  the  biggest  item  going  to  landfill  is  food 
waste,  second  is  paper  from  residential  and  commercial  sectors,  and  third  is 
construction  and  demolition  debris. 

■  Zero  Waste:  To  reach  zero  waste,  work  needs  to  be  done  at  the  policy  level 
in  addition  to  consumer  and  producer  responsibility. 

Other  Strategies.  Measures  not  included  in  the  Climate  Action  Plan. 

Offsets:  Flights/Travel/Events,  Renewable  Energy  Credits  (REC'sVthe  Climate 
Protection  Tariff 

■  Offsets:  Events:  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  the  Department  is  working 
with  City  events  to  make  them  zero  waste  and  suggested  working  on  a  City 
requirement  that  all  City  events  be  zero  waste  and  carbon  neutral. 

■  Offsets:  Flights/Travel/Renewable  Energy  Credits  (REC's):  Melissa  Capria, 
Climate  Action  Coordinator  advised  that  the  Airport  has  started  to  look  at 
climate  measures  and  have  become  a  member  of  the  Sustainable  Silicon 
Valley.  A  discussion  was  held  on  establishing  an  offset  counter  at  the  Airport. 
Ms.  Capria  stated  that  various  organizations  are  setting  up  credit  cards  where 
they  have  established  partnerships  with  retailers.  People  would  receive  a 
percentage  reduction  at  those  retailers  when  they  use  the  credit  card,  and  a 
certain  percentage  of  the  funds  would  go  into  a  fund  that  could  be  sent  back 
locally  to  offset  emissions. 

■  Offsets:  Climate  Protection  Tariff:  Ms.  Capria  reported  that  PG&E  has 
proposed  a  voluntary  climate  protection  tariff  where  all  their  customers  that 
receive  electricity  and  natural  gas  would  be  given  an  option  to  pay  a  tariff  that 
would  be  used  to  offset  the  amount  of  emissions  associated  with  their 
electricity  and  natural  gas  usage.  A  California  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(CPUC)  proceeding  is  underway  to  determine  what  the  project  will  look  like. 
Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Department  wants  to  make  sure  all  PG&E 
projects  that  are  being  done  are  in  partnership  with  local  government.  Ms. 
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Capria  advised  that  projects  will  be  purchased  through  the  California  Climate 
Registry  and  the  only  types  of  projects  available  will  be  forestry  offsets. 

■  Sequestration:  Urban  Forests:  Ms.  Capria  explained  sequestration:  as  trees 
breathe  in  carbon  dioxide  and  breathe  out  oxygen,  they  actually  store  that 
carbon.  The  urban  forest  on  an  annual  basis  stores  an  additional  5,000  tons 
of  carbon  per  year.  One  approach  to  sequestration  is  to  consider  the  forest 
that  may  be  cut  down  and  credit  can  be  taken  for  the  tons  of  carbon  that  are 
stored  in  the  forest. 

Ms.  Grace  Ma,  Urban  Forestry  Council  Associate  reported  that  currently  San 
Francisco  has  approximately  668,000  total  trees  totaling  up  to  about  5,000 
tons  of  carbon  per  year  which  adds  up  to  .25%  of  the  target  for  greenhouse 
gas  emissions.  Urban  trees  are  a  modest  way  to  reduce  greenhouse  gas 
emissions  in  comparison  to  other  programs.  Trees  do  produce  other  benefits 
in  terms  of  air  quality-trees  take  out  particulate  matter,  reduce  sulphur 
dioxide,  nitrous  dioxide  and  have  public  health,  social  and  environmental 
benefits  for  the  larger  community.  Ms.  Capria  stated  that  there  are  a  lot  of 
benefits  to  urban  forestry  in  terms  of  climate  change  that  are  not  reflected  in 
carbon  sequestration  numbers. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Wuerfel  asked  if  any  particular  tree  is  better  or  different 
in  carbon  sequestration.  Ms.  Ma  stated  that  some  trees  do  sequester  more 
carbon  but  there  are  tradeoffs  as  some  trees  are  more  volatile  in  getting 
compounds.  The  site  has  to  be  considered,  as  some  trees  require  specific 
conditions  to  grow  and  factors  have  to  be  balanced  to  get  the  best  tree  for  the 
location.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  it  has  been  reported  that  evergreen 
trees  have  the  most  surface  area  and  may  be  the  best  for  carbon 
sequestration. 

Director  Blumenfeld  reported  that  at  the  September  1 1 ,  2006  Commission 
Policy  Committee  meeting  on  food,  food  advocates  recommended  that  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  buy  land  to  plant  food  in  the  City,  which 
would  save  in  transportation/green  house  gas  emissions.  The  plants  can  also 
be  used  to  sequester  carbon.  Commissioner  Gravanis  asked  if  there  was 
scientific  information  about  the  merits  of  trees  versus  other  plant  forms  in 
terms  of  sequestration  and  that  it  has  been  said  that  a  lot  of  sequestration 
takes  place  in  the  root  systems  of  these  various  plants.  Debbie  Raphael, 
Toxics  Program  Manager  discussed  Volatile  Organic  Compounds  that  are 
highly  reactive  in  the  atmosphere  and  may  cause  smog. 

■  Green  Building:  Mark  Palmer,  Municipal  Green  Building  Coordinator 
discussed  education  and  outreach  to  City  design  professionals,  private  sector 
architects,  engineering  firms,  builders,  contractors,  homeowners  on  green 
building  standards.  It  was  explained  that  Green  Building  is  a  process  of 
integrating  the  building  environment  with  natural  systems. 
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Green  Building  Energy  Efforts:  Mr.  Palmer  stated  that  buildings  are  being 
designed  to  exceed  the  Energy  Code  by  30%  and  are  providing  their  own 
energy  sources.  It  was  stated  that  Green  Building  incorporates  many 
different  program  areas  that  include: 

Green  Building  Recycling  Efforts:  A  discussion  was  held  on  Green  Building's 
recycling  efforts,  which  produce  a  67%  diversion  rate  citywide.  In  new 
construction,  buildings  are  designed  with  storage  and  location  facilities  for 
recyclable  materials  and  a  large  part  of  the  program  is  construction  and 
demolition. 

Integrated  Pest  Management:  City  pesticide  application  is  reduced  by  90% 
and  buildings  are  being  designed  to  be  pest  resistant  so  pesticides  do  not 
have  to  be  used.  Buildings  are  being  designed  with  materials  that  have  low 
volatile  organic  compounds. 

Transit  Demand  Program:  Buildings  receive  Green  Building  and  LEED  credit 
for  being  close  to  public  transit,  for  creating  bicycle  and  changing  rooms  and 
shower  facilities,  for  reducing  parking  and  influencing  carpooling. 

Environmental  Justice:  Buildings  are  created  for  people  to  support  health, 
welfare  and  productivity. 

Mr.  Palmer  explained  that  there  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  environmental  impact 
that  goes  into  green  building  and  urges  that  pressure  be  kept  up  to  provide 
resources  and  support  for  the  green  building  program. 

Sushma  Dhulipala,  Commercial  Toxic  Reduction  Coordinator  stated  that  in  order 
to  qualify  for  the  City's  Green  Business  Award,  the  Department  has  asked 
businesses  to  demonstrate  their  commitment  to  the  environment  by 
implementing  certain  measures.  Standards  have  been  developed  for  hotels, 
office  buildings,  and  restaurants  in  consultation  with  other  jurisdictions  in  the  Bay, 
local  industry,  the  public,  and  City  staff.  A  checklist  has  been  created  that  lists  a 
minimum  number  of  measures  to  be  implemented  that  is  divided  into  program 
areas,  e.g.  recycling,  energy  conservation,  water  conservation,  and  pollution 
prevention.  All  these  factors  may  directly  or  indirectly  impact  climate  change. 
Measures  that  directly  help  reduce  the  impact  of  climate  change  are  energy 
conservation  measures,  reducing  the  amount  of  solid  waste,  and  water 
conservation.  A  current  project  is  to  look  at  the  practices  that  green  businesses 
are  being  asked  to  implement  and  associating  carbon  dioxide  reduction  numbers 
with  each  of  the  measures. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  in  the  next  two  weeks  the  Mayor  would  announce 
a  fast-track  permitting  process  for  all  new  and  renovated  buildings  that  qualify  for 
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the  LEED  Gold  rating  or  equivalent.  This  will  be  a  joint  effort  between  the 
Department,  DBI,  and  Planning.  It  was  also  advised  that  the  Resource  Efficient 
Building  Ordinance  would  be  reviewed  so  that  municipal  construction  over  5,000 
square  feet  including  renovations  and  any  new  building  built  downtown  would 
have  to  be  LEED  silver  or  gold. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  asked  if  it  was  in  the  green  building 
domain  to  influence  the  Planning  Department  to  put  in  recycling  chutes  in  each 
new  structure  and  inquired  about  gray  water.  Mr.  Palmer  stated  that  he  serves 
on  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  Code  Advisory  Committee,  and  they 
have  instituted  a  Green  Building  Subcommittee  that  is  discussing  recycling 
chutes  in  multi-family  buildings.  Mr.  Palmer  stated  that  the  City's  Recycled  Water 
Master  Plan  is  relied  on  for  supplying  recycled  water  on  a  mass-produced  level. 
The  use  of  gray  water  is  not  being  sought  after  at  this  time. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Isabel  Wade  requested  that  the  green  building  concept 
incorporate  rooftop  gardens  and  green  landscaping.  Mr.  Palmer  advised  that 
there  is  a  green  roof  pilot  project  that  is  being  designed  on  a  municipal  facility  at 
this  time. 

■  Adaptation:    Director  Blumenfeld  defined  adaptation  as  how  we  adapt  to 
climate  change  versus  how  we  reduce  our  emissions. 

■  Clean  Tech:  Director  Blumenfeld  explained  that  there  are  different  ways  that 
technology  is  going  to  intersect  with  the  Environment.  The  Mayor  created 
Clean-Tech  Advisory  Council,  which  is  studying  how  to  bring  innovative 
businesses  into  the  City.  There  is  a  Clean  Tech  tax  credit  for  renewable 
energy  companies  that  come  to  San  Francisco.  Clean  technologies  provide 
in  most  economists'  perspective,  the  same  kind  of  job  and  growth 
opportunities  that  biotech,  Internet  and  computers  have  in  California. 

■  Environmental  Justice  Programs:  Anne  Eng,  Environmental  Justice  Program 
Manager  stated  that  there  will  more  inequities  in  the  future  when  global 
warming  arises  and  that  models  are  being  created  to  address  this  situation. 
An  example  given  was  the  Bayview  Farmers  Market  where  there  are  two 
community  gardens  that  are  certified  as  organic  farms.  Ms.  Eng  asked  the 
Commission  to  issue  a  policy  directive  to  support  investment  in  gardens  and 
teaching  children  how  to  grow  vegetables. 

Ms.  Eng  discussed  current  programs  and  work  in  the  Environmental  Justice 
Section  that  are  focusing  in  the  areas  of  renewables,  conservation,  and 
reducing  diesel  emissions,  e.g.  solar  training  and  installation  programs, 
promoting  biodiesel  on  a  regional  basis  by  helping  to  build  an  infrastructure 
with  distributors,  retail  gas  stations,  and  initiating  training  programs  at  City 
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College.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  there  is  a  lot  of  opportunity  for  production, 
distribution,  and  education. 

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  November  ballot  which  has  two  relevant 
initiatives-Proposition  87  is  a  fee  on  the  oil  industry  which  would  collect  $3.00 
a  barrel  from  the  oil  companies  and  tax  them  on  the  production  of  oil  in 
California  and  Proposition  84,  which  contains  $500  million  for  a  local 
community  climate  program  that  would  give  money  to  jurisdictions  to  develop 
local  climate  strategies.  It  was  recommended  that  brainstorming  would  be 
required  to  develop  other  strategies  to  develop  a  fund  to  pay  for  projects  on  a 
long-term  basis. 

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  Business  Coalition  on  Climate  Change 
who  is  looking  at  ways  that  businesses  can  work  together  to  reduce  their 
green  house  gas  emissions  and  receive  credit  in  the  process. 

■  Treasure  Island  as  Development  Model:  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the 
Department  would  like  Treasure  Island  to  be  a  development  model,  a  carbon 
neutral  development,  and  to  use  100%  renewable  energy.  It  was  announced 
that  there  is  an  event  on  September  21  called  futuresealevel.org  located  at 
Pier  39  at  11:00  a.m. 

Messaging-lntegration  with  "Our  Home,  Our  City,  Our  Planet" 

■  Mark  Westlund,  Public  Outreach  Program  Manager  discussed  how  we  talk 
about  climate  with  other  departments  and  our  planet,  and  how  we  integrate 
each  of  the  program  areas  in  a  climate  message. 

Tag  line  is  "Our  Home,  Our  City,  Our  Planet"  developed  by  Ms.  Thea  Hillman, 
Technical  Writer.  The  concept  is  that  people  should  think  of  the  environment 
as  what's  around  them  and  these  things  that  we  do  in  smaller  environments 
have  a  larger  impact.  The  goal  is  to  promote  San  Francisco's  activities  that 
address  the  challenge  of  global  warming  and  inspire  and  give  the  public  tools 
to  take  action. 

Director  Blumenfeld  asked  the  Commission  for  their  input  as  to  how  to  create 
a  unified  message  of  action  around  climate  change  and  existing  programs. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Isabel  Wade  stated  that  the  community  has  heard 
about  global  warming,  but  does  not  know  what  action  to  take.  It  was 
recommended  that  the  message  include  something  that  our  City  is  trying  to 
do  together  to  make  an  impact.  Ms.  Wade  recommended  a  public  relations 
campaign  and  selecting  three  to  five  individual  action  steps  for  the  public  to 
participate  in. 
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Vice-President  Commissioner  Wald  stated  that  the  message  should  not 
suggest  that  the  total  solution  would  be  that  individual  action  would  solve  the 
problem.  It  is  important  that  political  action  be  taken  to  solve  environmental 
problems.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  stated  that  individual  action  should  be 
connected  to  the  overall  solution. 

President  Commissioner  Pelosi  Jr.  discussed  the  infeasibility  of  federal 
legislation  to  support  climate  action.  It  was  recommended  that  over-users  be 
taxed  and  to  brand  what  San  Francisco  Environment  is  doing  on  climate 
change. 

Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  there  is  adequate  funding  for  outreach  for 
recycling  and  energy  and  requested  input  as  to  how  climate  can  be  tied  in. 

Indicators 

■    Personal  -  Citywide  Grading  Program  ("What's  your  number?"  Thea  Hillman, 
Technical  Writer  discussed  how  people  could  understand  their  impact  by 
tracking  their  rating  on  a  local  calculator  that  is  connected  to  the  City's 
programs  and  can  consist  of  ten  actions  steps  that  can  be  added  up. 

Vice-President  Commissioner  Wald  recommended  changing  the  public's 
behavior  by  starting  with  one  constant  message  and  then  taking  up  another 
message  at  a  future  time.  A  discussion  was  held  on  developing  several  action 
steps  to  achieve  a  particular  goal.  Commissioner  Gravanis  encouraged  the 
idea  of  a  residential  certificate  or  award  that  parallels  the  Green  Business 
certificate. 

Vice-President  Commissioner  Wald  recommended  developing  a  flyer  about 
San  Francisco's  climate  challenge  with  a  message  of  "here  are  ten  things  that 
can  be  done  to  make  a  difference."  President  Pelosi  Jr.  recommended 
keeping  the  action  step  list  short  and  differentiating  action  steps  that  could  be 
done  individually  and  on  a  local  or  statewide  level. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  this  issue  would  be  heard  again  at  the 
Commission  on  the  Environment's  Policy  Committee  and  stressed  the 
importance  of  getting  the  community  and  organizations  to  partner  in  this 
effort.

CALL  TO  ORDER  AND  ROLL  CALL:  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  9:35  a.m. 
Present:  Commission  President  Pelosi  Jr.,  Vice-President  Wald,  Gravanis,  King 
(11:00  a.m.),  and  Mok 

All  attendees  introduced  themselves. 

PUBLIC  COMMENTS:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Commission  on 
matters  that  are  within  the  Commission's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today's  agenda. 

Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  requested  that  the  Commission  discuss  a  rumor  that  she  stated 
has  been  circulating  that  the  garbage  rate  review  process  would  be  held  again  in  two 
years  instead  of  five.  Ms.  Wuerfel  also  asked  the  Commission  to  review  the  2004- 
2007  Strategic  Plan  and  that  the  Plan  should  include:  what  worked  and  did  not 
work;  the  greatest  achievement;  an  administrative  section  with  specific  plans  for 
fiscal  accountability  and  transparency  that  would  include  accounts  and  reports  that 
everyone  can  understand.  It  was  also  recommended  that  the  Plan  be  shortened 
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DISCUSSION:  How  to  use  the  climate  change  issue  to  unify  numerous  program 
areas  under  one  campaign. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  today's  focus  would  be  to  discuss  an  integrated 
effective  program  that  engages  people  and  results  in  a  behavior  change  that  would 
reduce  our  green  house  gas  emissions.  The  Department  of  the  Environment  has 
developed  a  local  Climate  Action  Plan  with  the  International  Council  of  Local 
Environmental  Initiatives  (ICLEI)  http://www.sfenvironment.com/aboutus/enerqy/cap.pdf  and  elements 
of  the  Plan  were  discussed. 

Goals,  Reduction  Measures  &  Opportunities 

■  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  target  to  reduce  greenhouse  gas  emissions 
(2.5  million  tons)  20%  below  1990  levels  by  2012.  Ms.  Melissa  Capria, 
Climate  Action  Coordinator  is  in  the  process  of  registering  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  in  the  California  Climate  Action  Registry  in  order  to 
certify  an  inventory  of  municipal  emissions. 

■  AB32  deals  with  the  largest  emitters  in  the  state,  e.g.,  power  plants,  oil 
refineries  and  large  emissions  (does  not  deal  with  community  or  municipal 
sources).  San  Francisco's  target  is  more  aggressive  than  the  AB32  target, 
but  AB32  will  help  us  move  forward. 

■  Urban  Environmental  Accords  Actions  1-3  deals  with  energy  efficiency, 
renewable  energy,  and  a  green  house  gas  reduction  target. 

■  Peak  oil  provides  an  additional  motivation  for  moving  away  from  the  carbon 
economy. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  citywide  goal  is  to  reduce  2.5  million  tons  of 
greenhouse  gas  reductions  by  2012.  Climate  change  reduction  programs  are 
divided  into  three  areas  that  include  energy,  transportation,  and  solid  waste 
measures.  A  discussion  was  held  on  what  is  being  done  strategically  and  pending 
legislation. 

Energy  Measures 

■  Energy  Efficiency/Conservation:  Percentage  of  reductions  in  Climate  Action 
Plan  -  51%.  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  (1)  the  Department  conducted 
an  electricity  resource  planning  process  that  looked  aggressively  at  how  the 
Department  can  achieve  energy  efficiency  and  conservation  megawatt 
reduction  implemented  through  a  PG&E  partnership,  and  (2)  Energy 
Manager  Cal  Broomhead  and  Energy  Efficiency  Coordinator  Ann  Kelly  are 
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working  on  an  energy  efficiency  program  with  mult>family  and  small 
businesses. 

Cal  Broomhead,  Energy  Manager  discussed  the  success  of  the  Department's 
Powersavers  program  to  retrofit  the  lighting  systems  for  4,000  small 
businesses  in  San  Francisco  (6  megawatt  goal)  and  a  subsequent  program 
run  by  PG&E  in  partnership  with  the  Department  that  was  not  as  successful 
(16  megawatt  goal  of  which  12  megawatts  was  achieved).  Mr.  Broomhead 
advised  that  in  the  2006-08-program  year  (8  megawatt  goal),  the  Department 
would  again  be  running  the  program,  which  would  result  in  eliminating 
previous  administrative  difficulties  experienced  with  PG&E.  Obstacles  and 
strategies  in  meeting  current  program  goals  were  discussed. 

Vice-President  Commissioner  Wald  asked  if  the  Climate  Action  Plan 
percentage  of  target  reductions  should  be  revised  if  all  previous  efforts 
produced  only  a  4%  reduction  as  stated  by  Mr.  Broomhead.  Director 
Blumenfeld  advised  that  target  reductions  could  be  met  with  other  methods. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  recommended  that  a  property  tax 
credit  be  applied  for  reducing  megawatt  usage. 

Legislation:  Residential  Energy  Conservation  Ordinance  Amendments 
(RECO)  and  Commercial  Energy  Conservation  Ordinance  (CECO).  Director 
Blumenfeld  advised  that  RECO  is  the  priority  this  calendar  year.  Mr. 
Broomhead  gave  a  report  on  pending  legislation  noting  legislative  incentives 
and  requirements  and  discussed  the  need  for  energy  and  economic  impact 
evaluations. 

RECO:  The  Ordinance  requires  (1)  that  at  the  time  when  reroofing  a  house, 
R30  attic  insulation;  (2)  an  investment  (1/2%  or  1%  of  the  sale  price)  or  a 
home  energy  rating.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  this  would  create  a  huge 
demand  and  opportunities  for  job  training  and  would  tie  in  with  the 
Environmental  Justice  Program  area.  Alexis  Harte,  Urban  Forestry  Council 
Coordinator  advised  that  Berkeley  provides  incentives  for  people  to  retrofit 
housing  for  earthquake  safety  by  returning  a  small  percentage  of  transfer  tax. 

Mr.  Broomhead  advised  that  there  are  about  60,000  residential  units  that  are 
sold  or  transferred  every  year  in  San  Francisco  out  of  approximately  340,000 
and  is  the  most  effective  area  to  require  energy  investments.  Director 
Blumenfeld  discussed  the  CIP  Rent  Ordinance  regarding  how  to  pass- 
through  savings/costs  from  the  landlord  to  the  tenant  and  a  formula  went  to 
the  Commission  for  adoption  and  then  to  the  Rent  Board.  Director 
Blumenfeld  recommended  that  a  Rent  Board  representative  discuss  the 
status  of  the  Ordinance  at  a  future  Commission  meeting. 
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Vice-President  Commissioner  Wald  asked  if  any  promising  technologies  or 
practices  have  been  identified  for  the  commercial  sector  that  can  be 
influenced  through  incentives  and  are  contained  in  the  legislation.  Mr. 
Broomhead  stated  that  the  actual  programs,  not  the  legislation,  contain 
technical  assistance  and  incentives  and  will  be  discussed  at  the  Commission 
meeting  on  September  26.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  more  time  would 
be  spent  on  incentives  than  legislation  this  year. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Isabel  Wade,  Neighborhood  Parks  Council,  inquired 
as  to  whether  all  residential  requirements  are  related  to  energy.  Mr. 
Broomhead  advised  that  residential  requirements  pertain  to  energy  and 
toilets.  Ms.  Wade  stated  that  the  Council  wanted  to  require  that  a  property 
owner  plant  a  tree  when  changing  over  property. 

Renewable  Energy:  Ms.  Johanna  Partin,  Renewable  Energy  Coordinator 
discussed  the  integrated  approach  that  is  being  taken  between  renewable 
energy  and  energy  efficiency.  The  focus  is  on  three  technologies — solar, 
wind,  and  ocean  energy. 

o   Solar:  The  Climate  Action  Plan  and  Energy  Plan's  goal  is  50 

megawatts  of  renewable  energy  within  city  limits  by  the  year  2012  with 
31  megawatts  coming  from  solar.  The  need  to  possibly  revise  this 
goal  was  addressed.  Ms.  Partin  discussed  solar  outreach  that  is  being 
worked  on  with  the  commercial  and  residential  sectors  that  includes 
providing  technical  assistance  for  potential  solar  customers  and  the 
creation  of  a  solar  mapping  interactive  website  targeted  for  January 
2007. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  discussed  a  radio  broadcast  that 
concluded  it  would  be  better  for  residences  to  install  a  solar  thermal  water 
heater  instead  of  putting  solar  panels  on  their  roof  because  of  supply, 
demand,  and  pricing  issues  surrounding  solar  panels. 

President  Pelosi  Jr.  recommended  that  (1)  PG&E  issue  credits  for  solar 
energy  that  is  produced  and  (2)  a  marketing  campaign. 

o  Wind:  Ms.  Partin  explained  that  there  is  one  wind  installation  that 
generates  power  in  San  Francisco  iocated  at  the  Randali  Museum. 
The  Department  is  working  with  the  Planning  Department  and  the 
Department  of  Building  Inspection  on  a  wind  pilot  program  where 
individual  homeowners  and  businesses  could  put  wind  on  their 
building  and  measure  wind  speed.  Limitations  such  as  height,  noise, 
vibrations,  and  bird  safety  are  being  addressed  through  new 
technologies  called  vertical  access  wind  turbines.  A  vendor  forum  is 
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being  organized  to  provide  information  to  the  public,  businesses,  and 
homeowners. 

o   Ocean  Energy:  Ms.  Partin  advised  that  the  Department  would  like  to 
pursue  wave  and  tidal  projects  in  San  Francisco  and  discussed 
studies  that  have  been  done  on  tidal  under  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
and  wave  energy  off  the  coast  of  San  Francisco.  It  was  determined 
that  the  resource  was  the  best  in  the  lower  48  states.  Ms.  Partin 
advised  that  the  Department  is  participating  in  a  wave  study  being 
conducted  by  the  Electricity  Policy  Research  Institute  (EPRI),  with  the 
California  Energy  Commission,  PG&E,  and  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  to  review  different  sites  off  the  west 
coast  in  California  including  San  Francisco  to  determine  where  the 
best  resource  is  for  a  wave  energy  site,  what  the  potential  is,  and 
interconnection  issues. 

Tidal  status — Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Mayor  advised 
prioritizing  tidal  over  wave  because  of  permitting/marine  issues.  Ms. 
Partin  has  completed  a  draft  proposal  articulating  funding  requests  to 
the  California  Energy  Commission  to  help  move  this  effort  forward. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Isabel  Wade  recommended  that  the  City 
develop  a  program  that  will  capture  the  public's  imagination  about  their 
individual  capacity  to  be  more  involved  in  energy  efficiency  efforts. 

o   Community  Choice  Aggregation.  Director  Blumenfeld  explained  that 
community  choice  aggregation  would  allow  PG&E  to  retain  all  of  the 
transmission,  infrastructure  and  billing,  and  the  City  would  be  in 
charge  of  the  procurement.  That  would  afford  the  City  certain 
opportunities  to  move  more  aggressively  towards  renewable  energy, 
but  includes  risks.  Mr.  Broomhead  explained  that  the  SFPUC  is  the 
lead  on  community  choice  aggregation  and  is  formulating  a  Plan  that 
may  be  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor  in  the  next  few 
months. 

Transportation  Measures  -  Percentage  of  reductions  in  Climate  Action  Plan  - 
37%. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  transportation  measures  propose  a  challenge 
because  it  is  impossible  to  control  the  transportation  choices  of  individuals.  A 
discussion  was  held  on  methods  used  to  reduce  greenhouse  gas  emissions  by  (1) 
getting  people  to  use  public  transportation,  walk,  bike,  and  carpool;  and  (2)  using 
clean  vehicles  and  fuels. 
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Transportation  Demand  Management:  Mr.  Faiz  Khan,  Transportation  Demand 
Coordinator  explained  that  60%  of  commuters  (people  commuting  into  San 
Francisco  that  do  not  live  in  San  Francisco)  use  alternative  transportation  and  40% 
of  people  drive  alone.  It  was  stated  that  by  2012,  that  the  drive  alone  figure  must  be 
further  reduced  in  order  to  achieve  the  reductions  necessary  to  meet  the  San 
Francisco  target.  A  discussion  was  held  on  new  programs  being  worked  on  in 
collaboration  with  MUNI  and  the  Transportation  Authority  to  try  to  achieve  the  goal. 
Programs  discussed: 

■  Commuter  Benefit  Programs  providing  financial  incentives  to  employees  and 
tax  incentives  to  employers.  Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  possibility  of 
creating  a  law  that  requires  every  employer  with  more  than  so  many 
employees  to  provide  commuter  benefits  to  their  employees. 

■  Emergency  Ride  Home  Program:  City  pays  for  an  emergency  ride  home  (6% 
increase  in  transit  use  as  a  result  of  the  program). 

■  Telecommuting  Program  encouraging  City  departments  to  allow  employees  to 
work  from  home  by  providing  network  support; 

■  Vanpool  Program:  $400  or  $500  to  set  up  a  vanpool,  pretax  deduction  from 
the  commuter  benefits  program,  convenience  in  pickup  and  drop  off  locations, 
and  reduction  in  parking  rates. 

■  City  Bicycle  Fleet  Program:  Grant  to  provide  200  bicycles  to  different  City 
departments/employees  such  as  gardeners,  MUNI  planners,  any  City 
employee  who  is  making  significant  car  or  truck  trips  to  get  their  work  done. 

■  Bike  mapping  -  working  with  MPC,  various  City  Departments,  and  San 
Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition  to  develop  online  bike  mapping.  Goal  is  to 
achieve  a  6%  increase  from  the  commuter  drive  alone  figure. 

Mr.  Khan  stated  that  more  staff  support  is  required  to  expand  the  outreach  effort 
for  the  emergency  ride  home  and  commuter  benefit  programs.  The  Clean  Air 
Program  is  in  the  process  of  hiring  two  GIS  experts  to  work  on  outreach  efforts  to 
study  the  City  workforce  to  determine  what  type  of  carpool/transit/trip  plan 
options  are  available  to  them. 

Commissioner  King  recommended  that  the  Department  supply  a  freshen-up  kit  to 
commuters  that  bike  or  walk  to  work.  Mr.  Khan  advised  that  employers  could 
contact  the  City  to  have  a  free  bike  locker  or  rack  installed  at  their  location.  Ms. 
Partin  recommended  bike-only  partnerships  with  gyms  in  order  to  be  able  to  use 
their  showers.  Commissioner  Wald  encouraged  more  involvement  from  other 
City  departments  such  as  MUNI. 
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Future  programs  to  reach  goals  include: 

■  Congestion  Pricing  Program:  working  with  the  Transportation  Authority  to 
charge  drive-alone  cars  during  commute  hours.  San  Francisco  would  be  the 
first  City  in  the  country  to  do  this  kind  of  program — (10  to  15%  reduction  in 
drive  alone  car  rates).  Recommendations  may  not  be  available  until  next 
year.  Director  Blumenfeld  requested  that  the  consultants  present  a  report  to 
the  Commission  as  the  program  moves  forward. 

■  Transit  Pass  Program:  working  with  UCSF  and  San  Francisco  State  to  get 
faculty  and  students  onto  transit  by  offering  subsidized  transit  passes. 
Students  will  get  transit  passes  for  $5.00  and  if  students  return  their  parking 
pass,  they  will  receive  a  free  BART  or  transit  pass.  Grants  for  this  program 
would  come  from  the  Air  District  and  Transportation  Authority. 

Deputy  Director  David  Assmann  recommended  promoting  the  9-80 
Alternative  Work  Program  throughout  the  City.  Commissioner  Gravanis 
recommended  a  goal  of  reducing  per-capita  car  ownership  in  San  Francisco. 

Alternative  Fuels  and  Clean  Vehicles:  Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the 
Department's  clean  fuels  program  in  the  City  fleet,  biodiesel  work  being  done- 
CALTRANS  and  Federal  EPA  grants  allocated  to  groups  in  the  Bayview  and  City 
College  work  on  biodiesel.  It  was  announced  that  the  Rate  Board  decided  to 
require  Norcal  to  move  toward  B20  (20%  biodiesel  and  80%  diesel). 

Mr.  Bob  Hayden  introduced  Ms.  Vandana  Bali  who  will  be  working  on  current 
programs.  Discussions  included: 

■  Heaithy  Air  Ordinance:  much  of  the  work  that  is  being  done  in  the  clean 
fuels  area  is  based  upon  the  Healthy  Air  Ordinance  enacted  in  1999/2000, 
which  has  done  a  good  job  to  move  the  City  fleet  toward  being  greener. 
The  Ordinance  is  outdated  and  is  being  worked  on  internally  to  develop 
concepts  to  incorporate  into  a  new  ordinance. 

■  Alternative  Fuel  Vehicles:  goal  is  that  the  City  fleet  continues  to  have  as  a 
first  priority,  alternative  fuel  vehicles. 

■  Green  Index  for  Medium  and  Heavy  Duty:  A  program  is  being  instituted 
that  will  require  department  fleet  purchasers  to  seek  out  the  lowest  tail 
pipe  emissions  and  highest  fuel  economy  for  vehicles  in  that  class. 

■  Access  to  City  Pumps:  San  Francisco  has  the  largest  number  of 
alternative  fuel  stations  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area--CNG,  biodiesel, 
and  hydrogen  are  being  worked  on.

■  Biodiesel:  Active  work  underway  to  increase  retail  general  accessibility  to 
biodiesel  as  it  starts  to  become  available.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that 
if  you  went  to  B100,  green  house  gas  emission  reduction  would  be  90%; 
when  you  go  to  B20,  it  would  be  a  15%  reduction.  Mr.  Hayden  advised 
that  the  City  is  operating  through  a  Mayor's  Office  City  directive  to  institute 
B20  biodiesel  beginning  this  year,  and  the  Department  is  working  with 
other  City  departments  to  get  it  implemented.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
Resolution  created  a  Biodiesel  Access  Task  Force  that  makes  biodiesel 
more  widely  available. 

■  Plug-in  Hybrids:  Mr.  Hayden  advised  that  funding  is  being  sought  to 
obtain  plug-in  hybrids  for  testing  to  (1)  work  on  heavy-duty  vehicles  in 
conjunction  with  the  Electric  Power  Research  Institute  program,  and  (2)  to 
convert  new  Prius's  that  are  being  purchased  to  be  plug-in  hybrids.  Mr. 
Hayden  advised  that  PG&E  is  interested  in  seeing  if  a  small  fleet  can  be 
tested  to  show  grid  interface  and  send  power  back  into  the  grid  system. 

Solid  Waste  Measures  -  Percentage  of  reductions  in  Climate  Action  Plan  -  12%; 
goal  of  75%  by  2010;  zero  waste  by  2020. 

Jack  Macy,  Commercial  Recycling  Coordinator  discussed  what  the  Department  is 
doing  and  how  goals  of  75%  diversion  by  2010  and  zero  waste  by  2020  could  be 
reached.  It  was  explained  that  numbers  were  based  on  300,000  tons  of  carbon 
dioxide  reduction,  looking  at  what  the  increase  of  tons  being  diverted  was  that  could 
be  projected,  to  get  to  the  75%  goal  by  2010. 

■  Composting:  doing  well  on  composting  and  exceeding  target 

■  Recycling:  doing  well  in  residential  and  doing  less  well  in  commercial 
(commercial  waste  is  55-60%  of  the  waste  stream) 

Mr.  Macy  reported  that  the  Recycling  program  is  working  with  businesses  providing 
assistance  with  programs,  outreach  to  the  residential  sector,  and  offering  residential 
incentives,  e.g.  paying  for  the  trash  container  only  (not  recycling  and  composting 
containers)  and  providing  savings  for  reducing  from  a  32  to  20  gallon  trash 
container.  It  was  explained  that  the  commercial  sector  has  more  opportunity  to  save 
because  of  incentives  that  include  discounts  on  the  volume  of  recycling  and 
composting  being  diverted. 

■  Upstream  waste  burg.  Upstream  impacts  of  waste  are  not  seen,  for  example 
for  every  one  ton  of  waste  produced  locally,  70  tons  are  being  produced 
upstream.  It  was  explained  that  the  biggest  impact  of  greenhouse  gas  on  the 
landfill  is  organics  that  generate  methane,  which  is  21  times  worse  than 
carbon  dioxide.  The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  estimates  that  the 
biggest  source  of  human  made  methane  in  the  United  States  is  from  landfills. 
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A  discussion  was  held  on  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  law  banning  the 
landfill  of  organics  as  proposed  in  Europe  and  currently  in  effect  in  Germany. 

■  Mandatory  Recycling:  Mr.  Macy  indicated  that  mandatory  recycling  is  a  policy 
option  in  the  future.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  garbage  rate  seems 
to  be  a  five-year  rate  but  anyone  can  come  back  during  that  period.  It  was 
stated  that  the  Controller  who  is  part  of  the  Rate  Board  confirmed  that  if 
mandatory  recycling  were  to  be  instituted,  the  garbage  system  would  have  to 
be  redone  to  create  penalties.  The  Department  indicated  that  they  wanted 
mandatory  recycling  online  in  the  next  two  years  which  may  impact  the  rate 
making  process. 

■  40%  sent  to  landfill  could  be  composted;  25%  of  what  goes  to  landfill  cannot 
be  recycled.  Mr.  Macy  stated  that  the  biggest  item  going  to  landfill  is  food 
waste,  second  is  paper  from  residential  and  commercial  sectors,  and  third  is 
construction  and  demolition  debris. 

■  Zero  Waste:  To  reach  zero  waste,  work  needs  to  be  done  at  the  policy  level 
in  addition  to  consumer  and  producer  responsibility. 

Other  Strategies.  Measures  not  included  in  the  Climate  Action  Plan. 

Offsets:  Flights/Travel/Events,  Renewable  Energy  Credits  (REC'sVthe  Climate 
Protection  Tariff 

■  Offsets:  Events:  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  the  Department  is  working 
with  City  events  to  make  them  zero  waste  and  suggested  working  on  a  City 
requirement  that  all  City  events  be  zero  waste  and  carbon  neutral. 

■  Offsets:  Flights/Travel/Renewable  Energy  Credits  (REC's):  Melissa  Capria, 
Climate  Action  Coordinator  advised  that  the  Airport  has  started  to  look  at 
climate  measures  and  have  become  a  member  of  the  Sustainable  Silicon 
Valley.  A  discussion  was  held  on  establishing  an  offset  counter  at  the  Airport. 
Ms.  Capria  stated  that  various  organizations  are  setting  up  credit  cards  where 
they  have  established  partnerships  with  retailers.  People  would  receive  a 
percentage  reduction  at  those  retailers  when  they  use  the  credit  card,  and  a 
certain  percentage  of  the  funds  would  go  into  a  fund  that  could  be  sent  back 
locally  to  offset  emissions. 

■  Offsets:  Climate  Protection  Tariff:  Ms.  Capria  reported  that  PG&E  has 
proposed  a  voluntary  climate  protection  tariff  where  all  their  customers  that 
receive  electricity  and  natural  gas  would  be  given  an  option  to  pay  a  tariff  that 
would  be  used  to  offset  the  amount  of  emissions  associated  with  their 
electricity  and  natural  gas  usage.  A  California  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(CPUC)  proceeding  is  underway  to  determine  what  the  project  will  look  like. 
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Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Department  wants  to  make  sure  all  PG&E 
projects  that  are  being  done  are  in  partnership  with  local  government.  Ms. 
Capria  advised  that  projects  will  be  purchased  through  the  California  Climate 
Registry  and  the  only  types  of  projects  available  will  be  forestry  offsets. 

■  Sequestration:  Urban  Forests:  Ms.  Capria  explained  sequestration:  as  trees 
breathe  in  carbon  dioxide  and  breathe  out  oxygen,  they  actually  store  that 
carbon.  The  urban  forest  on  an  annual  basis  stores  an  additional  5,000  tons 
of  carbon  per  year.  One  approach  to  sequestration  is  to  consider  the  forest 
that  may  be  cut  down  and  credit  can  be  taken  for  the  tons  of  carbon  that  are 
stored  in  the  forest. 

Ms.  Grace  Ma,  Urban  Forestry  Council  Associate  reported  that  currently  San 
Francisco  has  approximately  668,000  total  trees  totaling  up  to  about  5,000 
tons  of  carbon  per  year  which  adds  up  to  .25%  of  the  target  for  greenhouse 
gas  emissions.  Urban  trees  are  a  modest  way  to  reduce  greenhouse  gas 
emissions  in  comparison  to  other  programs.  Trees  do  produce  other  benefits 
in  terms  of  air  quality-trees  take  out  particulate  matter,  reduce  sulphur 
dioxide,  nitrous  dioxide  and  have  public  health,  social  and  environmental 
benefits  for  the  larger  community.  Ms.  Capria  stated  that  there  are  a  lot  of 
benefits  to  urban  forestry  in  terms  of  climate  change  that  are  not  reflected  in 
carbon  sequestration  numbers. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Wuerfel  asked  if  any  particular  tree  is  better  or  different 
in  carbon  sequestration.  Ms.  Ma  stated  that  some  trees  do  sequester  more 
carbon  but  there  are  tradeoffs  as  some  trees  are  more  volatile  in  getting 
compounds.  The  site  has  to  be  considered,  as  some  trees  require  specific 
conditions  to  grow  and  factors  have  to  be  balanced  to  get  the  best  tree  for  the 
location.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  it  has  been  reported  that  evergreen 
trees  have  the  most  surface  area  and  may  be  the  best  for  carbon 
sequestration. 

Director  Blumenfeld  reported  that  at  the  September  1 1 ,  2006  Commission 
Policy  Committee  meeting  on  food,  food  advocates  recommended  that  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  buy  land  to  plant  food  in  the  City,  which 
would  save  in  transportation/green  house  gas  emissions.  The  plants  can  also 
be  used  to  sequester  carbon.  Commissioner  Gravanis  asked  if  there  was 
scientific  information  about  the  merits  of  trees  versus  other  plant  forms  in 
terms  of  sequestration  and  that  it  has  been  said  that  a  lot  of  sequestration 
takes  place  in  the  root  systems  of  these  various  plants.  Debbie  Raphael, 
Toxics  Program  Manager  discussed  Volatile  Organic  Compounds  that  are 
highly  reactive  in  the  atmosphere  and  may  cause  smog. 

■  Green  Building:  Mark  Palmer,  Municipal  Green  Building  Coordinator 
discussed  education  and  outreach  to  City  design  professionals,  private  sector 
architects,  engineering  firms,  builders,  contractors,  homeowners  on  green 
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building  standards.  It  was  explained  that  Green  Building  is  a  process  of 
integrating  the  building  environment  with  natural  systems. 

Green  Building  Energy  Efforts:  Mr.  Palmer  stated  that  buildings  are  being 
designed  to  exceed  the  Energy  Code  by  30%  and  are  providing  their  own 
energy  sources.  It  was  stated  that  Green  Building  incorporates  many 
different  program  areas  that  include: 

Green  Building  Recycling  Efforts:  A  discussion  was  held  on  Green  Building's 
recycling  efforts,  which  produce  a  67%  diversion  rate  citywide.  In  new 
construction,  buildings  are  designed  with  storage  and  location  facilities  for 
recyclable  materials  and  a  large  part  of  the  program  is  construction  and 
demolition. 

Integrated  Pest  Management:  City  pesticide  application  is  reduced  by  90% 
and  buildings  are  being  designed  to  be  pest  resistant  so  pesticides  do  not 
have  to  be  used.  Buildings  are  being  designed  with  materials  that  have  low 
volatile  organic  compounds. 

Transit  Demand  Program:  Buildings  receive  Green  Building  and  LEED  credit 
for  being  close  to  public  transit,  for  creating  bicycle  and  changing  rooms  and 
shower  facilities,  for  reducing  parking  and  influencing  carpooling. 

Environmental  Justice:  Buildings  are  created  for  people  to  support  health, 
welfare  and  productivity. 

Mr.  Palmer  explained  that  there  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  environmental  impact 
that  goes  into  green  building  and  urges  that  pressure  be  kept  up  to  provide 
resources  and  support  for  the  green  building  program. 

Sushma  Dhulipala,  Commercial  Toxic  Reduction  Coordinator  stated  that  in  order 
to  qualify  for  the  City's  Green  Business  Award,  the  Department  has  asked 
businesses  to  demonstrate  their  commitment  to  the  environment  by 
implementing  certain  measures.  Standards  have  been  developed  for  hotels, 
office  buildings,  and  restaurants  in  consultation  with  other  jurisdictions  in  the  Bay, 
local  industry,  the  public,  and  City  staff.  A  checklist  has  been  created  that  lists  a 
minimum  number  of  measures  to  be  implemented  that  is  divided  into  program 
areas,  e.g.  recycling,  energy  conservation,  water  conservation,  and  pollution 
prevention.  All  these  factors  may  directly  or  indirectly  impact  climate  change. 
Measures  that  directly  help  reduce  the  impact  of  climate  change  are  energy 
conservation  measures,  reducing  the  amount  of  solid  waste,  and  water 
conservation.  A  current  project  is  to  look  at  the  practices  that  green  businesses 
are  being  asked  to  implement  and  associating  carbon  dioxide  reduction  numbers 
with  each  of  the  measures. 
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Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  in  the  next  two  weeks  the  Mayor  would  announce 
a  fast-track  permitting  process  for  all  new  and  renovated  buildings  that  qualify  for 
the  LEED  Gold  rating  or  equivalent.  This  will  be  a  joint  effort  between  the 
Department,  DBI,  and  Planning.  It  was  also  advised  that  the  Resource  Efficient 
Building  Ordinance  would  be  reviewed  so  that  municipal  construction  over  5,000 
square  feet  including  renovations  and  any  new  building  built  downtown  would 
have  to  be  LEED  silver  or  gold. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  asked  if  it  was  in  the  green  building 
domain  to  influence  the  Planning  Department  to  put  in  recycling  chutes  in  each 
new  structure  and  inquired  about  gray  water.  Mr.  Palmer  stated  that  he  serves 
on  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  Code  Advisory  Committee,  and  they 
have  instituted  a  Green  Building  Subcommittee  that  is  discussing  recycling 
chutes  in  multi-family  buildings.  Mr.  Palmer  stated  that  the  City's  Recycled  Water 
Master  Plan  is  relied  on  for  supplying  recycled  water  on  a  mass-produced  level. 
The  use  of  gray  water  is  not  being  sought  after  at  this  time. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Isabel  Wade  requested  that  the  green  building  concept 
incorporate  roof  top  gardens  and  green  landscaping.  Mr.  Palmer  advised  that 
there  is  a  green  roof  pilot  project  that  is  being  designed  on  a  municipal  facility  at 
this  time. 

■  Adaptation:    Director  Blumenfeld  defined  adaptation  as  how  we  adapt  to 
climate  change  versus  how  we  reduce  our  emissions. 

■  Clean  Tech:  Director  Blumenfeld  explained  that  there  are  different  ways  that 
technology  is  going  to  intersect  with  the  Environment.  The  Mayor  created 
Clean-Tech  Advisory  Council,  which  is  studying  how  to  bring  innovative 
businesses  into  the  City.  There  is  a  Clean  Tech  tax  credit  for  renewable 
energy  companies  that  come  to  San  Francisco.  Clean  technologies  provide 
in  most  economists'  perspective,  the  same  kind  of  job  and  growth 
opportunities  that  biotech,  Internet  and  computers  have  in  California. 

■  Environmental  Justice  Programs:  Anne  Eng,  Environmental  Justice  Program 
Manager  stated  that  there  will  more  inequities  in  the  future  when  global 
warming  arises  and  that  models  are  being  created  to  address  this  situation. 
An  example  given  was  the  Bayview  Farmers  Market  where  there  are  two 
community  gardens  that  are  certified  as  organic  farms.  Ms.  Eng  asked  the 
Commission  to  issue  a  policy  directive  to  support  investment  in  gardens  and 
teaching  children  how  to  grow  vegetables. 

Ms.  Eng  discussed  current  programs  and  work  in  the  Environmental  Justice 
Section  that  are  focusing  in  the  areas  of  renewables,  conservation,  and 
reducing  diesel  emissions,  e.g.  solar  training  and  installation  programs, 
promoting  biodiesel  on  a  regional  basis  by  helping  to  build  an  infrastructure 
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with  distributors,  retail  gas  stations,  and  initiating  training  programs  at  City 
College.  Ms.  Eng  stated  that  there  is  a  lot  of  opportunity  for  production, 
distribution,  and  education. 

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  November  ballot  which  has  two  relevant 
initiatives-Proposition  87  is  a  fee  on  the  oil  industry  which  would  collect  $3.00 
a  barrel  from  the  oil  companies  and  tax  them  on  the  production  of  oil  in 
California  and  Proposition  84,  which  contains  $500  million  for  a  local 
community  climate  program  that  would  give  money  to  jurisdictions  to  develop 
local  climate  strategies.  It  was  recommended  that  brainstorming  would  be 
required  to  develop  other  strategies  to  develop  a  fund  to  pay  for  projects  on  a 
long-term  basis. 

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  Business  Coalition  on  Climate  Change 
who  is  looking  at  ways  that  businesses  can  work  together  to  reduce  their 
green  house  gas  emissions  and  receive  credit  in  the  process. 

■  Treasure  Island  as  Development  Model:  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the 
Department  would  like  Treasure  Island  to  be  a  development  model,  a  carbon 
neutral  development,  and  to  use  100%  renewable  energy.  It  was  announced 
that  there  is  an  event  on  September  21  called  futuresealevel.org  located  at 
Pier  39  at  11:00  a.m. 

Messaging-lntegration  with  "Our  Home,  Our  City,  Our  Planet" 

■  Mark  Westlund,  Public  Outreach  Program  Manager  discussed  how  we  talk 
about  climate  with  other  departments  and  our  planet,  and  how  we  integrate 
each  of  the  program  areas  in  a  climate  message. 

Tag  line  is  "Our  Home,  Our  City,  Our  Planet"  developed  by  Ms.  Thea  Hillman, 
Technical  Writer.  The  concept  is  that  people  should  think  of  the  environment 
as  what's  around  them  and  these  things  that  we  do  in  smaller  environments 
have  a  larger  impact.  The  goal  is  to  promote  San  Francisco's  activities  that 
address  the  challenge  of  global  warming  and  inspire  and  give  the  public  tools 
to  take  action. 

Director  Blumenfeld  asked  the  Commission  for  their  input  as  to  how  to  create 
a  unified  message  of  action  around  climate  change  and  existing  programs. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Isabel  Wade  stated  that  the  community  has  heard 
about  global  warming,  but  does  not  know  what  action  to  take.  It  was 
recommended  that  the  message  include  something  that  our  City  is  trying  to 
do  together  to  make  an  impact.  Ms.  Wade  recommended  a  public  relations 
campaign  and  selecting  three  to  five  individual  action  steps  for  the  public  to 
participate  in.

Vice-President  Commissioner  Wald  stated  that  the  message  should  not 
suggest  that  the  total  solution  would  be  that  individual  action  would  solve  the 
problem.  It  is  important  that  political  action  be  taken  to  solve  environmental 
problems.  Deputy  Director  Assmann  stated  that  individual  action  should  be 
connected  to  the  overall  solution. 

President  Commissioner  Pelosi  Jr.  discussed  the  infeasibility  of  federal 
legislation  to  support  climate  action.  It  was  recommended  that  over-users  be 
taxed  and  to  brand  what  San  Francisco  Environment  is  doing  on  climate 
change. 

Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  there  is  adequate  funding  for  outreach  for 
recycling  and  energy  and  requested  input  as  to  how  climate  can  be  tied  in. 

Indicators 

■    Personal  -  Citvwide  Grading  Program  ("What's  your  number?"  Thea  Hillman, 
Technical  Writer  discussed  how  people  could  understand  their  impact  by 
tracking  their  rating  on  a  local  calculator  that  is  connected  to  the  City's 
programs  and  can  consist  of  ten  actions  steps  that  can  be  added  up. 

Vice-President  Commissioner  Wald  recommended  changing  the  public's 
behavior  by  starting  with  one  constant  message  and  then  taking  up  another 
message  at  a  future  time.  A  discussion  was  held  on  developing  several  action 
steps  to  achieve  a  particular  goal.  Commissioner  Gravanis  encouraged  the 
idea  of  a  residential  certificate  or  award  that  parallels  the  Green  Business 
certificate. 

Vice-President  Commissioner  Wald  recommended  developing  a  flyer  about 
San  Francisco's  climate  challenge  with  a  message  of  "here  are  ten  things  that 
can  be  done  to  make  a  difference."  President  Pelosi  Jr.  recommended 
keeping  the  action  step  list  short  and  differentiating  action  steps  that  could  be 
done  individually  and  on  a  local  or  statewide  level. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  this  issue  would  be  heard  again  at  the 
Commission  on  the  Environment's  Policy  Committee  and  stressed  the 
importance  of  getting  the  community  and  organizations  to  partner  in  this 
effort.

In  a  continuing  effort  to  increase  governmental  efficiency  and  performance,  I  want  to  ensure  consistent 
attendance  of  appointed  representatives  to  our  Gtyand  County  commissions.  I  believe  that  consistent 
commissioner  attendance  is  necessary  for  each  commission  to  function  well  and  effectively  advance 
departmental  goals.  Appointments  to  commissions  have  been  made  by  my  office  in  order  to  allow  for 
diverse  viewpoints  to  be  represented,  so  each  commissioner's  participation  is  essential. 

Along  those  lines,  my  office  is  interested  in  establishing  baseline  standards  of  commissioner  attendance 
across  all  city  commissions: 

•  All  commissioner  absences  be  excused  absences,'  in  which  a  commission  secretary  or  the 
appropriate  departmental  representative  is  notified  in  advance  of  the  meeting  about  the 
absence. 

•  A  working  goal  of  100%  attendance  for  commissioners,  which  recognizes  the  critical 
importance  of  each  commissioner's  attendance  at  meetings.  As  a  practical  matter,  I  believe  it  is 
appropriate  to  ask  that  each  commissioner  have  at  least  90%  attendance  to  their  regular 
commission's  meetings—  recognizing  that  illnesses  or  family  emergencies  arise  very 
occasionally. 

•  In  order  to  monitor  efforts  toward  this  goal,  I  ask  that  commission  secretaries  submit  an  annual 
report  to  my  office  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  detailing  commission  attendance. 

•  Moreover,  I  ask  commission  secretaries  contact  my  commissions  liaison  if  a  commissioner 
misses  a  meeting  without  contacting  the  department  in  advance,  or  when  a  commissioner  has 
missed  three  meetings  in  a  fiscal  year,  so  that  my  office  may  contact  that  commissioner. 


Please  consider  incorporating  these  standards  into  your  commission's  policies  and  procedures  as  appropriate. 

Each  individual  commissioner's  experiences  and  skills  are  highly  valued,  and  consistent  attendance 
allows  for  the  full  potential  of  each  commission  to  be  utilized.  Meeting  attendance  is  also  one  of  the 
many  factors  my  office  uses  to  consider  future  appointments  of  individuals  currently  serving  on 
commissions,  so  detailed  attendance  records  will  be  helpful  to  our  appointment  process.

1.  CALL  TO  ORDER  AND  ROLL  CALL.  The  Commission  on  the  Environment  Meeting  was 
called  to  order  at  5:08  p.m.  Present:  President  Paul  Pelosi  Jr.  (5:35  p.m.),  Vice-President 
Johanna  Wald,  Commissioners  Gravanis,  King,  and  Mok. 

2.  ACTION:  Adoption  of  Minutes  of  the  July  25,  2006  Regular  Meeting  and  the  December  14, 
2005  Hydrogen  and  Renewable  Energy  Committee  Regular  Meeting.  Upon  Motion  by 
Commissioner  King  and  second  by  Commissioner  Mok  the  July  25,  2006  Commission 
Regular  Meeting  Minutes  and  the  December  14,  2005  Hydrogen  and  Renewable  Energy 
Committee  Regular  Meeting  Minutes  were  approved  with  no  objection.  (Explanatory 
Documents:  Approved  Minutes  of  the  July  25,  2006  Regular  Commission  Meeting 
http://sfqov.org/site/sfenvironment  page  asp?id=43882  and  December  14,  2005  Hydrogen  and  Renewable

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3.  PUBLIC  COMMENTS:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Commission  on  matters 
that  are  within  the  Commission's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today's  agenda. 

Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  thanked  the  Department  for  the  September  20  Commission  Retreat  and 
recommended  that  future  retreats  be  held  in  an  area  that  would  accommodate  more  of  the 
public,  encouraged  a  larger  venue,  and  more  promotion  of  the  event.  Director  Blumenfeld 
requested  that  a  segmented  version  of  the  meeting  audio  be  made  available  to  the  public 
online. 

4.  INFORMATIONAL  REPORT:  Update  on  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Farmers'  Market. 

SPONSOR:  Director  Jared  Blumenfeld 
SPEAKER:  Sraddha  Mehta,  Environmental  Justice  Coordinator 

Ms.  Sraddha  Mehta,  Environmental  Justice  Program  presented  an  update  on  the  Bayview 
Hunters  Point  Farmers'  Market  project.  It  was  stated  that  food  security  and  access  to 
healthy  foods  and  fresh  produce  is  a  tremendous  need  in  low-income  neighborhoods  such 
as  Bayview  Hunters  Point.  In  order  to  address  this  issue,  the  Department  applied  for  a  grant 
and  received  state  funding  in  the  amount  of  $150,000  to  organize  a  pilot  Farmers'  Market 
project  in  the  neighborhood. 

Topics  discussed  included: 

The  Department  partnered  with  two  community  organizations,  Girls  2000  and  Literacy  for 
Environmental  Justice  to  organize  the  pilot  Farmers'  Market.  The  market  operated  for 
twenty-six  weeks  last  year  and  due  to  its  success  was  launched  again  this  year  on  May  20th. 
It  is  located  at  3rd  Street  and  Oakdale  Avenue,  the  area's  town  center,  every  Saturday  from 
9:30  a.m.  to  1 :30  p.m.   It  was  explained  that  the  City  and  Mayor's  Office  are  focusing 
redevelopment  efforts  at  this  location  with  the  idea  that  it  would  be  the  neighborhood's 
commercial  center  and  to  encourage  positive  activities,  discourage  empty  streets,  involve 
youth,  and  make  community  residents  feel  safe  in  their  neighborhood. 

The  market  features  fresh  produce  from  local  Farmers'  as  well  as  produce  from  Girls  2000 
who  operate  two  certified  organic  community  gardens  located  in  the  neighborhood.  At-risk 
youths  from  the  neighborhood  are  selling  produce  that  they  grow  in  their  community  gardens 
at  this  market.  The  market  also  features  healthy  cooking  demonstrations  conducted  by 
Literacy  for  Environmental  Justice  and  has  live  entertainment  every  week.  A  partnership  has 
been  entered  into  recently  with  the  International  African  Marketplace,  which  features 
vendors  that  sell  jewelry,  arts  and  crafts  and  other  products.  It  was  explained  that  through 
this  partnership,  a  larger  customer  base  has  been  generated.  In  addition,  the  marketplace 
provides  tents,  tables,  and  tablecloths  for  the  Farmers'  Market  and  will  be  open  until  October 
28,  which  is  the  official  close  date  of  the  market.  The  Farmers'  Market  will  be  re-launched 
next  season  for  the  third  consecutive  season  and  will  be  in  partnership  with  the  International 
African  Marketplace. 

Current  issues  that  the  Market  is  facing  is  the  retention  of  Farmers'  because  the  market  is 
not  as  busy  as  Alemany  and  Ferry  Plaza  Markets,  and  prices  charged  are  lower  because  of 
the  customer  base.  To  solve  this  problem,  agreements  have  been  made  with  Farmers'  so 
that  Bayview  youth  hired  through  Girls  2000  sell  produce  on  their  behalf.  This  results  in 
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labor  and  fuel  cost  savings  and  valuable  entrepreneurship  experience  for  the  youth.  It  was 
stated  that  in  order  to  build  up  the  customer  base  of  the  market,  produce  is  being  subsidized 
by  using  grant  funds. 

Ms.  Mehta  reported  on  the  Good  Neighbor  Program  run  in  conjunction  with  Literacy  for 
Environmental  Justice  that  works  with  liquor  and  corner  stores  to  encourage  them  to  stock 
produce  and  healthy  foods.  In  exchange,  the  City  and  Literacy  for  Environmental  Justice 
offer  incentives  that  may  include  energy  efficiency  upgrades,  marketing,  and  discounted 
produce.  The  Department  has  also  entered  into  a  partnership  with  the  Southeast  Health 
Center  that  provides  nutrition  education  and  may  coordinate  a  satellite  produce  stand  at  the 
Center. 

Outreach  to  promote  the  market  was  discussed.  Ms.  Mehta  and  Ms.  Eng  are  there  every 
week,  door-to-door  outreach  has  been  done,  and  approximately  30,000  Farmers'  Market 
coupons  have  been  distributed  in  the  last  two  years.  The  Market  has  had  press  releases 
issued  and  media  and  newspaper  coverage. 

Next  steps  are  to  continue  to  operate  the  market  for  at  least  the  next  three  years  until  it 
becomes  sustainable.  The  USDA  has  awarded  $280,000  to  continue  the  Farmers'  Market 
and  approximately  $20,000  has  been  received  from  the  International  Marketplace  in  order  to 
continue  the  partnership.  In  addition,  the  Marketplace  is  committing  $250,000  for  marketing 
costs,  equipment,  entertainment,  and  recruitment  of  non-agricultural  vendors.  The  funding 
would  not  go  directly  to  the  Department,  but  the  investment  will  help  the  Farmers'  Market,  as 
it  will  develop  a  larger  customer  base.  In  addition,  an  additional  $2500  has  been  secured 
from  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Criminal  Justice  to  involve  at  risk  youth  in  this  project.  It  was 
stated  that  the  Mayor's  Office  helped  secure  the  site  and  is  a  good  partner  in  this  effort. 

Commissioner  Mok  commended  the  Department  staff's  efforts  and  for  making  the  market  a 
multi-function  market  working  with  the  community.    Ms.  Mehta  thanked  Commissioner  Mok 
and  Charity  Cultural  Services  in  providing  outreach  services.  It  was  explained  that  flyers  are 
translated  into  Chinese  and  have  gone  out  to  notify  the  large  Chinese-speaking  community 
in  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  community.  Director  Blumenfeld  thanked  Ms.  Mehta  for  her 
exceptional  effort  on  this  project. 

5.  PRESENTATION:  Informational  presentation  on  the  new  energy  efficiency  program, 

Energy  Watch,  its  challenges  and  how  to  integrate  it  with  the  climate  program  (Explanatory 
Document:  (Powerpoint)

Coordinator,  Program  Manager 

Cal  Broomhead,  Energy  Manager  gave  a  presentation  on  the  Energy  Watch  program  and 
reported  that  drivers  of  this  program  include  climate  change,  peak  oil,  electric  reliability,  air 
quality,  and  economic  development.  In  addition,  this  program  will  contribute  to  green  house 
gas  reduction  goals  of  2.5  million  tons  by  2012.  It  was  explained  that  the  Climate  Action 
Plan  lists  energy  efficiency  as  a  large  part  of  the  Plan  (800,000  tons  of  reduction),  second  to 
transportation.  Previous  energy  programs  have  contributed  to  the  reduction  goals  that 
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include  the  2002-03  Power  Savers  Program  (20,000  tons)  and  the  Peak  Energy  Program 
(25,000  tons). 

Services:  The  Energy  Watch  Program  was  described  as  a  10.7  million  dollar  PG&E  contract 
that  includes  a  20%  residential  and  80%  commercial  element.  The  program  will  offer  direct 
services  to  2,000+  businesses  and  building  owners  that  will  consist  of  implementing  lighting, 
refrigeration,  ventilation,  and  water  efficiency  measures.  The  residential  element  will  target 
water  efficiency,  shell  improvements,  lighting  and  heating.  Elements  of  the  program  include 
education  and  training,  capacity  building,  and  working  on  ordinances.  The  completion  date 
for  installation  work  is  scheduled  for  December  31,  2008  as  ordered  by  the  California  Public 
Utilities  Commission.  Other  work  that  includes  education,  training,  and  ordinances  may 
continue  for  the  next  few  months.  The  contract  with  PG&E  terminates  in  June  2009. 

Program  Administration:  A  discussion  was  held  on  the  two  different  models  being  used  to 
administer  the  program.  The  first  model  is  that  the  prime  contractor  performs  door-to-door 
marketing  audits,  inspections,  and  pays  the  contractors.  The  Department  would  manage 
the  contract  and  provide  quality  control.  The  second  model  is  that  the  Department  would 
perform  the  marketing,  audits,  organize  contractors,  and  make  inspections.  The  prime 
contractor  would  perform  the  quality  control  and  pay  the  contractor. 

Small  Business  Program:  Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  the  small  business  program  would  be 
the  largest  part  of  the  program  with  41  million  annual  kWh  savings  and  8  megawatts  of 
demand  reduction.  The  agreement  with  PG&E  is  to  serve  customers  under  100kw.  If  the 
customer  is  over  100kw,  the  Department  will  have  to  confer  with  PG&E  so  as  not  to 
duplicate  marketing  efforts.  The  primary  program  targets  are  restaurants,  neighborhood 
markets,  wholesale  food  warehouses,  institutional  kitchens,  and  hotels,  all  of  which  have 
refrigeration  and  an  intensive  food  operation  that  presents  a  lot  of  opportunity  for  kilowatt 
reduction.  Objectives  would  also  include  creating  collaboration  between  small  businesses, 
organizations,  and  the  Small  Business  Commission  to  work  on  the  climate  change  issue  and 
recognize  additional  value  other  than  dollar  savings.  It  was  stated  that  other  markets  could 
be  served,  but  the  terms  of  the  contract  include  a  cost-benefit  requirement.  If  savings  can 
be  banked,  businesses  and  residential  markets  that  have  less  cost  effectiveness  to  them 
can  be  sought  after. 

Incentives:  It  was  explained  that  the  program  contract  has  approximately  $5  million 
minimum  set  aside  for  incentives.  The  program  would  be  sold  as  a  package  deal  in  order  to 
be  more  cost  effective,  and  that  localized  contractors  would  be  hired  to  the  extent  possible. 
A  discussion  was  held  on  problems  experienced  with  previous  programs  in  hiring  local 
contractors  because  of  the  amount  of  work  to  be  completed  in  a  short  time.  As  a  result, 
goals  were  met  but  local  capacity  building  was  not  achieved.  This  program  has  benefits 
because  there  is  more  time  and  fewer  sites  are  being  worked  on,  which  will  allow  for  the 
program  to  be  better  customized  to  the  businesses'  individual  needs  and  local  contractors 
would  be  better  utilized. 

Marketing  could  be  done  fairly  inexpensively  because  of  an  existing  database  of  12,000 
customers  and  contacts,  existing  demonstration  sites,  and  case  studies.  Media  used  would 
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be  the  telephone,  door-to-door,  Department  website,  organizations  and  networks,  and 
through  local  media. 

All  of  our  efficiency  and  renewables  achieved  to  date  achieves  about  4%  of  the  total  climate 
reduction  goal.  We  need  other  strategies  to  get  to  our  goal  for  2012. 
An  ordinance  that  bans  the  old  inefficient  lighting  and  will  drive  the  recalcitrant  business 
owners  into  the  program  is  being  worked  on.  This  one  act  would  pick  up  another  15  to 
20,000  tons  of  greenhouse  gas  reductions.  It  was  explained  that  the  sooner  businesses  get 
on  board  the  better,  because  after  this  2008  cycle,  the  CPUC  is  very  likely  to  remove  the 
incentives  because  the  market  has  been  transformed. 

Commissioner  King  discussed  his  experience  assisting  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Community 
Development  in  their  efforts  to  hire  small  contractors  to  pursue  small  bids  for  their  fagade 
program.  Commissioner  King  asked  if  the  prime  contractor  would  be  put  out  to  bid.  Mr. 
Broomhead  advised  that  bids  are  due  on  the  Small  Business  Direct  Install  Program  the  end 
of  this  week,  and  that  interviews  are  scheduled  for  Thursday  or  Friday  of  next  week. 
Commissioner  King  inquired  about  contractors  insurance.  Mr.  Broomhead  advised  that 
there  are  contract  pages  on  insurance  and  liability  and  will  forward  the  contract  to 
Commissioner  King  for  review.  Commissioner  King  asked  what  the  dollar  amount  would  be 
for  a  typical  transaction.  Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  the  average  amount  would  be  from 
$1000  to  $2000.  Commissioner  King  asked  if  the  prime  contractor  would  be  subbing  out  the 
jobs.  Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  the  contractual  relationship  would  be  between  the 
contractor  and  the  business  owner,  not  with  the  prime  contractor.  It  was  explained  that  the 
bid  is  on  the  Department  of  Environment's  website.  Commissioner  King  commended  staff 
for  using  previous  efforts  and  keeping  data  so  steps  would  not  have  to  be  retraced  again. 

Vice-President  Commissioner  Wald  thanked  Mr.  Broomhead  on  the  informative 
presentation.  A  question  was  asked  as  to  what  the  capability  would  be  for  contractors  to 
talk  to  residential  and  business  owners  about  other  Department  programs  such  as  climate. 
Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  this  requirement  should  be  part  of  the  contract  and  inspection 
protocols.  Commissioner  Wald  asked  if  the  Department  would  be  directly  involved  in  the 
training.  Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  most  of  the  training  tasks  would  be  working  with  PG&E 
to  work  on  professional  training  for  contractors  and  building  owners.  Consultants  may 
provide  training  if  more  training  is  needed  than  PG&E  can  provide  in  their  schedule  and 
facilities. 

Mr.  Broomhead  discussed  capacity  building  by  focusing  on  performance  targets  instead  of 
items  to  be  installed  and  advised  that  amendments  to  the  residential  and  commercial 
ordinances  direct  people  to  look  at  building  performance. 

President  Pelosi  Jr.  asked  Mr.  Broomhead  if  this  program  provides  an  opportunity  for 
community  outreach  in  regard  to  climate  change.  Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  the  entire 
department  is  engaged  in  outreach,  and  energy  is  one  of  the  areas  where  people  can 
actually  do  something.  It  was  stated  that  there  is  an  opportunity  to  talk  to  building  owners 
and  businesses  about  climate.  If  other  programs  are  successful  and  come  in  under  budget 
on  time,  more  money  can  be  devoted  to  education  and  outreach  activities  that  don't  deliver 
provable  kilowatt-hours. 
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Vice-President  Commissioner  Wald  asked  if  there  would  be  an  opportunity  to  revisit  the 
issue  of  cost  effectiveness  after  the  program  has  begun.  Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  the 
contract  requires  that  the  program  be  reviewed  every  three  months.  On  September  30th  of 
next  year,  the  program  needs  to  reach  its  30%  goal,  and  if  not  achieved,  then  there  would 
be  1 .8  million  dollars  of  non-incentive  funds  at  risk.  PG&E  could  take  that  money  and  give  it 
to  another  program  or  to  someone  else. 

Mr.  Broomhead  discussed  three  contractors  in  San  Francisco  that  are  certified  as  home 
performance  testers  and  deliver  valuable  information  to  higher-income  City  residents.  Mr. 
Broomhead  stated  that  he  would  like  to  see  more  of  these  businesses  in  San  Francisco  and 
discussed  the  possibility  of  offering  coupons  to  people  who  want  to  do  home  performance 
testing  so  the  market  can  be  expanded  and  so  that  education  and  training  can  be  provided 
to  educate  people  on  the  value  of  home  performance  testing. 

Commissioner  King  asked  how  the  market  could  be  shaped  to  the  middle  and  lower-income 
communities.  Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  the  performance  test  is  $400  or  $500  and  low- 
income  people  do  not  usually  have  that  type  of  cash.  The  possibility  of  developing  a  low- 
income  subsidized  program  that  delivers  energy  savings  was  discussed. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  suggested  developing  and  delivering  simple 
communication  methods  to  the  public,  such  as  a  book  on  the  simple  things  you  can  do  in 
your  home.

The 
Commission  agreed  to  schedule  agenda  items  regarding  tidal  power  and  alternative  energy 
either  at  a  Committee  level  or  to  form  an  ad-hoc  Committee  if  the  need  arises.

Monica  Fish,  Commission  Secretary  presented  a  report  on  the  Mayor's  Office 
correspondence  dated  September  18,  2006  on  attendance  guidelines  and  requesting  an 
annual  attendance  report  and  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  502-06  requesting  that  a 
Commission  attendance  policy  be  created.  The  Board  has  requested  that  the  Commission's 
policy  be  forwarded  to  them  by  December  1,  2006.  Commissioners  indicated  that  they  had 
reviewed  the  correspondence.  Ms.  Fish  read  the  current  Bylaws,  Article  III,  Commission, 
Section  7,  Excused  Absences  and  Section  8,  Absences  from  the  State.

1.  CALL  TO  ORDER  AND  ROLL  CALL.  The  Commission  on  the  Environment  Meeting  was 
called  to  order  at  5:08  p.m.  Present:  President  Paul  Pelosi  Jr.  (5:35  p.m.),  Vice-President 
Johanna  Wald,  Commissioners  Gravanis,  King,  and  Mok. 

2.  ACTION:  Adoption  of  Minutes  of  the  July  25,  2006  Regular  Meeting  and  the  December  14, 
2005  Hydrogen  and  Renewable  Energy  Committee  Regular  Meeting.  Upon  Motion  by 
Commissioner  King  and  second  by  Commissioner  Mok  the  July  25,  2006  Commission 
Regular  Meeting  Minutes  and  the  December  14,  2005  Hydrogen  and  Renewable  Energy 
Committee  Regular  Meeting  Minutes  were  approved  with  no  objection.  (Explanatory

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3.  PUBLIC  COMMENTS:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Commission  on  matters 
that  are  within  the  Commission's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today's  agenda. 

Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  thanked  the  Department  for  the  September  20  Commission  Retreat  and 
recommended  that  future  retreats  be  held  in  an  area  that  would  accommodate  more  of  the 
public,  encouraged  a  larger  venue,  and  more  promotion  of  the  event.  Director  Blumenfeld 
requested  that  a  segmented  version  of  the  meeting  audio  be  made  available  to  the  public 
online. 

4.  INFORMATIONAL  REPORT:  Update  on  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Farmers'  Market. 

SPONSOR:  Director  Jared  Blumenfeld 
SPEAKER:  Sraddha  Mehta,  Environmental  Justice  Coordinator 

Ms.  Sraddha  Mehta,  Environmental  Justice  Program  presented  an  update  on  the  Bayview 
Hunters  Point  Farmers'  Market  project.  It  was  stated  that  food  security  and  access  to 
healthy  foods  and  fresh  produce  is  a  tremendous  need  in  low-income  neighborhoods  such 
as  Bayview  Hunters  Point.  In  order  to  address  this  issue,  the  Department  applied  for  a  grant 
and  received  state  funding  in  the  amount  of  $150,000  to  organize  a  pilot  Farmers'  Market 
project  in  the  neighborhood. 

Topics  discussed  included: 

The  Department  partnered  with  two  community  organizations,  Girls  2000  and  Literacy  for 
Environmental  Justice  to  organize  the  pilot  Farmers'  Market.  The  market  operated  for 
twenty-six  weeks  last  year  and  due  to  its  success  was  launched  again  this  year  on  May  20th. 
It  is  located  at  3rd  Street  and  Oakdale  Avenue,  the  area's  town  center,  every  Saturday  from 
9:30  a.m.  to  1 :30  p.m.   It  was  explained  that  the  City  and  Mayor's  Office  are  focusing 
redevelopment  efforts  at  this  location  with  the  idea  that  it  would  be  the  neighborhood's 
commercial  center  and  to  encourage  positive  activities,  discourage  empty  streets,  involve 
youth,  and  make  community  residents  feel  safe  in  their  neighborhood. 

The  market  features  fresh  produce  from  local  Farmers'  as  well  as  produce  from  Girls  2000 
who  operate  two  certified  organic  community  gardens  located  in  the  neighborhood.  At-risk 
youths  from  the  neighborhood  are  selling  produce  that  they  grow  in  their  community  gardens 
at  this  market.  The  market  also  features  healthy  cooking  demonstrations  conducted  by 
Literacy  for  Environmental  Justice  and  has  live  entertainment  every  week.  A  partnership  has 
been  entered  into  recently  with  the  International  African  Marketplace,  which  features 
vendors  that  sell  jewelry,  arts  and  crafts  and  other  products.  It  was  explained  that  through 
this  partnership,  a  larger  customer  base  has  been  generated.  In  addition,  the  marketplace 
provides  tents,  tables,  and  tablecloths  for  the  Farmers'  Market  and  will  be  open  until  October 
28,  which  is  the  official  close  date  of  the  market.  The  Farmers'  Market  will  be  re-launched 
next  season  for  the  third  consecutive  season  and  will  be  in  partnership  with  the  International 
African  Marketplace. 

Current  issues  that  the  Market  is  facing  is  the  retention  of  Farmers'  because  the  market  is 
not  as  busy  as  Alemany  and  Ferry  Plaza  Markets,  and  prices  charged  are  lower  because  of 
the  customer  base.  To  solve  this  problem,  agreements  have  been  made  with  Farmers'  so 
that  Bayview  youth  hired  through  Girls  2000  sell  produce  on  their  behalf.  This  results  in 
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labor  and  fuel  cost  savings  and  valuable  entrepreneurship  experience  for  the  youth.  It  was 
stated  that  in  order  to  build  up  the  customer  base  of  the  market,  produce  is  being  subsidized 
by  using  grant  funds. 

Ms.  Mehta  reported  on  the  Good  Neighbor  Program  run  in  conjunction  with  Literacy  for 
Environmental  Justice  that  works  with  liquor  and  corner  stores  to  encourage  them  to  stock 
produce  and  healthy  foods.  In  exchange,  the  City  and  Literacy  for  Environmental  Justice 
offer  incentives  that  may  include  energy  efficiency  upgrades,  marketing,  and  discounted 
produce.  The  Department  has  also  entered  into  a  partnership  with  the  Southeast  Health 
Center  that  provides  nutrition  education  and  may  coordinate  a  satellite  produce  stand  at  the 
Center. 

Outreach  to  promote  the  market  was  discussed.  Ms.  Mehta  and  Ms.  Eng  are  there  every 
week,  door-to-door  outreach  has  been  done,  and  approximately  30,000  Farmers'  Market 
coupons  have  been  distributed  in  the  last  two  years.  The  Market  has  had  press  releases 
issued  and  media  and  newspaper  coverage. 

Next  steps  are  to  continue  to  operate  the  market  for  at  least  the  next  three  years  until  it 
becomes  sustainable.  The  USDA  has  awarded  $280,000  to  continue  the  Farmers'  Market 
and  approximately  $20,000  has  been  received  from  the  International  Marketplace  in  order  to 
continue  the  partnership.  In  addition,  the  Marketplace  is  committing  $250,000  for  marketing 
costs,  equipment,  entertainment,  and  recruitment  of  non-agricultural  vendors.  The  funding 
would  not  go  directly  to  the  Department,  but  the  investment  will  help  the  Farmers'  Market,  as 
it  will  develop  a  larger  customer  base.  In  addition,  an  additional  $2500  has  been  secured 
from  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Criminal  Justice  to  involve  at  risk  youth  in  this  project.  It  was 
stated  that  the  Mayor's  Office  helped  secure  the  site  and  is  a  good  partner  in  this  effort. 

Commissioner  Mok  commended  the  Department  staff's  efforts  and  for  making  the  market  a 
multi-function  market  working  with  the  community.    Ms.  Mehta  thanked  Commissioner  Mok 
and  Charity  Cultural  Services  in  providing  outreach  services.  It  was  explained  that  flyers  are 
translated  into  Chinese  and  have  gone  out  to  notify  the  large  Chinese-speaking  community 
in  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  community.  Director  Blumenfeld  thanked  Ms.  Mehta  for  her 
exceptional  effort  on  this  project. 

5.  PRESENTATION:  Informational  presentation  on  the  new  energy  efficiency  program, 

Energy  Watch,  its  challenges  and  how  to  integrate  it  with  the  climate  program  (Explanatory

SPEAKERS:  Cal  Broomhead,  Energy  Manager  &  Ann  Kelly,  Energy  Efficiency 
Coordinator,  Program  Manager 

Cal  Broomhead,  Energy  Manager  gave  a  presentation  on  the  Energy  Watch  program  and 
reported  that  drivers  of  this  program  include  climate  change,  peak  oil,  electric  reliability,  air 
quality,  and  economic  development.  In  addition,  this  program  will  contribute  to  green  house 
gas  reduction  goals  of  2.5  million  tons  by  2012.  It  was  explained  that  the  Climate  Action 
Plan  lists  energy  efficiency  as  a  large  part  of  the  Plan  (800,000  tons  of  reduction),  second  to 
transportation.  Previous  energy  programs  have  contributed  to  the  reduction  goals  that 
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include  the  2002-03  Power  Savers  Program  (20,000  tons)  and  the  Peak  Energy  Program 
(25,000  tons). 

Services:  The  Energy  Watch  Program  was  described  as  a  10.7  million  dollar  PG&E  contract 
that  includes  a  20%  residential  and  80%  commercial  element.  The  program  will  offer  direct 
services  to  2,000+  businesses  and  building  owners  that  will  consist  of  implementing  lighting, 
refrigeration,  ventilation,  and  water  efficiency  measures.  The  residential  element  will  target 
water  efficiency,  shell  improvements,  lighting  and  heating.  Elements  of  the  program  include 
education  and  training,  capacity  building,  and  working  on  ordinances.  The  completion  date 
for  installation  work  is  scheduled  for  December  31 ,  2008  as  ordered  by  the  California  Public 
Utilities  Commission.  Other  work  that  includes  education,  training,  and  ordinances  may 
continue  for  the  next  few  months.  The  contract  with  PG&E  terminates  in  June  2009. 

Program  Administration:  A  discussion  was  held  on  the  two  different  models  being  used  to 
administer  the  program.  The  first  model  is  that  the  prime  contractor  performs  door-to-door 
marketing  audits,  inspections,  and  pays  the  contractors.  The  Department  would  manage 
the  contract  and  provide  quality  control.  The  second  model  is  that  the  Department  would 
perform  the  marketing,  audits,  organize  contractors,  and  make  inspections.  The  prime 
contractor  would  perform  the  quality  control  and  pay  the  contractor. 

Small  Business  Program:  Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  the  small  business  program  would  be 
the  largest  part  of  the  program  with  41  million  annual  kWh  savings  and  8  megawatts  of 
demand  reduction.  The  agreement  with  PG&E  is  to  serve  customers  under  100kw.  If  the 
customer  is  over  100kw,  the  Department  will  have  to  confer  with  PG&E  so  as  not  to 
duplicate  marketing  efforts.  The  primary  program  targets  are  restaurants,  neighborhood 
markets,  wholesale  food  warehouses,  institutional  kitchens,  and  hotels,  all  of  which  have 
refrigeration  and  an  intensive  food  operation  that  presents  a  lot  of  opportunity  for  kilowatt 
reduction.  Objectives  would  also  include  creating  collaboration  between  small  businesses, 
organizations,  and  the  Small  Business  Commission  to  work  on  the  climate  change  issue  and 
recognize  additional  value  other  than  dollar  savings.  It  was  stated  that  other  markets  could 
be  served,  but  the  terms  of  the  contract  include  a  cost-benefit  requirement.  If  savings  can 
be  banked,  businesses  and  residential  markets  that  have  less  cost  effectiveness  to  them 
can  be  sought  after. 

Incentives:  It  was  explained  that  the  program  contract  has  approximately  $5  million 
minimum  set  aside  for  incentives.  The  program  would  be  sold  as  a  package  deal  in  order  to 
be  more  cost  effective,  and  that  localized  contractors  would  be  hired  to  the  extent  possible. 
A  discussion  was  held  on  problems  experienced  with  previous  programs  in  hiring  local 
contractors  because  of  the  amount  of  work  to  be  completed  in  a  short  time.  As  a  result, 
goals  were  met  but  local  capacity  building  was  not  achieved.  This  program  has  benefits 
because  there  is  more  time  and  fewer  sites  are  being  worked  on,  which  will  allow  for  the 
program  to  be  better  customized  to  the  businesses'  individual  needs  and  local  contractors 
would  be  better  utilized. 

Marketing  could  be  done  fairly  inexpensively  because  of  an  existing  database  of  12,000 
customers  and  contacts,  existing  demonstration  sites,  and  case  studies.  Media  used  would 
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be  the  telephone,  door-to-door,  Department  website,  organizations  and  networks,  and 
through  local  media. 

All  of  our  efficiency  and  renewables  achieved  to  date  achieves  about  4%  of  the  total  climate 
reduction  goal.  We  need  other  strategies  to  get  to  our  goal  for  2012. 
An  ordinance  that  bans  the  old  inefficient  lighting  and  will  drive  the  recalcitrant  business 
owners  into  the  program  is  being  worked  on.  This  one  act  would  pick  up  another  15  to 
20,000  tons  of  greenhouse  gas  reductions.  It  was  explained  that  the  sooner  businesses  get 
on  board  the  better,  because  after  this  2008  cycle,  the  CPUC  is  very  likely  to  remove  the 
incentives  because  the  market  has  been  transformed. 

Commissioner  King  discussed  his  experience  assisting  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Community 
Development  in  their  efforts  to  hire  small  contractors  to  pursue  small  bids  for  their  fagade 
program.  Commissioner  King  asked  if  the  prime  contractor  would  be  put  out  to  bid.  Mr. 
Broomhead  advised  that  bids  are  due  on  the  Small  Business  Direct  Install  Program  the  end 
of  this  week,  and  that  interviews  are  scheduled  for  Thursday  or  Friday  of  next  week. 
Commissioner  King  inquired  about  contractors  insurance.  Mr.  Broomhead  advised  that 
there  are  contract  pages  on  insurance  and  liability  and  will  forward  the  contract  to 
Commissioner  King  for  review.  Commissioner  King  asked  what  the  dollar  amount  would  be 
for  a  typical  transaction.  Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  the  average  amount  would  be  from 
$1000  to  $2000.  Commissioner  King  asked  if  the  prime  contractor  would  be  subbing  out  the 
jobs.  Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  the  contractual  relationship  would  be  between  the 
contractor  and  the  business  owner,  not  with  the  prime  contractor.  It  was  explained  that  the 
bid  is  on  the  Department  of  Environment's  website.  Commissioner  King  commended  staff 
for  using  previous  efforts  and  keeping  data  so  steps  would  not  have  to  be  retraced  again. 

Vice-President  Commissioner  Wald  thanked  Mr.  Broomhead  on  the  informative 
presentation.  A  question  was  asked  as  to  what  the  capability  would  be  for  contractors  to 
talk  to  residential  and  business  owners  about  other  Department  programs  such  as  climate. 
Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  this  requirement  should  be  part  of  the  contract  and  inspection 
protocols.  Commissioner  Wald  asked  if  the  Department  would  be  directly  involved  in  the 
training.  Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  most  of  the  training  tasks  would  be  working  with  PG&E 
to  work  on  professional  training  for  contractors  and  building  owners.  Consultants  may 
provide  training  if  more  training  is  needed  than  PG&E  can  provide  in  their  schedule  and 
facilities. 

Mr.  Broomhead  discussed  capacity  building  by  focusing  on  performance  targets  instead  of 
items  to  be  installed  and  advised  that  amendments  to  the  residential  and  commercial 
ordinances  direct  people  to  look  at  building  performance. 

President  Pelosi  Jr.  asked  Mr.  Broomhead  if  this  program  provides  an  opportunity  for 
community  outreach  in  regard  to  climate  change.  Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  the  entire 
department  is  engaged  in  outreach,  and  energy  is  one  of  the  areas  where  people  can 
actually  do  something.  It  was  stated  that  there  is  an  opportunity  to  talk  to  building  owners 
and  businesses  about  climate.  If  other  programs  are  successful  and  come  in  under  budget 
on  time,  more  money  can  be  devoted  to  education  and  outreach  activities  that  don't  deliver 
provable  kilowatt-hours. 
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Vice-President  Commissioner  Wald  asked  if  there  would  be  an  opportunity  to  revisit  the 
issue  of  cost  effectiveness  after  the  program  has  begun.  Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  the 
contract  requires  that  the  program  be  reviewed  every  three  months.  On  September  30th  of 
next  year,  the  program  needs  to  reach  its  30%  goal,  and  if  not  achieved,  then  there  would 
be  1 .8  million  dollars  of  non-incentive  funds  at  risk.  PG&E  could  take  that  money  and  give  it 
to  another  program  or  to  someone  else. 

Mr.  Broomhead  discussed  three  contractors  in  San  Francisco  that  are  certified  as  home 
performance  testers  and  deliver  valuable  information  to  higher-income  City  residents.  Mr. 
Broomhead  stated  that  he  would  like  to  see  more  of  these  businesses  in  San  Francisco  and 
discussed  the  possibility  of  offering  coupons  to  people  who  want  to  do  home  performance 
testing  so  the  market  can  be  expanded  and  so  that  education  and  training  can  be  provided 
to  educate  people  on  the  value  of  home  performance  testing. 

Commissioner  King  asked  how  the  market  could  be  shaped  to  the  middle  and  lower-income 
communities.  Mr.  Broomhead  stated  that  the  performance  test  is  $400  or  $500  and  low- 
income  people  do  not  usually  have  that  type  of  cash.  The  possibility  of  developing  a  low- 
income  subsidized  program  that  delivers  energy  savings  was  discussed. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  suggested  developing  and  delivering  simple 
communication  methods  to  the  public,  such  as  a  book  on  the  simple  things  you  can  do  in 
your  home.

The 
Commission  agreed  to  schedule  agenda  items  regarding  tidal  power  and  alternative  energy 
either  at  a  Committee  level  or  to  form  an  ad-hoc  Committee  if  the  need  arises.

SPEAKER:  Monica  Fish,  Commission  Secretary 

Monica  Fish,  Commission  Secretary  presented  a  report  on  the  Mayor's  Office 
correspondence  dated  September  18,  2006  on  attendance  guidelines  and  requesting  an 
annual  attendance  report  and  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  502-06  requesting  that  a 
Commission  attendance  policy  be  created.  The  Board  has  requested  that  the  Commission's 
policy  be  forwarded  to  them  by  December  1 ,  2006.  Commissioners  indicated  that  they  had 
reviewed  the  correspondence.  Ms.  Fish  read  the  current  Bylaws,  Article  III,  Commission, 
Section  7,  Excused  Absences  and  Section  8,  Absences  from  the  State. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  recommended  against  a  Bylaws  change  and  asked  that  a  policy  be 
developed  for  the  Commission  to  adopt.  Deputy  City  Attorney  Barnes  explained  that  a 
Bylaws  change  was  not  required  and  the  Commission  could  vote  to  support  a  policy.  It  was 
indicated  that  a  policy  template  would  be  provided  to  the  Commission  Secretary  once  it 
becomes  available.  A  policy  could  then  be  created  and  circulated  to  the  Commissioners  by 
email  as  long  as  there  was  no  conversation  between  members  on  the  topic  that  was  not  in  a 
public  meeting  forum.  It  was  stated  that  Commissioners  could  individually  send  their  policy 
suggestions  to  the  Commission  Secretary. 

Commissioner  King  requested  that  the  attendance  policy  be  effective  from  the  election  of 
the  President  (January)  and  start  new  every  year  and  inquired  whether  Committee 
attendance  would  be  counted.  It  was  also  requested  that  past  attendance  not  be  counted. 
President  Pelosi  Jr.  asked  that  the  Board  and  Mayor  be  contacted  to  clarify  their  intention  as 
to  whether  Committee  attendance  would  be  a  factor. 

Vice-President  Wald  stated  that  the  Commission  could  decide  whether  Committee 
attendance  should  be  included,  and  since  the  Commission  meets  every  other  month,  that 
consideration  of  Committee  attendance  be  included  as  part  of  the  policy.

Article  I  -  Identification 

Section  1:  Name 

The  Commission  on  the  Environment. 
Section  2:  Office 

The  Commission  on  the  Environment  shall  be  located  at  1 1  Grove  Street, 
San  Francisco,  California,  94102,  or  such  other  address  where  the  Commission  may  be  located 
from  time  to  time.  The  telephone  number  for  the  Commission  is  (415)  355-3709. 

Section  3:  Compliance  with  Applicable  Laws 

The  Commission  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  laws,  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act  (Cal.  Government  Code  Section  54950  et  seq.),  the  Political 
Reform  Act  of  1974  (Cal.  Government  Code  Section  81000  et  seq.),  the  San  Francisco 
Charter,  the  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance  (San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Section  67.1  et  seq.),  the  Compensated  Advocacy  and  Officeholder  Accounts  initiative 
(San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  App.  1 1);  and  the  Improper  Government  Activities 
Ordinance,  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  16.400  et  seq. 

Article  II  -  Mission  Statement 

Section  1 :  The  Commission  on  the  Environment 

The  mission  of  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  is  to  improve,  enhance,  and  preserve 
the  environment;  and  to  promote  San  Francisco's  long-term  environmental  sustainability  as  laid 
out  in  Section  4. 1 1 8  of  the  City  Charter. 

Article  III  -  Commission  on  the  Environment 

Section  1 :  Number 

The  Commission  on  the  Environment  shall  consist  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  pursuant  to  Section  4.1 18  of  the  City  Charter. 

Section  2:  Term  of  Appointment 

The  term  of  each  commissioner  shall  be  four  years,  unless  removed  by  the  Mayor,  at  his 
or  her  discretion. 
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Section  3:  Compensation 


Commissioners  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

Section  4:  Oath  of  Public  Office 

Acceptance  of  the  Oath  of  Public  Office  constitutes  the  Commission's  sworn 
responsibility  to  the  public  trust.  Members  are  required  to  serve  well  and  to  faithfully  discharge 
their  duties  and  responsibilities  diligently  and  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  laws  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  all  applicable  state  and  federal  laws. 

Section  5:  Function 

The  Commission  on  the  Environment  shall  be  responsible  for  the  development  and 
success  of  an  overall  sustainability  strategy  for  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  It  shall  have 
responsibility  for  the  development  of  environmental  policies,  strategies,  practices  and  programs 
for  the  Department  of  the  Environment  in  San  Francisco.  Consistent  with  Section  4.1 18  of  the 
City  Charter,  the  Commission  shall  advise  other  city  agencies  and  work  with  them  to  reduce 
negative  impacts  on  the  environment  in  areas  of  their  jurisdiction  and  activities  and  augment 
their  efforts  to  communicate  environmental  issues  to  the  general  public. 

Section  6:  Duties  and  Responsibilities 

A.       The  Commission  on  the  Environment  shall: 

(1)  Establish  policies  and  directives  for  the  Department  of  the  Environment; 

(2)  Nominate  qualified  candidates  for  the  position  of  Director  of  the  Department  of 
the  Environment  for  appointment  by  the  Mayor  and  evaluate  the  performance  of  the  Director  at 
least  once  a  year; 

(3)  Conduct  public  education  and  outreach  to  the  community  on  environmental 

issues; 

(4)  Have  the  authority  to  review  and  make  recommendations  on  any  policy  proposed 
for  adoption  by  any  City  agency  regarding  conformity  with  the  long-term  plans  for 
environmental  sustainability,  except  for  those  regarding  building  and  land  use; 

(5)  Have  the  authority  to  investigate  and  make  recommendations  to  all  City  agencies 
related  to  operations  and  functions,  such  as  solid  waste  management,  recycling,  energy 
conservation,  natural  resource  conservation,  environmental  inspections,  toxics,  urban  forestry 
and  natural  resources,  habitat  restoration  and  hazardous  materials;  and 

(6)  Review  and  approve  the  Department  of  the  Environment's  budget,  budget 
modifications  or  fund  transfers. 
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B.       The  Department  of  the  Environment  shall: 

(1)  Produce  and  regularly  update  an  assessment  of  San  Francisco's  environmental 
condition; 

(2)  Produce  and  regularly  update  plans  for  the  long-term  environmental  sustainability 
of  San  Francisco;  and 

(3)  Manage  the  environmental  programs,  duties  and  functions  assigned  to  it  pursuant 
to  Section  4.132  of  the  City  Charter,  or  by  ordinance. 

Section  7:  Excused  Absences 

If  a  Commissioner  provides  prior  notification  of  absence  from  Commission  and 
Committee  meetings  to  the  President  of  the  Commission,  then  such  absence  is  considered  an 
excused  absence.  If  no  prior  notice  is  received  by  the  President  or  Secretary  of  the  Commission, 
then  the  minutes  shall  note  that  the  absence  is  unexcused. 

Section  8:  Absence  from  the  State 

Any  member  of  the  Commission  who  plans  to  be  absent  from  the  State  of  California  for 
an  extended  period  shall  notify  the  President  of  the  Commission. 

Article  IV  -  Officers 

Section  1 :  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Commission  are  a  President  and  Vice-President.  The  President  and 
Vice-President  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Commission. 

Section  2:  Term  of  Office 

The  term  of  each  office  shall  be  one  year. 

Section  3:  Nomination  and  Election  of  Officers 

A.  Elections  for  officers  shall  be  conducted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Commission  in 
January  of  each  year.  At  the  regular  Commission  meeting  held  in  November  of  each  year,  any 
Commissioner  interested  in  running  for  office  shall  state  publicly  his  or  her  interest  and 
willingness  to  run  for  a  specific  office.  Such  Commissioners,  and  any  other  Commissioners 
nominated  at  the  November  meeting,  shall  be  candidates  for  office. 

B.  If  the  office  of  the  President  is  vacated  before  the  expiration  of  a  term,  the  Vice  President 
shall  serve  as  President  until  the  next  regular  meeting.  The  Commission  shall  conduct  an 
election  for  President  at  the  next  regular  meeting  to  fill  the  vacancy.  If  the  Vice  President  is 
elected  as  President,  there  shall  be  an  election  for  a  new  Vice  President  at  that  meeting.  If  the 
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office  of  Vice  President  is  vacated  before  the  expiration  of  a  term,  it  shall  remain  vacant  until  the 
next  regular  meeting,  at  which  time  an  election  shall  be  held.  Any  Commissioners  nominated  at 
a  meeting  at  which  a  special  election  is  held  shall  be  candidates  for  office. 

Section  4:  General  Duties  and  Responsibilities  of  the  President 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Commission.  The  President,  working 
with  the  Commission  Secretary  and  Director  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  shall 
oversee  the  preparation  and  distribution  of  the  agenda  for  all  regular  Commission  meetings.  The 
President  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Commission  as  a  whole  in  setting  policy  and  shall  also 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  Commission.  The  President  (and/or  his/her 
designee)  shall  serve  as  the  liaison  to  the  media  and  the  other  departments,  agencies  and 
commissions  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  necessary. 

Section  5:  General  Duties  and  Responsibilities  of  the  Vice-President 

The  Vice-President  shall  perform  the  duties  and  responsibilities  that  may  be  delegated  by 
the  President.  In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall  perform  the 
duties  as  described  above,  in  Section  4  of  this  article. 

Article  V  -  Commission  Staff 

Section  1 :  Director 

The  Director  is  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  from  a  list  of  candidates  proposed  for  his  or  her 
consideration  by  the  Commission.  The  Director  serves  as  the  chief  executive  and  administrator 
of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  shall  have  the  duties  and  powers  which  are  set  forth  in 
the  Charter  and  ordinances  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  including  those  duties  set 
forth  above,  in  Section  6(B)  of  Article  III.  The  Director  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the 
Commission.  The  Director  shall  report  on  all  matters  regarding  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  which  are  of  concern  to  the  Commission. 

Section  2:  Commission  Secretary 

The  staff  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  shall  include  a  Commission  Secretary, 
who  is  hired  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  Secretary  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the 
Commission.  Under  the  supervision  of  the  President,  which  supervision  may  be  delegated  to  the 
Director,  the  Commission  Secretary  is  responsible  for  the  proper  recording  and  distribution  of  all 
Commission  actions,  correspondence,  and  agendas,  and  ensuring  that  the  Commission  meetings 
are  properly  publicly  noticed  and  held  at  locations  which  are  accessible  to  persons  with 
disabilities.  The  Commission  Secretary  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned 
by  the  Commission  and  Director,  including  but  not  limited  to:  conducting  research,  assisting 
committee  chairs  and  officers,  making  recommendations  on  assigned  projects,  answering 
questions  from  the  public  about  Commission  activities  and  procedures,  helping  Department  staff 
prepare  for  presentations  before  the  Commission,  and  representing  the  Commission  and 
Department  at  public  gatherings,  as  appropriate. 
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Section  3:  Legal  Advisor 


The  City  Attorney,  or  his  or  her  designee,  shall  be  the  legal  advisor  to  the  Commission. 
If  the  City  Attorney  determines  in  writing  that  he  or  she  cannot,  consistent  with  the  Rules  of 
Professional  Conduct,  provide  advice  sought  by  the  Commission,  the  City  Attorney  may 
recommend  that  the  Commission  retain  outside  counsel. 

Article  VI  -  Meetings  of  the  Commission 

Section  1 :  Quorum 

At  all  meetings  of  the  full  Commission,  the  presence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  all  purposes.  The  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  shall  be 
required  for  the  approval  of  any  matter,  regardless  of  the  number  of  vacancies  on  the 
Commission  or  number  of  members  present  at  the  meeting.  Based  on  a  membership  of  seven, 
four  members  constitute  a  quorum.  Likewise,  four  affirmative  votes  are  required  for  the 
approval  of  any  matter. 

Section  2:  Voting  and  Abstention 

Each  member  present  at  a  Commission  meeting  shall  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  when  a  question  is  put, 
unless  excused  from  voting  by  a  motion  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  or  unless  the 
member  has  a  conflict  of  interest  which  legally  precludes  participation  in  the  vote.  Whether  a 
Commissioner  has  a  conflict  of  interest  which  precludes  participation  in  a  vote  is  determined  on  a  case 
by  case  basis  and,  to  the  extent  possible,  in  consultation  with  a  legal  advisor  from  the  City  Attorney's 
office. 

Section  3:  Public  Participation 

The  Commission  shall  hold  meetings  open  to  the  public  and  encourage  the  participation  of 
interested  persons.  Each  person  wishing  to  speak  on  an  item  before  the  Commission  shall  be  permitted 
to  be  heard  once  for  up  to  three  minutes.  Time  limits  shall  be  applied  uniformly  to  members  of  the 
public  wishing  to  testify.  The  total  time  for  public  comments  may  be  limited  by  the  President  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance.  Each  agenda  for  regular  meetings  shall 
provide  an  opportunity  for  members  of  the  public  to  directly  address  the  Commission  on  items  of 
interest  to  the  public  that  are  within  the  Commission's  jurisdiction.  The  Public  Comment  opportunity 
shall  appear  on  the  agenda  after  "New  Business";  except  that,  at  the  President's  discretion,  the  Public 
Comment  can  be  heard  earlier  in  the  agenda. 

Speakers  at  Commission  meetings  are  requested,  but  not  required,  to  identify  themselves  and 
fill  out  cards  placed  near  the  public  microphone.  The  information  is  used  to  help  prepare  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting. 

Speakers  must  address  the  Commission  from  the  podium.  The  Commission  will  not  tolerate 
disruptive  or  inappropriate  conduct.  The  President  or  presiding  officer  shall  order  removed  from  the 
meeting  room  any  person  who  engages  in  such  conduct  or  interrupts  the  orderly  course  of  the  meeting. 
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Section  4:  Audio  Recordation 


Each  meeting  of  the  Commission,  including  any  closed  session,  shall  be  audio  recorded. 

Section  5:  Meeting  Minutes 

Minutes  shall  be  taken  at  every  regular  and  special  Commission,  shall  be  available  to  the 
public  as  required  by  law,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  majority  vote  of  the  Commission. 

If  provided  by  the  public  commenter,  written  summaries  of  public  comments  that  are  150 
words  or  less  will  be  appended  to  the  minutes.  The  minutes  will  clearly  state  that  such 
comments  are  public  comments  and  do  not  represent  the  comments  of  the  Commission,  the 
Department,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  or  any  employee  or  agency  thereof. 

Section  6:  Regular  Meetings 

Beginning  November  2004  the  regular  Commission  meetings  shall  be  held  bi-monthly  on 
the  fourth  Tuesday  of  January,  March,  May,  July,  September  and  November  at  5:00  p.m.,  except 
in  the  case  of  a  City-recognized  holiday,  when  the  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first  following 
Tuesday.  Meetings  shall  be  held  at  City  Hall,  1  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett,  Jr.  Place,  Room  416,  in 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  This  information  shall  be  posted  on  the  Commission's 
website. 

Section  7:  Special  Meetings 

The  President  of  the  Commission  may  call  special  meetings  to  address  specific  matters. 

Section  8:  Closed  Sessions 

The  Commission  is  authorized  to  hold  closed  (non-public)  sessions  at  regular  and  special 
meetings  for  purposes  of  confidential  discussions,  such  as  the  discussion  of  job  performance,  or 
dismissal  of  employees,  or  pending  litigation.  Upon  consultation  with  a  legal  advisor  from  the 
City  Attorney's  office,  and  the  determination  that  a  closed  session  is  both  authorized  and 
appropriate  under  the  circumstances,  the  President  of  the  Commission  may  call  for  a  closed 
session.  Appropriate  notice  shall  be  given  of  all  closed  sessions. 

Section  9:  Agenda  Preparation 

The  agenda  for  meetings  is  prepared  through  the  joint  effort  of  the  President,  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  and  the  Commission  Secretary.  The  Commission 
Secretary  shall  work  with  the  President,  committee  Chairs,  Director  and  the  Commission's  legal 
advisor  to  develop  the  agenda.  The  agenda  shall  consist  of  items  requested  by  the  President,  the 
Director  or  the  Commission.  The  agenda  shall  contain  form  language  required  by  law. 

The  agenda  shall  refer  to  explanatory  public  documents  that  have  been  provided  to  the 
Commissioners  prior  to  the  preparation  of  the  agenda,  and  shall  state  that  the  documents  are 
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available  for  public  inspection  at  the  Department's  office  during  normal  office  hours. 
Explanatory  documents  of  one  page  or  less  shall  be  posted  with  the  agenda. 

Section  10:  Mailing  and  Posting  of  Agendas  for  Regular  and  Special  Meetings  of  the 
Commission 

Notices  and  agendas  of  all  regular  and  special  Commission  meetings  shall  be  posted  at 
the  San  Francisco  Main  Library  Government  Information  Center,  the  meeting  site,  the 
Commission's  website,  the  Department's  office  and  mailed  to  each  Commissioner  and  any 
person  who  files  a  written  request  for  such  notice  with  the  Commission.  Agendas  for  regular 
meetings  shall  be  mailed  and  posted  at  least  72  hours  before  the  meeting. 

Section  1 1 :  Special  Meeting  at  Alternative  Location 

In  the  case  of  a  special  meeting  held  at  a  location  other  than  the  regular  Commission 
meeting  place,  notice  (but  not  the  agenda)  shall  be  given  in  the  manner  stated  in  section  10 
above,  1 5  days  before  the  meeting.  Agendas  for  a  special  meeting  at  an  alternative  location  shall 
be  given  in  the  manner  stated  in  section  10  above. 

Section  12:  Cancellation,  Continuing  or  Rescheduling  Meetings 

Notice  of  a  cancellation,  continuance  or  rescheduling  will  be  provided  to  the  public  as 
soon  as  reasonably  possible.  The  notice  shall  be  posted  at  the  San  Francisco  Main  Library 
Government  information  Center,  at  the  meeting  site  and  on  the  Commission's  website.  If  time 
permits,  notice  of  the  meeting  change  shall  be  provided  to  any  person  who  files  a  written  request 
for  such  notice  with  the  Commission. 

Article  VII  -  Committees 

Section  1 :  Membership  of  Committees 

Committee  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Commission  for  one-year 
terms.  Each  committee  shall  have  no  more  than  three  members. 

Section  2:  Committee  Chairs 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  to  appoint  individual 
Commissioners  to  perform  specific  tasks  or  functions  related  to  matters  which  are  brought  before 
the  Commission  for  action.  The  President  may  appoint  individual  Commissioners  to  serve  as 
Committee  Chair  for  a  specified  period  of  time. 

Section  3:  Committee  Meetings 

Committees  shall  meet  at  regularly  scheduled  times  and  places,  as  established  by 
resolution  or  motion  of  the  Commission.  Meeting  times  shall  be  posted  on  the  Commission's 
website.  Agendas  of  committee  meetings  shall  be  noticed  in  accordance  with  Article  VI  sections 


7 


(9)  and  (10).  Committee  meetings  will  be  generally  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  regular 
Commission  meetings  pursuant  to  Article  VI  sections  (2)  (3),  (7),  (8)  ,  (1 1),  and  (12). 

Section  4:  Committee  Quorum 

A  majority  of  the  members  of  a  committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  affirmative 
vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  shall  be  required  for  the  approval  of  any  matter,  regardless 
of  the  number  of  vacancies  on  the  committee  or  number  of  members  present  at  the  meeting. 

Section  5:  Minutes 

Minutes  for  committee  meetings  will  reflect  the  time  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  and 
adjourned,  the  names  of  members  attending  the  meeting,  the  roll  call  vote  on  each  action  item 
considered  at  the  meeting,  and  any  other  items  necessary  for  preserving  a  record  of  the  meeting. 
Minutes  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  committee. 

Section  6:  Standing  Committees 

The  Commission  shall  have  two  standing  committees:  (1)  Operations,  and  (2)  Policy. 
Each  committee  shall  have  three  members. 

Section  7:  Operations  Committee 

The  Operations  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October  at  4:00  p.m.  at  1 1  Grove  Street  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  The 
Operations  Committee  shall  have  general  responsibility  for  the  budget,  financial  planning  and 
operations  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment.  This  Committee  shall  work  with  the  Director 
and  make  recommendations  to  the  Commission  for  the  financial  well-being  and  effective 
administration  of  the  Department's  programs  and  activities,  including  the  management  of 
environmental  programs,  duties,  and  functions  which  have  been  assigned  to  the  Department 
pursuant  to  Section  4. 1 1 8  of  the  City  Charter  or  by  ordinance.  This  Committee  shall  also 
oversee  the  public  education  and  outreach  to  the  community  on  environmental  issues  and  address 
issues  regarding  the  environmental  well-being  of  the  City. 

Section  8:  Policy  Committee 

The  Policy  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  at  5:00  p.m.  with 
the  exception  of  October  when  the  Policy  Committee  will  meet  on  the  fourth  Monday  at  5:00 
p.m.  Meetings  will  be  held  in  Room  421,  City  Hall,  One  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Jr.  Place  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  This  information  shall  be  posted  on  the  Department  of  the 
Environment's  website.  The  Policy  Committee  shall  have  general  responsibility  for  and  oversee 
the  long-term  planning  and  policy  development  activities  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment, 
including  the  Department's  assessment  of  San  Francisco's  environmental  conditions,  the 
development  and  update  of  plans  for  the  long-term  environmental  sustainability  of  San 
Francisco,  and  the  review  and  development  of  recommendations  on  any  policy  proposed  for 
adoption  by  any  City  agency  regarding  conformity  with  the  long-term  plans  for  environmental 
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sustainability.  Specifically,  the  Policy  Committee  will  focus  on  developing  a  plan  for  San 
Francisco  to  achieve  the  goal  of  zero  waste  to  landfill  by  year  2020,  and  will  explore  resource 
conservation  opportunities  in  the  areas  of  water  and  toxins  reduction.  Furthermore,  the  Policy 
Committee  shall  work  with  the  Operations  Committee  and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  the 
Environment,  to  develop  recommendations  regarding  restructuring  of  environmental  programs 
and  activities  among  the  City  agencies  and  departments. 

Section  9:  Other  Committees 

The  Commission  and/or  the  President,  at  his  or  her  discretion,  may  establish  other 
committees  or  task  forces  on  an  ad-hoc  basis  to  perform  tasks  or  functions  as  necessary,  or  to 
address  issues  outside  the  purview  of  the  standing  committees. 

Article  VIII  -  Requests  for  Notice  and  Agendas 

A  request  from  a  member  of  the  media  or  public  to  receive  notices,  agendas,  or  agenda 
packets  for  Commission  or  committee  meetings  must  be  in  writing  and  specify  what  the  person 
would  like  to  receive  and  whether  notice  by  email  is  preferred.  Such  requests  will  be  valid  until 
the  following  January.  In  January  of  each  year,  the  Commission  will  ask  each  person  on  the  list 
to  re-affirm  their  desire  to  stay  on  the  list  for  another  year  through  a  notice  on  the  Commission's 
January  agenda. 

Article  IX  -  Parliamentary  Procedures 

At  the  discretion  of  the  President  of  the  Commission  or  the  committee  Chair,  and  except  where 
the  Charter  or  other  rules  provide  to  the  contrary,  meetings  shall  be  governed  by  Robert's  Rules  of 
Order. 

Article  X  -  Codes  of  Ethics 

In  accepting  the  Oath  of  Office,  Commissioners  shall  maintain  the  highest  standards  of 
professional  and  personal  conduct.  They  shall  support  the  mission,  goals  and  objectives  of  the  San 
Francisco's  Commission  on  the  Environment;  instill  in  the  public  a  sense  of  confidence  about  the 
Commissions'  conduct  and  intentions;  uphold  all  laws  and  regulations;  refrain  from  using  their  official 
positions  to  secure  special  advantage  or  benefit  for  themselves  or  others. 

In  order  to  set  the  highest  standards  of  conduct,  and  in  order  to  assure  public  confidence 
in  the  Commission's  operations,  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  commits  itself  to: 

*  Encouraging  and  promoting  integrity  in  government  by  education  and  example; 

*  Being  accountable  for  its  rules  of  procedure  and  decisions,  and  promoting  accountability 
of  all  members  of  the  Commission  and  Department  staff; 

*  Treating  all  Department  staff,  members  of  the  public,  and  colleagues  with  courtesy, 
respect,  objectivity,  and  fairness; 
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*  Conducting  all  Commission  business  in  a  timely  manner  and  in  public  meetings,  with  full 
disclosure  of  policies,  procedures,  and  decision-making  processes,  except  for  those  matters 
authorized  under  the  Brown  Act  and  the  San  Francisco  Sunshine  Ordinance  to  be  considered  in 
closed  session;  and 

*  Reviewing  its  actions,  recommendations,  and  procedures  periodically  to  determine 
whether  the  Commission  has  adhered  to  its  Code  of  Ethics  and  mission  in  all  respects. 

Article  XI  -  Amendment  of  Bylaws 

These  bylaws  shall  be  reviewed  as  necessary  and  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Commission  by  a  majority  vote,  provided  such  proposed  amendments  are  circulated  in  writing  to 
all  Commissioners  and  the  intent  to  revise  the  bylaws  is  noticed  to  the  public  at  least  ten  (10) 
days  prior  to  such  meeting.

In  a  continuing  effort  to  increase  governmental  efficiency  and  performance,  I  want  to  ensure  consistent 
attendance  of  appointed  representatives  to  our  Gty  and  County  commissions.  I  believe  that  consistent 
commissioner  attendance  is  necessary  for  each  commission  to  function  well  and  effectively  advance 
departmental  goals.  Appointments  to  commissions  have  been  made  by  my  office  in  order  to  allow  for 
diverse  viewpoints  to  be  represented,  so  each  commissioner's  participation  is  essential. 

Along  those  lines,  my  office  is  interested  in  establishing  baseline  standards  of  commissioner  attendance 
across  all  city  commissions: 

•  All  commissioner  absences  be  'excused  absences,'  in  which  a  commission  secretary  or  the 
appropriate  departmental  representative  is  notified  in  advance  of  the  meeting  about  the 
absence. 

•  A  working  goal  of  100%  attendance  for  commissioners,  which  recognizes  the  critical 
importance  of  each  commissioner's  attendance  at  meetings.  As  a  practical  matter,  I  believe  it  is 
appropriate  to  ask  that  each  commissioner  have  at  least  90%  attendance  to  their  regular 
commission's  meetings—  recognizing  that  illnesses  or  family  emergencies  arise  very 
occasionally. 

•  In  order  to  monitor  efforts  toward  this  goal,  I  ask  that  commission  secretaries  submit  an  annual 
report  to  my  office  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  detailing  commission  attendance. 

•  Moreover,  I  ask  commission  secretaries  contact  my  commissions  liaison  if  a  commissioner 
misses  a  meeting  without  contacting  the  department  in  advance,  or  when  a  commissioner  has 
missed  three  meetings  in  a  fiscal  year,  so  that  my  office  may  contact  that  commissioner. 

Please  consider  incorporating  these  standards  into  your  commission's  policies  and  procedures  as  appropriate. 

Each  individual  commissioner's  experiences  and  skills  are  highly  valued,  and  consistent  attendance 
allows  for  the  full  potential  of  each  commission  to  be  utilized.  Meeting  attendance  is  also  one  of  the 
many  factors  my  office  uses  to  consider  future  appointments  of  individuals  currently  serving  on 
commissions,  so  detailed  attendance  records  will  be  helpful  to  our  appointment  process.

Precautionary  Principle:  Draft  Three-Year  Report 


11-28-06 


Introduction 

In  July  2003,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  Precautionary 
Principle  Ordinance  (Ordinance),  which  became  Chapter  1  of  the  San  Francisco 
Environment  Code.  The  Ordinance  directed  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to 
report  back  to  the  Board  on  the  progress  of  the  Ordinance  three  years  after  adoption. 

The  Ordinance  was  written  to  be  "non  self-implementing."  This  means  that  its  intent  was 
to  become  the  basis  for  future  environmental  legislation  and  a  guidance  document  for 
City  decision-making. 

In  the  three  years  since  the  adoption  of  the  Precautionary  Principle  Ordinance,  there 
have  been  many  instances  of  implementation  in  the  City's  purchasing  and  policymaking, 
many  examples  of  adoption  as  other  cities  model  similar  ordinances  to  San  Francisco's, 
and  much  recognition  as  San  Francisco  has  been  lauded  not  only  for  the  passage  of  the 
Ordinance,  but  also  for  the  programs  and  services  that  have  grown  out  of  it. 

This  report  is  a  summary  of  the  activities  undertaken  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  to  implement  the  Ordinance  as  well  as  the  broader  impacts  of  passage  to 
other  jurisdictions  in  California  and  nationally.  Using  the  information  gathered  at  the 
Public  Hearing  on  the  Precautionary  Principle,  this  report  will  also  address  challenges 
faced  and  next  steps  regarding  implementation  of  the  Ordinance. 


The  Precautionary  Principle  Ordinance  states: 

SEC.  1 01.  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  PRECAUTIONARY  PRINCIPLE.  Where  threats  of  serious 
or  irreversible  damage  to  people  or  nature  exist,  lack  of  full  scientific  certainty  about  cause  and 
effect  shall  not  be  viewed  as  sufficient  reason  for  the  City  to  postpone  cost  effective  measures 
to  prevent  the  degradation  of  the  environment  or  protect  the  health  of  its  citizens. 

The  Ordinance  outlines  5  basic  elements  of  the  Precautionary  Principle  that  should  be 
used  in  decisions  made  by  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  They  are: 


1.  Anticipatory  Action:  There  is  a  duty  to  take  anticipatory  action  to  prevent 
harm.  Government,  business,  and  community  groups,  as  well  as  the  general 
public,  share  this  responsibility. 

2.  Right  to  Know:  The  community  has  a  right  to  know  complete  and  accurate 
information  on  potential  human  health  and  environmental  impacts  associated 
with  the  selection  of  products,  services,  operations  or  plans.  The  burden  to 
supply  this  information  lies  with  the  proponent,  not  with  the  general  public. 


3.  Alternatives  Assessment:  An  obligation  exists  to  examine  a  full  range  of 
alternatives  and  select  the  alternative  with  the  least  potential  impact  on  human 
health  and  the  environment  including  the  alternative  of  doing  nothing. 

4.  Full  Cost  Accounting:  When  evaluating  potential  alternatives,  there  is  a  duty  to 
consider  all  the  reasonably  foreseeable  costs,  including  raw  materials, 
manufacturing,  transportation,  use,  cleanup,  eventual  disposal,  and  health  costs 
even  if  such  costs  are  not  reflected  in  the  initial  price.  Short-  and  long-term 
benefits  and  time  thresholds  should  be  considered  when  making  decisions. 

5.  Participatory  Decision  Process:  Decisions  applying  the  Precautionary 
Principle  must  be  transparent,  participatory,  and  informed  by  the  best  available 
science  and  other  relevant  information. 


A.  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance 

In  2005,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  Precautionary  Purchasing 
Ordinance  (Purchasing  Ordinance),  the  first  implementation  chapter  of  the 
Precautionary  Principle,  which  deals  with  the  City's  procurement  of  commodities. 
Service  contracts  were  not  covered  under  this  ordinance.  The  Department  of  the 
Environment  was  to  report  back  to  the  Board  once  implementation  had  progressed  to 
determine  the  feasibility  of  expanding  the  Purchasing  Ordinance  to  service  contracts. 

Like  the  Precautionary  Principle  Ordinance,  the  Purchasing  Ordinance  was  drafted  with 
the  help  of  local  health  and  environmental  community  groups  including  Clean  Water 
Action,  Healthy  Children's  Organizing  Project,  Center  for  Environmental  Health,  and  the 
Golden  Gate  Environmental  Law  Center.  Many  of  the  groups  acted  under  the  umbrella 
organization,  Bay  Area  Working  Group  on  the  Precautionary  Principle  (BAWG).  In 
addition,  public  input  was  sought  through  public  meetings  and  incorporated  into  the 
design  of  the  Purchasing  Ordinance.  The  Office  of  Contract  Administration  was  a  key 
partner  in  the  Purchasing  Ordinance  design  and  implementation,  along  with  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  office  of  Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell. 

With  adoption  of  the  Purchasing  Ordinance,  the  following  actions  were  put  in  place: 

1 .  Existing  City  ordinances  dealing  with  procurement  were  consolidated  into  the 
Purchasing  Ordinance  through  regulation  (05-01 -PPO). 

2.  Public  Participation  Guidelines  were  developed  and  adopted  after  extensive 
public  input  (05-02-PPO).

3.  City  purchases  of  commodities  were  reviewed  and  prioritized  to  determine 
their  potential  impact  on  human  health  and  the  environment  as  well  as  the 
availability  of  environmentally  preferable  alternatives.  After  three  public 
meetings  and  comment  on  documents,  a  set  of  ten  Targeted  Product 
Categories  were  selected  and  adopted  by  the  Commission  on  the 
Environment.

4.  Under  the  terms  of  the  Purchasing  Ordinance,  environmental  attributes  were 
added  to  the  following  contracts: 

a.  Recycled/chlorine-free  janitorial  paper  products 

b.  Less-toxic  janitorial  cleaners 

c.  Low-mercury/high-efficiency  lighting 

Upcoming  efforts  include  examination  of  the  City  computer  contract,  and  an  analysis  of 
the  purchase  of  food  by  City  departments. 


B.  Influence  on  Pesticide  Registration/Labeling 

The  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (US  EPA)  is  responsible  for 
determining  which  pesticides  are  allowed  for  use  and  sale  nationally.  It  determines  not 
only  what  chemicals  can  be  used  but  how  they  are  used  and  where  they  can  not  be 
used.  For  example,  some  pesticides  are  only  allowed  to  be  used  to  kill  insects  on 
certain  crops  and  are  not  allowed  to  be  sold  for  home  use  to  control  the  same  insects. 

San  Francisco  has  made  an  effort  to  voice  concerns  over  the  decisions  made  by  US 
EPA  when  those  decisions  could  impact  the  health  of  City  residents  or  the  San 
Francisco  Bay.  Traditionally,  US  EPA  has  looked  at  pesticides  individually,  but  not  in 
terms  of  available  alternatives  -  an  approach  emphasized  under  the  Precautionary 
Principle.  For  example,  the  US  EPA  does  not  ask  which  is  the  least  toxic  way  to  control 
a  pest;  they  examine  each  chemical  individually  and  allow  a  range  of  products  of 
varying  toxicity  to  be  sold  that  combat  the  pest.  San  Francisco  asked  the  US  EPA  to 
utilize  an  alternatives  approach  on  16  different  pesticides  used  in  the  City.  In  all  16 
cases,  our  comments  urged  that  US  EPA  consider  the  availability  of  safer  alternatives  to 
the  toxic  products,  that  they  require  complete  data  on  health  risks,  and  that  they 
increase  the  transparency  of  their  pesticide  registration  decisions. 

As  a  result,  US  EPA  conducted  an  alternatives  analysis  in  considering  the  use  of  a 
highly  toxic  pesticide,  metaldehyde,  in  snail  bait.  Using  this  approach,  the  US  EPA 
recognized  that  alternative  products  are  available  that  are  just  as  effective  and  clearly 
safer  -  especially  for  pets.  Metaldehyde  is  one  of  the  most  commonly  reported  sources 
of  dog  poisoning.  US  EPA  registration  managers  consulted  with  the  City  and 
determined  that  metaldehyde  should  be  greatly  restricted  and  that  strict  warning 


symbols  should  be  placed  on  the  labels  of  products  containing  metaldehyde  to  alert 
consumers  about  potential  hazards. 


C.  San  Francisco  Foundation  Grant  Support 

The  City  has  benefited  greatly  from  the  efforts  of  the  community  health  and  environment 
organizations.  As  described  above,  many  organizations  came  together  under  the 
umbrella  organization  BAWG.  The  efforts  of  the  BAWG  were  underwritten  through  a 
grant  from  the  San  Francisco  Foundation,  which  has  shown  great  interest  in  the 
Precautionary  Principle  and  supported  efforts  to  extend  the  Principle  beyond  the 
borders  of  San  Francisco. 

As  these  community  groups  expressed  the  need  to  expand  precautionary  thinking  to  all 
City  agencies  and  move  its  influence  beyond  City  procurement,  the  San  Francisco 
Foundation  has  again  offered  its  support.  A  second  grant  was  awarded  to  two  San 
Francisco-based  groups,  the  BAWG  and  Neighborhood  Assemblies  Network  (NAN). 
These  groups  will  partner  to  focus  on  modeling  meaningful  public  participation  and 
working  with  a  variety  of  City  agencies  to  apply  the  five  elements  of  the  Precautionary 
Principle  Ordinance  to  their  decision-making  process.  Work  on  the  grant  is  set  to 
commence  in  November  2006. 


D.  San  Francisco  Welcomes  Mayors  During  World  Environment  Day 

In  June  of  2005,  San  Francisco  became  the  first  US  city  to  host  United  Nations  World 
Environment  Day.  The  important  role  played  by  mayors  and  city  governments  in 
affecting  environmental  change  was  the  focus  of  this  week-long  event.  The 
Precautionary  Principle  emerged  as  a  universal  theme  embraced  by  many  countries 
outside  of  the  United  States.  More  than  a  hundred  participants  from  community 
organizations,  governments,  and  businesses  spent  an  afternoon  of  intense  discussion 
around  implementing  the  Precautionary  Principle.  Bringing  together  such  a  diverse 
group  of  voices  helped  to  illuminate  the  potential  applications  of  this  approach  as  well 
as  some  of  the  fundamental  challenges  that  must  be  addressed  such  as  communicating 
clearly  what  a  precautionary  approach  means  in  iand  use  and  other  issues  as  well  as 
overcoming  opposition  from  chemical  companies  and  trade  associations. 

E.  San  Francisco  Ordinance  as  Catalyst  for  Other  Jurisdictions 

By  passing  an  ordinance  in  San  Francisco,  other  local  and  state  governments  were 
catalyzed  into  action  and  crafted  their  own  version  of  precautionary  legislation.  Specific 
examples  include  the  States  of  Hawaii  and  Washington,  the  counties  of  Marin  and 
Mendocino,  and  cities  such  as  Berkeley,  Eugene,  Portland,  and  Seattle. 


F.  San  Francisco  recognized  as  "Pioneer  of  Precaution" 

In  June  2006,  the  first  national  conference  on  the  Precautionary  Principle  was  held  in 
Baltimore,  Maryland.  Several  hundred  participants  from  across  North  America  met  to 
learn  from  community  organizations  and  municipal  governments  about  implementation 
of  the  Precautionary  Principle.  San  Francisco  was  recognized  for  its  leadership  and 


early  adoption  of  the  Precautionary  Principle  and  received  the  Pioneer  of  Precaution 
Award  from  the  conference  organizing  committee. 

G.  Challenges  and  Next  Steps 

In  October  2006,  a  public  meeting  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Commission  on  the 
Environment  to  look  towards  the  future  with  respect  to  expanding  the  impact  of  the 
Precautionary  Principle.  Stakeholders  who  had  been  involved  throughout  the 
development  and  implementation  of  the  Ordinance  participated  in  the  discussion  and  all 
agreed  that  much  work  was  left  to  do  in  order  to  make  City  departments  aware  of  the 
Principle  and  incorporate  its  tenets  into  the  decisions  they  make.  Below  is  a  summary  of 
some  of  the  ideas  expressed. 

Education/Training  -  Elected  officials,  city  agencies,  the  community,  and  local 
businesses  all  need  to  understand  how  to  implement  a  precautionary  approach.  The 
responsibility  for  such  education  is  a  shared  one  between  the  Commission  on  the 
Environment,  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  and  community  organizations  who 
believe  that  a  precautionary  approach  will  lead  to  better  environmental  decisions.  The 
group  recognized  the  limited  ability  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  reach  all 
City  agencies.  Ultimately,  all  City  Commissions  can  play  a  meaningful  role  in  ensuring 
that  City  departments  follow  the  intent  of  this  law. 

Checklist  -  While  the  Ordinance  spells  out  general  tenets  of  a  precautionary  approach, 
there  is  no  "checklist"  of  the  steps  involved  in  public  participation,  alternatives  analysis, 
or  full  cost  accounting.  Development  of  such  a  checklist  must  be  done  with  special 
attention  to  "quality"  of  implementation.  Departments  must  be  able  to  say  that  they 
followed  the  tenets  of  the  Precautionary  Principle  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  and 
community  members  must  feel  that  the  steps  were  taken  in  good  faith,  and  were  not  just 
actions  "checked  off"  as  completed. 

Accountability/Reporting  -  There  is  a  need  for  updates  beyond  this  three-year  report. 
Annual  reporting  at  a  public  meeting,  such  as  the  Commission  on  the  Environment, 
could  be  coupled  with  reports  given  for  the  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance,  it  is 
important  for  San  Francisco  elected  officials  and  citizen  commissions  to  be  kept 
appraised  of  the  progress  of  this  ordinance,  as  their  direct  support  will  be  critical  to  the 
success  of  the  City's  precautionary  efforts. 
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BAYVTEW  HUNTERS  POINT  COMMUNITY  AIR  MONITORING  PRO.JECT  (BayCAMP) 
What  is  air  quality  and  why  is  it  important? 

Air  is  something  that  all  humans,  as  well  as  animals  and  plants,  need  to  survive.  However,  the 
quality  of  the  air  -  meaning  how  clean  and  pure  the  air  is  -  can  vary.  Air  Pollution  is  caused  by 
various  substances  (pollutants)  that  mix  with  air  and  reduce  the  quality  of  the  air  that  we  breathe. 
Air  quality  is  based  on  the  type  and  amount  of  pollutants  in  the  atmosphere,  the  topography  of 
the  area  and  meteorological  conditions  (speed  and  direction  of  winds  and  the  temperatures  I  the 
atmosphere).  Air  pollution  can  be  produced  by  natural  sources  such  as  forest  fires.  It  is  also 
produced  by  man-made  activities  including  the  burning  of  fuel  by  motor  vehicles  and  industrial 
facilities,  and  even  from  household  products  like  aerosol  sprays,  paints  and  solvents.  Air 
pollution  can  cause  serious  public  health  problems,  particularly  for  children,  the  elderly  and 
people  who  suffer  from  heart  and  lung  diseases. 

There  are  two  types  of  air  quality,  outdoor  air  quality  and  indoor  air  quality. 

•  Outdoor  Air  Quality  refers  to  the  air  that  surrounds  us,  generally  outdoors.  It  is  also 
known  as  ambient  air  quality.  Because  ambient  air  quality  is  often  affected  by  weather, 
especially  wind,  it  is  constantly  changing.  Ambient  air  can  be  affected  by  large  sources  of 
air  pollution,  such  as  ongoing  emissions  from  vehicles  or  constant  emissions  from  a 
factory  smokestack. 

•  Indoor  Air  Quality  refers  to  the  air  in  a  specific  indoor  location,  such  as  a  home  or 
office.  Indoor  air  quality  is  often  affected  by  items  we  have  or  use  inside  ,  such  as  the 
gases  released  by  synthetic  carpets,  indoor  paints,  household  cleaners,  mold,  and 
household  and  office  products  made  from  plastics  and  vinyl.  Unlike  ambient  air 
pollution,  which  disperses  because  it  is  constantly  being  blown  around  by  winds,  indoor 
air  is  usually  stagnant  and  trapped  by  walls  and  windows  and  can  often  pose  a  greater  risk 
to  health  because  we  spend  extended  periods  of  time  indoors  breathing  the  same  air. 

The  BayCAMP  project  measured  the  ambient  (outdoor)  air  quality  in  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point 
community  for  a  12-month  period,  from  June  2004  to  June  2005. 

What  is  air  monitoring? 

Air  monitoring  is  a  scientific  process  used  to  test  the  air  to  find  out  if  it  contains  certain 
pollutants  and  if  so,  in  what  amounts.  Air  monitoring  can  be  done  in  many  different  ways, 
depending  on  the  kind  of  information  that  is  needed.  The  information  that  is  gathered  by 
monitoring  air  quality  can  be  used  to  help  determine  ways  to  reduce  air  pollution  as  well  as  to 
provide  data  that  may  be  used  to  help  evaluate  public  health  and  environmental  impacts  in  the 
community. 

Local  residents  of  Bayview-Hunters  Point  are  burdened  with  nearby  freeways,  several  major 
sources  of  industrial  pollution  and  toxic  sites,  and  are  concerned  about  the  quality  of  the  ambient 
(outside)  air  in  their  neighborhood.  For  over  10  years,  the  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management 
District  (BAAQMD)  has  been  operating  an  air  monitoring  station  in  the  Potrero  neighborhood  on 
Arkansas  Street.  However,  some  local  residents  believed  that  BAAQMD 's  monitoring  station  in 
Potrero  did  not  accurately  identify  the  air  quality  in  Bayview;  and  saw  the  Potrero  air  monitoring 


station  as  located  "upwind"  of  Bayview's  major  industrial  sources.  In  response  to  the 
community  concerns  about  the  poor  air  quality  in  Bayview-Hunters  Point,  the  San  Francisco 
Department  of  the  Environment  (SFE),  together  with  BAAQMD  and  California  Air  Resources 
Board  (CARB)  operated  a  local  air  monitoring  station  called  BayCAMP. 

How  was  the  air  quality  monitored  in  the  Bayview-Hunters  Point  community?

The  air  monitoring  equipment  used  for  the  BayCAMP  project  was  the 
most  effective  and  modern  equipment  available  to  date.  CARB  and 
BAAQMD  use  this  kind  of  equipment  at  their  "official"  monitoring 
stations  throughout  the  state  regularly.  Technicians  regularly  came  to 
the  BayCAMP  station  to  take  the  samples  collected  by  the  equipment 
back  to  the  laboratory  for  analysis.  The  equipment  was  stored  in  a 
trailer  at  the  corner  of  Hudson  St.  and  Whitney  Young  Circle  in 
Bayview  Hunters  Point.  The  air  monitoring 
equipment  measured  the  outdoor/  ambient  air 
quality  that  will  represent  "regional"  air 
quality  in  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point 
neighborhood.  It  does  not  measure  the  air 
specific  City  blocks  in  Bayview  Hunters  Point  or  measure 
from  specific  facilities  of  concern. 


After  collecting  air  pollution  data  for  a  12-month  period,  SFE  contracted 
with  an  air  quality  technical  consultant,  Sierra  Research,  to  evaluate  the 
data  and  prepare  a  summary  report,  which  is  called  the  "State  of  the  Air" 
report.  Sierra  Research  will  make  an  informational  presentation  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Commission  on  the  Environment  and  provide  a  summary  of 
the  BayCAMP  air  quality  data.

Departmental  Directors  and  Commission  Secretaries: 

In  a  continuing  effort  to  increase  governmental  efficiency  and  performance,  I  want  to  ensure  consistent 
attendance  of  appointed  representatives  to  our  Gty  and  County  commissions.  I  believe  that  consistent 
commissioner  attendance  is  necessary  for  each  commission  to  function  well  and  effectively  advance 
departmental  goals.  Appointments  to  commissions  have  been  made  by  my  office  in  order  to  allow  for 
diverse  viewpoints  to  be  represented,  so  each  commissioner' s  participation  is  essential. 

Along  those  lines,  my  office  is  interested  in  establishing  baseline  standards  of  commissioner  attendance 
across  all  city  commissions: 

•  All  commissioner  absences  be  'excused  absences,'  in  which  a  commission  secretary  or  the 
appropriate  departmental  representative  is  notified  in  advance  of  the  meeting  about  the 
absence. 

•  A  working  goal  of  100%  attendance  for  commissioners,  which  recognizes  the  critical 
importance  of  each  commissioner's  attendance  at  meetings.  As  a  practical  matter,  I  believe  it  is 
appropriate  to  ask  that  each  commissioner  have  at  least  90%  attendance  to  their  regular 
commission's  meetings —  recognizing  that  illnesses  or  family  emergencies  arise  very 
occasionally. 

•  In  order  to  monitor  efforts  toward  this  goal,  I  ask  that  commission  secretaries  submit  an  annual 
report  to  my  office  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  detailing  commission  attendance. 

•  Moreover,  I  ask  commission  secretaries  contact  my  commissions  liaison  if  a  commissioner 
misses  a  meeting  without  contacting  the  department  in  advance,  or  when  a  commissioner  has 
missed  three  meetings  in  a  fiscal  year,  so  that  my  office  may  contact  that  commissioner. 

Please  consider  incorporating  these  standards  into  your  commission's  policies  and  procedures  as  appropriate. 

Each  individual  commissioner's  experiences  and  skills  are  highly  valued,  and  consistent  attendance 
allows  for  the  full  potential  of  each  commission  to  be  utilized.  Meeting  attendance  is  also  one  of  the 
many  factors  my  office  uses  to  consider  future  appointments  of  individuals  currently  serving  on 
commissions,  so  detailed  attendance  records  will  be  helpful  to  our  appointment  process.

SAMPLE  ATTENDANCE  POLICY 


Introduction 

In  August  2006,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  502-06,  urging  each  City 
board,  commission  and  advisory  body  ("Policy  Body")  to  adopt  an  internal  policy  regarding 
members'  attendance  at  meetings  of  the  body  and  requesting  each  body  to  submit  a  copy 
of  its  policy  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  December  1 ,  2006.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
resolution  urges  that  such  policy  address  "how  and  when  members  are  to  be  excused 
from  attending  particular  meetings"  and  "when  the  body  is  to  report  a  member's  excessive 
absenteeism  to  the  appointing  authority."  On  September  18,  2006  the  Mayor  issued  a 
directive  to  Department  Directors  and  Commission  Secretaries  urging  them  to  incorporate 
specific  baseline  standards  of  commissioner  attendance  in  their  policies  and  procedures 
as  appropriate.  The  appointing  authority  shall  determine  whether  and  how  to  take 
absences  (whether  notified  or  not)  into  account  in  making  future  decisions  regarding 
member  appointments  or  tenure. 

Purpose 

The  following  policy  is  designed  to  establish  minimum  attendance  standards  for  appointed 
members  of  the  [INSERT  NAME  OF  BOARD/COMMISSION/COMMITTEE]  ("Policy 
Body").  In  the  event  of  any  conflict  between  any  provision  of  this  policy  and  any  provision 
of  a  City  ordinance  or  other  applicable  law  (collectively,  "Laws")  governing  the  Policy  Body 
that  establish  more  stringent  attendance  requirements  for  members  of  the  Policy  Body,  the 
conflicting  provision  of  such  Laws  shall  govern. 

[Please  note:  Policy  Bodies  may  wish  to  include  references/citations  to  any  Laws  governing 
attendance  of  its  members.  Policy  Bodies  considering  the  adoption  of  a  new  attendance  policy  are 
strongly  encouraged  to  consult  with  the  City  Attorney's  Office  to  determine  whether  there  are  Laws 
or  other  existing  internal  by-laws/rules  of  order  adopted  by  the  Policy  Body  governing  its  members' 
attendance.  If  this  policy  conflicts  with  any  less  stringent  standards  for  attendance  set  forth  in  the 
Policy  Body's  internal  by-laws/rules  of  order,  such  by-laws/rules  should  be  amended  to  reflect  this 
policy.] 

Attendance  Requirements 

Except  in  the  event  of  a  notified  absence  (defined  below),  each  member  of  the  Policy  Body 
is  expected  to  attend  each  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Policy  Body.  The  Policy  Body 
secretary  or  clerk  ("Secretary")  shall  maintain  a  record  of  members'  attendance. 

Notified  Absences 

A  member's  absence  shall  constitute  a  "notified  absence"  where  the  member,  in  advance 
of  the  meeting,  informs  the  Secretary  of  the  Policy  Body  or  other  person  whom  the  Policy 
Body  has  designated  that  the  member  will  be  absent.  An  absence  due  to  unforeseen 
circumstances  such  as  illness  or  emergency  shall  also  qualify  as  a  notified  absence  where 
the  member  reports  such  absence  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Policy  Body  as  soon  as 
reasonably  possible.  The  Secretary  of  the  Policy  Body  shall  record  as  non-notified  all 
absences  involving  neither  advance  notice  nor  unforeseen  circumstances. 

Report  to  the  Appointing  Authority 

The  Secretary  of  the  Policy  Body  shall  report  all  instances  of  non-notified  absences  as  well 
as  any  instance  of  three  consecutive  absences  of  a  member  from  regular  meetings  in  a 
fiscal  year  to  the  member's  appointing  authority. 
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Annual  Attendance  Report 

At  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  the  Secretary  of  the  Policy  Body  shall  submit  a  written 
report  to  the  appointing  authorities  of  the  Policy  Body's  membership  detailing  each  Policy 
Body  member's  attendance  at  all  meetings  of  the  Policy  Body  for  that  fiscal  year.

Bylaws 

The  Commission  on  the  Environment's  Bylaws  (September  26,  2006),  Article  III  states  the 
following  in  reference  to  attendance  requirements: 

Section  7:  Excused  Absences 

If  a  Commissioner  provides  prior  notification  of  absence  from  Commission  and 
Committee  meetings  to  the  President  of  the  Commission,  then  such  absence  is  considered  an 
excused  absence.  If  no  prior  notice  is  received  by  the  President  or  Secretary  of  the  Commission, 
then  the  minutes  shall  note  that  the  absence  is  unexcused. 

Section  8:  Absence  from  the  State 

Any  member  of  the  Commission  who  plans  to  be  absent  from  the  State  of  California  for 
an  extended  period  shall  notify  the  President  of  the  Commission.

ADMINISTRATION/GENERAL 

SFE  welcomed  seven  new  staff  since  September.  The  Energy  Program  hired  Seth  Epstein  as 
5642  Energy  Specialist  and  Stephanie  Chang  as  Energy  Watch  Budget  &  Data  Support.  In  the  Toxics 
Reduction  Program,  Deborah  Fleisher  was  hired  as  half-time  City  Toxics  Reduction  Assistant. 
Carmen  Yeung  joined  the  Clean  Air  Program  as  Clean  Air  Associate,  Christy  Tao  as  new  Green 
Building  Associate  and  Herriyah  Godfrey  as  new  5640  Outreach  Specialist. 

The  SFE  senior  management  team  held  a  strategic  planning  meeting  last  November  9th  to  complete  the 
analysis  and  revisions  of  all  the  Sustainability  Plans  of  each  SFE  programs.  Additionally,  the 
management  team  also  discussed  campaign  ideas  submitted  by  staff. 

SFE  will  hold  its  annual  holiday  party  on  December  7th  at  the  Aquarium  of  the  Bay,  and  SFE 
commissioners  are  invited  to  attend. 

CLEAN  AIR  PROGRAM 

•  Clean  Air  Program  (CAP)  hired  Carmen  Yeung  in  a  new  full-time  position  to  assist  with  the 
San  Francisco  Emergency  Ride  Home  Program  and  Pre-tax  transit  Commuter  Benefits 
Program. 

•  City  clean-fleet  procurement:  CAP  staff  continued  working  with  departments  to  implement  the 
City's  policies  requiring  the  purchase  of  alternative  fuel  and  energy  efficient  vehicle,  and  to 
obtain  incentive  grant  funding  for  the  purchases. 

•  CNG  Fuel  Station:  Installation  of  the  City's  compressed  natural  gas  fuel  station  in  Golden 
Gate  Park  (Rec  &  Parks  service  yard)  was  delayed  due  to  permit  issues;  the  new  completion 
date  is  expected  to  be  December  2006. 

•  CAP  continued  to  collaborate  with  UCSF  staff  and  MUNI  on  new  transportation  demand 
management  projects  at  UCSF  campuses  throughout  San  Francisco. 

•  CAP  collaborated  with  51 1  Regional  Rideshare  Program,  Metropolitan  Transportation 
Commission  (MTC),  Enterprise  Vanpool,  and  VPSI  Vanpool  Company  in  launching  the 
citywide  vanpool  encouragement  program. 

•  CAP  staff  continued  the  City  Bicycle  Fleet  program  outreach  to  all  City  employees  in  an  effort 
to  identify  and  replace  the  work-related  vehicle  trips  with  the  bicycles.

•  Commuter  Benefits  Program:  CAP  staff  continued  the  program  outreach  to  all  City  employees 
and  San  Francisco  businesses. 

•  Emergency  Ride  Home  Program:  CAP  contacted  and  made  program  presentations  to  several 
San  Francisco  businesses.  As  a  result,  2  new  San  Francisco  businesses  are  now  enrolled  in  the 
San  Francisco  Emergency  Ride  Home  program  (ERH)  with  the  total  enrollment  of  over 
30,000  employees  working  for  a  little  over  90  different  San  Francisco  employers. 

•  CAP  submitted  the  project  update  reports  to  the  Air  District  (BAAQMD)  and  the 
Transportation  Authority  (SFCTA). 

•  CAP  submitted  new  grant  funding  applications  to  Caltrans  to  develop  transportation  demand 
management  internship  program  at  SFE. 

•  CAP  staff  continued  to  work  with  Supervisor  Maxwell's  office,  the  Budget  analyst's  office  and 
advocacy  groups  on  the  clean  construction  ordinance. 

•  CAP  staff  met  with  the  SFFD  to  discuss  technical  issues  with  their  biodiesel  (B20)  pilot 
project. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  JUSTICE 
EJ  Program  Grant  Program 

The  EJ  program  will  issue  a  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  in  collaboration  with  the  Recycling  Program 
in  November  2006,  with  grant  applications  due  in  January  2007  and  the  award  of  new  EJ  grants  to  be 
made  in  late  spring  2007.  We  will  provide  up  to  $500,000  in  total  grant  awards  for  this  annual 
funding  cycle. 

Alternative  Fuel  -  Biodiesel  Project 

US  EPA  awarded  a  $200,000  grant  to  City  College  of  San  Francisco  (Evans  Street  Campus),  which 
will  subcontract  with  the  EJ  Program  of  the  Dept.  of  Environment,  along  with  biodiesel  consultants,  to 
promote  biodiesel  fuel  use  and  provide  training  to  local  truckers,  suppliers,  distributors  and  fleet 
operators.  We  will  target  diesel  truck  fleets  in  Environmental  Justice  communities,  focusing  on  those 
fleets  based  in  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  community.  This  federal  grant  will  compliment  the  diesel 
emissions  project  that  will  be  launched  in  January  2007,  with  funding  from  Caltrans.  Combined  state 
and  federal  funding  for  these  two  diesel  emissions  reduction  projects  will  be  $329,600. 

Bayview  Hunters  Point  Farmers  Market 

The  Bayv  iew  Hunters  Point  Farmers  Market  closed  on  October  28,  2006,  after  operating  on  Saturdays 
for  the  past  6  months.  We  were  able  to  benefit  from  a  partnership  with  the  International  African 
Marketplace  (IAM)/Lennar  BVHP,  which  provided  funding  to  the  EJ  Program  ($19,250)  for  the 
farmers  market  operations  and  conducted  extensive  marketing.  This  partnership  resulted  in  an 
increase  in  foot  traffic  and  customers  at  the  farmers  market  for  the  last  two  months  of  the  season.  We 
are  looking  forward  to  continuing  the  farmers  market  operations  with  grant  funding  secured  from  US 
Department  of  Agriculture  ($280,000).  Combined  funding  for  the  farmers  market  from  the  state  and 
federal  governments,  private  sources  and  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Criminal  Justice  will  total  $451,750 
for  a  five-year  period. 
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Photovoltaic  Solar  Energy  projects 

Grid  Alternatives  and  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Community  Advocates/  Occidental  Solar  are  continuing 
their  efforts  to  install  photovoltaic  (PV)  solar  systems  on  low-income  residential  homes  and  non-profit 
buildings  in  the  Bayview  and  Potrero  neighborhoods.  We  are  drawing  down  on  the  Duke  Energy 
settlement  funds  ($250,000)  for  this  solar  project  and  providing  the  systems  at  no  cost  to  the  recipient 
sites. 

BayCAMP  air  monitoring  project 

With  funding  from  US  EPA  ($20,000),  we  contracted  with  an  air  quality  technical  consultant,  Sierra 
Research,  to  prepare  a  report  on  the  air  quality  data  collected  by  the  BayCAMP  air  monitoring  station. 
Sierra  Research  will  make  a  presentation  to  the  Commission  on  November  28,  2006. 

Living  Classroom  Project  at  Heron 's  Head  Park 

Literacy  for  Environmental  Justice  (LEJ)  was  awarded  one  of  the  original  EJ  grants  in  2001,  to 
develop  a  new  environmental  education  facility  at  Heron's  Head  Park  in  the  Bayview  neighborhood. 
This  facility,  called  the  Living  Classroom,  is  going  through  final  stages  of  construction  plan 
development  and  permitting.  LEJ  recently  identified  Lorax  Development  as  the  General  Contractor 
for  the  Living  Classroom  project.  LEJ  and  the  Port  will  sign  a  lease  agreement  for  the  Heron's  Head 
Park  site  and  LEJ  is  expected  to  start  construction  of  the  Living  Classroom  project  by  early  next  year.

OUTREACH

program  manager  (Thea  Hillman),  a  toxics  outreach  specialist  5640  (Brise  Tencer),  a 
web/communications  specialist  (Gloria  Chan),  we  have  hired  a  recycling  specialist  (Erinn  *'Herriya" 
Godfrey). 

The  Canadian  Broadcast  Company  is  filming  a  news  segment  on  municipal  responses  to  the  challenge 
of  global  warming,  and  will  include  interviews  with  Department  staff.  Additionally,  Climate 
Coordinator  Melissa  Capria  will  be  featured  in  a  widely  syndicated  radio  program  discussing  how  San 
Francisco  is  the  first  city  in  the  country  to  register  greenhouse  gas  emissions. 
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Department  will  be  running  television  ads  (SF-only  cable)  and  bus  stop/bus  side  advertising  promoting 
recycling  and  composting  starting  in  January.  We  will  saturate  airwaves  with  over  900  spots,  and  the 
transit  advertising  will  run  a  minimum  of  six  weeks. 

URBAN  FORESTRY 
Staff 

Grace  Ma  is  the  sole  staff  member  for  this  program;  she  has  assumed  the  job  duties  of  Alexis  Harte, 
former  Urban  Forest  Coordinator.  Secretary  Monica  Fish  prepares  meeting  agendas  and  minutes,  and 
provides  administrative  support.  Oliver  Monday  and  Jeff  Shields  are  volunteer  interns. 

Funding 

SF  Environment  staff  and  Urban  Forestry  Council  (UFC)  members  are  working  on  stable  funding 
sources  for  the  UFC  and  Urban  Forest  program.  A  long-term  goal  is  to  increase  funding  for  public 
trees  in  San  Francisco  through  diverse  initiatives. 

Landmark  Trees 

The  landmark  tree  program  allows  city  officials  and  property  owners  to  nominate  noteworthy  trees  for 
landmark  designation.  The  Urban  Forestry  Council  evaluates  the  trees  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
makes  the  final  decision.  Ten  trees  on  private  properties  have  been  nominated  for  landmark  tree  status. 
To  date  the  Council  has  commented  on  six  trees  and  forwarded  their  recommendations  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  The  Urban  Forest  staff  has  developed  forms  and  procedures  for  the  nomination, 
notification  and  evaluation  process. 

Urban  Forest  Plan 

The  Urban  Forestry  Council  and  the  Planning  Department  are  working  together  to  incorporate  the 
Urban  Forest  Plan  into  citywide  planning  efforts.  The  Better  Streets  Program  will  include  trees,  open 
space  and  wildlife  habitat  in  street  redesign  and  there  will  be  public  comment.  The  Planning 
Department  intends  to  issue  a  request  for  proposals  (RFP)  to  hire  an  interdisciplinary  consulting  team 
to  work  on  this. 

Pruning  Standards  Workshop 

On  December  13,  there  will  be  a  training  workshop  on  tree  pruning  practices  for  city  staff,  city 
contractors,  state  agencies  and  federal  agencies.  The  Urban  Forestry  Council  developed  these 
standards  and  Dr.  Larry  Costello  will  lead  a  presentation  and  discussion.

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3.  PUBLIC  COMMENTS:  Members  of  the  public  may  address  the  Commission  on  matters 
that  are  within  the  Commission's  jurisdiction  and  are  not  on  today's  agenda.  There  was  no 
public  comment  at  this  time. 

4.  INFORMATIONAL  REPORT  and  ACTION:  Commission  approval  of  the  Implementation  of 
the  Precautionary  Principle-Three  Year  Review  Report  and  Supporting  Documentation.

SPEAKER:  Debbie  Raphael,  Toxics  Reduction  Program  Manager 

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  environmental  and  health  issues  that  the  Precautionary 
Principle  addresses,  City  department's  increasing  awareness,  and  the  impact  on  the  rest  of 
the  nation.  The  non-profit  community  e.g.,  the  Breast  Cancer  Fund,  the  Bay  Area  Working 
Group,  and  the  Environmental  Justice  Community  were  commended  for  their  efforts  in 
working  towards  implementing  the  Precautionary  Principle. 

Ms.  Debbie  Raphael,  Toxics  Reduction  Program  Manager,  stated  that  the  Commission  has 
a  copy  of  the  Draft  Precautionary  Principle-Three  Year  Review  Report  in  their  meeting 
packets  in  order  to  approve  for  submittal  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  It  was  stated  that  one 
of  the  notable  accomplishments  was  creating  the  idea  of  an  alternatives  assessment  and 
acknowledging  the  importance  of  involving  the  community  in  identifying  available 
alternatives  to  minimize  harm.   Ms.  Raphael  cited  a  report  from  the  Lowell  Center  for 
Sustainable  Production  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  called  "Alternative  Assessments 
Framework"  and  stated  that  Department  staff  has  been  pioneers  in  formalizing  the  idea  of  a 
Precautionary  Principle  and  Alternatives  Assessment,  which  is  now  the  subject  of  academic 
frameworks  and  papers  nationally.  It  was  stated  that  community  members  are  committed  to 
working  on  the  Precautionary  Principle.  The  Department  has  received  awards,  and 
currently  working  with  other  cities,  counties  and  states  to  do  similar  things.  San  Francisco  is 
being  looked  at  as  the  leader. 

Ms.  Raphael  stated  that  in  the  last  three  years,  letters  of  support  from  various  organizations 
and  institutions  had  been  received  as  well  as  phone  calls  asking  how  it  was  done.  Inquiries 
had  been  made  as  to  how  San  Francisco  is  different  now  that  it  has  a  Precautionary 
Principle  Ordinance.  Examples  of  successes  given  included  the  Precautionary  Purchasing 
Ordinance  that  looks  at  all  City  purchases  and  asks  that  the  public  help  decide  future 
products  for  an  alternatives  assessment.  It  was  explained  that  the  idea  of  a  precautionary 
approach  has  not  percolated  deep  enough  into  other  City  departments.  One 
recommendation  in  the  Report  states  that  elected  officials,  City  agencies,  the  community 
and  local  businesses  all  need  to  understand  how  to  implement  a  precautionary  purchasing 
approach.  Ms.  Raphael  asked  the  Commission  to  reach  out  to  other  City  Commissions  and 
City  Agencies  to  adopt  these  approaches  and  deepen  the  understanding  of  the  Principle. 
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Public  Comment:  Ms.  Joan  Reinhardt  Reiss,  Coordinator,  Bay  Area  Working  Group  on  the 
Precautionary  Principle,  Public  Policy  Advocate,  BCF,  discussed  the  progress  of  the 
Precautionary  Principle  since  its  inception  three  years  ago  and  discussed  current  work  that 
is  being  done.  It  was  stated  that  other  cities  are  inquiring  about  San  Francisco's  approach 
and  referenced  a  website  for  information  www.takingprecaution.org.  Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss 
stated  that  the  Bay  Area  Working  Group  has  traveled  to  other  areas  of  the  United  States  to 
educate  others,  and  stressed  the  importance  of  instilling  a  culture  of  precaution  in  the  City 
through  other  City  departments.  Creating  an  informal  interagency  advocate  group  that 
would  meet  on  a  quarterly  basis  was  suggested.  Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss  advised  that  the  San 
Francisco  Foundation  funded  the  Bay  Area  Working  Group  and  Neighborhood  Assemblies 
Network  to  utilize  a  collaborative  process  to  identify  existing  community  problems  that  could 
be  solved  with  a  precautionary  approach.  A  Planning  Team  would  be  starting  work  early 
next  year. 

Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss  speaking  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Neil  Gendel,  Healthy  Children's  Organizing 
Project  discussed  Mr.  Gendel's  work  with  the  lead  ordinance  and  referenced  his 
correspondence  in  the  meeting  packet. 

Vice-President  Wald  stated  that  the  Precautionary  Principle  had  been  discussed  at  the 
Commission's  Policy  Committee  meetings  on  numerous  occasions  and  on  October  30  a  pre- 
draft  was  reviewed.  It  was  stated  that  the  Policy  Committee  had  an  opportunity  to  hear  from 
speakers  such  as  Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss,  Mr.  Neil  Gendel,  and  others  on  their  work  and  the 
importance  of  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance.  Vice-President  Wald  recommended  that  the 
Commission  hold  joint  meetings  with  other  Commissions  to  present  what  the  Precautionary 
Principle  is,  how  this  Department  has  utilitized  it  in  decision-making,  and  how  others  can  use 
it  to  improve  their  decision-making. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  thanked  Ms.  Debbie  Raphael,  Department  Staff,  Ms.  Reinhardt 
Reiss,  Ms.  Jennifer  Clary,  and  many  other  citizens  who  have  spent  a  lot  of  time  on  this 
project. 

Upon  Motion  by  Commissioner  Gravanis  and  second  by  Commissioner  Mok,  the 
Precautionary  Principle  Three-Year  Review  Report  was  approved  for  submission  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  (AYES:  Commissioners  Pelosi  Jr.,  Wald,  Gravanis,  King,  and  Mok).

Ms.  Anne  Eng,  Environmental  Justice  Program  Manager  stated  that  Bayview-Hunters  Point 
is  burdened  by  many  industrial  sites  and  facilities,  and  Bayview  residents  are  concerned 
with  the  air  quality  in  their  neighborhood.  As  a  result,  a  project  was  initiated  to  monitor  the 
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air  in  the  Bayview  for  a  year,  and  Mr.  Gary  Rubenstein  of  Sierra  Research,  who  has  been 
contracted  to  analyze  the  air  pollution  data,  was  introduced. 

Mr.  Rubenstein  presented  an  overview,  summary  of  results,  and  principle  conclusions  on 
the  results  of  the  air  quality  data  collected  by  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Community  Air 
Monitoring  Project  (BayCAMP).  It  was  stated  that  the  air  monitoring  station  was  located 
near  Hilltop  Park,  across  from  Whitney  Young  Circle  and  was  selected  based  on  community 
participation.  Monitoring  was  a  joint  project  implemented  by  the  San  Francisco 
Environment,  California  Air  Resources  Board,  and  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management 
District  with  support  from  the  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency.  The  air 
quality  samples  were  collected  on  a  regular  schedule  from  June  2004  through  June  2005 
and  were  analyzed  for  a  variety  of  air  contaminants  and  pollutants.  Topics  discussed 
included: 

•  BayCAMP  Station  and  Surrounding  Area  Map  that  shows  the  location  of  the  air 
monitoring  site  and  its  proximity  to  the  Hunters  Point  Power  Plant  that  was 
operating  at  the  time  of  data  collection  (now  shut  down)  and  proximity  to  the 
Arkansas  Street  Monitoring  Station. 

•  Summary  of  Results — Data  collected  for  39  compounds  that  fall  into  four 
categories  of  pollutants  that  produce  acute  health  effects,  chronic  health  effects, 
carcinogenic  compounds,  and  criteria  air  pollutants,  e.g.  ozone  smog,  particulates. 

•  Acute  Health  Effects  Index  at  All  Bay  Area  Monitoring  Sites  for  2004  (Arkansas 
Street,  Fremont  and  San  Jose  stations).  Pollutants  measured  at  BayCAMP  were 
comparable  to  Arkansas  Street,  lower  than  Fremont  and  much  lower  than  San 
Jose. 

•  Chronic  Health  Effects  Index  for  BayCAMP,  Arkansas  Street  and  San  Jose  were 
similar. 

•  Cancer  Risk  from  Measured  Pollutants  at  all  Bay  Area  Monitoring  Sites — 
BayCAMP  levels  were  lower  among  the  four  sites,  Arkansas  Street  was  higher, 
Fremont  was  highest,  and  San  Jose  was  in  between  BayCAMP  and  Arkansas 
Street.  Under  the  BayCAMP  program,  they  were  not  able  to  measure  the 
contributions  from  diesel  particulate  because  of  the  high  cost. 

•  Ozone  (Smog)  was  comparable  throughout  all  four  sites,  as  it  is  a  regional 
pollutant. 

•  Particulate  Matter  -  Annual  Average  PM2.5  Concentrations — BayCAMP  numbers 
were  lower  than  the  other  three  stations. 

•  Conclusions  (see  presentation). 

Commissioner  King  inquired  whether  the  sites  used  to  measure  air  quality  in  San  Jose  and 
Fremont  were  similar  land  uses  as  the  industrial  sites  in  the  Bayview.  Mr.  Rubenstein 
stated  that  he  was  unsure,  but  believed  that  the  Fremont  station  may  be  in  a  similar  area, 
and  that  there  are  two  or  three  monitoring  stations  in  San  Jose  that  are  downtown  or  close 
to  the  freeway  that  would  have  a  high  contribution  of  vehicle  exhaust. 

Commissioner  King  asked  if  there  was  a  report  on  implication  to  human  health  from 
information  gathered  at  the  Bayview  site.  Mr.  Rubenstein  stated  that  the  air  quality  in  San 
Francisco  is  among  the  best  for  any  major  metropolitan  area  in  the  country  because  of  good 
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weather  conditions  and  location  and  are  within  most,  but  not  all  of  federal  and  state  air 
quality  standards.  It  was  stated  that  the  further  inland  you  go,  the  further  downwind  you  go, 
the  higher  the  levels  of  air  pollutants  will  be. 

Commissioner  King  asked  if  there  was  a  study  done  that  cites  dangerous  air  quality  spots  in 
San  Francisco  and  how  the  BayCAMP  and  Arkansas  Street  stations  measured  in 
comparison.  Mr.  Rubenstein  stated  that  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
completed  a  study  last  year,  as  part  of  its  efforts  to  site  the  new  small  power  plant  in  this 
community.  In  that  study,  four  community-monitoring  stations  were  compared  with  the 
results  from  the  Arkansas  Street  station.  Results  were  similar  to  the  BayCAMP  results  in 
that  there  were  no  significant  differences  between  those  four  locations.  Mr.  Rubenstein 
stated  that  the  Arkansas  Street  data  produces  the  longest  running  records  over  the  past  30 
years  and  is  reasonably  representative  of  air  quality  in  San  Francisco  and  in  this  particular 
community. 

Vice-President  Wald  asked  if  different  data  would  have  been  produced  if  there  had  been 
multiple  sites  monitored  within  this  community.  Mr.  Rubenstein  stated  that  the  SFPUC 
conducted  their  four  studies  for  this  reason  four  months  after  the  BayCAMP  monitor  shut 
down.  The  study  reviewed  several  of  the  same  pollutants,  not  as  many,  and  monitoring  was 
conducted  over  the  peak  particulate  winter  season.  The  result  was  that  there  were  no 
significant  differences  seen  between  those  four  sites  and  the  Arkansas  site.  The  SFPUC 
will  be  publishing  their  report  within  the  next  couple  of  weeks. 

Vice-President  Wald  inquired  as  to  why  diesel  particulates  were  not  measured.  Mr. 
Rubenstein  stated  that  it  is  very  expensive  to  isolate  diesel  particulates  from  other 
particulates  and  resources  were  not  available  to  conduct  a  study.  Vice-President  Wald 
asked  if  the  potential  for  health  risks  would  change  if  diesel  particulates  were  measured. 
Mr.  Rubenstein  stated  that  the  results  would  change  dramatically,  but  for  the  cases  where 
diesel  particulates  had  been  measured  and  separated  from  others,  the  highest  levels  seen 
are  4  micrograms  per  cubic  meter,  and  the  numbers  discussed  here  were  12  to  15 
micrograms  per  cubic  meter. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  now  that  the  Hunters  Point  Power  Plant  has  been  closed, 
there  are  still  two  freeways,  Highway  101  and  280  that  intersect  this  community  and  inquired 
whether  the  data  gathered  included  diesel  emissions.  Mr.  Rubenstein  stated  that  the 
Particulate  Matter-Annual  Average  chart  includes  diesel  particulates  but  does  not  separate 
how  much  they  are.  It  was  stated  that  since  the  diesel  particulates  cannot  be  separated  out, 
they  could  not  be  included  in  the  cancer  risk  assessment.  Director  Blumenfeld  asked  if  the 
conclusions  would  be  different  if  you  were  to  do  similar  monitoring  at  a  street  level  for  diesel 
emissions.  Mr.  Rubenstein  indicated  that  if  you  were  to  do  a  localized  analysis,  upwind  and 
downwind  across  an  intersection  on  Third  Street,  you  would  be  able  to  see  some  impact 
from  diesel  particulates.  It  was  stated  that  you  don't  have  to  spend  a  lot  of  money  to  know 
that  there  are  diesel  trucks  on  Third  Street  and  they  emit  particulate  matter. 

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  elevated  rate  of  asthma  especially  among  children  in  the 
Bayview  community  and  possible  causes  such  as  diesel  emissions  and  indoor  pollutants, 
such  as  mold  and  mildew.  Mr.  Rubenstein  stated  that  while  diesel  particulate  is  a 
carcinogen,  he  does  not  know  that  it  is  a  worse  contributor  than  other  small  particles  as  they 
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are  all  lung  irritants.  It  was  recommended  that  additional  resources  be  devoted  to  isolate 
other  factors  that  are  contributing  to  higher  asthma  levels  in  the  Bayview. 

Director  Blumenfeld  asked  Mr.  Rubenstein  to  report  on  the  increase  in  carbon  tetrachloride 
and  potential  impacts  in  the  final  report.  Mr.  Rubenstein  stated  that  it  was  the  second  or 
third  largest  contributor  and  discussed  the  high  concentrations  of  acrylonitrile. 

Commissioner  King  stated  that  the  research  is  fascinating  considering  the  PG&E  plant  was 
running  at  the  time  and  requested  additional  information  on  the  SFPUC  study.  Director 
Blumenfeld  asked  Mr.  Rubenstein  to  attend  a  future  Commission  or  Policy  Committee 
meeting  to  report  on  the  SFPUC  data. 

Ms.  Eng  stated  that  studies  do  not  show  that  there  is  an  excessive  level  of  any  single 
pollutant  in  the  Bayview  that  is  so  significantly  different  than  other  metropolitan  areas.  It 
was  explained  that  there  is  approximately  25%  of  the  population  that  is  suffering  from 
cancer,  and  detective  work  has  to  be  done  as  to  what  portion  is  caused  by  air  pollution  or 
other  factors  such  as  indoor  pollution,  e.g.  mold  and  mildew.

Commissioner  Gravanis  stated  that  the  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  Sustainability 
Plan  is  a  significant  document  that  is  the  product  of  intense  effort,  research  and  cutting  edge 
thinking  of  numerous  participants  that  has  the  potential  to  serve  as  a  model  of  sustainability 
plans  for  large  developments.  The  Treasure  Island  Community  Development  (TICD)  team, 
the  Mayor's  Office,  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment  Staff  were  acknowledged  for 
their  hard  work  on  this  document.  The  Plan  has  been  approved  by  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  Board  of  Directors  and  is  on  its  way  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as 
part  of  the  package  called  the  Term  Sheet  Development  Plan. 

Mr.  Jack  Sylvan,  Project  Manager  for  the  Redevelopment  Project  for  Treasure  Island, 
Mayor's  Office  of  Base  Reuse  and  Development  provided  background  and  context  on  the 
Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  Sustainability  Plan.  It  was  stated  that  starting  a  year 
and  a  half  ago,  there  was  a  confluence  of  factors  that  led  to  a  whole  scale  re-visioning  for 
the  Treasure  Island  redevelopment  plans.  One  of  the  key  factors  was  a  consistent  public 
push  for  a  dense  transit-oriented  development.  In  response,  the  development  team  created 
a  visionary  plan  for  turning  a  former  military  base  into  new  open  space  and  a  destination  in 
a  mixed-use  transit  oriented  neighborhood  that  consists  of  6,000  housing  units, 
neighborhood  retail  and  shops,  lodging  facilities  reuse  of  historic  structures,  community 
facilities,  arts  funding  and  affordable  housing. 
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Mr.  Sylvan  explained  that  the  Plan  that  originated  a  year  ago  was  the  product  of  extensive 
work  by  a  team  that  created  a  model  and  framework  for  sustainable  development  in  San 
Francisco  that  is  one  of  the  great  public  benefits  that  the  project  will  provide  to  the  City.  Key 
public  benefits  that  the  project  would  provide  include: 

•  6,000  housing  units. 

•  1800  affordable  units,  30%  of  the  total  project,  which  includes  about  450  units  of 
housing  for  the  formerly  homeless  through  the  well-recognized  Treasure  Island 
Homeless  Development  Initiative  Program  that  provides  supportive  housing. 

•  300  acres  of  new  parks  and  open  space,  the  biggest  new  parks  construction-project 
in  the  City's  history  since  the  creation  of  Golden  Gate  Park. 

•  An  estimated  5,000  temporary  construction  jobs. 

•  2,000-3,000  permanent  jobs. 

•  Project  feasibility  in  that  the  project  is  both  financially  feasible  from  a  constructability 
standpoint  and  from  the  City's  standpoint  it  is  fiscally  sustainable  as  there  is  no  cost 
to  the  General  Fund. 

Mr.  Sylvan  explained  that  since  January  of  this  year,  work  had  been  done  on  providing  more 
detail  and  looking  at  the  Plan  more  comprehensively.  It  was  stated  that  the  Plan  was  a 
collaborative  process  that  involved  many  people  and  extensive  input  from  Director 
Blumenfeld  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment  Staff.  William  McDonough  &  Partners 
had  been  hired  to  review  the  Land  Use  Plan,  measure  goals,  and  craft  the  guiding  vision  for 
the  project.  A  public  workshop  was  held  that  included  existing  Treasure  Island  residents, 
members  of  the  environmental  community,  and  other  stakeholders  to  gather  input  on 
Treasure  Island  sustainability.  This  information  is  included  as  an  Appendix  to  the 
Sustainability  Plan.  Extensive  input  was  received  from  Commissioner  Gravanis  over  the 
years  advocating  for  many  different  things  in  the  course  of  many  drafts. 

Mr.  Sylvan  stated  that  the  result  is  a  document  that  is  not  just  a  vision,  but  has  targets  and 
criteria  that  have  to  be  met  and  is  the  document  that  wraps  the  rest  of  the  project  together. 
It  was  explained  that  affordable  housing,  economic  development,  and  public  safety  are  all 
aspects  of  sustainability  and  are  wrapped  together  in  the  Sustainability  Plan,  recognizing 
that  sustainability  is  not  just  about  the  environment  but  is  also  about  social  issues  and 
economic  development.  Ms.  Jean  Rogers,  ARUP  Engineers,  Consultant  to  Treasure  Island 
Community  Development  was  introduced. 

Ms.  Jean  Rogers  presented  on  Treasure  Island  Sustainability  Plan's  vision  and  guiding 
principles,  focus  areas,  strategies  and  targets,  key  delivery  partners,  implementation  plan 
and  design  guidelines.  Presentation  topics  discussed  and  can  be  referenced  in  the 
explanatory  document  include: 

•    Incorporating  Sustainability  into  Treasure  Island:  A  Triple  Bottom  Line 
Approach  that  includes  environmental  stewardship,  social  benefits,  and 
economic  vitality.  An  example  given  of  the  triple  bottom  line  approach  was  that 
the  renewables  portfolio  emphasizes  building  integrated  photovoltaics.  Those 
benefits  accrue  to  the  residents,  reduces  their  utility  bills,  and  impacts  to  the

environment,  which  is  good  for  the  environment,  the  community,  as  well  as  the 
economy. 

•  Vision  and  Guiding  Principles  to  establish  commitment  to  ideals  for  the  Plan 
such  as  community  development,  thriving  ecosystems,  healthy  neighborhoods, 
affordable  solutions,  global  responsibility,  integrated  design/lasting  beauty,  and 
public  transportation/transparency. 

•  Unique  Aspects  of  Process:  multi-stakeholder  approach  in  developing  this  Plan 
including  the  City  and  other  stakeholders,  integration  of  other  key  plans, 
accountability  for  implementation  and  best  practices  underpinned  by  economic 
analysis. 

•  Unique  Aspects  of  Plan  that  represents  best  practices  for  development.  The 
cascading  approach  has  the  vision  tied  to  strategies,  metrics,  and  an 
implementation  plan;  an  at-a-glance  table  that  summarizes  the  entire  Plan  in 
three  pages;  visual  representations  that  help  to  explain  the  resources  flow  and 
systems  thinking;  key  performance  indicators  that  progress  can  be  measured; 
a  unique  method  to  evaluate  progress  and  incorporate  future  innovation  as 
long  as  there  is  equivalent  project  economics;  and  alignment  with  other 
frameworks  such  as  the  Urban  Environmental  Accords,  the  1997  City's 
Sustainability  Plan,  the  Healthy  Development  Tool,  and  the  USGBC  Leadership 
and  Environment  in  Energy  and  Environment  Framework  both  for 
neighborhood  developments  and  new  construction. 

•  Focus  Areas.  Plan  contains  a  cliff  notes  version  on  pages  12-15  "Sustainability 
at  a  Glance"  that  summarizes  for  each  focus  area,  the  goals,  the  strategies,  the 
targets  and  benefits,  and  outlines  the  frameworks,  which  are  supported  in  each 
of  the  strategies.  Focus  areas  discussed  include  site  design  and  land  use, 
landscape  and  biodiversity,  transportation,  energy,  water  and  wastewater, 
materials,  health  safety  and  security,  community  and  society,  and  economic 
development. 

•  Site  Design  and  Land  Use:  Innovative  and  Sustainable  Urban  Design.  The 
Land  Use  Plan  has  been  transformed  to  one  that  is  environmentally  sensitive 
and  appropriate  for  place. 

o    Compact  Walkable  Community:  density  in  the  range  of  90-100  homes 
per  acre  on  Treasure  Island,  overall  including  Yerba  Buena  Island;  it 
averages  75  dwelling  units  per  acre.  Compact  high-density  mixed-use 
design  where  residents  do  not  have  to  use  automobiles.  It  will  reduce 
green  house  emissions  and  minimize  the  ecological  footprint  of  the 
Island. 

o    Responsive  to  Microclimate:  solar  orientation/wind  protection.  The 
streets  and  buildings'  east-west  access  takes  advantage  of  the  sun's

energy  and  rotation  and  maximizes  exposure  to  the  southern  sky  while 
minimizing  exposure  to  the  strong  prevailing  westerly  winds. 

•  Landscape  and  Biodiversity:  Landscaping  will  support  biodiversity, 
revitalization  of  ecosystems,  and  the  native  flora  and  fauna  in  the  area.  The 
Landscape  Design  will  minimize  use  of  water  and  use  regionally  appropriate 
species  that  can  adapt  to  these  climactic  conditions.  An  Integrated  Pest 
Management  approach  will  be  developed  to  eliminate  the  use  of  pesticides  and 
fertilizers  thereby  protecting  human  health.  A  plant  nursery  will  be  established 
for  propagation  of  native  species. 

•  Transportation  Plan:  Highlights  include  that  the  design  facilitates  a  shift  from 
cars  to  alternative  environmentally  sensitive  transportation.  Residents  and 
visitors  will  be  able  to  access  ferries,  on-island  electric  shuttle  buses,  hybrid 
vehicles  supplied  by  City  Car  Share,  and  an  Island  bicycle  program.  Treasure 
Island  Community  Development  (TICD)  will  partner  with  agencies  to  emphasize 
clean  fuel  technologies  for  buses  and  ferries.  There  is  a  comprehensive 
Transportation  Demand  Management  Program  that  addresses  congestion 
bridge  pricing,  car  sharing,  parking  issues/programs,  and  other  areas. 

•  Energy:  Energy  strategy  for  Treasure  Island  focuses  on  energy  efficiency  and 
reliance  on  renewables. 

o  Designed  to  minimize  demand  and  creation  of  a  sustainable  supply. 
The  buildings  will  take  advantage  of  an  efficient  central  plant  system 
and  design  using  20%  less  energy  than  the  current  Title  24. 

o    Reliance  on  clean,  renewable  sources  of  power.  100%  renewable  grid 
source-supply,  maximize  on-site  renewables,  export  energy  during  peak 
hours.  Building  design  will  focus  on  maximizing  reliance  on  natural 
resources  such  as  daylight  and  natural  ventilation  in  addition  to 
incorporating  high  efficiency  lighting  and  energy  star  appliances. 

o    Proposed  Energy  Supply:  Emphasizes  renewables,  both  grid  source 
and  on-site  generation,  building  integrated  photovoltaics  as  well  as  wind 
power. 

•  Reduced  Carbon  Footprint:  Focus  on  reducing  emissions  from  both  energy 
and  transportation.  Estimate  reducing  emissions  on  Treasure  Island  by  60% 
from  baseline  conditions. 

•  Water  and  Wastewater:  Living  within  the  water  budget.  The  Island  will  have 
its  own  hydrologic  system  designed  to  minimize  the  use  and  maximize  the 
reuse  of  water.  Through  intelligent  design  and  state  of  the  art  fixtures, 
buildings  will  use  20  to  30%  less  potable  water  than  conventional  design.  An 
upgraded  on  island  treatment  facility  will  treat  1.1  million  gallons  per  day  of 
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wastewater.  All  of  the  wastewater  that  is  generated  on  the  Island  will  be 
treated  on  site.  Use  of  gray  water  will  be  maximized. 

•  Eliminating  the  concept  of  waste:  Manage  the  generation  supporting  the 
City's  aggressive  solid  waste  diversion  goals  of  75%  from  landfills.  Organic 
waste  will  be  composted  for  use  on  the  Island's  agricultural  park. 

•  Materials:  Reducing  Embodied  Energy  and  Toxicity  of  Materials:  Innovative 
materials  will  be  used  in  construction  of  site  features,  infrastructure  and 
buildings.  They  will  be  evaluated  and  selected  based  on  their  environmental 
characteristics  including  renewable  and  recyclable  content,  low  toxicity,  and 
source  locally  where  possible.  Demolition  materials  including  concrete  and 
steel  will  be  used  on  site  or  recycled. 

•  Health,  Safety  and  Security  of  Residents:  remediation  of 
contamination/climate  change,  flooding,  seismic  risks/emergency  support. 
The  new  Land  Use  Plan  requires  additional  remediation  of  contamination 
above  and  beyond  what  the  Navy  is  committed  to.  TICD  has  allocated  funds 
to  perform  that  remediation  to  the  standards  appropriate  for  the  new  Land 
Use  Plan.  To  mitigate  geo-technic  risks  and  sea  level  rise  associated  with 
global  warming,  a  50-foot  wide  zone  along  the  entire  perimeter  of  Treasure 
Island  will  be  strengthened  and  stabilized.  The  levy  will  provide 
approximately  7  Vz  foot  of  freeboard  over  normal  high  tides. 

•  Community  and  Society.  To  foster  community  development,  essential 
services  and  easily  accessible  community  spaces  will  be  provided  including  a 
centrally  located  community  center  and  a  range  of  other  facilities.  Space  will 
be  provided  for  an  educational  center  through  TICD  work  with  a  non-profit 
organization. 

•  Economic  Development  and  Viability:  A  sustainable  community  also  provides 
for  a  range  of  diverse  housing  and  employment  opportunities  that  have  been 
carefully  considered  and  presented  in  the  Housing  and  Job  Plans.  The 
Treasure  Island  housing  mix  is  designed  to  accommodate  a  broad  range  of 
incomes  and  life  styles,  approximately  30%  of  the  housing  units  will  be 
affordable  and  approximately  85%  of  TICD  housing  units  will  be  for  sale.  The 
affordable  housing  units  will  maximize  the  benefits  of  energy  and  water 
efficiency  strategies  thereby  lowering  utility  bills  and  minimizing  the  total  cost 
of  ownership  for  the  families  who  need  it  most. 

•  Sustainability  Reference:  TICD  is  committed  to  achieving  LEED  ND  gold 
certification  with  good  faith  efforts  to  achieve  platinum  pending  finalization  of 
the  program.  The  Plan  supports  the  intention  and  specifics  of  the  Urban 
Environmental  Accords. 

•  Green  Building  Specifications  will  be  incorporated  into  the  design  and 
constructions  of  the  buildings  on  Treasure  Island.  It  is  a  condition  for  all 
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building  permits  derived  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  and  based  on  the  LEED  NC  standards.  Highlights  that  are 
included  in  the  Green  Building  specifications  were  discussed  and  are 
included  in  the  presentation  and  in  Appendix  4  of  the  Plan. 

•  Implementation  Plan:  Assessing  Sustainability  Performance  -  scale  has 
been  developed  to  evaluate  progress. 

•  Sustainability  Dashboard  shows  how  progress  will  be  achieved  over  time. 

Ms.  Rogers  summarized  that  the  new  community  will  have  a  positive  impact  on  local 
sustainability  challenges  as  well  as  global  sustainability  issues  across  these  focus  areas.  In 
result  of  the  sustainability  and  design  effort,  the  community  will  enjoy  cleaner,  healthier 
forms  of  transportation,  live  within  its  water  budget,  give  energy  back  to  the  grid  during 
hours  of  peak  demand,  reduce  carbon  emissions  by  60%  and  serve  as  a  constant  reminder 
of  the  choices  we  can  make  in  our  daily  patterns  of  living  to  ensure  a  more  sustainable 
future. 

Ms.  Rogers  stated  that  the  goal  is  to  reduce  the  eco  footprint  of  the  development. 
Designers  and  planners  have  optimized  the  elements  under  their  control,  improving 
transportation  choices,  designed  energy  efficient  housing  and  emphasized  on  site 
renewables  as  well  as  grid  source  and  emission  free  supply.  The  Land  Use  Plan  has  been 
designed  in  harmony  with  local  climactic  conditions.  It  now  comes  down  to  personal 
behavior,  consumption  choices  and  lifestyle  decisions  that  residents  of  Treasure  Island  will 
make.  TICD  is  facilitating  awareness  and  education  through  its  Sustainability  Education 
Center  on  the  Island.  This  Plan  represents  a  model  for  urban  development  and  hope  for  the 
future. 

Commissioner  King  complimented  the  Department's  collective  knowledge  that  went  into 
producing  the  Plan  and  questioned  why  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  Plan  or  the 
Bayview  Hunters  Point  Redevelopment  Plan  is  not  of  the  same  quality.  It  was 
recommended  that  future  large-scale  land  use-plans  reference  this  particular  plan  in  order  to 
make  people  understand  how  to  make  a  better  life  for  themselves  and  their  neighbors. 

Vice-President  Wald  thanked  everyone  for  their  commitment  to  sustainability  and  ambitious 
goals  and  stated  that  she  believes  that  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  can  be  a  model 
for  sustainable  development  and  hopes  that  objectives  will  be  achieved.  Commissioner 
Wald  asked  what  the  process  of  improving  performance  of  some  of  the  focused  areas  that 
have  been  identified  over  time  would  be  once  current  targets  are  met.  Ms.  Rogers  stated 
that  the  Plan  was  created  so  that  progress  could  be  evaluated  and  would  allow  for  flexibility 
and  incorporation  of  new  technologies,  higher  goals,  and  new  ways  of  doing  things  as  long 
as  the  project  economics  are  equivalent  and  other  partners  are  available  to  contribute  to 
those  goals. 

President  Pelosi  Jr.  thanked  the  speakers  for  their  presentation  and  wished  them  luck  in 
their  challenge  going  forward  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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7.  DISCUSSION:  The  Commission  will  initiate  a  discussion  of  ways  to  make  current  practices 
on  Treasure  Island  more  sustainable.

Mr.  Peter  Brastow,  Nature  in  the  City  and  San  Francisco  Environment  Staff 

Commissioner  Ruth  Gravanis  stated  that  the  implementation  of  the  Sustainability  Plan  that 
the  Commission  just  heard  a  presentation  on  is  not  intended  to  begin  until  the  project  begins 
which  is  many  years  from  now  after  the  Navy  conveys  the  land,  EIR  certification,  DDA  is 
done,  and  other  actions.  Commissioner  Gravanis  asked  what  could  be  done  now  to  make 
the  Island  more  sustainable.  It  was  stated  that  people  live  on  the  Island  and  there  is  a 
community  there.  The  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  has  a  wonderful 
program  there  and  there  are  naturally  occurring  ecological  communities  to  be  protected. 
Commissioner  Gravanis  stated  that  she  is  hoping  that  the  topic  of  sustainability  will  be 
continued  to  March  with  the  possibility  of  a  special  meeting  on  the  Island.  Commissioner 
Gravanis  acknowledged  Ms.  Mirian  Saez,  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  for  the  Treasure 
Island  Development  Authority. 

Mr.  Peter  Brastow,  Director,  Nature  in  the  City  discussed  methods  to  implement  the 
biodiversity  aspect  of  sustainability  now  before  the  Sustainability  Plan  is  going  to  be 
implemented.  Mr.  Brastow  discussed  Yerba  Buena  Island's  remaining  naturally  occurring 
eco  systems,  which  was  the  focus  of  the  discussion.  A  picture  chronology  was  shown  of 
native  vegetation  that  demonstrates  the  ecological  integrity  of  the  western  bluffs  of  the 
Island,  Department  of  the  Environment  habitat  restoration  day,  community  habitat 
restoration  day,  Clipper  Cove  Beach,  and  harbor  seals  on  the  Island.  Pictures  were  also 
shown  of  problems  the  Island  is  facing  such  as  invasive  plant  species  invading  the  integrity 
of  the  ecosystems  on  the  Island  and  homeless  encampments  that  present  public  health 
issues. 

Mr.  Brastow  stated  that  Nature  in  the  City  is  engaged  in  the  process  of  identifying,  protecting 
and  taking  care  of  the  natural  resources  on  Yerba  Buena  Island  and  assisting  the  relevant 
agencies,  e.g.  TIDA,  while  the  Island  is  in  flux.  It  was  stated  that  one  method  is  to  engage 
the  community  in  stewardship  of  the  land  and  reference  the  Coast  Guard  for  ideas.  It  was 
recommended  that  the  Development  Plan  include  a  native  plant  nursery  on  Yerba  Buena 
Island.  Also  suggested  was  for  the  Plan  to  address  how  the  housing  redevelopment  would 
affect  the  natural  resources  on  the  Island  and  preservation  and  restoration  that  would  be 
needed  to  create  ecological  sustainability.  Mr.  Brastow  suggested  that  agency  commitment 
be  garnered  for  the  long  term  and  decisions  should  be  made  as  to  what  agency  and 
jurisdiction  is  going  to  be  in  charge  of  managing  the  natural  resources  of  Yerba  Buena 
Island.  It  was  stated  that  in  order  to  accomplish  what  Nature  in  the  City  would  like  to 
accomplish  on  Yerba  Buena  Island  requires  funding  from  private  foundations,  federal  funds, 
or  from  other  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  municipal  arrangements. 

Ms.  Cynthia  Comerford,  Senior  Health  Program  Planner,  Department  of  Public  Health  stated 
that  the  Health  Department  along  with  the  San  Francisco  Bike  Coalition  has  been  awarded 
a  two-year  grant  from  the  California  Department  of  Transportation  to  facilitate  a  community- 
based  Transportation  Plan  for  Treasure  Island  to  design  a  collaborative  participatory 
process  building  a  walkable,  bikeable,  and  accessible  Treasure  Island.  The  Health 
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Department  has  been  involved  in  conducting  several  community  planning  processes  and 
developed  environmental  planning  tools  to  serve  pedestrian  planning  needs  and  is 
committed  to  making  this  Transportation  Plan  for  short  and  long  term-planning  as  the 
Treasure  Island  redevelopment  is  not  scheduled  to  start  for  another  eight  years. 

Ms.  Comerford  discussed  the  work  of  the  Bicycle  Coalition  stating  that  they  are  advocates 
for  making  San  Francisco  safer  for  bicyclists  and  are  extremely  knowledgeable  in 
community  design  features  and  transportation  infrastructure  for  bicycling. 

Ms.  Comerford  explained  that  the  grant  will  award  a  series  of  community  meetings,  surveys, 
focus  groups,  and  the  production  of  outreach  material  about  walking  and  biking  on  and  to 
Treasure  Island.  The  outcome  of  the  Transportation  Plan  will  result  in  a  Community  Action 
Plan  aimed  at  ensuring  equitable  access  for  residents,  commuters,  and  visitors  on  and  into 
Treasure  Island  with  an  emphasis  on  building  healthy,  active  neighborhoods.  The  final 
Action  Plan  will  be  presented  to  key  decision  makers  on  the  redevelopment  of  Treasure 
Island.  It  was  stated  that  the  community  transportation  planning  process  is  in  its  initial 
planning  phases  and  will  formally  begin  sometime  in  January  or  February.  The  scoping 
documents  and  more  details  on  the  Plan  should  be  available  on  the  Health  Department's 
Bicycle  Coalition's  website  in  the  next  couple  of  weeks.  Ms.  Comerford  asked  if 
Commissioners  were  interested  in  serving  on  the  Advisory  Committee,  or  if  the  public  was 
interested  in  being  a  stakeholder. 

Mr.  Bob  Besso,  Recycling  Program  Manager,  Norcal  Waste  Systems  San  Francisco 
Region,  which  includes  Sunset  Scavenger  and  Golden  Gate  Disposal  and  Recycling, 
servicing  Treasure  Island,  discussed  the  need  for  improvement  for  recycling  and  waste 
diversion  on  Treasure  Island.  Reasons  given  for  the  low  recycling  rate  are  that  housing  is 
similar  to  apartment  house  arrangements  where  the  tenants  do  not  have  a  direct 
relationship  to  waste  generation  and  are  not  paying  for  refuse  collection  as  a  single  family 
household  would  be  in  San  Francisco.  There  is  no  motivation  to  separate  the  waste 
accordingly  because  there  is  no  extra  fee  associated. 

Suggestions  to  increase  recycling  included  better  outreach,  direct  mail,  going  door  to  door 
with  informational  handouts,  neighborhood  workshops,  a  block-leader  program  or  an  island- 
leader  program  where  volunteers  adopt  a  street  and  provide  oversight  and  assistance  to 
tenants  in  correcting  behaviors.  It  was  stated  that  the  most  effective  method  would  be  to 
incorporate  within  the  tenant's  lease  or  property  rental  agreement  a  commitment  by  the 
tenant  to  participate  in  the  recycling,  waste  diversion  program  as  a  condition  of  lease  or  as  a 
condition  for  residing  on  the  Island. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  asked  what  it  would  cost  to  do  an  adequate  job  of  education 
whether  through  workshops  or  literature.  Mr.  Besso  stated  that  Sunset  Scavenger  and 
Golden  Gate  Disposal  have  historically  worked  with  the  Department  of  the  Environment  who 
has  taken  primary  responsibility  for  outreach.  It  was  stated  that  in  the  past,  a  direct  mail 
piece  could  cost  $1.00  per  household  for  a  one-time  contact,  and  that  door-to-door  outreach 
could  be  done  with  less  cost  with  volunteers.  It  would  then  be  a  matter  of  printing  the 
material  which  is  about  half  of  the  cost  of  a  direct  mail  campaign. 
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Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Department  has  a  Volunteer  Coordinator,  Ms.  Sunshine 
Swinford-DeVries  who  is  in  the  process  of  doing  an  outreach  multi-family  campaign  with 
Golden  Gate  and  Sunset  Scavenger.  Volunteers  were  asked  to  go  door  to  door  and  within 
a  week  50  people  expressed  interest  in  participation.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  he 
believed  that  money  was  not  the  obstacle  and  recommended  devising  a  work  strategy  and 
surveying  the  residents  as  to  what  the  obstacles  for  recycling  may  be. 

Vice-President  Wald  asked  if  the  Treasure  Island  residents  receive  all  of  the  bins.  Mr. 
Besso  stated  that  residents  do  not  receive  the  green  bin  by  default,  as  there  has  not  been  a 
demand.  Residents  do  receive  the  blue  and  black  bin,  which  is  the  easiest  component  of 
managing  waste.  It  was  suggested  that  this  particular  collection  be  straightened  out  before 
implementing  the  green  bin.  Vice-President  Wald  suggested  that  a  study  be  implemented  to 
determine  which  outreach  method  works  the  best  in  encouraging  people  to  recycle  and 
suggested  that  someone  may  be  interested  in  funding  this  type  of  study. 

Mr.  Morris  Quill,  General  Manager,  Golden  Gate  Disposal  and  Recycling  discussed 
operational  issues.  It  was  stated  that  there  is  significant  amount  of  contamination  in  the 
blue  recycling  containers,  and  drivers  are  making  a  decision  as  to  whether  they  take  the 
recycling  container  and  contaminate  the  truck  or  put  it  in  the  garbage.  It  was  recommended 
that  residences  with  5-7  occupants  be  reviewed  to  determine  whether  they  have  adequate 
containers  or  bin  loading.  It  was  stated  that  the  garbage  container  seems  to  be  limited 
which  is  good  for  encouraging  recycling,  but  the  tenants  sometimes  put  the  garbage  in  the 
recycling.  Financial  incentives  were  recommended  in  order  to  motivate  the  tenants  to 
recycle. 

Vice  President  Wald  asked  if  the  landlord  could  be  penalized.  Mr.  Quill  stated  that  the 
landlords  should  understand  that  because  charges  are  based  upon  garbage  collected,  that 
recycling  that  is  thrown  into  the  garbage  should  have  a  charge  levied  as  well.  Vice 
President  Wald  recommended  that  Treasure  Island  residents  receive  the  Department 
brochure  on  recycling.  Mr.  Quill  stated  that  the  three-bin  program  is  transparent  and  carts 
are  distinctive  for  each  area.  It  was  stated  that  the  residents  could  live  with  the  smaller 
containers  if  they  were  to  separate  the  refuse  and  that  there  is  more  volume  than  capacity  at 
this  point. 

Commissioner  King  stated  that  he  had  previously  received  a  letter  from  a  landlord  stating 
that  the  cost  would  be  passed  on  the  resident  if  recycling  was  not  done.  More  education  in 
this  area  was  recommended.  The  Department  was  commended  for  their  previous  education 
efforts  that  reached  out  to  adults  and  children. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Sherry  Williams,  Director,  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development 
Initiative,  a  collaboration  often  different  community-based  organizations  that  provide 
supportive  housing  for  formerly  homeless  people  on  Treasure  Island.  Ms.  Williams  stated 
that  the  topic  of  recycling  is  a  popular  issue  on  Treasure  Island  and  recommended  having 
community  events  and  multiple  strategies  for  reaching  residents  instead  of  handing  out 
written  material.  Ms.  Williams  spoke  in  favor  of  working  with  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  to  establish  collaboration  between  Treasure  Island  residents  and  the 
Department  to  provide  education  on  environmental  issues  such  as  recycling  efforts,  energy 
conservation,  and  other  resources  that  can  be  brought  to  the  Island. 
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Public  Comment:  Mr.  Andy  Thornley,  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition  thanked  Mr.  Brastow 
for  his  presentation  on  Yerba  Buena  Island.  Mr.  Thornley  expressed  his  interest  in  working 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  on  their  efforts  at  Treasure  Island.  It  was  stated  that 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  have  made  significant  efforts  in  terms  of  planning,  the 
environment,  and  healthy  neighborhoods  and  have  developed  a  set  of  community  health 
impact  assessment  tools  mostly  for  the  eastern  neighborhoods  that  could  be  brought  to 
Treasure  Island.  Mr.  Thornley  expressed  his  support  of  engaging  the  current  and  future 
residents  of  the  Island,  especially  people  who  are  economically  disadvantaged,  by  working 
together  to  promote  future  events,  recycling,  composting,  sustainability,  and  bicycling  on  the 
Island.  A  discussion  was  held  on  a  recent  youth  bike  fair  that  was  held  on  the  Island. 

Vice  President  Wald  asked  whether  there  is  an  attempt  to  make  Treasure  Island  events 
zero  waste  as  in  San  Francisco.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Department  will  work 
with  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  to  coordinate  this  effort.  Mr.  Thornley  advised 
that  the  Bike  Coalition  is  having  their  Winter  Fest  event  on  Sunday  that  is  planned  to  be 
zero  waste  and  will  make  sure  their  future  Treasure  Island  events  will  be  the  same. 

8.  DISCUSSION  and  ACTION:  The  Commission  discussed  creating  and  adopting  a  policy 
regarding  members'  attendance  at  Commission  Meetings  (Explanatory  Documents:

■    Chair's  Report:  Commissioner  Mok  highlighted  the  meeting  of  Wednesday,  October 
18,  2006.  The  next  meeting  is  scheduled  for  Wednesday,  January  17,  2007,  at  4:00 
p.m.,  1 1  Grove  Street,  Eco-Center  Conference  Room.  Commissioner  Mok  reported 
that  at  the  October  18  meeting,  the  current  and  upcoming  public  outreach  plan  was 
discussed  as  well  as  the  team's  reorganization;  yellow-page  advertising,  recycling 
and  composting,  web  design,  and  toxics  reduction.  Additional  topics  heard  included 
approval  of  Environmental  Justice  grant  funds,  the  Controller's  Office  Audit  Report 
update,  and  lease  of  office  space  at  1 1  Grove  Street  update. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  stated  that  she  had  made  a  request  at  the 
October  Operations  Committee  meeting  for  a  copy  of  the  City's  Global  Compact 
Project,  the  Department's  formal  policy  on  volunteers,  and  a  defined  agreement 
between  the  UN  Global  Compact  Office  and  the  Department.  Ms.  Wuerfel  requested 
that  a  formal  written  policy  be  developed  to  address  how  City  land  should  be  used  by 
the  UN  Global  Compact,  and  asked  for  further  discussion  of  the  status  of  the  $5,000 
grant. 

President  Pelosi  Jr.  stated  that  these  issues  were  discussed  at  the  October 
Operations  Committee  meeting  and  recommended  that  the  City  Attorney's  Office 
develop  a  policy  on  use  of  office  space  and  other  suggestions  as  stated  in  Ms. 
Wuerfel's  public  comment.  The  policy  would  then  be  brought  to  the  Operations

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Bay  Area  Council  made  a  commitment  because 
of  their  desire  to  have  the  UN  have  an  office  in  San  Francisco  and  would  follow-up  to 
see  if  funds  were  received.

A  discussion  was  held  with  outstanding 
speakers  on  organic  and  sustainable  food  policy  as  a  precursor  to  the  Commission  and 
Department's  work  on  Urban  Environmental  Accord  on  organic  food  priorities  and  also 
discussed  was  the  attendance  policy  for  Commission  and  Committee  meetings. 
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Commissioner  King  reported  that  at  the  November  13,  2006  meeting,  a  discussion  was 
held  on  fostering  urban  wildlife  habitats,  encouraging  people  to  grow  natural  plants  in 
their  backyards,  looking  for  more  areas  in  the  City  to  grow  natural  plants,  as  well  as 
discouraging  pouring  concrete  over  what  could  be  beautiful  natural  areas.  Department 
objectives  for  2007  were  also  discussed,  such  as  preservation  of  older  mature  trees  and 
additional  strategic  developments. 

Policy  Chair  Wald  reported  that  the  December  1 1  meeting  was  cancelled  due  to  a  lack  of 
quorum.  The  next  meeting  would  be  held  on  January  8,  2007. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Wuerfel  stated  that  there  is  $200,000  per  year  allocated  to 
discuss  long-term  planning  and  that  long  term  planning  for  the  landfill  should  be 
identified  for  discussion  as  part  of  the  Department's  Strategic  Plan  as  it  has  implications 
for  the  Bay  Region.  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  it  is  slated  to  begin  in  January 
2007.

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  environmental  and  health  issues  that  the  Precautionary 
Principle  addresses,  City  department's  increasing  awareness,  and  the  impact  on  the  rest  of 
the  nation.  The  non-profit  community  e.g.,  the  Breast  Cancer  Fund,  the  Bay  Area  Working 
Group,  and  the  Environmental  Justice  Community  were  commended  for  their  efforts  in 
working  towards  implementing  the  Precautionary  Principle. 

Ms.  Debbie  Raphael,  Toxics  Reduction  Program  Manager,  stated  that  the  Commission  has 
a  copy  of  the  Draft  Precautionary  Principle-Three  Year  Review  Report  in  their  meeting 
packets  in  order  to  approve  for  submittal  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  It  was  stated  that  one 
of  the  notable  accomplishments  was  creating  the  idea  of  an  alternatives  assessment  and 
acknowledging  the  importance  of  involving  the  community  in  identifying  available 
alternatives  to  minimize  harm.   Ms.  Raphael  cited  a  report  from  the  Lowell  Center  for 
Sustainable  Production  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts  called  "Alternative  Assessments 
Framework"  and  stated  that  Department  staff  has  been  pioneers  in  formalizing  the  idea  of  a 
Precautionary  Principle  and  Alternatives  Assessment,  which  is  now  the  subject  of  academic 
frameworks  and  papers  nationally.  It  was  stated  that  community  members  are  committed  to 
working  on  the  Precautionary  Principle.  The  Department  has  received  awards,  and 
currently  working  with  other  cities,  counties  and  states  to  do  similar  things.  San  Francisco  is 
being  looked  at  as  the  leader. 

Ms.  Raphael  stated  that  in  the  last  three  years,  letters  of  support  from  various  organizations 
and  institutions  had  been  received  as  well  as  phone  calls  asking  how  it  was  done.  Inquiries 
had  been  made  as  to  how  San  Francisco  is  different  now  that  it  has  a  Precautionary 
Principle  Ordinance.  Examples  of  successes  given  included  the  Precautionary  Purchasing 
Ordinance  that  looks  at  all  City  purchases  and  asks  that  the  public  help  decide  future 
products  for  an  alternatives  assessment.  It  was  explained  that  the  idea  of  a  precautionary 
approach  has  not  percolated  deep  enough  into  other  City  departments.  One 
recommendation  in  the  Report  states  that  elected  officials,  City  agencies,  the  community 
and  local  businesses  all  need  to  understand  how  to  implement  a  precautionary  purchasing 
approach.  Ms.  Raphael  asked  the  Commission  to  reach  out  to  other  City  Commissions  and 
City  Agencies  to  adopt  these  approaches  and  deepen  the  understanding  of  the  Principle. 
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Public  Comment:  Ms.  Joan  Reinhardt  Reiss,  Coordinator,  Bay  Area  Working  Group  on  the 
Precautionary  Principle,  Public  Policy  Advocate,  BCF,  discussed  the  progress  of  the 
Precautionary  Principle  since  its  inception  three  years  ago  and  discussed  current  work  that 
is  being  done.  It  was  stated  that  other  cities  are  inquiring  about  San  Francisco's  approach 
and  referenced  a  website  for  information  www.takingprecaution.org.   Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss 
stated  that  the  Bay  Area  Working  Group  has  traveled  to  other  areas  of  the  United  States  to 
educate  others,  and  stressed  the  importance  of  instilling  a  culture  of  precaution  in  the  City 
through  other  City  departments.  Creating  an  informal  interagency  advocate  group  that 
would  meet  on  a  quarterly  basis  was  suggested.  Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss  advised  that  the  San 
Francisco  Foundation  funded  the  Bay  Area  Working  Group  and  Neighborhood  Assemblies 
Network  to  utilize  a  collaborative  process  to  identify  existing  community  problems  that  could 
be  solved  with  a  precautionary  approach.  A  Planning  Team  would  be  starting  work  early 
next  year. 

Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss  speaking  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Neil  Gendel,  Healthy  Children's  Organizing 
Project  discussed  Mr.  Gendel's  work  with  the  lead  ordinance  and  referenced  his 
correspondence  in  the  meeting  packet. 

Vice-President  Wald  stated  that  the  Precautionary  Principle  had  been  discussed  at  the 
Commission's  Policy  Committee  meetings  on  numerous  occasions  and  on  October  30  a  pre- 
draft  was  reviewed.  It  was  stated  that  the  Policy  Committee  had  an  opportunity  to  hear  from 
speakers  such  as  Ms.  Reinhardt  Reiss,  Mr.  Neil  Gendel,  and  others  on  their  work  and  the 
importance  of  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance.  Vice-President  Wald  recommended  that  the 
Commission  hold  joint  meetings  with  other  Commissions  to  present  what  the  Precautionary 
Principle  is,  how  this  Department  has  utilitized  it  in  decision-making,  and  how  others  can  use 
it  to  improve  their  decision-making. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  thanked  Ms.  Debbie  Raphael,  Department  Staff,  Ms.  Reinhardt 
Reiss,  Ms.  Jennifer  Clary,  and  many  other  citizens  who  have  spent  a  lot  of  time  on  this 
project. 

Upon  Motion  by  Commissioner  Gravanis  and  second  by  Commissioner  Mok,  the 
Precautionary  Principle  Three-Year  Review  Report  was  approved  for  submission  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  (AYES:  Commissioners  Pelosi  Jr.,  Wald,  Gravanis,  King,  and  Mok).

Ms.  Anne  Eng,  Environmental  Justice  Program  Manager  stated  that  Bayview-Hunters  Point 
is  burdened  by  many  industrial  sites  and  facilities,  and  Bayview  residents  are  concerned 
with  the  air  quality  in  their  neighborhood.  As  a  result,  a  project  was  initiated  to  monitor  the 
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air  in  the  Bayview  for  a  year,  and  Mr.  Gary  Rubenstein  of  Sierra  Research,  who  has  been 
contracted  to  analyze  the  air  pollution  data,  was  introduced. 

Mr.  Rubenstein  presented  an  overview,  summary  of  results,  and  principle  conclusions  on 
the  results  of  the  air  quality  data  collected  by  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Community  Air 
Monitoring  Project  (BayCAMP).  It  was  stated  that  the  air  monitoring  station  was  located 
near  Hilltop  Park,  across  from  Whitney  Young  Circle  and  was  selected  based  on  community 
participation.  Monitoring  was  a  joint  project  implemented  by  the  San  Francisco 
Environment,  California  Air  Resources  Board,  and  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management 
District  with  support  from  the  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency.  The  air 
quality  samples  were  collected  on  a  regular  schedule  from  June  2004  through  June  2005 
and  were  analyzed  for  a  variety  of  air  contaminants  and  pollutants.  Topics  discussed 
included: 

•  BayCAMP  Station  and  Surrounding  Area  Map  that  shows  the  location  of  the  air 
monitoring  site  and  its  proximity  to  the  Hunters  Point  Power  Plant  that  was 
operating  at  the  time  of  data  collection  (now  shut  down)  and  proximity  to  the 
Arkansas  Street  Monitoring  Station. 

•  Summary  of  Results — Data  collected  for  39  compounds  that  fall  into  four 
categories  of  pollutants  that  produce  acute  health  effects,  chronic  health  effects, 
carcinogenic  compounds,  and  criteria  air  pollutants,  e.g.  ozone  smog,  particulates. 

•  Acute  Health  Effects  Index  at  All  Bay  Area  Monitoring  Sites  for  2004  (Arkansas 
Street,  Fremont  and  San  Jose  stations).  Pollutants  measured  at  BayCAMP  were 
comparable  to  Arkansas  Street,  lower  than  Fremont  and  much  lower  than  San 
Jose. 

•  Chronic  Health  Effects  Index  for  BayCAMP,  Arkansas  Street  and  San  Jose  were 
similar. 

•  Cancer  Risk  from  Measured  Pollutants  at  all  Bay  Area  Monitoring  Sites — 
BayCAMP  levels  were  lower  among  the  four  sites,  Arkansas  Street  was  higher, 
Fremont  was  highest,  and  San  Jose  was  in  between  BayCAMP  and  Arkansas 
Street.  Under  the  BayCAMP  program,  they  were  not  able  to  measure  the 
contributions  from  diesel  particulate  because  of  the  high  cost. 

•  Ozone  (Smog)  was  comparable  throughout  all  four  sites,  as  it  is  a  regional 
pollutant. 

•  Particulate  Matter  -  Annual  Average  PM2.5  Concentrations — BayCAMP  numbers 
were  lower  than  the  other  three  stations. 

•  Conclusions  (see  presentation). 

Commissioner  King  inquired  whether  the  sites  used  to  measure  air  quality  in  San  Jose  and 
Fremont  were  similar  land  uses  as  the  industrial  sites  in  the  Bayview.  Mr.  Rubenstein 
stated  that  he  was  unsure,  but  believed  that  the  Fremont  station  may  be  in  a  similar  area, 
and  that  there  are  two  or  three  monitoring  stations  in  San  Jose  that  are  downtown  or  close 
to  the  freeway  that  would  have  a  high  contribution  of  vehicle  exhaust. 

Commissioner  King  asked  if  there  was  a  report  on  implication  to  human  health  from 
information  gathered  at  the  Bayview  site.  Mr.  Rubenstein  stated  that  the  air  quality  in  San 
Francisco  is  among  the  best  for  any  major  metropolitan  area  in  the  country  because  of  good 
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weather  conditions  and  location  and  are  within  most,  but  not  all  of  federal  and  state  air 
quality  standards.  It  was  stated  that  the  further  inland  you  go,  the  further  downwind  you  go, 
the  higher  the  levels  of  air  pollutants  will  be. 

Commissioner  King  asked  if  there  was  a  study  done  that  cites  dangerous  air  quality  spots  in 
San  Francisco  and  how  the  BayCAMP  and  Arkansas  Street  stations  measured  in 
comparison.  Mr.  Rubenstein  stated  that  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
completed  a  study  last  year,  as  part  of  its  efforts  to  site  the  new  small  power  plant  in  this 
community.  In  that  study,  four  community-monitoring  stations  were  compared  with  the 
results  from  the  Arkansas  Street  station.  Results  were  similar  to  the  BayCAMP  results  in 
that  there  were  no  significant  differences  between  those  four  locations.  Mr.  Rubenstein 
stated  that  the  Arkansas  Street  data  produces  the  longest  running  records  over  the  past  30 
years  and  is  reasonably  representative  of  air  quality  in  San  Francisco  and  in  this  particular 
community. 

Vice-President  Wald  asked  if  different  data  would  have  been  produced  if  there  had  been 
multiple  sites  monitored  within  this  community.  Mr.  Rubenstein  stated  that  the  SFPUC 
conducted  their  four  studies  for  this  reason  four  months  after  the  BayCAMP  monitor  shut 
down.  The  study  reviewed  several  of  the  same  pollutants,  not  as  many,  and  monitoring  was 
conducted  over  the  peak  particulate  winter  season.  The  result  was  that  there  were  no 
significant  differences  seen  between  those  four  sites  and  the  Arkansas  site.  The  SFPUC 
will  be  publishing  their  report  within  the  next  couple  of  weeks. 

Vice-President  Wald  inquired  as  to  why  diesel  particulates  were  not  measured.  Mr. 
Rubenstein  stated  that  it  is  very  expensive  to  isolate  diesel  particulates  from  other 
particulates  and  resources  were  not  available  to  conduct  a  study.  Vice-President  Wald 
asked  if  the  potential  for  health  risks  would  change  if  diesel  particulates  were  measured. 
Mr.  Rubenstein  stated  that  the  results  would  change  dramatically,  but  for  the  cases  where 
diesel  particulates  had  been  measured  and  separated  from  others,  the  highest  levels  seen 
are  4  micrograms  per  cubic  meter,  and  the  numbers  discussed  here  were  12  to  15 
micrograms  per  cubic  meter. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  now  that  the  Hunters  Point  Power  Plant  has  been  closed, 
there  are  still  two  freeways,  Highway  101  and  280  that  intersect  this  community  and  inquired 
whether  the  data  gathered  included  diesel  emissions.  Mr.  Rubenstein  stated  that  the 
Particulate  Matter-Annual  Average  chart  includes  diesel  particulates  but  does  not  separate 
how  much  they  are.  It  was  stated  that  since  the  diesel  particulates  cannot  be  separated  out, 
they  could  not  be  included  in  the  cancer  risk  assessment.  Director  Blumenfeld  asked  if  the 
conclusions  would  be  different  if  you  were  to  do  similar  monitoring  at  a  street  level  for  diesel 
emissions.  Mr.  Rubenstein  indicated  that  if  you  were  to  do  a  localized  analysis,  upwind  and 
downwind  across  an  intersection  on  Third  Street,  you  would  be  able  to  see  some  impact 
from  diesel  particulates.  It  was  stated  that  you  don't  have  to  spend  a  lot  of  money  to  know 
that  there  are  diesel  trucks  on  Third  Street  and  they  emit  particulate  matter. 

Director  Blumenfeld  discussed  the  elevated  rate  of  asthma  especially  among  children  in  the 
Bayview  community  and  possible  causes  such  as  diesel  emissions  and  indoor  pollutants, 
such  as  mold  and  mildew.  Mr.  Rubenstein  stated  that  while  diesel  particulate  is  a 
carcinogen,  he  does  not  know  that  it  is  a  worse  contributor  than  other  small  particles  as  they 
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are  all  lung  irritants.  It  was  recommended  that  additional  resources  be  devoted  to  isolate 
other  factors  that  are  contributing  to  higher  asthma  levels  in  the  Bayview. 

Director  Blumenfeld  asked  Mr.  Rubenstein  to  report  on  the  increase  in  carbon  tetrachloride 
and  potential  impacts  in  the  final  report.  Mr.  Rubenstein  stated  that  it  was  the  second  or 
third  largest  contributor  and  discussed  the  high  concentrations  of  acrylonitrile. 

Commissioner  King  stated  that  the  research  is  fascinating  considering  the  PG&E  plant  was 
running  at  the  time  and  requested  additional  information  on  the  SFPUC  study.  Director 
-  Blumenfeld  asked  Mr.  Rubenstein  to  attend  a  future  Commission  or  Policy  Committee 
meeting  to  report  on  the  SFPUC  data. 

Ms.  Eng  stated  that  studies  do  not  show  that  there  is  an  excessive  level  of  any  single 
pollutant  in  the  Bayview  that  is  so  significantly  different  than  other  metropolitan  areas.  It 
was  explained  that  there  is  approximately  25%  of  the  population  that  is  suffering  from 
cancer,  and  detective  work  has  to  be  done  as  to  what  portion  is  caused  by  air  pollution  or 
other  factors  such  as  indoor  pollution,  e.g.  mold  and  mildew.

Commissioner  Gravanis  stated  that  the  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  Sustainability 
Plan  is  a  significant  document  that  is  the  product  of  intense  effort,  research  and  cutting  edge 
thinking  of  numerous  participants  that  has  the  potential  to  serve  as  a  model  of  sustainability 
plans  for  large  developments.  The  Treasure  Island  Community  Development  (TICD)  team, 
the  Mayor's  Office,  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment  Staff  were  acknowledged  for 
their  hard  work  on  this  document.  The  Plan  has  been  approved  by  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  Board  of  Directors  and  is  on  its  way  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as 
part  of  the  package  called  the  Term  Sheet  Development  Plan. 

Mr.  Jack  Sylvan,  Project  Manager  for  the  Redevelopment  Project  for  Treasure  Island, 
Mayor's  Office  of  Base  Reuse  and  Development  provided  background  and  context  on  the 
Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  Sustainability  Plan.  It  was  stated  that  starting  a  year 
and  a  half  ago,  there  was  a  confluence  of  factors  that  led  to  a  whole  scale  re-visioning  for 
the  Treasure  Island  redevelopment  plans.  One  of  the  key  factors  was  a  consistent  public 
push  for  a  dense  transit-oriented  development.  In  response,  the  development  team  created 
a  visionary  plan  for  turning  a  former  military  base  into  new  open  space  and  a  destination  in 
a  mixed-use  transit  oriented  neighborhood  that  consists  of  6,000  housing  units, 
neighborhood  retail  and  shops,  lodging  facilities  reuse  of  historic  structures,  community 
facilities,  arts  funding  and  affordable  housing. 
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Mr.  Sylvan  explained  that  the  Plan  that  originated  a  year  ago  was  the  product  of  extensive 
work  by  a  team  that  created  a  model  and  framework  for  sustainable  development  in  San 
Francisco  that  is  one  of  the  great  public  benefits  that  the  project  will  provide  to  the  City.  Key 
public  benefits  that  the  project  would  provide  include: 

•  6,000  housing  units. 

•  1800  affordable  units,  30%  of  the  total  project,  which  includes  about  450  units  of 
housing  for  the  formerly  homeless  through  the  well-recognized  Treasure  Island 
Homeless  Development  Initiative  Program  that  provides  supportive  housing. 

•  300  acres  of  new  parks  and  open  space,  the  biggest  new  parks  construction-project 
in  the  City's  history  since  the  creation  of  Golden  Gate  Park. 

•  An  estimated  5,000  temporary  construction  jobs. 

•  2,000-3,000  permanent  jobs. 

•  Project  feasibility  in  that  the  project  is  both  financially  feasible  from  a  constructability 
standpoint  and  from  the  City's  standpoint  it  is  fiscally  sustainable  as  there  is  no  cost 
to  the  General  Fund. 

Mr.  Sylvan  explained  that  since  January  of  this  year,  work  had  been  done  on  providing  more 
detail  and  looking  at  the  Plan  more  comprehensively.  It  was  stated  that  the  Plan  was  a 
collaborative  process  that  involved  many  people  and  extensive  input  from  Director 
Blumenfeld  and  the  Department  of  the  Environment  Staff.  William  McDonough  &  Partners 
had  been  hired  to  review  the  Land  Use  Plan,  measure  goals,  and  craft  the  guiding  vision  for 
the  project.  A  public  workshop  was  held  that  included  existing  Treasure  Island  residents, 
members  of  the  environmental  community,  and  other  stakeholders  to  gather  input  on 
Treasure  Island  sustainability.  This  information  is  included  as  an  Appendix  to  the 
Sustainability  Plan.  Extensive  input  was  received  from  Commissioner  Gravanis  over  the 
years  advocating  for  many  different  things  in  the  course  of  many  drafts. 

Mr.  Sylvan  stated  that  the  result  is  a  document  that  is  not  just  a  vision,  but  has  targets  and 
criteria  that  have  to  be  met  and  is  the  document  that  wraps  the  rest  of  the  project  together. 
It  was  explained  that  affordable  housing,  economic  development,  and  public  safety  are  all 
aspects  of  sustainability  and  are  wrapped  together  in  the  Sustainability  Plan,  recognizing 
that  sustainability  is  not  just  about  the  environment  but  is  also  about  social  issues  and 
economic  development.  Ms.  Jean  Rogers,  ARUP  Engineers,  Consultant  to  Treasure  Island 
Community  Development  was  introduced. 

Ms.  Jean  Rogers  presented  on  Treasure  Island  Sustainability  Plan's  vision  and  guiding 
principles,  focus  areas,  strategies  and  targets,  key  delivery  partners,  implementation  plan 
and  design  guidelines.  Presentation  topics  discussed  and  can  be  referenced  in  the 
explanatory  document  include: 

•    Incorporating  Sustainability  into  Treasure  Island:  A  Triple  Bottom  Line 
Approach  that  includes  environmental  stewardship,  social  benefits,  and 
economic  vitality.  An  example  given  of  the  triple  bottom  line  approach  was  that 
the  renewables  portfolio  emphasizes  building  integrated  photovoltaics.  Those 
benefits  accrue  to  the  residents,  reduces  their  utility  bills,  and  impacts  to  the 
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environment,  which  is  good  for  the  environment,  the  community,  as  well  as  the 
economy. 

•  Vision  and  Guiding  Principles  to  establish  commitment  to  ideals  for  the  Plan 
such  as  community  development,  thriving  ecosystems,  healthy  neighborhoods, 
affordable  solutions,  global  responsibility,  integrated  design/lasting  beauty,  and 
public  transportation/transparency. 

•  Unique  Aspects  of  Process:  multi-stakeholder  approach  in  developing  this  Plan 
including  the  City  and  other  stakeholders,  integration  of  other  key  plans, 
accountability  for  implementation  and  best  practices  underpinned  by  economic 
analysis. 

•  Unique  Aspects  of  Plan  that  represents  best  practices  for  development.  The 
cascading  approach  has  the  vision  tied  to  strategies,  metrics,  and  an 
implementation  plan;  an  at-a-glance  table  that  summarizes  the  entire  Plan  in 
three  pages;  visual  representations  that  help  to  explain  the  resources  flow  and 
systems  thinking;  key  performance  indicators  that  progress  can  be  measured; 
a  unique  method  to  evaluate  progress  and  incorporate  future  innovation  as 
long  as  there  is  equivalent  project  economics;  and  alignment  with  other 
frameworks  such  as  the  Urban  Environmental  Accords,  the  1997  City's 
Sustainability  Plan,  the  Healthy  Development  Tool,  and  the  USGBC  Leadership 
and  Environment  in  Energy  and  Environment  Framework  both  for 
neighborhood  developments  and  new  construction. 

•  Focus  Areas.  Plan  contains  a  cliff  notes  version  on  pages  12-15  "Sustainability 
at  a  Glance"  that  summarizes  for  each  focus  area,  the  goals,  the  strategies,  the 
targets  and  benefits,  and  outlines  the  frameworks,  which  are  supported  in  each 
of  the  strategies.  Focus  areas  discussed  include  site  design  and  land  use, 
landscape  and  biodiversity,  transportation,  energy,  water  and  wastewater, 
materials,  health  safety  and  security,  community  and  society,  and  economic 
development. 

•  Site  Design  and  Land  Use:  Innovative  and  Sustainable  Urban  Design.  The 
Land  Use  Plan  has  been  transformed  to  one  that  is  environmentally  sensitive 
and  appropriate  for  place. 

o    Compact  Walkable  Community:  density  in  the  range  of  90  -  1 00  homes 
per  acre  on  Treasure  Island,  overall  including  Yerba  Buena  Island;  it 
averages  75  dwelling  units  per  acre.  Compact  high-density  mixed-use 
design  where  residents  do  not  have  to  use  automobiles.  It  will  reduce 
green  house  emissions  and  minimize  the  ecological  footprint  of  the 
Island. 

o    Responsive  to  Microclimate:  solar  orientation/wind  protection.  The 
streets  and  buildings'  east-west  access  takes  advantage  of  the  sun's 
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energy  and  rotation  and  maximizes  exposure  to  the  southern  sky  while 
minimizing  exposure  to  the  strong  prevailing  westerly  winds. 

•  Landscape  and  Biodiversity:  Landscaping  will  support  biodiversity, 
revitalization  of  ecosystems,  and  the  native  flora  and  fauna  in  the  area.  The 
Landscape  Design  will  minimize  use  of  water  and  use  regionally  appropriate 
species  that  can  adapt  to  these  climactic  conditions.  An  Integrated  Pest 
Management  approach  will  be  developed  to  eliminate  the  use  of  pesticides  and 
fertilizers  thereby  protecting  human  health.  A  plant  nursery  will  be  established 
for  propagation  of  native  species. 

•  Transportation  Plan:  Highlights  include  that  the  design  facilitates  a  shift  from 
cars  to  alternative  environmentally  sensitive  transportation.  Residents  and 
visitors  will  be  able  to  access  ferries,  on-island  electric  shuttle  buses,  hybrid 
vehicles  supplied  by  City  Car  Share,  and  an  Island  bicycle  program.  Treasure 
Island  Community  Development  (TICD)  will  partner  with  agencies  to  emphasize 
clean  fuel  technologies  for  buses  and  ferries.  There  is  a  comprehensive 
Transportation  Demand  Management  Program  that  addresses  congestion 
bridge  pricing,  car  sharing,  parking  issues/programs,  and  other  areas. 

•  Energy:  Energy  strategy  for  Treasure  Island  focuses  on  energy  efficiency  and 
reliance  on  renewables. 

o  Designed  to  minimize  demand  and  creation  of  a  sustainable  supply. 
The  buildings  will  take  advantage  of  an  efficient  central  plant  system 
and  design  using  20%  less  energy  than  the  current  Title  24. 

o    Reliance  on  clean,  renewable  sources  of  power.  100%  renewable  grid 
source-supply,  maximize  on-site  renewables,  export  energy  during  peak 
hours.  Building  design  will  focus  on  maximizing  reliance  on  natural 
resources  such  as  daylight  and  natural  ventilation  in  addition  to 
incorporating  high  efficiency  lighting  and  energy  star  appliances. 

o    Proposed  Energy  Supply:  Emphasizes  renewables,  both  grid  source 
and  on-site  generation,  building  integrated  photovoltaics  as  well  as  wind 
power. 

•  Reduced  Carbon  Footprint:  Focus  on  reducing  emissions  from  both  energy 
and  transportation.  Estimate  reducing  emissions  on  Treasure  Island  by  60% 
from  baseline  conditions. 

•  Water  and  Wastewater:  Living  within  the  water  budget.  The  Island  will  have 
its  own  hydrologic  system  designed  to  minimize  the  use  and  maximize  the 
reuse  of  water.  Through  intelligent  design  and  state  of  the  art  fixtures, 
buildings  will  use  20  to  30%  less  potable  water  than  conventionah  design.  An 
upgraded  on  island  treatment  facility  will  treat  1.1  million  gallons  per  day  of 
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wastewater.  All  of  the  wastewater  that  is  generated  on  the  Island  will  be 
treated  on  site.  Use  of  gray  water  will  be  maximized. 

•  Eliminating  the  concept  of  waste:  Manage  the  generation  supporting  the 
City's  aggressive  solid  waste  diversion  goals  of  75%  from  landfills.  Organic 
waste  will  be  composted  for  use  on  the  Island's  agricultural  park. 

•  Materials:  Reducing  Embodied  Energy  and  Toxicity  of  Materials:  Innovative 
materials  will  be  used  in  construction  of  site  features,  infrastructure  and 
buildings.  They  will  be  evaluated  and  selected  based  on  their  environmental 
characteristics  including  renewable  and  recyclable  content,  low  toxicity,  and 
source  locally  where  possible.  Demolition  materials  including  concrete  and 
steel  will  be  used  on  site  or  recycled. 

•  Health,  Safety  and  Security  of  Residents:  remediation  of 
contamination/climate  change,  flooding,  seismic  risks/emergency  support. 
The  new  Land  Use  Plan  requires  additional  remediation  of  contamination 
above  and  beyond  what  the  Navy  is  committed  to.  TICD  has  allocated  funds 
to  perform  that  remediation  to  the  standards  appropriate  for  the  new  Land 
Use  Plan.  To  mitigate  geo-technic  risks  and  sea  level  rise  associated  with 
global  warming,  a  50-foot  wide  zone  along  the  entire  perimeter  of  Treasure 
Island  will  be  strengthened  and  stabilized.  The  levy  will  provide 
approximately  7  !4  foot  of  freeboard  over  normal  high  tides. 

•  Community  and  Society.  To  foster  community  development,  essential 
services  and  easily  accessible  community  spaces  will  be  provided  including  a 
centrally  located  community  center  and  a  range  of  other  facilities.  Space  will 
be  provided  for  an  educational  center  through  TICD  work  with  a  non-profit 
organization. 

•  Economic  Development  and  Viability:  A  sustainable  community  also  provides 
for  a  range  of  diverse  housing  and  employment  opportunities  that  have  been 
carefully  considered  and  presented  in  the  Housing  and  Job  Plans.  The 
Treasure  Island  housing  mix  is  designed  to  accommodate  a  broad  range  of 
incomes  and  life  styles,  approximately  30%  of  the  housing  units  will  be 
affordable  and  approximately  85%  of  TICD  housing  units  will  be  for  sale.  The 
affordable  housing  units  will  maximize  the  benefits  of  energy  and  water 
efficiency  strategies  thereby  lowering  utility  bills  and  minimizing  the  total  cost 
of  ownership  for  the  families  who  need  it  most. 

•  Sustainability  Reference:  TICD  is  committed  to  achieving  LEED  ND  gold 
certification  with  good  faith  efforts  to  achieve  platinum  pending  finalization  of 
the  program.  The  Plan  supports  the  intention  and  specifics  of  the  Urban 
Environmental  Accords. 

•  Green  Building  Specifications  will  be  incorporated  into  the  design  and 
constructions  of  the  buildings  on  Treasure  Island.  It  is  a  condition  for  all 
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building  permits  derived  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  and  based  on  the  LEED  NC  standards.  Highlights  that  are 
included  in  the  Green  Building  specifications  were  discussed  and  are 
included  in  the  presentation  and  in  Appendix  4  of  the  Plan. 

•  Implementation  Plan:  Assessing  Sustainability  Performance  -  scale  has 
been  developed  to  evaluate  progress. 

•  Sustainability  Dashboard  shows  how  progress  will  be  achieved  over  time. 

Ms.  Rogers  summarized  that  the  new  community  will  have  a  positive  impact  on  local 
sustainability  challenges  as  well  as  global  sustainability  issues  across  these  focus  areas.  In 
result  of  the  sustainability  and  design  effort,  the  community  will  enjoy  cleaner,  healthier 
forms  of  transportation,  live  within  its  water  budget,  give  energy  back  to  the  grid  during 
hours  of  peak  demand,  reduce  carbon  emissions  by  60%  and  serve  as  a  constant  reminder 
of  the  choices  we  can  make  in  our  daily  patterns  of  living  to  ensure  a  more  sustainable 
future. 

Ms.  Rogers  stated  that  the  goal  is  to  reduce  the  eco  footprint  of  the  development. 
Designers  and  planners  have  optimized  the  elements  under  their  control,  improving 
transportation  choices,  designed  energy  efficient  housing  and  emphasized  on  site 
renewables  as  well  as  grid  source  and  emission  free  supply.  The  Land  Use  Plan  has  been 
designed  in  harmony  with  local  climactic  conditions.  It  now  comes  down  to  personal 
behavior,  consumption  choices  and  lifestyle  decisions  that  residents  of  Treasure  Island  will 
make.  TICD  is  facilitating  awareness  and  education  through  its  Sustainability  Education 
Center  on  the  Island.  This  Plan  represents  a  model  for  urban  development  and  hope  for  the 
future. 

Commissioner  King  complimented  the  Department's  collective  knowledge  that  went  into 
producing  the  Plan  and  questioned  why  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  Plan  or  the 
Bayview  Hunters  Point  Redevelopment  Plan  is  not  of  the  same  quality.  It  was 
recommended  that  future  large-scale  land  use-plans  reference  this  particular  plan  in  order  to 
make  people  understand  how  to  make  a  better  life  for  themselves  and  their  neighbors. 

Vice-President  Wald  thanked  everyone  for  their  commitment  to  sustainability  and  ambitious 
goals  and  stated  that  she  believes  that  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  can  be  a  model 
for  sustainable  development  and  hopes  that  objectives  will  be  achieved.  Commissioner 
Wald  asked  what  the  process  of  improving  performance  of  some  of  the  focused  areas  that 
have  been  identified  over  time  would  be  once  current  targets  are  met.  Ms.  Rogers  stated 
that  the  Plan  was  created  so  that  progress  could  be  evaluated  and  would  allow  for  flexibility 
and  incorporation  of  new  technologies,  higher  goals,  and  new  ways  of  doing  things  as  long 
as  the  project  economics  are  equivalent  and  other  partners  are  available  to  contribute  to 
those  goals. 

President  Pelosi  Jr.  thanked  the  speakers  for  their  presentation  and  wished  them  luck  in 
their  challenge  going  forward  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
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7.  DISCUSSION:  The  Commission  will  initiate  a  discussion  of  ways  to  make  current  practices 
on  Treasure  Island  more  sustainable. 

SPONSOR:  Commissioner  Ruth  Gravanis 
SPEAKERS:  Ms.  Cyndy  Comerford,  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health; 
Mr.  Peter  Brastow,  Nature  in  the  City  and  San  Francisco  Environment  Staff 

Commissioner  Ruth  Gravanis  stated  that  the  implementation  of  the  Sustainability  Plan  that 
the  Commission  just  heard  a  presentation  on  is  not  intended  to  begin  until  the  project  begins 
which  is  many  years  from  now  after  the  Navy  conveys  the  land,  EIR  certification,  DDA  is 
done,  and  other  actions.  Commissioner  Gravanis  asked  what  could  be  done  now  to  make 
the  Island  more  sustainable.  It  was  stated  that  people  live  on  the  Island  and  there  is  a 
community  there.  The  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  has  a  wonderful 
program  there  and  there  are  naturally  occurring  ecological  communities  to  be  protected. 
Commissioner  Gravanis  stated  that  she  is  hoping  that  the  topic  of  sustainability  will  be 
continued  to  March  with  the  possibility  of  a  special  meeting  on  the  Island.  Commissioner 
Gravanis  acknowledged  Ms.  Mirian  Saez,  the  Director  of  Island  Operations  for  the  Treasure 
Island  Development  Authority. 

Mr.  Peter  Brastow,  Director,  Nature  in  the  City  discussed  methods  to  implement  the 
biodiversity  aspect  of  sustainability  now  before  the  Sustainability  Plan  is  going  to  be 
implemented.  Mr.  Brastow  discussed  Yerba  Buena  Island's  remaining  naturally  occurring 
eco  systems,  which  was  the  focus  of  the  discussion.  A  picture  chronology  was  shown  of 
native  vegetation  that  demonstrates  the  ecological  integrity  of  the  western  bluffs  of  the 
Island,  Department  of  the  Environment  habitat  restoration  day,  community  habitat 
restoration  day,  Clipper  Cove  Beach,  and  harbor  seals  on  the  Island.  Pictures  were  also 
shown  of  problems  the  Island  is  facing  such  as  invasive  plant  species  invading  the  integrity 
of  the  ecosystems  on  the  Island  and  homeless  encampments  that  present  public  health 
issues. 

Mr.  Brastow  stated  that  Nature  in  the  City  is  engaged  in  the  process  of  identifying,  protecting 
and  taking  care  of  the  natural  resources  on  Yerba  Buena  Island  and  assisting  the  relevant 
agencies,  e.g.  TIDA,  while  the  Island  is  in  flux.  It  was  stated  that  one  method  is  to  engage 
the  community  in  stewardship  of  the  land  and  reference  the  Coast  Guard  for  ideas.  It  was 
recommended  that  the  Development  Plan  include  a  native  plant  nursery  on  Yerba  Buena 
Island.  Also  suggested  was  for  the  Plan  to  address  how  the  housing  redevelopment  would 
affect  the  natural  resources  on  the  Island  and  preservation  and  restoration  that  would  be 
needed  to  create  ecological  sustainability.  Mr.  Brastow  suggested  that  agency  commitment 
be  garnered  for  the  long  term  and  decisions  should  be  made  as  to  what  agency  and 
jurisdiction  is  going  to  be  in  charge  of  managing  the  natural  resources  of  Yerba  Buena 
Island.  It  was  stated  that  in  order  to  accomplish  what  Nature  in  the  City  would  like  to 
accomplish  on  Yerba  Buena  Island  requires  funding  from  private  foundations,  federal  funds, 
or  from  other  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  municipal  arrangements. 

Ms.  Cynthia  Comerford,  Senior  Health  Program  Planner,  Department  of  Public  Health  stated 
that  the  Health  Department  along  with  the  San  Francisco  Bike  Coalition  has  been  awarded 
a  two-year  grant  from  the  California  Department  of  Transportation  to  facilitate  a  community- 
based  Transportation  Plan  for  Treasure  Island  to  design  a  collaborative  participatory 
process  building  a  walkable,  bikeable,  and  accessible  Treasure  Island.  The  Health 
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Department  has  been  involved  in  conducting  several  community  planning  processes  and 
developed  environmental  planning  tools  to  serve  pedestrian  planning  needs  and  is 
committed  to  making  this  Transportation  Plan  for  short  and  long  term-planning  as  the 
Treasure  Island  redevelopment  is  not  scheduled  to  start  for  another  eight  years. 

Ms.  Comerford  discussed  the  work  of  the  Bicycle  Coalition  stating  that  they  are  advocates 
for  making  San  Francisco  safer  for  bicyclists  and  are  extremely  knowledgeable  in 
community  design  features  and  transportation  infrastructure  for  bicycling. 

Ms.  Comerford  explained  that  the  grant  will  award  a  series  of  community  meetings,  surveys, 
focus  groups,  and  the  production  of  outreach  material  about  walking  and  biking  on  and  to 
Treasure  Island.  The  outcome  of  the  Transportation  Plan  will  result  in  a  Community  Action 
Plan  aimed  at  ensuring  equitable  access  for  residents,  commuters,  and  visitors  on  and  into 
Treasure  Island  with  an  emphasis  on  building  healthy,  active  neighborhoods.  The  final 
Action  Plan  will  be  presented  to  key  decision  makers  on  the  redevelopment  of  Treasure 
Island.  It  was  stated  that  the  community  transportation  planning  process  is  in  its  initial 
planning  phases  and  will  formally  begin  sometime  in  January  or  February.  The  scoping 
documents  and  more  details  on  the  Plan  should  be  available  on  the  Health  Department's 
Bicycle  Coalition's  website  in  the  next  couple  of  weeks.  Ms.  Comerford  asked  if 
Commissioners  were  interested  in  serving  on  the  Advisory  Committee,  or  if  the  public  was 
interested  in  being  a  stakeholder. 

Mr.  Bob  Besso,  Recycling  Program  Manager,  Norcal  Waste  Systems  San  Francisco 
Region,  which  includes  Sunset  Scavenger  and  Golden  Gate  Disposal  and  Recycling, 
servicing  Treasure  Island,  discussed  the  need  for  improvement  for  recycling  and  waste 
diversion  on  Treasure  Island.  Reasons  given  for  the  low  recycling  rate  are  that  housing  is 
similar  to  apartment  house  arrangements  where  the  tenants  do  not  have  a  direct 
relationship  to  waste  generation  and  are  not  paying  for  refuse  collection  as  a  single  family 
household  would  be  in  San  Francisco.  There  is  no  motivation  to  separate  the  waste 
accordingly  because  there  is  no  extra  fee  associated. 

Suggestions  to  increase  recycling  included  better  outreach,  direct  mail,  going  door  to  door 
with  informational  handouts,  neighborhood  workshops,  a  block-leader  program  or  an  island- 
leader  program  where  volunteers  adopt  a  street  and  provide  oversight  and  assistance  to 
tenants  in  correcting  behaviors.  It  was  stated  that  the  most  effective  method  would  be  to 
incorporate  within  the  tenant's  lease  or  property  rental  agreement  a  commitment  by  the 
tenant  to  participate  in  the  recycling,  waste  diversion  program  as  a  condition  of  lease  or  as  a 
condition  for  residing  on  the  Island. 

Commissioner  Gravanis  asked  what  it  would  cost  to  do  an  adequate  job  of  education 
whether  through  workshops  or  literature.  Mr.  Besso  stated  that  Sunset  Scavenger  and 
Golden  Gate  Disposal  have  historically  worked  with  the  Department  of  the  Environment  who 
has  taken  primary  responsibility  for  outreach.  It  was  stated  that  in  the  past,  a  direct  mail 
piece  could  cost  $1.00  per  household  for  a  one-time  contact,  and  that  door-to-door  outreach 
could  be  done  with  less  cost  with  volunteers.  It  would  then  be  a  matter  of  printing  the 
material  which  is  about  half  of  the  cost  of  a  direct  mail  campaign. 
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Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Department  has  a  Volunteer  Coordinator,  Ms.  Sunshine 
Swinford-DeVries  who  is  in  the  process  of  doing  an  outreach  multi-family  campaign  with 
Golden  Gate  and  Sunset  Scavenger.  Volunteers  were  asked  to  go  door  to  door  and  within 
a  week  50  people  expressed  interest  in  participation.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  he 
believed  that  money  was  not  the  obstacle  and  recommended  devising  a  work  strategy  and 
surveying  the  residents  as  to  what  the  obstacles  for  recycling  may  be. 

Vice-President  Wald  asked  if  the  Treasure  Island  residents  receive  all  of  the  bins.  Mr. 
Besso  stated  that  residents  do  not  receive  the  green  bin  by  default,  as  there  has  not  been  a 
demand.  Residents  do  receive  the  blue  and  black  bin,  which  is  the  easiest  component  of 
managing  waste.  It  was  suggested  that  this  particular  collection  be  straightened  out  before 
implementing  the  green  bin.  Vice-President  Wald  suggested  that  a  study  be  implemented  to 
determine  which  outreach  method  works  the  best  in  encouraging  people  to  recycle  and 
suggested  that  someone  may  be  interested  in  funding  this  type  of  study. 

Mr.  Morris  Quill,  General  Manager,  Golden  Gate  Disposal  and  Recycling  discussed 
operational  issues.  It  was  stated  that  there  is  significant  amount  of  contamination  in  the 
blue  recycling  containers,  and  drivers  are  making  a  decision  as  to  whether  they  take  the 
recycling  container  and  contaminate  the  truck  or  put  it  in  the  garbage.  It  was  recommended 
that  residences  with  5-7  occupants  be  reviewed  to  determine  whether  they  have  adequate 
containers  or  bin  loading.  It  was  stated  that  the  garbage  container  seems  to  be  limited 
which  is  good  for  encouraging  recycling,  but  the  tenants  sometimes  put  the  garbage  in  the 
recycling.  Financial  incentives  were  recommended  in  order  to  motivate  the  tenants  to 
recycle. 

Vice  President  Wald  asked  if  the  landlord  could  be  penalized.  Mr.  Quill  stated  that  the 
landlords  should  understand  that  because  charges  are  based  upon  garbage  collected,  that 
recycling  that  is  thrown  into  the  garbage  should  have  a  charge  levied  as  well.  Vice 
President  Wald  recommended  that  Treasure  Island  residents  receive  the  Department 
brochure  on  recycling.  Mr.  Quill  stated  that  the  three-bin  program  is  transparent  and  carts 
are  distinctive  for  each  area.  It  was  stated  that  the  residents  could  live  with  the  smaller 
containers  if  they  were  to  separate  the  refuse  and  that  there  is  more  volume  than  capacity  at 
this  point. 

Commissioner  King  stated  that  he  had  previously  received  a  letter  from  a  landlord  stating 
that  the  cost  would  be  passed  on  the  resident  if  recycling  was  not  done.  More  education  in 
this  area  was  recommended.  The  Department  was  commended  for  their  previous  education 
efforts  that  reached  out  to  adults  and  children. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Sherry  Williams,  Director,  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development 
Initiative,  a  collaboration  often  different  community-based  organizations  that  provide 
supportive  housing  for  formerly  homeless  people  on  Treasure  Island.  Ms.  Williams  stated 
that  the  topic  of  recycling  is  a  popular  issue  on  Treasure  Island  and  recommended  having 
community  events  and  multiple  strategies  for  reaching  residents  instead  of  handing  out 
written  material.  Ms.  Williams  spoke  in  favor  of  working  with  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  to  establish  collaboration  between  Treasure  Island  residents  and  the 
Department  to  provide  education  on  environmental  issues  such  as  recycling  efforts,  energy 
conservation,  and  other  resources  that  can  be  brought  to  the  Island. 
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Public  Comment:  Mr.  Andy  Thornley,  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition  thanked  Mr.  Brastow 
for  his  presentation  on  Yerba  Buena  Island.  Mr.  Thornley  expressed  his  interest  in  working 
with  the  Department  of  Public  Health  on  their  efforts  at  Treasure  Island.  It  was  stated  that 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  have  made  significant  efforts  in  terms  of  planning,  the 
environment,  and  healthy  neighborhoods  and  have  developed  a  set  of  community  health 
impact  assessment  tools  mostly  for  the  eastern  neighborhoods  that  could  be  brought  to 
Treasure  Island.  Mr.  Thornley  expressed  his  support  of  engaging  the  current  and  future 
residents  of  the  Island,  especially  people  who  are  economically  disadvantaged,  by  working 
together  to  promote  future  events,  recycling,  composting,  sustainability,  and  bicycling  on  the 
Island.  A  discussion  was  held  on  a  recent  youth  bike  fair  that  was  held  on  the  Island. 

Vice  President  Wald  asked  whether  there  is  an  attempt  to  make  Treasure  Island  events 
zero  waste  as  in  San  Francisco.  Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Department  will  work 
with  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  to  coordinate  this  effort.  Mr.  Thornley  advised 
that  the  Bike  Coalition  is  having  their  Winter  Fest  event  on  Sunday  that  is  planned  to  be 
zero  waste  and  will  make  sure  their  future  Treasure  Island  events  will  be  the  same. 

8.  DISCUSSION  and  ACTION:  The  Commission  discussed  creating  and  adopting  a  policy 
regarding  members'  attendance  at  Commission  Meetings  (Explanatory  Documents: 
Mayor's  September  18,  2006,  October  30,  2006  Letter  and  Attendance  Template 

http://web1.sfqov.orq/site/uploadedfiles/sfenvironment/meetinqs/coe/supportinq/2006/MayorsCommissionAte 

ate.pdf.

President  Pelosi  Jr.  stated  that  the  Policy  Committee  discussed  Commission  members' 
attendance  policy  at  their  October  meeting.  The  Policy  Committee  recommended  adoption 
of  the  referenced  Policy.  Upon  Motion  by  Commissioner  King  and  second  by  President 
Pelosi  Jr.  the  Cover  Letters  and  Attendance  Policies  were  adopted  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  Office  with  no  objection.  The  Commission  Secretary  would 
forward  the  Policy  to  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  on  November  29,  2006. 

9.  DISCUSSION  and  ACTION:  Nomination  of  Officers.  At  the  regular  Commission  meeting 
held  in  November  of  each  year,  any  Commissioner  interested  in  running  for  office  shall  state 
publicly  his  or  her  interest  and  willingness  to  run  for  a  specific  office.  Such  Commissioners, 
and  any  other  Commissioners  nominated  at  the  November  meeting,  shall  be  candidates  for 
office. 

Commissioner  Mok  nominated  President  Pelosi,  Jr.  for  the  office  of  Commission  President 
for  a  new  one-year  term.  President  Pelosi,  Jr.  accepted  the  nomination.  President  Pelosi, 
Jr.  nominated  Vice-President  Wald  for  the  office  of  Vice-President.  Vice-President  Wald 
accepted  the  nomination.  Elections  are  scheduled  for  the  January  Commission  meeting. 
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10.  INFORMATION:  Commission  Secretary's  Report 
Monica  Fish,  Commission  Secretary 

Ms.  Fish  reported  on  communications  and  correspondence  received  since  the  September

11.  INFORMATION:  Operations  Committee  Report 

■    Chair's  Report:  Commissioner  Mok  highlighted  the  meeting  of  Wednesday,  October 
18,  2006.  The  next  meeting  is  scheduled  for  Wednesday,  January  17,  2007,  at  4:00 
p.m.,  1 1  Grove  Street,  Eco-Center  Conference  Room.  Commissioner  Mok  reported 
that  at  the  October  18  meeting,  the  current  and  upcoming  public  outreach  plan  was 
discussed  as  well  as  the  team's  reorganization;  yellow-page  advertising,  recycling 
and  composting,  web  design,  and  toxics  reduction.  Additional  topics  heard  included 
approval  of  Environmental  Justice  grant  funds,  the  Controller's  Office  Audit  Report 
update,  and  lease  of  office  space  at  1 1  Grove  Street  update. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Nancy  Wuerfel  stated  that  she  had  made  a  request  at  the 
October  Operations  Committee  meeting  for  a  copy  of  the  City's  Global  Compact 
Project,  the  Department's  formal  policy  on  volunteers,  and  a  defined  agreement 
between  the  UN  Global  Compact  Office  and  the  Department.  Ms.  Wuerfel  requested 
that  a  formal  written  policy  be  developed  to  address  how  City  land  should  be  used  by 
the  UN  Global  Compact,  and  asked  for  further  discussion  of  the  status  of  the  $5,000 
grant. 

President  Pelosi  Jr.  stated  that  these  issues  were  discussed  at  the  October 
Operations  Committee  meeting  and  recommended  that  the  City  Attorney's  Office 
develop  a  policy  on  use  of  office  space  and  other  suggestions  as  stated  in  Ms. 
Wuerfel's  public  comment.  The  policy  would  then  be  brought  to  the  Operations 
Committee  and  to  the  full  Commission  for  adoption. 

Director  Blumenfeld  stated  that  the  Bay  Area  Council  made  a  commitment  because 
of  their  desire  to  have  the  UN  have  an  office  in  San  Francisco  and  would  follow-up  to 
see  if  funds  were  received. 

12.  INFORMATION:  Policy  Committee  Report 

■    Chairs  Report:  Commissioner  Wald  highlighted  the  meeting  of  Monday,  October  30, 
2006  and  Commissioner  King  highlighted  the  meeting  of  November  13,  2006. 

Policy  Chair  Wald  reported  that  at  the  October  30,  2006  meeting  a  discussion  was  held 
on  a  review  of  the  Precautionary  Principle  preliminary  draft  report  produced  by  Ms. 
Raphael,  Toxics  Reduction  Program  Manager.  A  discussion  was  held  with  outstanding 
speakers  on  organic  and  sustainable  food  policy  as  a  precursor  to  the  Commission  and 
Department's  work  on  Urban  Environmental  Accord  on  organic  food  priorities  and  also 
discussed  was  the  attendance  policy  for  Commission  and  Committee  meetings. 
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Commissioner  King  reported  that  at  the  November  13,  2006  meeting,  a  discussion  was 
held  on  fostering  urban  wildlife  habitats,  encouraging  people  to  grow  natural  plants  in 
their  backyards,  looking  for  more  areas  in  the  City  to  grow  natural  plants,  as  well  as 
discouraging  pouring  concrete  over  what  could  be  beautiful  natural  areas.  Department 
objectives  for  2007  were  also  discussed,  such  as  preservation  of  older  mature  trees  and 
additional  strategic  developments. 

Policy  Chair  Wald  reported  that  the  December  1 1  meeting  was  cancelled  due  to  a  lack  of 
quorum.  The  next  meeting  would  be  held  on  January  8,  2007. 

Public  Comment:  Ms.  Wuerfel  stated  that  there  is  $200,000  per  year  allocated  to 
discuss  long-term  planning  and  that  long  term  planning  for  the  landfill  should  be 
identified  for  discussion  as  part  of  the  Department's  Strategic  Plan  as  it  has  implications 
for  the  Bay  Region.  Director  Blumenfeld  advised  that  it  is  slated  to  begin  in  January 
2007. 

13.  INFORMATION:  Director's  Report 

•    Jared  Blumenfeld,  Director,  Department  of  the  Environment  gave  updates  on  SFE 
administrative  and  programmatic  operations  relating  to  Budget  Planning,  Strategic 
Planning,  Climate  Division,  Outreach  and  Education  Division,  Environmental  Justice 
Division,  Zero  Waste,  Toxics  Reduction  Program,  and  the  Urban  Forestry  Division.  (See

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This  report  was  adopted  by  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  for  submission  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  on  November  28,  2006. 


Introduction 

In  July  2003,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  Precautionary 
Principle  Ordinance  (Ordinance),  which  became  Chapter  1  of  the  San  Francisco 
Environment  Code.  The  Ordinance  directed  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to 
report  back  to  the  Board  on  the  progress  of  the  Ordinance  three  years  after  adoption. 

The  Ordinance  was  written  to  be  "non  self-implementing."  This  means  that  its  intent  was 
to  become  the  basis  for  future  environmental  legislation  and  a  guidance  document  for 
City  decision-making. 

In  the  three  years  since  the  adoption  of  the  Precautionary  Principle  Ordinance,  there 
have  been  many  instances  of  implementation  in  the  City's  purchasing  and  policymaking, 
many  examples  of  adoption  by  other  cities  of  ordinances  similar  to  San  Francisco's,  and 
much  recognition  as  San  Francisco  has  been  lauded  not  only  for  the  passage  of  the 
Ordinance,  but  also  for  the  programs  and  services  that  have  grown  out  of  it. 

This  report  is  a  summary  of  the  activities  undertaken  by  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  to  implement  the  Ordinance  as  well  as  the  broader  impacts  of  its  passage  on 
other  jurisdictions  in  California  and  nationally.  Using  the  information  gathered  at  the 
Public  Hearing  on  the  Precautionary  Principle,  this  report  will  also  address  challenges 
faced  and  next  steps  regarding  implementation  of  the  Ordinance. 
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The  Precautionary  Principle  Ordinance  states: 

SEC.  101.  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  PRECAUTIONARY  PRINCIPLE.  Where  threats  of  serious 
or  irreversible  damage  to  people  or  nature  exist,  lack  of  full  scientific  certainty  about  cause  and 
effect  shall  not  be  viewed  as  sufficient  reason  for  the  City  to  postpone  cost  effective  measures 
to  prevent  the  degradation  of  the  environment  or  protect  the  health  of  its  citizens. 

The  Ordinance  outlines  5  basic  elements  of  the  Precautionary  Principle  that  should  be 
used  in  decisions  made  by  the  City  of  San  Francisco.  They  are: 


1.  Anticipatory  Action:  There  is  a  duty  to  take  anticipatory  action  to  prevent 
harm.  Government,  business,  and  community  groups,  as  well  as  the  general 
public,  share  this  responsibility. 

2.  Right  to  Know:  The  community  has  a  right  to  know  complete  and  accurate 
information  on  potential  human  health  and  environmental  impacts  associated 
with  the  selection  of  products,  services,  operations  or  plans.  The  burden  to 
supply  this  information  lies  with  the  proponent,  not  with  the  general  public. 

3.  Alternatives  Assessment:  An  obligation  exists  to  examine  a  full  range  of 
alternatives  and  select  the  alternative  with  the  least  potential  impact  on  human 
health  and  the  environment  including  the  alternative  of  doing  nothing. 

4.  Full  Cost  Accounting:  When  evaluating  potential  alternatives,  there  is  a  duty  to 
consider  all  the  reasonably  foreseeable  costs,  including  raw  materials, 
manufacturing,  transportation,  use,  cleanup,  eventual  disposal,  and  health  costs 
even  if  such  costs  are  not  reflected  in  the  initial  price.  Short-  and  long-term 
benefits  and  time  thresholds  should  be  considered  when  making  decisions. 

5.  Participatory  Decision  Process:  Decisions  applying  the  Precautionary 
Principle  must  be  transparent,  participatory,  and  informed  by  the  best  available 
science  and  other  relevant  information. 

A.  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance 

In  2005,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  Precautionary  Purchasing 
Ordinance  (Purchasing  Ordinance),  the  first  implementation  chapter  of  the 
Precautionary  Principle,  which  deals  with  the  City's  procurement  of  commodities. 
Service  contracts  were  not  covered  under  this  ordinance.  The  Department  of  the 
Environment  was  to  report  back  to  the  Board  once  implementation  had  progressed  to 
determine  the  feasibility  of  expanding  the  Purchasing  Ordinance  to  service  contracts. 

Like  the  Precautionary  Principle  Ordinance,  the  Purchasing  Ordinance  was  drafted  with 
the  help  of  local  health  and  environmental  community  groups  including  Breast  Cancer 
Fund,  Commonweal,  Clean  Water  Action,  Healthy  Children  Organizing  Project,  Center 
for  Environmental  Health,  and  the  Golden  Gate  Environmental  Law  Center.  Many  of  the 
groups  acted  under  the  umbrella  organization,  Bay  Area  Working  Group  on  the 
Precautionary  Principle  (BAWG).  In  addition,  public  input  was  sought  through  public 
meetings  and  incorporated  into  the  design  of  the  Purchasing  Ordinance.  The  Office  of 
Contract  Administration  was  a  key  partner  in  the  Purchasing  Ordinance  design  and 
implementation,  along  with  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  office  of 
Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell. 
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With  adoption  of  the  Purchasing  Ordinance,  the  following  actions  were  put  in  place: 

1 .  Existing  City  ordinances  dealing  with  procurement  were  consolidated  into  the 
Purchasing  Ordinance  through  regulation  (05-01-PPO). 

2.  Public  Participation  Guidelines  were  developed  and  adopted  after  extensive 
public  input  (05-02-PPO).

3.  City  purchases  of  commodities  were  reviewed  and  prioritized  to  determine 
their  potential  impact  on  human  health  and  the  environment  as  well  as  the 
availability  of  environmentally  preferable  alternatives.  After  three  public 
meetings  and  comment  on  documents,  a  set  often  Targeted  Product 
Categories  was  selected  and  adopted  by  the  Commission  on  the 
Environment.

4.  Under  the  terms  of  the  Purchasing  Ordinance,  environmental  attributes  were 
added  to  the  following  contracts: 

a.  Recycled/chlorine-free  janitorial  paper  products 

b.  Less-toxic  janitorial  cleaners 

c.  Low-mercury/high-efficiency  lighting 

Upcoming  efforts  include  examination  of  the  City  computer  contract,  and  an  analysis  of 
the  purchase  of  food  by  City  departments. 

B.  Influence  on  Pesticide  Registration/Labeling 

The  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (US  EPA)  is  responsible  for 
determining  which  pesticides  are  allowed  for  use  and  sale  nationally.  It  determines  not 
only  what  chemicals  can  be  used  but  how  they  are  used  and  where  they  can  not  be 
used.  For  example,  some  pesticides  are  only  allowed  to  be  used  to  kill  insects  on 
certain  crops  and  are  not  allowed  to  be  sold  for  home  use  to  control  the  same  insects. 

San  Francisco  has  made  an  effort  to  voice  concerns  over  decisions  made  by  US  EPA 
when  those  decisions  could  impact  the  health  of  City  residents  or  the  San  Francisco 
Bay.  Traditionally,  US  EPA  has  looked  at  pesticides  individually,  but  not  in  terms  of 
available  alternatives  -  an  approach  emphasized  under  the  Precautionary  Principle.  For 
example,  the  US  EPA  does  not  ask  which  is  the  least  toxic  way  to  control  a  pest;  they 
examine  each  chemical  individually  and  allow  a  range  of  products  of  varying  toxicity  to 
be  sold  that  combat  the  pest.  San  Francisco  asked  the  US  EPA  to  utilize  an  alternatives 
approach  on  16  different  pesticides  used  in  the  City.  In  all  16  cases,  our  comments 
urged  that  US  EPA  consider  the  availability  of  safer  alternatives  to  the  toxic  products, 
that  they  require  complete  data  on  health  risks,  and  that  they  increase  the  transparency 
of  their  pesticide  registration  decisions. 

In  response  to  our  comments,  US  EPA  conducted  an  alternatives  analysis  in  its 
consideration  of  the  use  of  a  highly  toxic  pesticide,  metaldehyde,  in  snail  bait.  Using  this 
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approach,  the  US  EPA  determined  that  alternative  products  are  available  that  are  just 
as  effective  and  clearly  safer  -  especially  for  pets.  Metaldehyde  is  one  of  the  most 
commonly  reported  sources  of  dog  poisoning.  US  EPA  registration  managers  consulted 
with  the  City  and  decided  that  metaldehyde  should  be  greatly  restricted  and  that  strict 
warning  symbols  should  be  placed  on  the  labels  of  products  containing  metaldehyde  to 
alert  consumers  about  potential  hazards. 

C.  San  Francisco  Foundation  Grant  Support 

The  City  has  benefited  greatly  from  the  efforts  of  community  health  and  environmental 
organizations.  As  described  above,  many  organizations  came  together  under  the 
umbrella  organization  Bay  Area  Working  Group  on  the  Precautionary  Principle  (BAWG). 
The  efforts  of  the  BAWG  have  been  underwritten  in  similar  part  through  a  grant  from  the 
San  Francisco  Foundation,  which  has  shown  great  interest  in  the  Precautionary 
Principle  and  supported  efforts  to  extend  the  Principle  beyond  the  borders  of  San 
Francisco. 

As  these  community  groups  expressed  the  need  to  expand  precautionary  thinking  to  all 
City  agencies  and  move  its  influence  beyond  City  procurement,  the  San  Francisco 
Foundation  has  again  offered  support.  A  second  grant  was  awarded  to  two  San 
Francisco-based  groups,  the  BAWG  and  Neighborhood  Assemblies  Network  (NAN). 
Clean  Water  Action  and  the  Breast  Cancer  Fund  lead  the  BAWG  efforts.  These  groups 
will  partner  to  focus  on  modeling  meaningful  public  participation  and  working  with  a 
variety  of  City  agencies  to  apply  the  five  elements  of  the  Precautionary  Principle 
Ordinance  to  their  decision-making  process.  Work  on  the  grant  began  in  July  2006. 


D.  San  Francisco  Welcomes  Mayors  During  World  Environment  Day 

In  June  of  2005,  San  Francisco  became  the  first  US  city  to  host  United  Nations  World 
Environment  Day.  The  important  role  played  by  mayors  and  city  governments  in 
affecting  environmental  change  was  the  focus  of  this  week-long  event.  The 
Precautionary  Principle  emerged  as  a  universal  theme  embraced  by  many  countries 
outside  of  the  United  States.  More  than  a  hundred  participants  from  community 
organizations,  governments,  and  businesses  spent  an  afternoon  of  intense  discussion 
about  implementing  the  Precautionary  Principle.  Bringing  together  such  a  diverse  group 
of  voices  helped  to  illuminate  the  potential  applications  of  this  approach  as  well  as  some 
of  the  fundamental  challenges  that  must  be  addressed  such  as  communicating  clearly 
what  a  precautionary  approach  means  in  land  use  and  other  issues  as  well  as 
overcoming  opposition  from  chemical  companies  and  trade  associations. 

E.  San  Francisco  Ordinance  as  Catalyst  for  Other  Jurisdictions 

By  passing  an  ordinance  in  San  Francisco,  other  local  and  state  governments  were 
catalyzed  into  action  and  crafted  their  own  version  of  precautionary  legislation.  Specific 
examples  include  the  States  of  Hawaii  and  Washington,  the  counties  of  Marin  and 
Mendocino,  and  such  cities  as  Berkeley,  Eugene,  Portland,  and  Seattle. 


F.  San  Francisco  recognized  as  "Pioneer  of  Precaution" 

In  June  2006,  the  first  national  conference  on  the  Precautionary  Principle  was  held  in 
Baltimore,  Maryland.  Several  hundred  participants  from  across  North  America  met  to 
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learn  from  community  organizations  and  municipal  governments  about  implementation 
of  the  Precautionary  Principle.  San  Francisco  was  recognized  for  its  leadership  and 
early  adoption  of  the  Precautionary  Principle  and  received  the  Pioneer  of  Precaution 
Award  from  the  conference  organizing  committee.  Pioneer  of  Precaution  Awards  were 
also  given  to  the  BAWG  and  the  Breast  Cancer  Fund. 

G.  Challenges  and  Next  Steps 

In  October  2006,  a  public  meeting  was  held  by  the  Commission  on  the  Environment  to 
look  towards  the  future  with  respect  to  expanding  the  impact  of  the  Precautionary 
Principle.  Stakeholders  who  had  been  involved  throughout  the  development  and 
implementation  of  the  Ordinance  participated  in  the  discussion  and  all  agreed  that  much 
work  was  left  to  do  in  order  to  make  City  departments  aware  of  the  Principle  and 
incorporate  its  tenets  into  the  decisions  they  make.  Below  is  a  summary  of  some  of  the 
ideas  expressed. 

Education/Training  -  Elected  officials,  city  agencies,  the  community,  and  local 
businesses  all  need  to  understand  how  to  implement  a  precautionary  approach.  The 
responsibility  for  such  education  is  a  shared  among  the  Commission  on  the 
Environment,  the  Department  of  the  Environment,  and  community  organizations  who 
believe  that  a  precautionary  approach  will  lead  to  better  environmental  decisions.  The 
group  recognized  the  limited  ability  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  reach  all 
City  agencies.  Ultimately,  all  City  Commissions  can  play  a  meaningful  role  in  ensuring 
that  City  departments  follow  the  intent  of  this  law. 

Checklist  -  While  the  Ordinance  spells  out  general  tenets  of  a  precautionary  approach, 
there  is  no  "checklist"  of  the  steps  involved  in  public  participation,  alternatives  analysis, 
or  full  cost  accounting.  Development  of  such  a  checklist  must  be  done  with  special 
attention  to  "quality"  of  implementation.  Departments  must  be  able  to  say  that  they 
followed  the  tenets  of  the  Precautionary  Principle  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  and 
community  members  must  feel  that  the  steps  were  taken  in  good  faith,  and  were  not  just 
actions  "checked  off"  as  completed. 

Accountability/Reporting  -There  is  a  need  for  updates  beyond  this  three-year  report. 
Annual  reporting  at  a  public  meeting,  such  as  the  Commission  on  the  Environment, 
could  be  coupled  with  reports  given  on  the  Precautionary  Purchasing  Ordinance.  It  is 
important  for  San  Francisco  elected  officials  and  citizen  commissions  to  be  kept 
appraised  of  the  progress  of  this  ordinance,  as  their  direct  support  will  be  critical  to  the 
success  of  the  City's  precautionary  efforts. 
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
